N purſuance of the recommendation made by the Faculty to their Dean 
and others, the 18“ Day of June laſt, That they ſhould meet with Dr. 
FoRBESs, and inſpect a ſpecimen of the Work he intends to publiſh, and 
converſe with him concerning the deſign, nature, and contents of it: we 
whoſe names are ſubſcrib'd have met with the ſaid Doctor, and have, fo 
far as the ſhort time we had could allow, examin'd the ſpecimen laid be- 
fore us; and we do find, That this Work is a collection of a vaſt num- 
ber of original, authentic papers, taken from the Payer OFF1ce, Cor- 
TONIAN LIBRARY, and other repoſitories where the ſame have been 
occaſionally diſcovered; ſuch as, Letters from Queen ELIZABETH and the 
ſeveral Princes of Europe to one another; Inſtructions to the ambaſſadors 
and miniſters mutually employed by them in their reſpective courts, in re- 
lation to their ſeveral tranſactions; Correſpondencies betwixt the mini- 
ſters themſelves, and other writings of great uſe as well as curioſity, ſerv- 
ing to diſcover the ſecret ſprings and motions of the ſeveral courts of Eu- 
rope, with reſpect to the important tranſactions that happened during Queen 
EL1ZzABETH's reign; and which, when now collected together, will not only 
contribute to clear many dark paſſages of the hiſtory of that time, but 
will give a much more lively and perfect account of the public affairs in 
that remarkable period, than any hiſtory that might be form'd out of them: 
That the greateſt number of thoſe moſt curious and authentic writings have 
never been publiſhed by any hiſtorian or collector whatever: That the 
originals of a great many of theſe writings are now loſt by the fire that 
happened in the Cotton Library, and others of them are much damnified 
and obliterated; ſo that it is owing to the particular providence of the 


Doctor's having made his collection before that fire, that the contents of thoſe ' 


uſeful writings are preſerv'd, and may be handed down to poſterity: That 
the collection appears to be made with great judgment and exactneſs, and 
muſt have been a work of many years, and immenſe labour, ſuch as very 
few could have been capable of undergoing. And we are of opinion, that 
this collection will be of great uſe both for the entertainment and inſtruc- 
tion of thoſe that are curious and deſirous to be inſtructed, either in the 
knowledge of the hiſtory of thoſe times (with relation to which ſo many 


diſputes have happened) or in the characters both of the princes and mini- 


ſters and other perſons of diſtinction that then lived in Europe, or the

meaſures they were then ſeverally purſuing, and methods by which tl 
endeavoured to accompliſh their ſeveral ends; the pretenſions the ſeveral 
kingdoms had againſt one another, and the reaſons upon which they did 
endeavour to ſupport their mutual claims; the treaties and alliances thar 
were then entered into, which, when carefully conſidered, will appear 
to be the foundations of many other treaties and great tranſactions that have 
happened ſince that time. In ſhort, we are of opinion, that the Work 
will be very uſeful as well as entertaining to all the learned and curious 
world; and that the Doctor deſerves all ſupport and encouragement to en- 
able him to perfect this undertaking; and that a Work of ſo great value 
does deſerve the encouragement of fo learned a Faculty, and of the ſeve-

Tux qQuene mother anſweryd: Monſieur ambaſſador, ſpeakyng to 
me your Majeſtie's ꝝxmbaſſador reſydent, you know, uppon your laſt com- 
playnt yn theſe matters, what order I dyd take with Monſieur d'Omale 
who anſweryd you yn ſuche ſorte, as you were therewith verie well ſa- 
tysfycyd. And theruppon I dyd alſo ſend to Monſieur d'Eſtampes ynto 
Brytayne, to geve order for theſe matters, and to cauſe reparation to be 
made for the injuries, yff any were don: wheareyn monſieurde Eſtampes 
hathe takyn uppon hym to advow, that by no man under hys chearge 
ther hathe bene any offence or dyſpleſure don to any Englysſheman. 

I YouR Majeſtie's ambaſſador anſweryd, that my colleague mr Mew- 
tys cowld teſtyfie, that your Majeſtie cowld not be yn quiett for the ma- 
ny complaynts that wer daly made unto yow, abowte the depredations 
and ſpoylls uppon your ſubgetts, yn on place and other, by the Frenche. 
And theruppon I syr Peter Mewtys dyd yn generall termes declare, that 
off late theyr was no day nor hower, but ether you or your cowncell were 
troblyd with ſuche exclamationsas were tedyus to here: and ſayd further, 
tor the better verefyeng off them, ſynce my commyng on thys ſyde I dyd 
know, that two Englysſhe marcheants were ſpoylyd off all they had by 
the Baron de Cleer's men, and put yn grett jeopardy off theyr lyffes be- 
twyxte Depe and Roan ; wyche was no matter ſurmycyd. 

THe quene mother anſweryd: The x yng and I have don whatt we 


can do, and theyr ys no partyculer matter here declaryd. I your Majeſ— 


tie's Embaſſador reſydent anſweryd: Madam, the quene my miſtreſs wold 
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be lothe to moleſte you with hyr matters, conſydetyng that you ar ſo vexyd 
with your owne : but bycauſe hyr people do ſo daly exclame, hyr vtajeſ- 
tie cannot wynke at the matter; and yn lyke maner ſhe dothe deſyer you 
to uſe no longer connyvance. The quene mother ſayd: I wyll wryte to 
thoſe wyche have the rule off thoſe contres, to take order hereyn, as I 
have done alredy. 

Bur, fayd ſhe, I do here, that thys ys not the matter why you ar com 
hyther to us; for the brute ys verie ryffe, that you Mr Mewtys have bene 
at Orleance with the prynce off Condy. Wheareunto I syr Peter Mew- 
tys anſweryd, that nether I had yn chearge ſo to do, nether had ſturryd 
forthe off th E mbaſſadorꝰ's lodgyng ſynce my comyng to Paris, wyche was 
the xx v1" off thys monethe; ſynce wyche tyme I fownd myſelffe very 
unmete to travell, and that my indyſpocition was the only cauſe why I 
had not deſyeryd audyence ſoner. The qQuene mother therat ſmylyd, 
and fayd: You may ſe the bruts and imaginations off the world. As for 
theſe complaynts, I wyll, ſayd ſhe, for reformation off them, wryte a- 
geyne to the puke d'Omale, and alſo to the puke off Eſtampes. 

AND thereuppon we dyd take ower leave off the K yng and the quene, 
and addreflyd owerſelffs to the K yng off Navarr. Unto whom I syr Pe- 
ter Mewtys ſayd, that at my departyng frome your Majeſtie, the ſame 
dyd take yt, that he the K ing off Navarr was at Bloys, and not here: 
wheareuppon your Majeſtie did nott wryte to hym, but dyd command 
me, yn caſe I ſhuld fynd hym at the cowrte, that then I ſhuld declare

T may pleaſe your Majeſtie, I receaved your lettres, dated the xxv111 Sir Nicholas 
of July at Grenewiche, the firſt of Auguſt, by this your Majeſtie'scur- n to ec 
rour Franciſco. And foraſmoche as sir Peter Mewtis was not then diſ- Ween" 


patched from hence; I thought good to differre the demaunding of au- 


dience of this x inge and the qQuene his mother, untill the ſayd sir Pe- an 
ter Mewtis had received this Kinge's paſſeport for his ſafe departing this ori. 
realme, which was graunted unto him the ſeconde of Auguſte, Wher- From the 


uppon he departed from Paris the thirde day of this preſent, with intent 
to imbarke at Diepe. His and my negociation together with this K inge, 
the queene his mothir, and the K inge of Navarre, their aunſwers, and 
his intertainement, it may pleaſe your Majeſtie to be enfourmed of by 
the ſayd sir Peter Mewtis, 

Who being departed hence, as is aforeſayd, the 111 day of this pre- 
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ſent, I demaunded audience of this K inge and the Queene his mother; 
which was aſſigned me the ſame day about v of the clocke in the after- 
noone, ata place named La Tuillerye, adjoininge to the Lovre, the King's 
newe pallaice in this towne: where I preſented your majettie's lettres of 
my revocation to the Kinge and the queene his mother, and uſed my 
ſpeecheuntothem according to your Majeſte's inſtructions, The queene 
mother aunſwered with a ſorowfulle countenaunce: Albeit there hathe 
ben committed in this realme and in this towne many inſolences, outra- 
ges, and exceſſe (and ſome againſt yow) otherwiſe then the x inge my 
ſonne and I were glad of; yet yow knowe, Monſieur ambatladeur, up- 

n advertiſment from tyme to tyme of thoſe diſordres, howe we have 
provyded, that thoſe moleſtations might ceaſſe: and ſo we doo not heere, 
that of late yow have ben troubled. 

I AUNSWERED: Madame, the furye of this people and follye dothe 
comme uppon them by tydes and courſes; for they have geven me ſomme 
intermiſſions betwene the tymes of their deſpites: for uppon the firſt, 
when they aſſayed their harquebuſſes and the levell of them at my houſe, 
and that it pleaſed the K inge and yow to ſend Monſieur de Randan to 
geve order for thoſe doinges, the people remained towardes me and myne 
more peaſible for a tyme ; which laſted not longe. And theruppon I de- 
clared unto the E inge and to the queene the particularites of theeſe peo- 
ple's injuries towardes me, the fittes they uſed in thoſe matters, and the 
manner of the doinge of them; fo as it was not lyke, that I could longe 
remayne heere in quietnes, but that I ſhould have ſomme newe aſſayl- 
ing. For whethir it were by the inſolency of the people, or by ſolici- 
tation of ſome of aucthoritie, or by to greate permiſſion of thoſe which 
had the greateſt aucthoritie, that the people dyd theſe greate outrages, 
I coulde not tell: but well I was aſſured, that the K inge's commaunde- 
mentes and hers were ſo ſlenderly obeyed and obſerved, as I was moved 
to thinke, that it was not in them to provide for my ſecuritie ; and yet I 
dyd not thinke, but the K inge and ſhe had my ſafety as moche recom- 
mended as their honors required to have of an Ambaſſadour, and ſpeci- 


ally the miniſter of their good ſuſter and freende, as your Majeſtic was. 


THE Queene mother aunſwered: ſhe truſted, that I coulde fynde no 
faulte with the K inge and her; but ſecinge it was your majeſte's pleaſur 
to revoke me, you might do (the ſayd) as yow thought good: mary it 
was reaſon, that they ſhoulde underſtande alſo, that Monſieur de Vielle- 
ville and their ambaſſadour reſident might ſafely returne without inter- 
ruption; and whan the & inge and ſhe might underſtande, that the ſayd 
Monſieur de Vielleville and their Ambaſſadour were in caſe to comme 
away (which to put themſelves in redines to do, they woulde deſpatche 
a corrour furthewith) that then I ſhoulde departe ſafely, and have the 
Kinge's paſſeport for the ſame, In the meane tyme the queene defired

me to be contented to tarrye; and not to thinke it ſtraunge, thoughe I 
paſſed not furthe of the realme. 

I AUNSWERED, that I was ſuer, they ſhoulde fynde no empeache- 
ment in Englande, if it were the Kinge's pleaſur and hers to revoke their 
Ambaſſadour: and as for Monſieur de Vielleville, I dyd not yet under- 
ſtande, that he was arrived in Englande; but if he might happen to be 
there, the K inge and ſhe might be well aſſured, he ſhoulde fynde at your 
Majeſte's handes all honour, favour, and gracioſitè: and if it ſhoulde lyke 
the k inge and her to ſuffer Monſieur de Foix there to reſyde as their Am- 
baſſadour; your Majeſte had comaunded me to tell the Kinge and her, 
that he ſhoulde be uſed and treated with all honour and good uſage, as 
the miniſter of her good brother and ſuſter: and further as ſoone as your 
Majeſtie ſhould underſtande, either from them or otherwiſe probably, that 
your Ambaſſadour might lyve heere ſafely without contumely and deſ- 
pite that then incontinently yow woulde not fayle to ſende hether ſomme 
agreeable parſonage, to intertaine the good amitie and intelligence betuixte 
your Majeſtes. 

THEN the qQueene mother began to make a longe diſcourſe unto me 
of her former procedings touching the compoſition of theeſe troubles, and 
in th'ende layde all the faulte uppon Monſieur le prince and his party; 
faienge afterwardes: Where we had thought, the queene your miſtres 
woulde rather have geven countenaunce and ayde to the K inge my ſonne's 
doinges and to thoſe of his councell, then to thoſe which will take up- 
pon them to give lawes to others: it ſeemethe nowe by revoking yow her 
Ambaſſadour after this manner, and ſending no other in your place to 


ſucceade yow, that ſhe will rather ayde the prince of Conde, and coun- 


tenance his doinges then ours; for this manner of dealing amonge freendes 
is full of jelouſy and ſuſpicion. 

I sAvD, your Majeſte coulde not ſatisfiſe in all your doinges all ſuſpi- 
cious myndes: but the verey occaſion of my revocacion dyd well appeare 
to be uppon an other reſpect, then to medle in theeſe matters otherwiſe 
then your Majeſte had don by mediation and adviſe; as might well ap- 
peare by your lettres to the Kinge and her, and alſo by ſuche matter as 
I had moved unto her. I tolde her, your Majeſte was fo good ſuſter and 
freende to the Kinge and her, as yow coulde not well alowe the bring- 
ing in of ſo many ſtraungers into this realme, as were brought and lyke 
to be brought by the one parte and th'other : for herafter if the mindes 
of theeſe parties woulde incline to compoſition ; it coulde not be in their 
powers to make an ende, butrather in the power and arbytrement of the 
ſtrangers, which ſhoulde be heere in ſo greate numbers as it woulde be 
harde to bridle or ſatisfice them; and then every nation woulde looke to 
his owne particular, wherby the K inge's ſtate ſnoulde be in greate daun- 
ger. The queene mother ſayd: I was not haſtye to accorde the bring- 
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ing in of the ſtrangers; but it was thought meete by the x inge my ſone's 
councell, to recover his obeiſſance: ſhe ſayd further, the Prince and his 
party would come to no ende. 

I sAyD: Madame, ſeeinge it is your pleaſur to talke with me in theeſe 
matters, I will telle yow of my ſelfe what I have harde. The prince of 
Conde and his partie do deſire nothing but that which is auctorized and 
ordeined by greate aucthoritie, that is, the edict of January to take place 
in ſuche ſorte as it was ordeined ; which was made and decreed by the 
Kinge, by yow, by the K inge of Navarre, by the conſente of all the prin- 
ces of the bloudde which were at the court, by the xinge's whole privy 
councell, and by the conſente of the choſen men of all the courtes of par- 
liament of this realme. And nowe, Madame, I aſke yow, whether the 
adnulling of this edict hathe ben done by as greate aucthoritie as it was 
made, and by the lyke aucthorité? And as unto the Prince of Conde's 
demaunde, that the puke of Guiſe, conneſtable and Marſhall St Andre, 
and ſuche as were comptables, ſhoulde render their accoumpt of the ma- 
niement of th'affaires, and of the k inge's finances; in this the ſaid prince 
demaundethe no morenor otherwiſe, then was concluded, accorded, and 
decreed by the three eſtates of this realme, made by their late edictes at 
Orleans. So as in theeſe two pointes the prince of Conde and his party 
dothe demaunde but the obſervation of your lawes ; which, me thinkethe, 
is no ſufficient cauſe to accuſe him therefore of rebellion, As unto that 
where the prince requirethe, that the puke of Guiſe, conneſtable, and 
Marſhall St Andre ſhould abſent themſelves from the court; the prince 
dothe alledge in that parte for himſelfe, that they be comptables and have 
not made their accoumpt : and that is not his demaunde, but the ordenance 
that was made at Orleans which dothe therto enjoine them. He ſayethe 
further, that their firſt taking of the armes was the trouble of all this 
realme: and that, Madame, I have harde ſay, youe do beſte knowe. Yow 
do alſo knowe, Madame, there hathe ben ſomme particular offences be- 
tuixt the prince of Conde and ſomme of theſe other greate perſonages: 
and it hathe ben heretofore thought meete, as well by yow as by the K inge 
of Navarre, that there ſhoulde be more reſpect had to the prince of Con- 
de, being a Prince of the Kinge's bloud, then to the others, albeit they 
be parſonages of greate honour and regarde. The queene aunſwer- 
ed: Well, Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur, yow knowe, I have don what Ican; 
and the matter dothe touche me mooſte neareſt for my ſonne's intereſt. 

THERUPPoNTdyd take my leave of the k inge and the queene; and 
required them, ſince it was their pleaſur to ſtay me for a tyme, untill they 
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had geven order for the revocation of their Ambaſſadour, that I might 49 


ſafely diſpatche a currour to your Majeſts, to advertiſe yow of my pro- 
cedinges, of my ſtay, and the cauſe therof: which was accorded unto me. 
Then] preſented my ſelfe to take my leave of the K inge of Navarre: who 
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uſed the ſame manner of talke unto me for my revocation as the queene 
mother had don before; and alſo concluded in th'ende, that I ſhoulde not 
departe the realme, untill they were ſure, that their Ambaſſadour ſhould 
not be empeached: which Idyd aſſure him he ſhoulde not neede to feare. 
Laſtly the ſayd K inge deſired me to preſent his humble recommendations 
unto your Majeſtie, and to require yow, that yow woulde continewe good 
ſuſter and freende to the Kinge his ſoveraine, and well affected to his 
realme; adding further, that he truſted, one day ſomme good occafion 
ſhould be offred to make a parfaict and ſtraight amitie betwixt the K inge 
andyow. I tolde the E inge, it was not the beſt way to bringe that to 
paſſe, to make ſo greate a divorce in this realme as there was preſently, 
and alſo therby to geve a ſuſpicious conjecture to your Majeſtic of their 
good meaninge towardes yow, your realme, and religion, as their ex- 
treame late doinges for the deffence of the papaute had geven evident de- 
monſtration. The ſayd K inge of Navarre ſmyled uppon me, and ſayd: 
Yow ſhall ſee, Monſieur I ambaſſadeur, all ſhall be well. And fol toke 
my leave of him: ſo dyd I alſo of the Mariſhall Briſac. Theſe were all 
the greate perſonagis which dyd there accompanie the Kk inge; for the car- 
dinal of Guyſe, beinge there at my entrey, taried not th'ende of this my 
laſt conference, 

I may pleaſe your majeſte, in caſe Monſieur de Vielleville be paſſed 
into your realme to accompliſhe his legation, to recommende the free paſ- 
fage and good uſage of me your Majeſte's Ambaſſadour homewardes un- 
to him: whome I am ſure your Majeſte will make no ſtay to ſuffer to re- 
turne hether, for the regarde of me; (as it is not meete) and yet neverthe- 
lefle to give ſuche order, that Monſieur de Foix the ambaſſadour refident 
may paſſe no farther then London, untill your Majeſtè ſhall be from me 
advertiſed, that Iam licenced todeparte towardesBullein from this towne: 
which being once graunted unto me, Iwill advertyſe your Majeſtic by an 
expreſſe currour, in what ſorte Iam diſmiſſed. And further may it pleaſe 
your Majeſtie to give order, that the ſayd Monſieur de Foix be not ſuf- 
fered to imbarke, untill your officers of Dover may underſtande, that ei- 
ther I am imbarked at Bullein or at Callais. 

THe towne of Paris hathe, to intertaine this warre againſt the prince 
of Conde, graunted to lende againe two hundred thouſand crownes: ſo 
as they have firſt and laſt lente four hundred thouſand crownes, over and 
beſydes the charges they have ben at in keeping their towne thus gard- 
ed, The 111 day of this monethe, after I had taken my leave of the 
Kinge and the queene, and after they had ſupped, they went toMadril, 
three leagues from this towne, a houſe of the xinge's; where he was, 
at thediſpatche herof, accompanied with the Queene his mother and the 
Kinge of Navarre, 
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I po underſtande, that, notwithſtanding the greate brute and ſhowe 
of beſeaging Orleans or Burges, it is verily mente, that either the great- 
eſt force or ſome part thereof ſhall be applyed againęſt Rone, Newhaven, 
and Dieppe ; peeces, in my ſimple opinion, meete for your majeſtie to be ve- 
ry jelous of, as the worlde framethe, and is lyke to frame, Wheras 
in my laſt lettres I dyd amongſt other thinges advertiſe your Majeſte, that 
Troyes in Champaigne was taken to the prince of Conde's uſe; I do not 
heere ſince the ſame to be well verefied, and therfore I doubt therof. 
Preſently there is greate brute, that Chalons in Champaigne ſhoulde be 
taken by the conte de Seningham to the prince of Conde's uſe; a peece 
of greate conſequence. It is ſayd alſo, the ſayd conte hathe aſſembled in 
thoſe parties twelve enſeignes of footemen and eight hundred horſe. 

Wur Ras alſo in my laſt diſpatche Idyd advertiſe your Majeſtie, that 
the conte of Rochefocault was in the towne of Poictiers: ſince that tyme 
it is ſayd, he hathe retired himſelfe from thence more hyer into the coun- 
trey of Xantonge, there to aſemble ſomme forces to come to the ſuccours 
of the prince of Conde. And ſince the departing of the ſayd conte de 
Rochefocault from Poictiers, it is ſayed, the conte Villars, accompanied 
with the conte Luyde, and Monſieur de Montpezat ſonne in lawe to the 
conte Villars, hathe taken the ſayd towne of Poitiers; where, Ido heere, 
there hathe ben as greate cruelty and ſlaughter uſed, as there hathe ben 
in any other place fince theſe troubles began, The greate defeate that 
was ſo muche ſpoken of betuixt Monſieur de Monluc and Monſieur Du- 
raſſe is nowe ſayd to be a matter of ſmalle conſequence: for there was not 
ſlayne on bothe ſydes above xxx parſons, as it is ſayd; and the mooſt of 
thoſe were of Monſieur de Monluc his partye, whoſe ſonne (it is ſayed) 
is alſo hurt with a harquebuſſe, bg 

THE brute alſo is verey ryfe, and the ſame authoriſed by the xing of 
Navarre, by the cardinal of Lorraine, and spaniſh ambaſſadour, that the 
xing of Spain doth furthewith ſende three thouſand footemen, and two 
thouſand horſe 70 the papiſtes aide here by the way of Bayonne and Bur- 
deaulx, four thouſand by the way of Piedmont or Marſeille, from the 
duchy of Millan, two thouſand horſemen, and four thouſand footemen 


from the Lowe-countreys: the reaport of all which ſuccours I take to 


be but a favorable ſurmyſe of the papiſtical heddes, to put terrour into the 
proteſtantes myndes, It is alſo on the other ſyde reaported for a trouthe, 
that the Almains, which Monſieur d'Andelot dothe bringe to the ſuccours 
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30 


of the prince, be preſently not farre from the frontieres of France: which 


ſuccours if they comme in ſeaſon, the prince of Conde will once again, 
or it be long, feeke his adverſaries in the fielde; and then I do beleve, if 
that do comme to paſſe, there is no remedy, but the papiſtes muſte have 


40 


an overthrowe, and their chefetaines chaſed further then it is lyke they 


will retorne to do any greate harme. The princes of Almayn hathe pro- 
| claimed 
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; claimed as well the lanskenettes which be under the conte Ringrave, as 
; the ryters under the conte Roquendolphe, rebelles; and have confiſcated 
> their landes and gooddes, in caſe they do fight againſt the prince of Con- 
b de in this cauſe. 
SINCE my laſt diſpatche, the twoo regimentes of lanſkenettes march- 
ed throughe Paris: what day the conte Ringrave, their coronell, was 
contented to take an evill dinner with me at my lodging. ho declared 
unto me the great affettion and willing minde he had to do your majeſtie 
ſervice, before and above all other princes, for the great worthineſſe he 
10 harde to be in yow : which matter he /ette furthe at good lenght and ve- 
rey largely. 7 ſaid to the conte, that your Majeſte, by the information of 
My Lorde Admiral and other bis friendes and acquaintance in Englande, 
was ſufficiently perſwaded, bothe of his worthines and of his good af- 
fection to the ſame. I told him further, that his doinges at this time in 
this Godde's cauſe, and the cauſe of all chriſten princes, herein your ua- 
jeſtie had great intereſts, might be an occaſion to confirme and to encreaſe 
the opinion yow had of him: and when he had as well acquited himſelfe 
in this quarrell and common cauſe, as he had donne in all others; I wiſh- 
ed, that he might have ſome good occaſion offred to ſee your Majeſte, 
20 and to do yow reverence. He ſayd, there was no prince nor princeſſe in 
chriſtiendome that he had more deſyer to ſee, nor to do ſervice unto, 
And bycauſe, ſayd he, I do underſtande, her Majeſte dothe take greate 
pleaſur in good horſes, and ſuche as be alittle ſcarbillade; I have an am- 
bling horſe, which I do meane and advowe unto her Majeſte; wiſhing, 
that he may be to her lyking and pleaſur: which horſe, ſayd he, Mon- 
fieur I Ambaſſadeur, I will ſende unto yow, to be by yow ſente unto her 
Majeſtie from me. And then he aſked me, howe your Majeſtie dyd lyke 
the laſt horſes which he dyd ſende yow: wherunto I coulde make him 
no aunſwer, bycauſe I was ignoraunte of any ſuche preſent ſente by him 
30 unto your Majeſty, 
4 Hr RwITH your Majeſtic ſhall receave the recuſations of the prince 
\ of Conde and his party, ſente by them to the court of parliament of Pa- 
ris to denounce the incompetency of thoſe judges which dyd accorde to 
the ſentence of his condemnation. Herwith alſo your Majeſtic ſhall re- 
ceave a memoire ſent unto me lately from the prince of Conde by one of his 
ſecretaries, to teſtefy his doinges at theeſe laſte conferences had with the 
Queene mother. 
Tux fifth of this preſent the Mariſhall Briſac, covernour of Paris, ſent

quarters where I lodge were more inclined to ill doinges, then thoſe with- 

in the towne. Whether this mocion, and it pleaſe your Majeſte, from the 
Mariſhall Briſac dyd proceade, as it ſeemeth, of carefulnes for my ſafe- 

ty, or to remove me from the place where Iam, (a place, in his opinion, 
more meete for my purpoſe, and leſs for his and ſo to bringe me nearer him, 
where he may have an eye over me and mine, and ſo to be as it were under 
garde, being within the town, I know not: but of this I thought meete 

to advertiſe your Majeſtie. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſte, the Marſhall St Andre ſince the taking 

of the towne of Poictiers hathe ben ſente thither : ſince whoſe arrivall, 10 
it is ſayd, the ſlaughters, murders, and pillages be put in execution in the 
higheſt degree. The fayd Marſhall hathe taken uppon him to ſkoure all 
Guienne and Gaſcoigne of the proteſtantes remaining in bothe the coun- 
treies, with the ayde of ſomme Spaniardes that ſhould enter at Bayonne, 
The 1111 of this preſent one named James Bethon, ſervant to the queene 

of Scotlande, and ſonne to the late cardinal Bethon, departed from this 
towne towardes Bullein or Callais to imbarke, and fo to paſſe throughe 
your Majeſtie's realme into Scotlande. He hathe taken uppon him to make 

this voiage, and to do the good purpoſes he goethe about, being diſpatched 
from the cardinal of Lorraine, without my knowledge ; and therfore 20 
would not voucheſafe to be accompanied with my lettres, neither to your 
Majeſte, to none of your counſaill, nor to none of your officers for his paſ- 
ſage. He is a glorious vayne younge man, and one of the worſt affected 

to your nation that is of his nation. He cariethe with him as ill deviſes 

to be put in ure againſt your Majeſte, as the papiſtes heere can deviſe. Of 
this alſo I thought meete to advertiſe your Majeſte, The Erle of Marre, 

and others of honour and honeſtie about the queene of Scotlande, can tell 
your Majeſte what manner of man this man is. His errand hether was 

to chriſten, in the queene his miſtres name, Madame de Martigus childe ; 

but he returnethe home, as Iamenfourmed, not todo ſo good offices there, 30 
but to procure, that there may be ſome buſines upon the frontiere of Scot- | 
land towardes England. Thus almighty God longe preſerve your 3

Emongſt other folkes which be both angrye and deſceavyd, the spaniſhe 
Ambaſſador in this court is on that braveth moſt; and doth ſaye, hir Ma- 
jeſte dare do nothinge. I doo truſt, God wyllinge, yf hir Majeſte wyll do 
what the maye doo, the x yng his maſter wyl be glad to leave threaten- 
ynee, and uſe prayinge. Vf in this matter youe cane goo well to work;

Vt is alſo very neceſ- 
ſarye, that by ſome meanes youe have a ſpeciall regard to ayde the towne 
of Roan, yf yt be poſſyble; eyther by ſufferyng ſome of your men to come 
over as voluntaryes, or ſome other wayes, as youe think beſt for their ſuc- 
cours. I ame atrayde, leſt this army, which boaſteth ſo muche to goo to 
Orleans and Bourges, ſhal be applyed againſt Roan, Newehaven, and 
Deape ; or againſt ſome of theim, And Sir, I aſſuer youe, I ame at this 
preſent movyd, and by reaſons, as I take yt, perſwadyd, and emongſt o- 
thers fora ſecond cauſe, to be as jelouſe of Roan, Newehaven, and Deape, 
and ſpecially Newehaven and Deape, as I wolde be of Calles, and al- 
moſt the yle of Wyght. Mary, Sir, you muſt not tak me, that for all 


theſe matters, I wold, that hir Majeſtè ſhuld enter into the war; unleſſe 
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yt be, that Newehaven and Deape, but ſpecyally Newehaven, ſhuld be 
rendryd into the quene's Majeſt's handes: for ſuch two peces togeather, 


but ſpecially one of them, is worthy a war makynge for the defence of yt; - 


and I beleave, yt wyll quyte the coſt. | 
I PRAYE youe, ſuffer not the Frenche ambaſſador reſident todeparte 


from London, untyll youe be advertyſyd from me, that I have lybertye, 
warrawntyd by this x yng's paſport, todeparte frome Paris: which beinge 
ones grawntyd unto me, as yt is not yet, I wyll advertyſe youe therof at 
my departing this towne by a courror, yf I maye have tyberty to ſende on: 
and yf youe here not ſhortly frome me after this diſpatche, I doo meane, 
within eight or ten dayes; then think, eyther my letters be interceptyd, 
or I not at lybertye to ſend. Sir, I praye youe, by your next lett me 
underſtand, and that, yf yt may be, before I departe hence, whether hir 
Majeſte doth mynde within a moneth or there abowts to ſende any am- 
baſſador hyther : which I deſyer to knowe, not only for my particular af- 
fayres, and his commodyte that ſhuld come hyther, but alſo, and chyef- 
ly, for hir Majeſte's better ſervice. For youe muſt in no wyſe leave this 
contrey without ſome miniſter off yours, as the worlde ſtandith ; unleſſe 
youe meane to enter into tearmes of open hoſtilytye: and yf youe meane 
ſo; yett yt ſhal be very neceſſarye, that I be therof advertifyd with great

AN ANSWER DEVISED FOR MONSIEUR DE VIELLEVILLE.. 


_——_— BE CAUSE it appeerith to the queene's Majeſtic by his meſſage and 
3 anſwers, that the queene mother underſtandith her Majeſtie's meſ- 
3 ſage, openid by her Ambaſſadour sir Nicholas Throkmorton, no furder, 
rares but that her Majeſtic wold know of her, whether ſhe wold allow of an 
OFFIck ambaſſade to be ſent from hence, to gyve the K ing and her adviſe for the 
Fromacopy pacification of thies troubles; where indeede the ſaid Ambaſſadour was 
e *  commaundid to underſtand pryvately of the queene mother, how ſhe 
cee cov de allow, if the Queen's xajeſtie wold ſend ſome perſons of her pryvy 

counſell, being of wiſdome and authoritee, thither, not onely to gyve ad- 

viſe, but alſo to be meanes and mediators for the compownding of the 


ſaid trowbles: her Majeſtie is ſory of this miſchance, that either her Am- 


baſſadour hath not ſo fully as he was commaundid uttred his meſſage, 
or that the Queen mother hath not conceyvid the ſame as it was uttred. 40 


And 
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And yet nevertheleſſe, fo deſyrous is her Majeſtie to ſhew ſome good of- 
fice of freendſhippe towards the appeaſing of the ſaid troobles in this the 


king her good brother's yonge aige, as to have aventured the ſending 
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of an ambaſſade to the ſaid pourpoſe. But becauſe the ſaid Monſieur 
de Vielleville, and Monſieur de Foix alſo, have directly anſwerid both 


to her Majeſtie and to her counſell, that they have no commiſſion to an- 


ſwer any furder; neither do they know, whether the queene's Majeſtie's 
Ambaſſadours, comming thither, ſhal be permitted to ſpeake or treate 
with any of the perſons that be parties to the controverſy, as to the 
queene's Majeſtie appeereth bothe reaſonable and neceſſary for to reduce 
theim to accord; but rather dowbt, that it ſhuld be denyed for ſome reſ- 
pects, and this onely allowed, to gyve or ſend by wryting her Majeſtie's 
adviſe to the Queen mother: her Majeſtie therfore is lykewile very ſory, 
that, ſins her intention hath ben ſo earneſt, and the cauſe ſo neceſſary, 


to procure ſome good ende of the troubles in Fraunce, the ordinary meanes 


to do the ſame ſeeme by the anſwers of theeſe Ambaſſadours to be ſo 
doubtfull to be grawnted, as her majeſtie to her great grief is occaſion- 
id as yet to forbcare from entermedling heerin, as ſhe intendedde, and 
hoped therby to have ben a meane of ſome ſpeedy pacification. 

AnD where it is requyred by Monſieur de Vielleville, that her Ma- 
jeſtie wold either ſend ſome perſon with her adviſe to the queene mo- 
ther, or impart it heere to him by ſpeeche or ſome memoryall in wri- 
ting, for his more aſſured underſtanding therof: her Majeſtie is alſo very 
ſory, that the ſtate and circumſtancees of theeſe controverſies in Fraunce 
be not in ſuche certain and plaine maner of both parts knowne to her 
Majeſtie, as wer meete to be before ſhe cowde convenyently gyve any 
certein cownſell therin. For, in ſuch a cauſe of weight as this is, her 
Majeſtie thinketh it not meete to gyve any ſuch adviſe to the Queene mo- 
ther, as ſhe wold be knowne therof to the world, without furder under- 
ſtanding of all the differencees and the difficultees of either parte. But 
yet her Majeſtie, having ſuch an aſſured opynion of the ſynceritee of the 
Queene mother to accept and to interpret her good meaning to the beſt, 
hath thought meete to imparte pryvatly to her ſelf, what ſhe thinketh 
for this preſent of theeſe trowbles in Fraunce, and what ſhe therin miſ- 
lyketh; meaning not, that the Queene mother ſhuld notify the ſame a- 
brode, leaſt it may be that her Majeſtie maye ſeeme in ſome parts to have 
lacked dew information, and ſo to have misjudged: wherin, for divers 
reſpects, ſhe wold be glad, that ſhe had at this tyme erred. 

F1RsT her Majeſtie, by any maner of thing that ſhe can hitherto col- 
lect of the begynning, increaſſe, and contynuance of theeſe troobles in 
Fraunce, thinketh, that the very originall cauſe therof was the pryvat 
diſdayn betwixt the prince of Conde and the nouſe of Guyſe, begonne 
in the latter tyme of the reign of x yng Frangoiſs: ſo as, if that differ- 
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ence had ben ſowndly compowndid at the begynning of the reigne of the 


kyng that now is, ſhe thinketh ſurely, theeſe troubles had not in this forte 
ſuccedid. Secondly her Majeſtic thinketh, uppon the beholdyng the 
proceedings of either part, ſome difference in the intents of both thoſe 
parties: the one, having ones taſted danger, hath ben diſpoſid, as hath 
appered, to defend and fave himſelf, without furder annoyance of any 
other; the other party, (otherwiſe determynid, as it ſeemith) to proſe- 
qute the prince, with ſome furder meaning. With theſe intents either 
part hath (as it appeereth) fortifyed theimſelfs, by meanes of entring in- 
to a common quarell and faction: the one attempting to invade ſuch as 
for conſcience ſake forbeare to be ſubject in certaine ceremonyes of re- 
ligion to the law of the rope; therby adjoyning to his parte all thoſe that 
adhere to the pope, wherby (in his opinion) he ſought the greatar ad- 
vantaige: the other attempting an other pourpoſe, to defend both him- 
ſelf and a greate nombre of others from ſuch an invaſion as was begonne 
by his adverſary at Vaſſey, and to mainteyn th'execution of certein or- 
dinances made by the three eſtates of the realme at Poiſſy the laſt win- 
ter, and therwith alſo an edi& made in January, uppon grete conſulta- 
tion, adjoynid therby to his parte all ſuch parſons within that realme, as 
fearid that they ſhuld with force by the puke of Guyſe and his compli- 
cees be compellid, either to lyve againſt their conſciencees, to the perisſh- 
ing of their ſowles, or elles to lyve withowt their leefull defence, to the 
periſheng of there bodyes by ſword and fyre. 

In this ſort dothe her Majeſtie think of the firſt begynning, and in- 
creaſſe of thies troobles: being right ſory to perceyve, that God's cauſe 
ſhuld be thus drawne to ſerve pryvate affections; and that men lyving 
in th'obedience of the King's lawes and ordinances ſhuld be dryven to 
theeſe extremytees, to periſhe either in body or in ſowle; yea, which is 
worſt of all, that heerby occaſion ſhuld be ſought to bring all chriſtien- 
dome in armes, which before the attempt at Vaſſy was in all parts in a 
good peace. Beſides this, her Majeſtie is right ſory pryvately to ſee and 
underſtand, that the greatneſſe and ſtrength of the one parte is becomme 
ſuch, as it hath drawne the Queene mother and ſome others, for feare of 
preſent perilles and other reſpectes, to lend to the ſame parte the authori- 
tee and name of the King her ſonne, and therwith to ſufferr them to diſ- 
troye ſo many of the King's ſubjects: which her Majeſtie cowde have 
wisſhed, had ben either reſervid, or uſid indifferently to have rulid and 
directed both parties, and to have ſtayed the realme in that good order 
and quyet wherin it was reported to be before the laſte comming of the 
puke of Guyſe and his brethern out of Lorraine, 
Queene mother conjecture, (the cauſe being thus, or lyke therto) what 
wer yet a convenient reamedy for thies troobles. 
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Bes1Des this commen reſpect which mooveth her Majeſtie greatly to 
be ſory and miſlyke on the behalf of chriſtiendome (wherin her xrajeſtie 
ſeeithe right well, that ſhe bath no ſmall intereſt to regard) there is alſo 
a furder occaſion heerby for her Majeſtie to be bothe ſory and much to 


miſlyke: which being more pryvate to, her Majeſtie and to her realme 
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then the other, moveth her alſo to think therof, and pryvately to comu- 
nicate it with the queene mother; therby to gyve her ſome light of con- 
jecture, what her Majeſtic thinketh meete to be donne in that behalf. 
Her Majeſtic dowbteth not, but her good ſuſter the queene mother re- 
membrithe, whileſt the nowſe of Guyſe had the ſole governance in France 
in the tyme of x yng Francoiſe, what attempts tending to hoſtilitee wer 
offred by theim, in the name of their niepce the scottiſhe queene, againſt 
the queene's Majeſtic, to the trooble of the three contrees of England, 
France, and Scotland; and fins the moderation of their authoritee, what 
good amytee hath ben begonne betwixt her Majeſtie and the ſaid queene 
of Scots: yea, what good will hath ben ſhewed many wayes by her Ma- 
jeſtie to the puke of Guyſe and his brethern, it maye be referrid to the 
judgement of theimſelfs. And therfore her Majeſtie, being very deſy- 
rouſe to have eſtabliſhid and contynuid this amytie with hir good fiſter 
the Queen of Scotts, lyke as ſhe meaneth not, without great occaſion gy- 
ven to her, to varye therin, cannot but muche miſlyke, that, of this pry- 
vate diſſenſion betwixt thies two parties, there hath followed (beſyde the 
ſturring uppe of a quarrell for religion, lyke to ſette all chriſtiendome in a 
fyre) this alſo. Heerof apparantly followith the conducyng of the puke of 
Guyſe with his whole Houſe, not onely to a ſupreme and fingular autho- 
ritee in Fraunce, but alſo, by the coullour and pretexte of this comen 
quarrell in defence of the papalitee, to amaſſe together great treaſores of 
money and powres of men of warre, and conſequently to employe the 
ſame to ſuch pourpoſe, as when they had the crowne of Fraunce in the 
tyme of King Francis at their commaundement, it appeerid that nouſe 
was gyven to proſequute, and therin to employe all that which they cowde 
commaunde. This is that which gyveth the queene's Majeſtie pry- 
vate and neceſſary cauſe to miſlyke; and cannot but in reaſon be dayly 
more and more very jelouſe therof. So as, untill this may be cleerid and 
have ſome other ſhew, her Majeſtie cannot chooſe, but depely to thinke 
therof, and to devyſe how to provyde for the worſt; as percaſe her de- 
vyſees which neceflite ſhal miniſter to hir may gyve more gelouſye to 
others then is ment: wherof ſhe alſo ſhall be ſory to have ſuch occaſions 
gyven her, by the contynuance of thoſe troobles in this manner. 

To conclude, her majeſtie, having thusdiſcharged her mynde in ſome 
things to the Queene mother, requyreth her to uſe theeſe things freendly. 
And conſidering, that, by the contynuance of theſe troobles, firſt the 
whole kingdome of France is preſently tormented; ſecondly all chriſ- 
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tiendomelyke to be therby inflamid; thurdly her Majeſtie forced to make 
preparations to diverte the perill immynent to her and her realme by this 
extraordinary exaltation of the nowſe of Guyſe (whoſe proſperitee to 
lyve in honour with order and equalitee her Majeſtic never envyed, but 
hath and will be gladde therof:) her majeſtic thinkith it more then ne- 
ceſſary, that ſome further conference wer uſid betwixt her Majeſtie and 
the ſaid Queene mother and her ſonne's counſell, how thies perills (at the 
leaſt theſe that maye be comen to them bothe) might be ſtayed and pre- 
ventid: in which part the queen's Majeſtie ſhal be alwayes fownde rea- 
dy to follow reaſon and advyſe. ;

RUSTY and right welbeloved, we grete yow well. Uppon the The queen 
hering of ſuche matter as Monſieur de Vileville hath ſence his 1 n 
comming hither opened untous, on the behalf of the x yng and the quene moren. 
mother, we have in th'ende, with good advice and deliberation, made Aug. 1762 
hym facks aunſwer thereunto, as by thꝰ inſtructions herewith ſent YOW e ra 
ye may at better length perceyve; and with the ſame have cauſed that oO. 
which ye ſhall ſaye to the ſayd quene to be wrytten in french: whiche From de 
we have thought good to doo for this tyme, as well to th ende yo may — * 
offer the ſame to be redd by the ſayd quene (if ſhe think ſo good) for reged by 
your better credit, as allſo to th'intent it may thereby the rather appere — 
unto hir, that the hole matter commeth directly from us, withowt any 
addition or alteration on your parte: whereunto we ar alſo the rather 
moved, for that it is alleadged unto us from the ſayd quene, that, in the 
opening of the matter that yow had laſt in charge to move unto hir from 
us, yow dyd not ſo fully nor in ſo playne forte open our meaning unto 
hir, as was by us preſcribed unto yow: which allegation, nevertheleſſe, 
we take to be onely a device inventyd by them there, for an excuſe of 
theyr manner of proceding with us in this matter; knowing right well 
your wiſdome and circumſpection to be ſuche, as yow wolde not omitte 
any parte of the charge committed unto yow. 
As touching your revocation: yow ſhall underſtande, that Vileville 
and th' ambaſſadour reſident here, uppon occaſion of your demaunding 
of licence to come from thence, have moved us, on the behalf of the 
Quene mother, to be contentyd either to ſende ſume other perſonne to 
reſyde there as our Ambaſſadour in your ſteade, or ells to licence theyre 
Ambaſſadour here to returne allſo home.

Yow ſhall do well therefore to open this mat- 
ter allſo unto hir from us: and in caaſe ſhe ſhall be content to make this 
aſſurance and promyſſe, we ſhall then owt of hande, uppon the under- 
ſtanding thereof from yow at the returne of this courrour, appoint sir 
Thomas Smyth (who is allredy in ordre for that purpoſe) to repayre 
thither with as muche ſpede as he may to ſuccede yow. And therefore 
the more diligence ye doo uſe in ſoliciting an aunſwer herein, the ſoner 
may yow have libertie to returne from thence according to your deſire. 10

INSTRUCTIONS FOR SIR NICHOLAS THROKMORTON KNIGHT, 
OUR AMBASSADOUR RESIDENT IN FRANCE, TO BE BY HIM 
UTTRID TO THE QUEENE-MOTHER, 
e YZ OW ſhall underſtand, that Monſieur de Vielleville hath declarid 
toSir Nicho- unto us for meſſage, firſt thankes from the King and the queene 
as Throk- his mother for our often comfortable meſſages unto theim; ſecondly a 
Ages Tequeſt, that we wold either ſhew our adviſe for the compownding of 
parts theeſe controverſyes to him, or elles to ſend the ſame by ſome expreſſe 
or ies. meſſenger to that King. Wherunto, after other complements of 20 
* ſpeeche, our anſwer was, that, for any adviſe to be gyven either heere 
— cor Or there, we ſaw not how the ſame cowde be, without furder underſtan- 
reed by ding of the matters in controverſy on bothe ſydes; and to that end our 
meaning was to have ſent certein perſonagees of authoritie to have treat- 
id about the pacification therof, as we ſaid yow our Ambaſſadour had in 
charge to declare to the Queene mother. 

WHERUPoN the faid Vielleville replyed, that the queene mother J' 
made no mention therof to him, but willed him to ſay to us: that | 
where you had ſought to underſtand of her, whether ſhe cowde be con- 
tent, that we wold ſend thither ſome perſons of credit to gyve unto her 30 
our adviſe for the pacification of the preſent troubles; ſhe thought it 
meete, for ſparing the trouble of our Ambaſſadours, to will him to re- 
quyre us to impart the ſame our adviſe unto him, or ells to ſend it to 
her; without furder mention of treating betwixt parties, or uſing of any 
meanes to compownd the ſame. So as after ſome preſſing of him, both | 
by ourſelf and by ſome of our counſell, what he thought might enſew, f 
if we ſhuld ſende any thither, he plainly affirmid, and fo dothe monfieur 40 
de Foix confirme the ſame with more earneſtneſſe, that they thought, | 
our Ambaſladours cowde not be ſuffrid to treate in this mater by con- 
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ferring with any of the parties, nor any other wiſe then by gyving ad- 
viſe and counſell to the King and queene mother, | 

WHERUPPON we reſolvid to anſwer him, that, conſidering we have 
ſo divers wayes ſought to ſhew the office of a freend and ſuſter, by of- 
fring to entreate upon ſome accord, and fynde, as well by former an- 
ſwers made by the ſaid Queene mother, as by this now brought by him, 
that as it ſeemethe there is no meaning on that fide to have us inter- 
meddell therin as a medyatour, which we meant for the beſt, therfore 
we meane to forbeare from furder dealing therin that wayes. And yet 
we do meane not to ſeeme ſo careleſſe of the cauſe, being ſo waighty as 
it is for many reſpects, but that we will impart to the ſaid Queene mo- 
ther in ſome part, both what we thinke of the matters and what we 
miſlyke; which we have told Monſieur de Vielleville that we wold do 
by your report. 

AND becauſe this ſpeeche of Monſieur de Vielleville maketh us doubt, 
that either yow did myſſe in the raporte of our meſſage, or the queene 
mother in conceyving of yow; we have thought meete, for this tyme 
onely, to wryte this our inſtruction to yow in frenche, to th'ende that 
yow may offer her the reeding therof, if it ſhall ſo pleaſe her: and if not; 
then yow ſhall ſay as followith, and begyn to uſe the lyke ſpeeche to her 
as we have done to Monſieur de Vielleville, in ſhewing the cauſees why 
we meane to forbeare furder intermeddling in the mater as a mediatour ; 
and yet for demonſtracion of our good will to her, we have thought 
meete to impart unto her, not onely what we thinke but alſo what we 
miſlyke in thies troobles. 

FiRsT we thinke for a certein, if the difference betwixt the prince 
of Conde and the puke of Guyſe had ben ſowndly compowndid after 
the deathe of the laſt K ing Francis, thies troubles had not in this forte 
ſuccedid: ſo as therupon we take theſe troubles to be in deede betwixt 
theim and their adherents; without ſeing why the Kk ing ſhulde be a 
party, otherwiſe then it ſhall pleaſe her and the King of Navarre to 
make him, for ſome reſpects not knowen to us. Secondly we thinke, 
by the beholding of the proceedings of either part, this to be the diver- 
ſite betwixt their two intents. The one, having ones taſted of danger, 
ſeemith onely to have ſought the defence of himſelf from any furder 
perill: the other, as it ſhuld ſeeme, being otherwiſe determynid, hath 
ſought to proſequte the mater with ſome furder meaning ; and fortify- 


eng himſelf with entring into a commen quarreli (by invading ſuche as 


for conſcience ſake in ſome thyngs diſſent from the pope) hath made 
his part very greate: wherby the prince (being the other part) for defence 
of him ſelf, and ſuch other as for their conſciences fearid th'invaſion, 
hath increaſſid alſo his part with great nombres. And ſo at this tyme (as 
it appeerethe) the quarelles ar growen to be commen and publicke mo- 
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tions; wherby is lykely to follow that which is moſt to be lamentid, that 
is, an occaſion to bring all chriſtiendom into armes, which before thies 
begynnings was knowne to be in an univerſall good peace, Beſides 
this, we cannot but miſlyke and ar ſory to ſe, that the greatneſſe and 
ſtrength of the one party hathe drawen the Queene mother and ſome 
others, for feare of preſent perilles, to lende to the ſame part the autho- 
ritee and name of the King her ſonne, to the daily diſtruction of ſoche 
great nombres of his people. Which authoritee we wisſhe had ben re- 
ſervid to have rulid both parts, and rather to have ſtayed bloodſhed then 
thus to furder it; which might have well ben done, if the realme had 
ben ſuffrid to have remaynid in that good order wherin it was before 
the laſt comming of the puke of Guyſe out of Lorraine. 

Bes1DEs thies commen reſpects, tending to the danger not onely of

that realme but alſo of the reſt of chriſtendome, we have a furder oc- 


caſion to be both ſory and much to miſlyke: which being pryvate to 
our ſelf, we will not forbeare to communicate to the Queene mother 
our good ſuſter ; leaving to her wiſdome to conjecture therupon, what 
cauſe we have pryvately to provide for our awne ſurety, It is well 
knowne, whilſt the nouſe of Guyſe had the ſole gouvernance in France, 
after the death of King Henry, what attempts of hoſtilitie wer offrid 
by theim to us in the name of their niepce the queene of Scots, not 
onely to the trooble of Scotland, but alſo to that realme of France. 
And ſithen the moderation of their authoritee at the begynning of this 
King's reign, what good amytie hath ben begon and yet contynuethe 
betwixt us and the ſaid queene of Scots, yea what good will hath ben 
ſhewed by many wayes to her uncles of the Howſe of Guyſe, is ſo e- 
vident, as we dare remitte the judgement of our doings to theimſelfs. 
And therfore comparing now this our late experyence of the tymes 
paſt, being both unquyet and quyet, with this preſent alteration lykely 
to follow in the nowſe of Guyſe; we cannot but much miſlyke, that 
of thies troobles (beſides the ſturring up in chriſtendome of a quarrel! 
for religion, lyke to ſette all chriſtendome in a fyre, and wherunto it be- 
hoovith us to have regard) this is lyke to follow, that the nowſe of 
Guyſe ſhall not onely be brought to a ſingular and greater authoritee in 
France then before, but alſo, by coullour and pretext of the commen 
quarrell of protection of the pope and his, ſhall amaſſe together (as 
they have begonne) great treaſures of money and powres of men; 
which conſequently they may employ to ſuch pourpoſees as heertofore 
they evidently ſought and earneſtly followed. 

To conclude, we ar forced to leave to the wiſdome of our good ſuſ- 
ter the Queene mother to conſider upon thies our opinions conceyvid of 
thes maters, what ſhe ſhall think meete to be done for the ſtayeng of 
theſe great troubles lykely to follow; for that we cannot, without ſome

note of temeritee, entre to gyve any adviſe, except we wer more parti- 
cularly enfourmed of the whole proceedings, and the humours of both 
thies partes betwixt whome we thinke the controverſye reſtethe. Con- 
ſidering it is not grauntid to us to underſtand the ſame; we can do no 
more but, as one that hath an intereſt with other chriſtien princes in the 
publick weale of chriſtendom, conceyve an inward compaſſion in our 
mynde for the trouble therof, and a naturall care for our awn particu- 
lar; and ſo conſequently wiſhe well to all thies cauſes generally, and 
forſee our awn ſurety particularly. 

OvuR meaning is, that the Queene mother ſhuld ſee and rede this in 
french, if ſhe pleaſe; becauſe ſhe ſhall not thynk any part therof ſett 
furth by yow. And after this doone, ye ſhall ſaye, that wher Monſieur 
de Villvile hath on her behalf required us to have conſideration of your 
revokyng, that we wold ſend ſome other thyther ; we have bene content 


to accord therunto, if we may receyve knoledg from the x yng her ſonne 
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30 


and hir by there aſſured promiſs, that we maye have our Embaſſador 
there in ſuerty and liberty for hym and his, as other Embaxadors have 
there. Wherfor if we may be fo aſſured, we will furthwith ſend sir 
Thomas Smyth thither (for otherwiſe yow maye ſaye, we muſt nedes 
have yow to retorn) and ſhall licenſe Monſieur de Foix to depart from 
hence, if he ſhall ſo require. And herin, for the commodite of your re- 
torn, we wold yow uſed as much expedition as ye can.

To THE QUEEN's MAJESTE. 


LEASITHE it your Majeſte, the xx1 of this monethe I receaved 
your lettres of the xv11 of the ſame, by Franciſco your currour, 
together with your Majeſte's inſtructions, partely put into frenche and 
parte otherwiſe, for my further direction to procede with the queene 
mother; with whome it ſeemethe unto your Majeſte I have not in my 
late negociations directed my ſpeeche according to your former order. 
And but that your acceptation therof dependethe in ſome gracious ſorte 
towardes me, as dothe appeare by ſome ſpeeche in your lettres, I woulde 
by as probable meanes as I coulde make my juſtification yn that matter. 
This only, I truſte, together with your majeſte's gracious oppinion, ſhall 
ſuffiſe in my behalfe, that Monſieur de Vielleville and Monſieur de Foix 
have ſufficiently aſſertained you, that no Ambaſſadour nor miniſter of 
your Majeſte might be permitted, in their opinion, to treate with either 
of theſe greate perſonages aparte which be nowe in quarrel and at pyke, 
to compounde the differences betwixt them : which matter might more 


40 manifeſtly appeare unto your Majeſte after the ſame ſorte, by the reſolute 
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aunſwer which was geven to sir Henry Sydney and me, uppon our ne- 

ociations with this K inge and the queene his mother in that byhalte, 
And foraſmoche as, at the arryval of Franciſco your currour, I founde 
myſelfe ſo ill diſpoſed for lacke of helthe, as that I was not able, nor am 
not yet in beſte caſe, to travaill, and vamely to make ſo longe a voiage, 
as to travaill to Burges where the K inge is preſently, beeinge above ſix 
ſcore myles from this towne, the paſſage by Orleans being nowe empeach- 
ed; and alſo for that Monſieur de Vielleville is not yet arty ved in this towne, 
whoſe declaration of his procedinges in his legation with your Majeſte to 
the xinge and the queene his mother methought ſhoulde be convenient 
before my acceſſe unto them; and laſtly for that i it is verey lyke, the re- 
turne of aunſwer to your Majeſte's late lettres and inſtructions wil be len- 
ger defferred, for the reſpectes aforeſayd and other accidents which may 
chance, then your expectation: I have thought meete to ſende this gen- 
tleman bearer herof, one of sir Thomas Wrothe's ſonnes, unto your Ma- 
jeſtẽ with this diſpatche ; to th'intent you may underſtande, in what termes 
thinges be preſently here. 

THE xv111" of this monethe the k inge and his campe being at Re- 
morantin, fourteen myles beyonde Bloys; the Marſhall St Andre return- 
ing furthe of Poictou, after his late bluddy victories, made his approches 
the ſayd xv111" day, with ſuche force of horſemen and footemen as he 
had, before Burges. At whoſe arryvall Monſieur d'Y voy, cheefe within 
the towne for the prince off Condy, receaved hym ſo bravely with ſkir- 
miſhing, as it is ſayed, that the marſhall loſte parte of his cumpany of 
men of armes, and a cumpany of footemen under the leading of Monſieur 
de Nancy were defeated by thoſe within the towne. The x1x*® day the 
conſtable, beeing not farre from thence, ſente a heraulde of armes to 
ſommon the towne to be rendered unto the Kinge, and to him as ſente by 
the Kinge. The ſayd Monſieur d'Ivoy, brother to Monſieur de Janlis, 
aunſwered, that the towne and all which were within it were redye and 
willing to geve the K inge their ſoverayne, all his bretherne, the queene 
his mother, the k inge of Navarre, the princes of the Kinge's bloud, ex- 
cept thoſe which were confederate with the adverſaries to the crowne, 
noting and naming the puke of Monpenſier, fre entery at their pleaſures 
within the ſayd towne; and that he and all the ſouldiors therin woulde 
ſerve and obaye the k inge, and dye at his foote: and this was the charge 
the prince of Conde had geven them, by whome he and his cumpanye 
were delegued to defende and keepe the ſayd towne from the handes of 
the puke of Guyſe and all his nouſe, from the conneſtable and the Mar- 
ſhall St Andre and all their force; all which they dydrepute to be adver- 
ſaries to God and to the Kinge: and if they or any of them dyd preſſe to 
enter, the ſayd Monſieur d'Ivoy ſayd unto the heraulde, they ſhoulde en- 
ter avec bonnes enſeignes. 
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THERUPPON the conſtable in greate furye marched in greate hafte, 
and made his approches before the towne; comaunding incontinent 
th'artillery to be planted, and wolde not tarrye to have the fame to be 
defended with gabbions: at which approche it is ſayed, that Monſieur 
de Rocheroſlee, and Monſieur de Valency baſtard to the late Monſieur 
d'Anghien, was ſlayne with twoo peeces of artillerye from the towne, 
The conſtable perceiving by theſe twoo dayes worke paſte, that theeſe 
men within the towne were mynded to keepe the ſame, inſtantly preſ- 
ſed the k inge, the Queene mother, and the K inge of Navarre to marche 
from Remorantin to Burges with all the reſte of the campe. Wherup- 
pon, after three or four dayes pauſe, the K inge with theſe greate par- 
ſonages aforeſayd and all his force marched from Remorantin the xx1 
of this monethe towardes Burges; and fo the xx11 of the ſame his force 
arrived there, and the K inge with the queene his mother arryved at an 
abbay ure myles beyonde Burges the fame night; where preſently 
they be lodged, to be furthe of the 2 which might happen by 
_— to-Fare the towne. 


= po heciggthe ſtate of Burges to be after this manner defencible. 


is about three thouſand and five hundred ſouldiors within the 
= which towne is verey greate in circuite, to be garded by ſuche 
a Goes: I do heere alſo, the ſame is verey well vittuayled for a con- 
venient ſpace; munition and artillery ſufficient of the meaneſt ſorte, but 
nether cannon nor culveryn. The one halfe of the towne is fortefied 
by nature, having a greate mariſhe on that ſyde; the other parte is for- 
tefyed by arte, as the tyme would ſerve, and the ſkill of thoſe which 
have the overſight therof. Amongſt the particularites of that manner 
of fortiffication, this one thinge I do here to be to good purpoſe and for 
the deffence of the towne; that the conterſcarpe is made ſo hye from 
ſuche places where it may be battred, as it dothe in manner cover the 
toppe of the walles and the houſes. There is alſo a greate tower with- 
in the towne, which is defencible and verey ſtronge; which alſo dothe 
ſerve the towne as a plattefourme, Greate pyty it is, that they have no 
greate artillery to lay uppon it; but therfore they are dryven to make 
as good ſhifte as they can with falcon, muſkette, and harquebuſhes a 
crocke. The heythe off the cownterſkarpe wyll be proffytable to them 
withyn the towne, untyll the adverſaries do approche to nere, as J 
thynke; and then, I feare, yt woll more anoy them, then pleſure them. 
I po here alſo, that the prynce off Condy, ſynce the day off the fyrſte 
approche, hathe ſent four enſeynies off footemen, to pleaſor the ſayd 
towne off Burges, with two or three capytayns off more conducte, 
mo yers and experience then Monſieur de Ivoy ys notyd to be; who 
hathe the honor, nevertheles, to be reputyd a verie valiant and haſardos 
gentylman, I do heere, that the puke de Nemours, who is preſently 
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at the campe at Burges, ſhall ſhortly repaire towardes theſe quarters, 
with ſome force of horſemen and footemen; ſome thinke, to renforce 
Monſieur d Aumale for the entrepriſes of Normandy ; ſome others thinke, 
to take St Clou, and there to put himſelfe in ſome ſtrenght, to prevent 
the deſſeignement of Monſieur d'Andelot (who, it is ſayd, dothe mynde 
to beſiege Parys) by keping the paſſages of the ryver bothe above and 
bynethe, that is to ſay, at St Clou and Pont Chalanton, I do heere, 
that preſently Monſieur d'Andelot is entred into Lorrayne with twoo 
thouſande horſemen and fouor thouſande footemen ; which force is ſayd 
to be led by the puke of T'woo-bridges. I do heere alſo, that there 10 
dothe come a greater force, bothe of Almain horſemen and footemen, 
after; ledde, as it is ſayd, by Caſſamire, ſeconde ſonne to the conte Pa- 
latin. Monſieur d'Ozance, Govornour of Metz in the abſence of Mon- 
fieur de Vielleville, hathe lately advertiſed the xinge, that the princes 4 
of Almain be determined to aſſayle Metz, Verdun, and Thou this win- 
ter: and if they can recover thoſe townes, there they do minde to win- 
ter their campe; to th'ende they may be readye to do other attemptes 
this next former. I do heere alſo, that the Buſhoppes electors and o- 
thers in Germany be muche offended with the Houſe of Guyſe, the 
conneſtable, and the Marſhall St Andre, as aucthors of the troubles of 20 
France; which dothe and will occaſion greate troubles alſo in Germany, 
and therby put the ſayd Biſhops in perill of their eſtates, which before 
lyved peacably. Here is ſome brute of late, that the younge conte of 
Mongomery ſhoulde beſiege the Grand- Priour beſyde Shirborg in baſe 
Normandy, at a houſe of the pucheſle of Nevers, where he was to make 
love to the ſayd pucheſſe. 
THE Marquis d'Albeuf dothe keepe Bogeancy betwixt Bloys and Or- 
leans, having certain cumpanies of Frenchemen and Suiſſes for the garde * 
therof, Of late there was a heraulde ſent in the xinge's name to the 
Suifles which are joyned with the Baron des Adreſſes (ſent from the can- 30 3 
tons of Barne and Zuriche, which is ſayd to be in number ſix thouſand) 
to perſwade them by all meanes poſſible to returne home agayne, and to 
deſiſte from their entrepry ſes; charging them with the breache of the 
ancient league betwixt the Kk inge and the Suiſſes. It was aunſwered to 
the ſayd heraulde, as I do here, by their cheefes and by them all, that 
they came for the ſervice of the K ing, and to defende him and his eſtate 
from tiranny and uſurpation of others, and therwithall to maintaine and 
defende ſuche as were perſecuted for religion, contrary to the K inge's or- 
dinance. I do heere alſo, that monſicur d'Ozell hathe not ben able 
to prevayle greatly with the princes of Almaigne to alienate their mindes 40 
from the ſuccours of the prince of Conde. | | 
I am allo advertiſed, that the defleignements of theeſe men is, by all 


the meanes they can devyſe, to aſſure them of Rone, Newhaven, and 
Diepe; 
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Diepe; that the x inge dothe not meane to apply any force againſt them, 
wherby they may be out of all ſuſpicion of any attempt: which is don, 
to th ende that your Majeſte ſhoulde neither ſeiſe any of the ſayd peeces 
ynto your hands, nether put any force on this fide, whiles they be oc- 
cupied in other places; and then, I am ſure, their determination is, ha- 
ving once ranged Burges and Orleance, as they truſt to do by the middeſt 
of September, to employ their whole force againſt them ſo whottly, 
as they wil be ſoone brought to ſtande to their mercyles mercy: for 
nowe they woulde be greatly ſory, and dothe take it to be a matter 
muche to their diſadvantage, if your Majeſte ſhoulde nowe, whiles they 
be occupied in other places, put any force on this ſide, or take into your 
poſſeſſion any of the ſayd peeces. And to have an eye to theſe matters, 
and to entretaine ſecrette practiſe and intelligence in every of the ſayd 
peeces, the puke d'Aumale is lefte to abyde at Louviers, not farre from 
Rone. So as if your Majeſte's deſſeignement be at any tyme, either to 
ſende force on this fide to ſuccour the prince of Conde and to fortefy 
his entrepriſes, or to take into your owne handes Newehaven or Diepe ; 
in my ſimple judgement, th'occaſion is as conveniently preſented nowe 
to do either the one or the other, as it wil be herafter; ſeeing the hole 
and principal force of the catholicques is nowe occupied and employed 
in other places. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſte, the xx vm of this monethe Monſieur de 
Vielleville arryved in this towne; who, methought, could have ben 
contented to have omitted at this tyme to have ſpoken with me in paſ- 
ling by. Nevertheleſſe, having intelligence of his arryvall, I ſent unto 
him the xxvi day of this monethe to his lodging, and required him 
to accomodate me with his recomandation to the Marſhal Briſac, for 
ſuche thinges as I might have neede of in my voiage towardes the court, 
and alſo to procure the ſayd Marſhal's paſſeport for a currour, which I 
ment to ſende ſhortly into Englande: further, I required him by my 
meſſenger to ſende me all ſuche lettres as he had to delyver me; if any 
were comitted unto him. Theruppon Monſieur de Vielleville aunſwer- 
ed to him that I ſent unto him, that he knewe not that I was in the 
towne ; for he harde by the way, that I was departed from hence. 

AND theruppon the ſayd Monſieur de Vielleville, accompanied with 
Monſieur de Trey, maſter of the artillerye, came to my lodging to me 
the ſayd xxvi day: who made verey large declaration of the greate 
honour, favour, and liberalite that your Majeſte had beſtowed on him 
at his late being in Englande; acknoweledging alſo the good entretaine- 
ment, and greate curteſy that he founde at My Lordes of your councell's 
handes, and of all thoſe of your courte. In th'ende, after greate comen- 
dations of your Majeſte, he ſayd; it muſte be your Majeſte and ſome 


miniſters in your name that muſte ridde this realme of the troubles it 
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was in, and make the K inge and all his ſubgectes beholding unto you; for 
thinges, he ſayd, were fo farre paſte, and men's myndcs fo ſturred on all 
ſydes, that it was for no parſon within this realme to make a good ende. 
Then Monſieur de Trey ſayd: Many folkes hathe medled in this matter, 
as the rope, the King of Spayne, and others; but, ſayd he, they have 
done more harme then good; and, in my opinion, there hath ben none 
who hathe gon ſo ſincerely to worke, as the queene your miſtres. And 
to be playne with you, ſayd he, it muſte be ſhe, and the princes of Al- 
main, that muſte helpe us, or elz we be all undon: for her Majeſtè and 
they can be contented, that bothe ſydes may lyve one by another; but as 
for other folkes which have medled in this matter, they woulde have the 
catholicques utterly deſtroye all thoſe which be not of their religion. 


Tux Monſieur de Vielleville ſayd: Itruſte, Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur, 


by that tyme you have ben at the courte, you ſhall do ſome good. I tolde 
him: Sir, the quene my miſtres hathe declared unto you, I ſuppoſe, what 
ſhe hathe geven me in charge to ſay to the K inge and to the quene his 
mother. Monſieur de Vielleville woulde in no wiſe take knowledg ther- 
of; but ſayd, your Majeſte had tolde him, that I ſhoulde declare your 
mynde to the queene mother: he ſayd alſo, your majeſte ſhowed him, 
that you woulde not adventure to geve no adviſe in this matter. I ſayd: 
amongſt other reſpectes that moved your Majeſtè to conteyne herin was, 
that your miniſters could not be permitted to underſtande the opinions 
and demaundes of the prince of Conde and his partye, neither could be 
admytted, with good opinion of ſome folks, to treate any manner of way 
in this matter; as thoughe they dyd ſuſpecte your Majeſtie, as a partye: 
wherin they have don you, ſayd I, greate wronge. Monſieur de Vielle- 
ville ſayd: Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur, have you moved the queene mo- 
ther at any tyme, that the queene your miſtres miniſters might talke 
with bothe the parties? Yea, Sir, quod I, three or four tymes; and even 
at my laſt audience, when the queene my miſtreſſe comaunded me to of- 
fer to the K inge and the queene, that ſhe would ſende hether twoo per- 
ſonages of honour to treate about a good compoſition : what tyme the 
Quene mother made me aunſwer, ſhe dyd not miſlyke the offer; but 
woulde underſtande the opinion of the Kinge of Navarre, and other of 
the Kinge her ſonne's councell. Indeede, ſayd I, afore tyme, talking of 
theſe matters, the Queene mother dyd telle me, that the queene my miſ- 
tres and her miniſters were taken by ſome to be over parcial to the prince 
of Condè and his partye. Then Monſieur de Vielleville ſayd: The queene 
mother ſayd nothing unto me at my departure of any ſuche matter: in 
verey dede it wil be harde, ſayd he, for any bodye to make an ende in this 
matter that ſhall not know-e the mynde of bothe the parties. Well sir, 
quod I, thoughe you will not be aknowen of the matter, I am ſure you 
have harde, that ſome ſuche mocion hathe ben made by me. In deede 
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Monſieur I ambaſſadeur, ſayd Monſieur de Vielleville, I dyd heere, that 
you dyd once ſpeake to the Queene mother theraboutes; but the mo- 
cion was not greatly allowed. Then he concluded: I wolde, twoo of 
the queene your miſtres councellors were here, that they and you to- 
gether might do ſome good. Sir, quod I, treatye is nowe out of ſeaſon, 
when you treate with the cannon, Then Monſieur de Trey ſware a 
greate othe and ſayd, th Ambaſſadour faythe true. 

I PRAY you, ſayd Monſieur de Vielleville, when you come to the 


court, move the queene mother to take this order, that Monſieur le 


Prince de Conde and all thoſe which be of his religion may have liber- 
ty to uſe their religion, and lyve ſuerely, in all townes which be at their 
devotion; and I do beleeve, ſayd he, ſhe will take it well at your handes. 
Sir, quod I * * ® * ® him, that it was more then I dyd underſtande; 
for your Majeſte dyd never treate with him by any miniſter, Well, ſayd 
Monſieur de Vielleville, I will go before and prepare your way; and I 
truſte, by that tyme you come there, you ſhall do more good then yow 
beleeve. Then Monſieur de Trey ſayd: I had rather the quene your 
miſtres ſhoulde have the honour of this matter, then any other prince 
and for your parte, yo are better worthy to have the Kinge my maſ- 
ter's order, if yow can bringe it to paſſe, then any ſtranger that ever it 
was geven unto. Then Monſieur de Vylevyle ſayd: The prynce of Con- 
dy and all hys partye wold be glad to be yn ſuerty; and theyr ys no o- 
ther wey, butt the Quene your miſtres and the pryncis off Almayne muſt 
conclude the aſſuerance: for yff the treaty, ſayd he, be made with the 
quene off Englond and the pryncis proteſtants, ower men wyll beware, 


' how they do breake league with you; for yt ys another maner off mat- 


ter, then to breake amongſt themſelffes. In the end, he and Monſieur 
de Tre requieryd me, that I wold not be wery to make thys voiage; 
fayeng, they truſtyd aſſuerydly, I ſhuld be able to do ſome good. I ſayd, 
the rather a grett deale, yff Monſieur d'Andelott cam well accompenyd 
yn tyme: wheareat they bothe laughyd hertly, and dyd bothe deſyre 
me to preſente unto your Majeſtie theyr moſte humble ſervyce. 

THE fame day yn the afternoune Monſieur de Trey dyd ſend me the 
Maryſhall Bryſak's paſſeport for the dyſpatche of my corror, and for the 
paſſage of my ſtuffe wyche I dyd ſend ynto Englond. Monſieur de 
Beauvois, Monſieur de Givry, Monſieur de Pavan, lievtenant to the Duke 
of Lorayne, Monſieur de Creveceur, and Monſieur de Ranty, be ſente 
with three hundred men of armes into Champaigne, todefeate the prince 
of Porcen and Monſieur de Sterney, and to empeache the comminge of 
Monſieur d' Andelot, if they can. It maypleaſe your majeſte, Monſieur 
de Charlo, Greate-maſter of the waters and foreſtes in Fraunce, and bro- 
ther de Madame Paliſeau, is dead at the campe, and Monſieur de Liſte- 
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AND where your Majeſte's pleaſour is to ſuſpende the ſending of sir 
Thomas Smythe hether to ſucceade me, untill this King and the queene 
his mother have made newe aſſurance of his good uſage, ſuertie, and en- 
tretainement in this countrey : not offending your Majeſte, I do beleeve, 
the ſame nedethe not toprolonge the ſending hether, to attende your fur- 
ther ſatisfaction in that behalfe; for if I be not to muche deceived, nei- 
ther the K inge, the quene his mother, the K inge of Navarre, nor none 
of this King's councell, will make any great difficultie to afſure your Ma- 
jeſte's a mbaſſadour of all favour and ſuertie. And ** longer reſidence on 
this ſyde; if your Majeſtie be pleaſed to have any gracious conſideration 
of my eſtate and caſe, as I truſt you have. It may pleaſe your majeſte, 
I do intende, God willing, to morrowe, beeing the xxv111"of this mo- 
neth, todeparte this towne towardes Burges: whether before my approch- 
ing by twoo dayes journey, Monſieur de Vielleville hathe deſired me to 
geve notice to the Quene mother and to this Kinge's councell; which I 
mynde to do, aſſoone as I ſhal be arryved at Bloys.

IR, I havereceavyd, the xx1* of Auguſt, by Franciſco the curror hir 
Majeſtie's letters and yours of the xvii of the ſame, And for that, 
at the receyte therof, and at the diſpatche of theſe, I was ſo eyvell diſ- 
poſyd in my healthe, as I coulde not expect any occaſion quickly (yf I 
ſhulde receave of this K ynge and his mother anſwer to the matters geven 
me in charge, by theſe your laſt letters, to negotiate with them) to ſende 
awaye the ſayd Franciſco, as ys lokyd for; I thowght good to make this 
diſpatche at this tyme by this gentylmanne, mr Rycharde Wrothe, ſonne 
to sir Thomas Wrothe; to th'intent hir Majeſtie and you maye knowe, 
what be preſently the letts, why you have no anſwer ſoner to the ſayd 
letters of the x v11", in caſe the ſame be prolongyd to a lenger tyme (as 
yt 18 not otherwiſe lyke) then your expectation. 

As yt might appere unto youe by my laſt diſpatche of the xv11'* of 
this moneth, I had procueryd and obtaynyd of the Maresſhal Briſſac ſo 
much fayour, as by his paſport I might ſende awaye towards the ſea ſyde 
the moſt parte of my ſtuffe; which I dyd thre or four dayes before th'ar- 
ryvall of your courror: ſo dyd I in lyke manner make awaye the moſt 
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parte of my horſes; never lokynge nor imaginynge (havinge ſo longe a- 


goe taken my leave of this x ynge, the quene his mother, the x ynge of 
Navar, and this courte) to have any newe recharge at this tyme to have 


repayryd 
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repayryd to the ſayd xynge and courte agayne; the ſame beinge at this 
preſent at Bourges in Berry, above ſixe ſcore myles from this towne. 
But ſeinge yt is hir Majeſtie's pleaſure and yours, to ordeyne otherwiſe 
of me and my doings then I lokyd for, or then I hopyd; I wyll obey 
therto, and conforme myſelffe to accomplithe your orders, as ſone as my 
healthe and abylytic wyll ſerve me to travaile, and as ſone as I maye 
have order for my ſafe acceſſe to the court, and my lodginge there: 
which, God knowethe, wyl be unto me in ſome ſtrainge ſort, and not 
moſte commodious ; conſiderynge the place where the campe and courte 
ys, and conſiderynge preſentlye howe I ame fourniſhyd for ſuche a voy- 
age, 

; AND wherasyt ſeamethe, as well by hir Majeſtie'sletters as yours, that 
sir Thomas Smythe's commynge hyther dothe depende upon aſſuerance 
from this K ynge and the quene his mother for his ſuertye, good uſage 
and entertaynement: I dare take upon me (yf I maye uſe ſuche ſpeache) 
before I have audience, that neyther the x ynge, the quene his mother, 
the K ynge of Navar, nor none of his cowncell, wyll make any difficul- 
tye or ſtickynge to promeſſe all aſſuerydnes and warrantye to your Am- 
baſſadour for thoſe matters; and I beleave, yf any ſcripule in that be- 
halfe were movyd to Monſieur de Vielleville, or to Monſieur de Foix, 
they wolde take upon them to aſſuer you of that matter very largelye. 
And albeyt in my former letters and advertiſments I have made men- 
tion of ſome indignities and inſolences donne unto me by the people of 
this towne: yet I thinke, yt wyll not appere by any of my ſayd letters, 
that I have imputyd any fault or lacke to the x ynge, the quene his mo- 
ther, or tothe K ynge of Navar; neyther namelye to any of theyr cown- 
cell: I might perhaps ſaye, that ther was to muche tolleration uſyd by 
them which had aucthorytie to commawnde and conteyne the people. 
So as, sir, you maye well aſſuer your ſelffe, sir Thomas Smythe, or any 


other that you wyll ſend hyther, ſhall have by the Kyng, the quene his 


mother, and theyr cownceill, promeſſe and aſſuerance of all favour, good 


uſage and treatment, Yt maye lyke youe further to underſtand, that 
yt is not th' ambaſſador of Englande which ys ſo greatlye ſtomackyd 
and hatyd in this contreye, but yt ys the perſone of Nicholas Throk- 
morton: and therfore Mr Smythe ſhal be exempte from my perylls, and 
the eyvell affections borne to me. So as therfore yt maye pleaſe hir Ma- 
jeſtie and youe to commande, that Mr Smythe maye paſſe hither to ſup- 
plye this charge; that I maye, bothe preſent him, and ones agayne take 
my leave, whyleſt the x ynge ys no further then fix ſcore myles beyonde 
this towne, and whileſt I ſhal be where the x ynge is: for I cannot longe, 
eyther with the quene's honor, or with regarde of myne owne pore cre- 
dytt, contynue there or in this contreye any tyme; unleſſe I were in bet- 
ter caſe, and better fourniſhyd then I ame, 
Vor, II. 1 
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You wryte unto me, that ur Wyndebancks, by a late letter, hathe 
browght in queſtione and in dowbte to you my judgement and opinion 
for your frendſhip towards me abowt my revocation. I do remember, 
I dyd complayne unto him at his departinge (as, methowght, I had ſome 
cauſe) of my fortune and detayninge here; ſayinge, that ſome of my 
frynds, and ſome that had meanes to knowe howe the worlde went, dyd 
adviſe me to leave to miſtruſt ſome that I miſtruſtyd to muche, and to 
miſtruſt ſome that I miſtruſtyd to lytle. In this manner of ſpeache I ney- 
ther made great man nor ſmale the aucthor of theſe conceyts. Indede I 
ſayd unto him, I knewe not whom they ment by notynge him that I 19 
truſtyd to muche, but you onlye. For in verye dede althowghe I have 
heretofore ſolicityd hir Majeſtic for my revocatione by many and ſondry 
that were in credytt with hir: yet I dyd ſtaye myſelffe, bothe in that and 
in all other my reaſonable ſutes, upon no on ſo muche as I dyd of you; 
knowynge, that your credytt and your abylitie with hir Majeſtie dyd gyve 
place to none; and truſtynge, that you wolde not deale unkyndlye with 
me for my well meanynge unto you : wherof thowghe I wantyd power 
to make prouffe, yet I wantyd no good wyll; and I was ſuer, you had the 
on and the other alſo, yf youe dyd me not to muche wronge. I praye 
youe therfore, sir, defiſte not from your good entent to ryde me hence: 29 
and, yf all be true that I here, in ſo doinge you ſhall doo hir Majeſtie 
good ſervice, no diſpleaſure tu r Smythe, a gratefull thinge to theſe men 
for the entertayninge the amytie, and laſtelye to me a very good tourne 
which I wyll acknowledge unto you. And nowe, sir, that hir Majeſtie 20 
and you, and r Smythe by youe, maye be ſufficientlye acertenyd of your 
Ambaſſador's aſſuerance, I praye you, that there be no mo delays uſyd 
for his repayre hither, then neadethe or the caſe requyrethe: and therby 
you ſhall gyve me good teſtimonye to thinke, that I have bene to ſuſpi- 
tious, or other folkes for me, of your well meanynge for my revocation. 

SIR, emongſte other matters, in your laſte diſpatche you wryte, that 30 
your navy doth attend upon the coaſt of Normandy good oportunitie. Ther- 
by 1 geſle, you meane to put your men on land either in Depe or Newha- 
ven, or to come from one of thoſe places in ſome force; as it is meete, if 
you ſend any to the ſouccours of the prince of Conde, What your deſigne- 
ment ys in very dede, I doo not underſtande; neyther wolde I be judgyd 
to be more curyous of hir Majeſtie's cownceill and intents then ſhulde be- * 30 
comme me. But, not offendynge youe, whzch ſoever of theſe markes yow 0 
ſhoote at, methinkethe, yt had not bene impertinent, that I ſhulde have ö 
more plainly had ſomme watchword gyven me : for where youe reatorne 
me nowe with a newe charge to this court, and do alſo put me in hope, 40 
that Mr Smythe ſhulde ſucceade me; I doo not ſe, how either I can be 

Juffrid to go hence, or to be heere ſafely, yf theſe maters before ſpoken of,

To THE QUEENE's MOOSTE EXCELLENT MAJESTIE, 


Sir Nicholas T may pleaſe your Majeſtie, the ſame did perceive by my lettres of 3 
auen 1 the xxv11 of Auguſte, that I dyd mynde to departe from Paris to- 
queer. Wardes Burges the xxv111" of ſame. Before the making of which 
38epr.1;6z, VOIage, I did thinke good to communicate unto the Mariſhal Briſac, 60- 
bares vernour of Paris (who, as it were, had the garde and overſight of me) 
ole that I dyd meane for my better and ſurer paſſage to take the way to- 30 
— wardes Burges, by St Mathurin, Montargis, and Gian; a way neither 1 

foyled nor haunted with men of warre, and the next way from Paris 5 

to Burges. The Mariſhall Briſac aunſwered, that he could in no wiſe f 

allowe of my voiage that way; ſaienge, thoſe townes and paſſages 

were wholy at the prince of Conde's devotion, ſo as he thought I mynd- 49 

ed by the order of my journey, that I would take Orleans in my way 

to Burges: and that way (ſayd he) the Kk inge cannot aſſure th Ambaſ- 

ſadour to go, without diſpleaſur or daunger. But if he will take the 

N way 
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way by Chartres, Bonneval, Chaſteaudun, and Bloys; I dare warraunte 
him to go ſafely, without any diſpleaſur at all; for of late there is good 
conducte gon that way, to aſſure the paſſage for the munition and artil- 
lerie which is ſente from hence to the campe. 

Upro which the Mariſhalle's adviſe and warrantie (minding then 
to give them no occaſion of ſuſpicion) I tooke my way as he preſcribed 
me, and paſſed ſafely and quietly with my trayne untill the firſt day of 
September; what tyme I overtooke the fayd artillerie and munition 
four miles beyonde Chaſteaudun, towardes a towne named La-Ferrte in 
the Beauſe, where I mynded to bayte: which munition was garded 
with five hundred horſe and three hundred footemen. I had not ben 
longe in the trayne of the ſayd municion, but I perceived, the avancou- 
reurs of the catholicques partye had diſcovered their enemies of Orleans. 
I then perceiving my ſelfe in that diſtreſſe, neither having the meanes 
to retire my ſelfe to any place of ſuertie, neither to avoyde the deſaſtre 
of the one ſyde and of the other (beeing environned with the force of 
bothe parties) was dryven for my better ſafety to advertiſe by one of my 
folkes, with as good ſpeede as I could, the admiral (who was cheefe- 
tayne of the proteſtant partye) that I was there; and defired him to 
have the ſuertie of me and my trayne recomended: which was at the 
verey inſtaunte when the ſayd admiral with his troupe galloped to geve 
the charge on their enemies; the mindfulnes wherof toke away from 
him all opportunitie and conſideration, as he ſayd, to intende any other 
thinge then to fight with his ennemies. So as, unhappely for me and 
myne, I chancing amonge them in the furie of their charge, beſyde the 


greate daunger of myne owne lyfe and thoſe which were with me,

beeing aſſayled by a greate manye, was taken and ſpoyled of all that I 
and myne had: where of myne one gooddes, beſydes that of your 
Majeſte's, I loſte above the value of ſixe thouſand crownes of the ſonne: 
and, but that it chanced that Monſieur de Grandmont came to my ſuc- 
cours, I ſuppoſe, that I and all myne had ben cutte in peeces; ſuche was 
the furie of the ſouldiors at that inſtante, 

AT that conflicte (beſydes my defaſtre) the admiral and his partye 
did defeate the force of their ennemies before ſpoken of; whereof there 
was ſlayne, as I could learne and might perceive, verey neare the num- 
ber of three hundred horſemen and footemen: ſixe cannons, forty three 
cartes charged with powder and ſome bullettes were taken, and a greate 
many men verey daungerouſly hurte. Amongſt other your Majeſtie's 


loſſes and myne (I beeing ſpoyled of all that I had) I was ſpoyled alſo 


of your Majeſtie's inſtructions, lettres, cyphers, and all other notes and 

papers of conſequence which was in my caſkette. So as I do remaine 

preſently without any meane to accompliſhe the charge your Majeſte 

on me by your late inſtructions, or to exerciſe any other thinge heere 
OL, II. K 
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as your Majeſtie's Ambaſſadour; having loſte, as aforeſayd, all my notes, 
ciphers, memoires, papers, and in ſomme all that I had. And as I am 
ſory, that this bearer your Majeſtie's currour, F ranciſco, did accompany 
me in this perril, to his daunger and loſſe of that he had; ſo it is ſome 
relief to my calamitie, that he was preſent at this my misfortune: who 
can be a good teſtimonie of my doinges and loſſes, and that I do not en- 
grieve my caſe other then the truthe requirethe ; nor that Idydany thinge 
inconcideratly, to wrappe me into theeſe perrilles and misfortunes. 
THE Admiral was accompanied with Monſieur de Grandmont, Mon- 
ſieur de Janlis, knights of this K inge's order, Monſieur de Fountenay 
brother to Monſieur de Rohan, and to the number (as I eſteamed them) 
of eight or nine hundred horſe of all ſortes. And bycauſe after their 
victorie they had no meanes to carry away the municion and artillerie 
(their ennemies having killed and caried away all the horſes before) they 
did burne all the powder, and tooke and deſtroied all the uſage of the 
artillerie. Which being don, they marched with good ſpeede to Or- 
leans; whether they adviſed me, for myn owne ſafetie, to go with them: 
which I thought meete to yelde unto, concidering the ſtate I was in; 
having no meanes to go to no other place, the night cominge on, I farre 
from any towne, and beeinge (as it were) lefte in my dubblette and my 


| hoſe, and lefte alſo to all caſualties, without money, or any other thinge 


to ſuccour me or ſerve my torne. 

AFTER this manner I marched with them from the place of the de- 
feate, beeing twenty two miles from Orleans; where we arrived about 
twoo of the clocke after midnight. The next day the prince of Conde 
and th' admiral did greatly lamente unto me my deſaſtre and loſſe, and 
the tyme of my repaire unto them in ſuche forte, when they could not 
ſtand me in ſteade as they would, I do verely beleeve, my ſpoyle and 
misfortune dothe hartely greeve them: but it ſeemethe unto me, they 
have no meanes to make reſtitution of the money and other thinges 
which I loſte; the ſame beeing butined, imbecilled, and devided in the 
night by ſo many ſouldiors as had therof their parte. The admiral lodg- 
ed me in his houſe in Orleans, where I have continued ever fince my 
arrivall: unto whome the prince and he hathe often declared, that their 
cheefeſt truſte, nexte God, was in your Majeſtie; bothe for the experi- 
ence they had of your zele and inclination t'adyance the true religion, 
and to empeache the proſperitie and progreſſe of God's enemies (wherof 
the realmes of Englande and Scotlande could well witnes) and alſo for 
that your abilitie was greateſt, and hadde beſte meanes to put the ſame 
inure, therby to make the realme of France and them, together with all 
ſortes profeſlinge their religion, to be as mouche bounde unto your Ma- 
jeſtie, as the realme of Scotlande, the noblemen and a greate multitude 
therof were, | 
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Tux ſtate of the towne of Orleans is thus. There is a thouſande, or 
verey neare twelve hundred horſemen within the towne; of ſouldiors 
footemen, beſydes the inhabitants of the towne, fyve thouſande. Vic- 
tuailles they wante none for ſix monethes. Nyne or ten cannons and 
culverines the prince hathe cauſed to be made within the towne; and 
if they may have any leyſure, they will mak ſeven or eight mo verey 
ſhortly to ſtande them in ſteade. With plattefourmes, ravelines, and 
parapettes they have fortified in manner almooſte all the weakeſt places 
about the towne. It is a marvaile to ſee, what worke they have finiſh- 
ed in ſo little ſpace. The counterſkarpe rounde about the towne is in 
manner finiſhed. The prince, the noblemen, gentlemen and ſouldiors 
do ſeeme to be all of verey good courage, and dothe greatly wiſhe (as 
they ſay) that their ennemies would comme to aſſiege them. They 
have alſo good ſtore of powder, albeit they have had ſomme misfortune 
heretofore by fyer. The plague is yet verey rife in this towne, and 
dothe daylye diminiſhe their numbers. The Princefſe of Conde, her 
eldeſt ſonne, Madame I admiralle, and many other ladies and gentle- 


women be within the towne. 
Ir may pleaſe your Majeſtie, lyke as Monſieur le prince de Condé 


and his partie had cauſe to thanke God and to rejoyſe for their victorie 
afore ſpoken of, and alſo for the advertiſment of another victorie won 
by Monſieur Duraſſe againe Monſieur de Monluc in Gaſcoigne (wherat 
there was ſlayne eight hundred horſemen, a thouſande footemen, th'ar- 
tillerie taken, Monſieur de Monluc chaſed and conſtreined to take a caſ- 
tle for his ſafety, which is thought not to be longe gardable) theſe proſ- 


perities happening the firſt day of September: ſo the ſame day, to de- 
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40 


face the joye of theeſe matters aforeſayd, the towne of Burges was ren- 
dered unto the Queene mother and to the K inge of Navarre by Mon- 
fieur d'Yvoy, brother to Monſieur de Jenlis; with condition, that he and 
all his ſouldiors ſhoulde marche fourthe of the ſayd towne of Burges 
with their enſeignes diſplaied and their bagvage ſaved. The manner 
and circumſtances of which conditions, together with the capitulations, 
your Majeſtic ſhall perceive by a memoire herincloſed, conteininge the 
whole. 

Tur Prince of Conde is advertiſed by a gentleman ſente by Monſieur 
d' Andelot, that he the ſayd Monſieur d'Andelot makethe his muſters in 
Lorrayne, the xv of September, of four thouſande horſemen and fix 
thouſande footemen, conducted by the Mariſhal to the Landſgrave of 
Heſſe. This levie of men the prince and the Admirall dothe telle me 
is uppon the charge of the princes of Almayne: which will take no 
money of the prince of Conde to pay their ſouldiors, at the leſte none 
untill the matter be brought to ſomme other pointe ; concideringe that 
the cauſe is the caſe of religion, wherin the ſayd proteſtant princes do 
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fay that they have greate intereſt, and ſo hathe all other princes which 
do impugne the yope's tiranny. So as the prince of Conde is eaſed of fo 
muche charge as the levie of theſe Alemains and their wages for twoo 
monethes dothe admounte unto. The ſayd princes proteſtantes (as the 
prince of Conde and the admiral dothe ſay to me) are pleaſed to take 
Monſieur d'Andelotte's promyſe and bill for reſpondaunte for the money 


by them diſburſed, and wooll demaunde no other caution. The lyke fa- 


your they do deſyer to finde at your Majeſtie's handes, as me ſeemethe 
by their taulke ; and that yow will be pleaſed to take the prince of Con- 
de's promyſe and th' admiralle's for reſpondant: bothe which, they ſaye, 
wil be lothe to fayle to your Majeſtie in any thinge they ſhall promyſe; 
repoſinge their cheefeſt truſte, nexte God, in your Majeſte, and therfore 
wil be lothe to do any acte to diſcredit them with yow ; who, beſydes 
the ſervice of God, beſydes the honnour of the entrepriſe, and beſydes 
the comoditie to your ſelfe, ſhall by this your goodnes procure to make 
them in particular, and all thoſe of their religion in generall, bounde to 


honnour and ſerve your Majeſtic during their lyves. 


Tuis Kinge dyd diſlodge from Burges the vi“ of September, and 
from thence his campe marched to Sainct Palais; with intent, as I can 
learne, to paſſe the countrey of Soloigne, taking the way to Aubeny be- 
longing to the Erle of Lennox's brother, and fo to paſſe the ryver of Loyre 
at Gyan; from whence the commen brute is that the campe will comme 
and beſeage Orleance. And agreeable therunto the secretary I Aubeſpine 
dyd ſende me worde therof; to th'intent I might meete the k inge at Gor- 
gio, fyve leagues from this towne, in caſe Iwould ſpeake with the K inge, 
as a place more convenable for my acceſſe, then when he ſhould be en- 
camped before Orleans. Notwithſtanding, I am by very good meanes ad- 
vertiſed, that the conſtable and the puke of Guiſe be reſolved to converte 
the greateſt part of theyr force, with as much ſpeede as may be, againſt 
Roan and Newhaven; and the rather, for that they be advertiſed, that 
thoſe peeces be unmanned ( monfieur de Morvillier retired to his owne houſe, 
who mindethe to fitte ſtill) and alſo for that they do ſuſpefte, that your 
majeſtie will, if you be not prevented, put force on this fide, and ſuccour 
thoſe places; whoſe force and footing upon theyr coſte they do more feare, 
then any other invaſion. Ido here alſo, that they do minde to ſend ſome 
part of theyr force to empeache monſieur d Andelott's cominge with the 


Almaynes, 


Tux Buſhop of Orleans, and Monſieur d'Alluy, one of the fowre 
principal secretaries, be diſpatched from the kinge's campe into Pied- 
mont, to make reſtitution of the holdes there to the puke of Savoy, ac- 


cording to the capitulations lately accorded betwixt this Kinge and the 


ſayd puke: for the rendition of which places the ſayd puke hathe pro- 


myſed to ayde the papiſtes in theeſe their quarrelles with men payd at his 


coſte ; 
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coſte; yea and ſomme do ſay, that he the ſayd puke hathe promiſed 


to ſerve in this quarrell in his owne parſon, 
I Do heere, that the regiment of Frenchemen which were within 


Burges for the defence therof, fince the rendition of the towne be ſe- 
cretly retired from the K inge's campe ; (where it was thought they woulde 
have ſerved, at the devotion of the puke of Guiſe and conneſtable, un- 
der their captains and under their coronel Monſieur d'Yyoy) who pro- 
miſed, or at the leſte the mooſte parte of them, to ſerve from hence 
fourthe againſt the prince of Conde, but ſpecially againſt the Engliſhe- 
men and Allemains, if any of thoſe nations ſhould enter this realme to 
the ſuccours of the ſayd prince. Nevertheles I do heere alſo, that ſomme 
of the ſayd capteins, as namely one named Sucelles, an Angevin, for 
the refuſing to ſubſcribe to the rendition of Burges, is detained priſoner, 
and, as ſome thinke, not without ſome daunger of his lyfe. Of theſe 
ſouldiors before ſpoken of there is to the number of fix or ſeven hun- 
dred come to this towne, under the leading of one Fumey, to ſerve the 
Prince of Conde: all which do verey grevouſly accuſe Monſieur d'Yvoy 
for the rendering of the towne of Burges; ſaienge, it was gardable ſuf- 
ficiently, for any force that was made againſt it ; and the rather, for that 
they in the Kinge's campe wanted powder to make battrye. Another 
troupe of theſe ſouldiors are retired to Lions, and ſomme parte of them 
into Poictou to the conte of Rochefocault. 

THERE 1s greate practiſe made by the queene mother and others to 
winne Monſieur de Janlis and Monſieur de Grandmont from the prince; 
bothe which be accompanied with brave men, and of good ſervice. 


Ihe ſayd twoo chiefetaines at this late conflicte, where I receaved my 
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40 


misfortune, behaved themſelves verey valiantely : even ſo dyd the Ad- 
miral, who was cheefe of the voiage ; whoſe well doinges at that tyme 
I can well witnes. Bothe the enſeigne bearers to Monſieur de Janlis and 
Monſieur de Grandmont were there ſlayne. 

I T may pleaſe your Majeſte, after I had receaved my miſhap before 
ſpoken of, I dyd within twoo daies after my comminge to Orleans ſende 


to the Kinge's campe, and dyd write a lettre to Monſieur de Vielleville, 


to enfourme the queene mother of my deſaſtre and eſtate, and to knowe 
the Kinge's pleaſur and hers what I ſhould do in this caſe; the coppy 
of which my lettre to Monſieur de Vielleville and his aunſwer to me 
your Majeſte ſhall receave herwith. And alſo be pleaſed to underſtande, 
that the queene mother and the K inge of Navarre did ſende a trom- 
pette for me to Orleans, to conducte me to the Kinge when I ſhoulde 
have comoditie to go; which will not be, I feare me, ſo ſoone as Iwould 
gladlye, beeing utterly disfurniſhed as I am of all thinges to make my 
_ * I ſhall endeyour my ſelfe to departe hence as ſoone 
oL, II. L 
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as I can, and have thought meete in the meane tyme to ſende your Na- 
jeſtie's currour, F ranciſco, with this diſpatche. 

Ir may pleaſe your Majeſte, I underſtande, sir Peter Mewtis is depart- 
ed to Godde's mercye at Diepe. TIT may pleaſe your majeſte, the pa- 
piſtes perceiving themſelves not ſtronge inoughe utterly to exterminate 
the proteſtants in this countrey by force; and alſo underſtanding your ma- 

jeſtie's preparatif on the one fide, and the cominge of the Almaynes of the 
other (both which they do feare) do nowe beginne agayne 70 er to the 
prince of Conde and to thoſe of his religion the obſervation of th'edict of 
January: which, in my fimple opinion, is not ment fincerely ; but offered cau- 
teloufly, thereby to diverte your majeſtie's force and the Almaynes from 
bence, thereby to diſcredit the prince of Conde's quarrelle and procedings 
in your Majeſtie's opinion and other princes, and therby alſo to entyce 


many men of divers qualities and conditions e abandon the prince and 


bis party, and to retire them ſelves home to their houſes; which being 
once brought to paſſe, they will handel the prince and the admiral of 
France as it ſhall pleaſe them, and their cauſe alſo. May it therfore 
pleaſe your Majeſtie to admoniſbe De la Haye of theſe fineſſes; and that he 
perſwade the prince his maſter, and the cheefe with him, not to ſtay up- 
pon any ſuertye or performance of any accorde made with them, onleſſe 
the ſame be treated and concluded by your majeſtie and the princes proteſ= 
tants of Germany; for otherwiſe ſurely, in my ſimple judgement, the 
Prince and his cauſe will not ſpeade well. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſte, of my loſſes before ſpoken of (as well of 
your Majeſtie's plate as other myn owne peculiar gooddes) I have by the 
good order of the yrince of Conde and th' admirall's recovered all your 
plate, your inſtructions lately ſent me to negociate with the Queene mo- 
ther, your cypher with ſome other papers, ſomme parte of my apparel], 
ſomme of my horſes, and 4 50 crownes of my money: which, conci- 
dering the tyme and the manner of the taking of yt, would have been 
hardely recovered, but that the ſayd prince and th' admiral with dyvers 
other gentlemen were verey carefull, curious, and diligent to bringe 
theeſe things unto my handes. And for the recovery of thoſe parcelles 
afore ſpoken of, I was dryven to be at ſomme chearge; not that I was 
compelled, but that I thought it meete as the cace ſtoode. 

AND nowe that your Majeſte dothe ſee, after my three yeres and fix 
monethes ſervice heere in this charge, to what caſualties and miſhappes 
I am incident (having ben indaungered by ſundry other of other nature 
and quality then this, ſince my comminge hether:) it may lyke yow, of 
your gracious goodnes, to delyver me of this chearge and countrey by 


| Your ſpeedy revocation; that I languiſhe not heere, beſette with theeſe 


inconveniences, any longer, wherby your Majeſtie s ſervice may take 
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littell advantage at ſuch ane unfortunate miniſter's handes. Herwith 
your Majeſtic ſhall receave a declaration lately ſette fourthe by the prince 
of Conde and his affociates, uppon the judgement geven againſt him and 
them for rebellion, 

WHERE your Majeſté dyd lately revoke me from this charge, teſte- 
fienge the ſame by your lettres to the Kinge and to the Queene his mo- 
ther; and have nowe by your late inſtructions commaunded me to ad- 
dreſſe my ſelfe to the queene mother, and to declare unto her the con- 
tents of Four ſayd inſtructions: your Majeſtie not offended, I thinke, it 

10 will be founde verey ſtrange by the ſaid queene mother and this King's 
cowncell, that yow would ſende any miniſter to negociate with her or 
them in matters of ſo greate conſequence, beeing unaucthorized by your

A TER that ye have delyvered our lettres to the French x yng and A wemoriat 
the quene his mother, and have declared the cauſe why we ſend for d Tho- 
yow thither to take the place of sir Nicholas Throkmorton; ye ſhall * 25 
ſaye to them, that, becauſe at your comming from hence we wer con- 
ſtrayned to putt a certen nomber of our ſubjects in arraye defenſible, 3 
and that (as we perceyved by the prench Embaxador) the ſame our ,, n 
doings wer diverſly interpreted, and not without ſome ſuſpicion of worſs original 
meaning than we intended, we thought mete to make manifeſt to our gg 
good brother, both our whole doings, and the juſt cauſees therof, and band. 
our full intent and purpooſe; wheruppon he and his mother, with his 
good and quiet counſellors, might be well ſatisfyed, and rather allow 
our doings, than to miſtruſt or miſlyke them.

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ANSWER TO THE FRENCH EMBAXADOR MarTiony CONCERNING 
LA Hay &c. 


HE quene's Majeſtic hath conſidred the requeſt made by the French The queen's 
Ambaſſadour to have certain Frenchmen to be delivred to him 4nfverc 
which he named in a litle billet of paper.

I BESECH yow, let me be certefied often of your occurrents in Eng- 
land. As Mr Wotton can well declare unto yow, yt is the greateſt grief 
in the world for an Embaſſatour to be a ſtranger to affaires of his own 
realme; beſides that it maketh him les able to ſerve his prince, and lo- 
ſeth his eſtimation emongs other Embaſſatours. Wherfore I muſt moſt 
humblie crave of yow, that mr Allington, or ſom of the clarks of the 
cownſell, may make notes of ſuch occurrents from tyme to tyme as ſhal 
be thought neceſſarie for me to know ; eſpecially what is done in Fraunce 


or Scotland, yea and alſo in England. My knowledge of them may do 
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moch good to th advauncement of hir Highnes ſervice here: I truſt, it 
ſhall do no hurte at any tyme. And yf they be from tyme to tyme no- 
tid; thoughe theie com ſeldomer, yet when they com they ſhal be full. 
And if the occurrents be good, yt ſhall both make me the merier, and 
my freends will congratulate with me, be the hartier towards the quene's 
Majeſtie: yf they be evell, as God forbid theie ſhould (but yet, when 
many things be attemptid, KOINOE A'PHZ) well then yet I may excuſe 
them; and knowing the truth convynce the fame, which willingly ma- 
kith allevill things worſe then they be in dede.

=: a long tyme, to impart to yow our concept and judgment herof ; origina 
4 wherein we have ben occaſioned to forbeare, only by the mutabilitic — ag

we have thought, not only to give ſpeciall charg to our Embaſſadour n 
there reſident with yow to declare plainely and fincerely our diſpoſition = 
and meaning, but alſo by theſe our owne lettres to imparte what we 
think of theſe trobles in France, for our particuler ; and ſecondly, 
what we are adviſed, upon good conſiderations : not dowbting but, 
bothe for your ſyncere and brotherly frendſhipp, and for your wiſdome, 
20 ye will interprete and allow of our actions with ſuch equytie as the 
cawſes do require. 
 SUERLY we have bene much trobled and perplexed from the be- 
ginning of theſe diviſions in France, and upon diverſe cawſes: fyrſt, 
. becawſe we had a great compaſſion to ſee the yong King owr brother 
ſo abuſed by his ſubjects, as his aucthoritie could not direct them to 
accord. Next thereto we feared, that herof might followe an uni- 
verſall troble to the reſt of chriſtiendome; conſidering, the quarrell 
was diſcovered and publiſhed to be for the matter of relligion. Laſtly, 
which towcheth us moſt nearely and properly, we perceaved, that 
30 the puke of Guiſe and his owſe was the principall head of one parte; 
2 and that they daylie ſo increaſed their force, as in the end they be- 
came commaunders of all things in France; and theruppon ſuch man- 
ner of hoſtile dealyng uſed, in diverſe ſorts, againſt our ſubjects and 
merchants in ſondry parts of France, as we were conſtreyned to looke 
abowte us, what perill might enſue to our owne eſtate and contrey. 
AND thereupon could we not forgett, how they were the very 
parties that evicted Callice from this crowne ; a matter of continuall 
i greef to this realme, and of glory to them; and unjuſtly obſervyd al- 
ſo the firſt capitulations, for the reddition thereof into there hand. 
40 Nether cold we forgett, how hardly by their meanes we were delt 
withall at the concluſion of the peace at Caſteau in Cambreſy ; where 
Vor. II. O 
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(yo, the puke of Savoye, and others, having reſtitution in poſſeſ- 
ſion) our right, notwithſtandyng your good will to the contrary, was 
differred to the end of certen yeres, without reſtitucion of any thing: 
and than how immediately, notwithſtanding a ſhew of peace made 
with us, they privately for their owne particuler eſtates, by prac- 
tiſes, by counſells, by labours, by writing both publick and private, 
by publiſhing of armes and ſuch lyke, and laſtly even by force and 
armes conveyed into Scotland for our offence, they invaded the title 
of our crowne. And finally, being diſapointed of all their purpoſes, 
and conſtrayned to comme to a peace with us; which was concluded 
by aucthorytie of the rrench xyng, and the quene their nece, whom 
they only had then in governaunce by their direction and counſell 
the confyrmacion therof was unjuſtly and unhonorably denyed, (and 
ſo remaineth untill this day) contrary to the ſeverall promiſes and ſo- 
lemne covenants of the ſaid French King and the quene their nece, 
remayning with us in wrytyng under the great ſeales both of France 
and Scotland. 

Uros freſh remembrance and good conſideracion of which things, 
we, ſeing no ſmall perill towards us and our realme growing by theſe 
procedyngs, for the remedy therof, and for the procuring of quietnes 
and peace in France by ceſſing of this diviſion, did firſt ſeke, by all 
maner of good meanes that we could, to bring them and the parties 
at controverſie with them to ſome accord. And ſeing we find playn- 
ly them of the Howſe of Guile, who hath both the power and auc- 
thoritie of the King at their direction, utterly unwilling hereunto, and 
the onely ſtey therof ; we are conſtrayned, contrary to our owne na- 
ture and diſpoſition towards quietnes, for the ſuertie of us, our crowne, 
and realme, to putt a reaſonable nomber of our ſubjects in defenfible 
force; and by that meanes to preſerye ſuch ports as be next unto us 
from their poſſeſſion, without intent of offence to the xyng, untill we 
may ſee theſe diviſions compounded, or at the leaſt them of Guile, 
whom onely we have cauſe to dout, out of armes in the parts of Nor- 
mandy next to us. And fo we meane to direct our actions, as, with- 
out any injury or violence to the French Kyng or any of his ſubjects, 
we intend to lyve in good peace with the ſayd rrench kyng, and to 
ſave to our realme in this convenient tyme our right to Callice with 
ſuerty: which manifeſtly we ſee by there procedings they meane not 
to delyver; although in very dede we can prove, that they owght pre- 
{ently to reſtor it to us. | 

AND now, our good brother, ſeing this is our diſpoſicion and in- 
tent; wherein it may appeare, that we meane to do to no perſon wrong; 
but to provide and forſee, how apparant dangers to our eſtate may be 
diverted; and that we might not remain in this kynd of unſuerty to 
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have our Callice reſtored to us (wherof, we be aſſured, yow for diverſe 
good cawſes wyll have ſpeciall regard:) we truſt, yow will not only 
allow of our intent, but alſo, as ye may conveniently, furder us, as farr 
furth as our purpoſe to have Callice, and peace with our neighboures, 
doth extend.

wages from the daye of their arrival to our ſaid town of Rye, ac- 
comptyng therwith a preſt allredy delyvered to them for four days. 
AND where by our commandement certayn armour and w 8 
are ſent thither by ſea, for the furniture of ſuch our ſoldiors as ſhall 
come thither and lack armour: our pleaſure is, that ye ſhall cauſe

Ou pleaſure alſo is, that by the helpe of the wayour and the ju-

ſame 600 men; and ſhall procure, that he and the bands may be fur- 
niſhed of victuel to be tranſported with them, if it ſo ſhal be thought 
mete or neceſfary, for ten or twelve dayes, or leſs or more; ſo as the 
capitayns and their bands pay for the fame reaſonably redy money.

THE PROCLAMATION AT PORTSMOUTH CONCERNING THE 
EXPEDITION INTO NORMANDY, 


Proclamati- L1zABETH, by the grace of Gop quene of England, France, 
ere and Ireland, defendour of the faithe &c. to our truſtie and wel- 
anPonyags, beloved sir Adrian Poynings Knight, captaine of our towne and ile of 
248p.1562, Porteſmouth, greting : We will and commaund you, that you cawſe 
rar Proclamation to be made in the moſt notorioſe place of our ſaid towne 
orte. of Porteſmouth, at ſuch convenient time as ye ſhall ſee mete, of our 
From he will and commaundement expreſſed in theſe words folowing. 
— - THE QUENE'S MAJESTIE, upon diverſe great and neceſſary caw- 
rected by ſes, tending to the honour of Gop, the preſervation of hir realme and 
cel. ſubjects, and laſtly, for ſaving to the crowne of England, in good ſea- 
ſon, that which of late times being evicted from it ought to be reſtored, 
hath ben moved to putt in order a certen nomber of hir faithfull ſub- 
jects to be in defenſyble array; the governance of whom hir Majeſtic 
hath intended to committ to certen noblemen and gentlemen of good 
experience. And preſently hir Majeſtie, having ordered the Erle of War- 


wick to be hir Lieutenant over the ſame, hath determined, whyleſt he 


may 
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may be in redyneſs, to ſend ſpedely before hand a certen part of hir 
power under the conduct of sir Adrian Poynings Knight, capten of hir 
towne and ile of Porteſmouth, to the next port of Normandy, to pre- 
ſerve it owt of the hands of ſuch as otherwiſe be determined to ſurpriſe 
and poſſeſſe the ſame by violence, to the danger of this realme ; as to 
hir Majeſty is evidently knowen and diſcovered, and to all men may 
appeare by their former enterpriſes from thence extended. 
WHERFoRE hir Majeſtic letteth all hir ſubjects aſſembled ether at 
Porteſmouth or at Rye to underſtand, that this hir entent is not to 
make any warr, or uſe any hoſtilitie againſt the french k ing, or any 
of his faithfull ſubjects (with whom ſhe chargeth all hir ſubjects to 
kepe good peace) but only to preſerve the next ports and townes in 


Normandy, by defenſible maner, from the uſurpation of ſuch as, be- 
ing the firſt aucthors of all theſe trobles in France, have manifeſtly 


advanced themſelves in force owt of the compaſs of the aucthoritie of 
the French King, hir Majeſtie's good brother; and intend nothing more 
then, by getting into their power the portes next to this realme, to 
proſecute their former unjuſt and violent purpoſes againſt the ſame. 

AND therfore hir Majeſtic willeth and ſtreightly commaundeth all 
maner hir ſubjects that ſhall paſſe over the ſeas at this preſent, ether 
from Porteſmouth or Rye, to be obedient to ſuch as have charge by 
hir Majeſtie, with the power committed to them only todefend andpre- 
ſerve the ports and townes of Normandy wherein they ſhall enter, with 
the French King's ſubjects therin, from diſtruction. And hir Ma- 
jeſtie willeth and commaundeth, that, untill the comming of the ſayd 
Erle of Warwicke, hir Majeſtie's Lieutenant, all ſuch as ſhall paſſe from 
Porteſmouth ſhall obey the ſaid sir Adrian Poynings as their head, cap- 
tain, and governour; and ſhall permitt Cuthbert Vaughan Eſquier to 
uſe the office of comptroller and Muſter-maſter over all the nombers 
aſſembled at Porteſmouth, and conſequently all other captains and offi- 
cers; obeying them in theſe their offices as ſhall become faithfull and 
obedient ſubjects. -

My ſervantes which I ſend to 
b the court from time to time are conſtrained to have trompettes to and 
fro to accompany them for their ſafe-garde, whereby ] am compelled to 
be at great charge ; and being at the court they are garded in ſuche 
ſort as they were priſoners: fo as I and my folkes are uſed as though 
we were in open hoſtilitie; and yet this uſage is coloured to be done on- 
ly for the ſafegarde of my ſeruvantes: and this, as I doubt not, will be 
made unto your majeſtie. But how unequal dealing this is, and how un- 
meete for your majeſtte's ſervice, that the French there may have liberty 
at all times and ſeaſons to ſend hither what they will, and when they 
will, to go into all places, to have all favour and curtoiſie without 
empechement ; and your majeſtic's ambaſſador, and his, to be uſed like 
priſoners, I referre to your majeſtie's grave judgement and confidera- 
tion. For by the ſpace of theſe ſeven monethes paſt I could never have 
comoditie, libertie, nor oportunitie to ſend unto your majeſftte any de- 
ſpatche, but the rrench xing and bis councel muſt be privy unto it; and 
be privy alſo to the time of my deſpatche, and to the way my curror 
20 toke; Tbeing conſtrained always to ſue for a paſporte, either of one or 
other, for the deſpatche of my curror ; and ſometime obtained the ſame 
with great difficultie and delayes ; and ſometime, and for ſome voiage, 
coulde in no wiſe obtaine the ſame. All other ambaſſadors have liberty 
and permiſſion to ſend when they will, and whither they will, without 
difficultie. Jam very well aſſured, the French will defire no other advan- 
tage of your majeſtie, than that their ambaſſador, hoſtages, miniſters, 
and ſpies may have liberty to do as they do, and to ſend as they do; and 
4 that your majeſtie's ambaſſador, and his, may be reſtrained and limitid 
as they be : for, in my fimple judgement, they can wiſh nor defire no 
30 greater advantage to themſelves, nor no greater diſadvantage to you and 
your ſervice. And, your uajeſtie not. offended, I have ſome cauſe ſome- 
what to complaine of my uſage from thence, in caſe your force be landed 
on this fide, or in readineſs ſo to do, and I kepte in this ignorance of your 
procedinges and intentes; whereby theſe folkes, which would me no great 
good, might with ſome collor excerciſe their mallice upon me, as I am 
well aſſured they wolde be gladde to do: which they think they may lau- 
fully do, in caſe the war breke forthe on your part whileſft I am here. 
SINCE my laſt diſpatche before ſpoken of, the k inge and his campe 
hathe marched by thoſe townes and countreys betwixt Bourges and E- 
40 ſtampes, as Gian, Montargis, Chaſteau-Laudon ; which were noted 
to be at the prince of Conde's devotion, and to embrace the proteſtant 
religion; therby to ſpoile and puniſhe the inhabitantes of thoſe places, 
and to reſtore again the maſſe and papiſtry. At Mountargis, where the 
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puches of Ferrare doth lye, they coulde in no wiſe obtaine by faire 
meanes, that the maſſe ſhoulde be reſtored; for the ſaid puches wolde not 
conforme her ſelfe to their intentes, ſo as the ſaid puches doth retaine 
her town in order as before. In other places they have gone to worke 
violently. 

AT this preſent the Kinge, accompanied with the queene his mo- 
ther, the xinge of Navarre, the puke of Guiſe, and the conneſtable, 
with part of his campe, is at Eſtampes, fourty Engliſhe myles from 
Orleans towardes Paris. Notwithſtanding, there is garriſons bothe of 
horſemen and footemen in all townes of paſſages rounde about Orle- 
ans, twenty myles diſtance every way from thence, So as that gevethe 

ſome ſuſpition, that the papiſtes do meane either ſome volant ſiege to Or- 

leans, by cutting off all paſſages; or elſe they meane to make ſome attempt 
to Orleans as they have done at Bourges. Nevertheleſſe the brute is verey 
ryfe in the Kinge's campe, that the voyage into Normandy is intended; 
there to aſſaile Roan, Newhaven, and Diepe. In what ſtate thoſe pla- 
ces be, TI am ſure your uajeſtie is better advertiſed by your miniſters from 
thence, than I can give you to underſtand. 

Or late the prince of Conde and the admiral did ſend into thoſe parties 
a very wiſe and ſufficiente gentilman, named monfieur de Bricquemort, 
as well to accommodate, as they told me, your majeſtie's men on this fide, 
both at Newhaven, Diepe, and Roan, as to give order in thoſe places 
and countreis according to the prince of Conde's devotion, Monſieur de 
Morvilliers being retired from Roan, who had the principal charge, the 
count Mongomerie is appointed by the erince of Conde to joine with your 


majeſtie's force, which theſe men make accoumpt of ſhoulde marche, or, 


at the leaſt, a great part thereof, with their force in thoſe parties both 


of horſe and foot, towardes Paris. And for that purpoſe the prince of 
Conde and the admiral of late made great inſtance to me, to require your 


majeſtie on their behalves, that your army.might ſtand them in ſteade to 
reduce Paris to ſome order : which being once, as they ſay, brought to 
paſſe, they do not doubt, but their adverſaries and the adverſe religion 
ſhall be ranged well enough in this realm. 


Tas ſaid erince and admiral alſo defired me to tell your majeſtie on 


their bebalves, that it ſhall be unto them a great note of infamie, and 


they ſhall run into great obloquie in this realm, in caſe your majeſti2 be 


by their meanes introduced into Newhaven, Diepe, and Roan with fix 


thouſand men, only to keape the ſame pieces; whereof they are advertiſ- 
ed by mounfieur de la Haye : which being in your poſſeſſion, ¶ you] may 
deteine the ſame at your pleaſure, as the xing their ſoverain ſhall be ex- 
pelled from the chefeſt flower of the duchie of Normandie. They ſay 
alſo, they be ſtronge enough to defende the ſame peeces, but not ſtronge 
enough to Mende the enemies of Gop ; which they take to be your majeſtie's 

enemies. 
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4 enemies. I do perceive in concluſion, they coulde be very well contented, 
* your majeſtie ſhoulde as well ſerve their tourne as your owne : both which 
1 thinges, if they might conveniently be brought to paſſe, ſhoulde not in 
} my opinion be prejudicial to your majeſtie. 


In this or any other language Tuſe to your majeſtie by way of diſcorſe, 
it may pleaſe you and your councel to enterprete the ſame to the beſt. And, 
hoping thereupon, I do think, and therefor do ſay, your majeſtie not of 

fended, that in caſe the prince of Conde, the admiral, and the proteſtant 
faction in this realm, be either overthrowen by their adverſaries, or, by 
10 your majeſtie's doing , their mindes and good devotions ſo alienate from 
you, as they do accorde with them without you : though you have Neu- 
haven, Diepe, and Roan in your poſſeſſion, and have good meanes to kepe 
the ſame for a time; yet, the thinges before ſpoken of coming to paſſe, 
your majeſtie ſhall have much to do to defend the ſaid peeces, or any of 
them, againſt the hole force of France with the friendes and alyes of the 
ſame being united together againſt you, if you want or be deſtitute of 
ſome great faction here. Thus much I have thought good to write unto 

your majeſtie, ſtayenge myſelfe upon your gracious acceptacion. 
Taz ſaid prince and admiral, and fo conſequently all the chiefes of 
20 their partie, do efteame your nation very valiaunt, and moſt able to daunt 
their enemies: for which cauſe they do defire to have the ſuccours of ſome 
good number of them to accompany their force for the daunting thetr ene- 
mies, and ſpetially the Pariſians. And as theſe men have reaſon to de- 
maund and deſire for their owne comoditie and ſuretie : ſo your uaje- 
ie, and ſuche as ſhall have the principal conduct of your force on this 
fide, may and will conſider, that your people marchinge to any place or 
any enterpriſe, befides artillery, victual, munition, and all other ne- 
ceſſary armes and other thinges, muſt be fortefied with harquebous ſhot 
and good troupes of horſemen in good equippage, to counter with the 
30 enemy; who is ſtronge both of horſemen, and ſhot both on horſebacke and 
foote; and thereby ſhall be able to defeat your force or any other, if they 

be not by theſe meanes contregarded. 

Tnz erince and the admiral have had no advertiſmentes from uon- 
fieur d Andelot, nor of his doinges, ſince my laſt letter to your majeſtie 
of the nineth of this preſent ; by which you might perceive, the ſaid 
mounfieur d Andelot was to muſter in Lorraine the fiftene of this preſent, 
accompanied, as it was ſaid, with four thouſand horſe and fix thouſand 
Foot. The puke de Nemours is gon with ſome force of horſemen and 
footemen to beſiege Lions: with whome there joynethe three thou- 

40 ſande Italiens ſente from the Buſhop of Rome, and as many from the 

puke of Savoye, with the force that may be aſſembled at the papiſtes 

devotion in thoſe parties. 

As farre asIcan perceive into the doinges of theſe men heere, bothe 
Vor, II. R 
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on the one ſyde and the other, and by ſuche intelligences as I can learne 
from all places, it ſhal be mooſte neceſſary and expedient for the Prince 
of Cond# and his party, and for ſuche as do favour his cauſe and pro- 
ſperitie, and ſuche as have intereſt in the matter, to go to worke rounde- 
ly and indelaiedly, and to make an end of the matter this winter; or, 
if it be poſſible, within theſe fix wekes : for I do eſpye, the papiſtes be 
at a bay; and do begin now to worke their practiſes, for their aides to 
be good againft the next ſpringe. I cannot perceive hitherto, that the 
xing of Spain doth any other thing but lye in waite, and comaunde his 
ambaſſador here and elſewhere to uſe good threatninges; thereby to make 
all other folkes afraide. 

Ir this my lettre do ſafely come unto your Majeſtie's handes, where- 
of I greatly doubt; it may pleaſe you to take ſuche order with the rrench 
ambaſſador there, as either I may ſende unto your Majeſtie from tyme 
to tyme without difficultie or ſtay, as he doth often ſende hether with- 
out any of theſe lettes ; and alſo that I may heere from your Majeſtie, 
whether this and my former diſpatches, ſent ſince my departure from 
Paris, be ſafely come to your handes. In the caſe that I am in, your 
Majeſtie is not lyke to heere from me of longe tyme: ſo as I doo but 
lyve heere in daunger, agony, and perril, and do yow no ſervice. It 
may therfore of yourſelfe pleaſe yow to have conſyderation of my caſe, 
bothe for your owne ſervice, and the relief of me your ſervant : which 
if the ſame be not by your Majeſtie mynded and remedied ; I have 
ſome cauſe to thinke, that there is fewe or none which dothe otherwiſe 
take care of me, then to ſee me ſynke with your ſervice, and your ſer- 

vice with me. 
* From this Ir may pleaſe your Majeſtic, I have of late ſent unto the earl of 
_—_ Warwicke to Newhaven by one of my folkes, uppon the great brute 
"oe wen ſpredde heere of his arrival there. I do not heere nor knowe the 
as inmy contrary, but that the former determination of a great part of the xing's 
p F campe to go into Normandy dothe till continewe, as I wrote unto your 
Sepember- Majeſtie by my diſpatche of the Ixth: ſo as, i you meane to do any thing 

in thoſe parties, it ſhall not be expedient, that delayes be uſed. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſtie, ſince my laſt diſpatche the prince of 
Conde and the admiral have made very great inſtance unto me, to re- 
quire your majeſtie on their bebalves, to take ſome order, that they may 
be relieved at your majeſtie's handes, as 1well of ſome porcion of money, 
whereof they have great nede, their finances being conſumed with this 
long war; as alſo that your force may paſſe on this fide with all the con- 


venient ſpeede that may be: for ſo, ſay they, God's cauſe, and your 40 I 


majeftie's cauſe, and theirs ſhall the better proſper. 

I HAvE alſo advertiſed my Tord of Warwicke by this berer, in what 
termes I am in here, and howe all thinges dothe ſtande. It may 
pleaſe your Majeſtic, the prince of Conde hath deſired me, that this lit- 
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te cedule here inclgſed may be ſafely delivered there unto Mounfieur de la 

Haye from him. 

I STAYED this diſpatche, untill I might heere howe my ſervaunte, 
ſente from hence the xxth of this monethe, ſhoulde be uſed at 
the queene-mother's handes for his paſſeport ; who was diſpatched 
from the xinge's campe the xx11th of this monethe with the k ingeꝰs 
paſſeport : and the fame day, the qQueene mother returned another of 
my ſervauntes, accompanied with one of the xinge's Trumpettes, by 
| whome ſhe ſente me a lettre; the copy wherof I ſende your Majeſtie 
10 10ö herwith, together with my aunſwer to the queene-mother ſente by 

the ſaid Trompette. 

AT this preſent the k inge is at Gallion, a houſe of the cardinal of 
Bourbon's not farre from Roan, and his campe doth marche towardes 
Roan with all the ſpeede poſſible; meaning to ſurpriſe that town, before 
your majeſtie can put any force into it, and to empeache the deſcente of 
your men at Newhaven and Diepe; but ſpetially at Newhaven. Where- 
for, if your majeſtie do meane to do any thing to thoſe peeces, it is very 
expedient, that you do it with great ſpeede : for the Frenchmen be ſou- 
dain and furious in their attenptes. 

20 20 Tus yrinceof Conde is advertiſed from the count Rochefocault, that 
by the later end of this monethe he and mounfieur Duraſſe will be well 
advaunced hitherwardes with eight thouſand foot and one thouſand 
horſe, to conjoine with the erince's force: who is reſolved at this pre- 

ſent to the fielde (leving garriſon behind him in this town) as ſoone 

as he ſhall be truly advertiſed of the deſcent of your majeſtie's force, 
and the repair of monſieur d Andelot with the almain force. The ſaid 
prince and admiral hath aſſured me, in caſe your majeſtie do aide them 
at this time, that they will never make an end in this cauſe, nor accorde 
no peace with their adverſaries, but ſuche as your majeſtie ſhall be pri- 

30 vy unto and allowe. 

Ir may pleaſe your Majeſtie, the prince of Conde and the admi- 
ral have required me to be a meane unto your Majeſtie, that it will 
pleaſe you to ſend them over hither two or three of your ſkilful pioners: 
ſo may it like you alſo, not to let your owne force which doth paſſe on 
this fide be unprovided of ſome ſuche like. I beſeche your majeſtie to 
have in remembrance, and to concider, that ] have not heard from you 
fince the ſiætenth of Auguſt, Thus almightie God longe preſerve your 
Majeſtic in helthe, honour, and all felicitie. From Orleans, thexx1111th 
of September 1 562.

YT may pleaſe your Highnes, I have receyved your lettres by 
Mr Horſey this preſente night at the hower of ſeven. Wherin 
your pleaſur is to alter your former articles, in ſomme parte, betwen 
your Majeſtie and the vidame; and therin willinge me to receyve in 
company the ſaid vidame at the tyme of my embarking, and alſo to 
paſſe with him unto the harboroughe before Newhaven, and ther to 
deviſe with the ſaid vidame, howe we might moſt quietlye take the 
poſſeſſion of the ſaid towne, not offendinge th' inhabitaunts of the ſame ; 
and that alſo I ſhould procure the hands-wrightinge of Monſieur de 
Bevoyes, and other captaynes and gentilmen : all which your Highnes 
pleaſure I ſhould, according to my bound dutie, have followed with 
all convenyent ſped. As I underſtand by mr Horſey, that the vidame 
is returned unto your Majeſtie uppon lettres which he mete uppon the 
waye, which landed heare this mornynge at 1x of the clock; he hathe 
ſent hither a gentilman, an Italyan, whoſe name is Macell del Bene, 
who he dyſſirythe ſhold paſſe the ſeas with me. Wherin I dyſlire, I 
may knowe your Highnes pleaſur, as alſo whether I ſhall proced ac- 
cording to the firſt inſtructions: and in the meane tyme I ſhall make 
all things in ſuche redynes, as, your pleaſur beinge knowen, I ſhal be 
redye to hoyſe uppe the ſayle, and to paſſe, yf wind and tyde ſhall 
ſerve me. I have receyved this daie anſwere frome sir William Kel- 
waye, by the meſſenger that caryed him his lettre, that he intendyth 
to be here to morrowe by none. Thus dyſſyring the lyvinge God to 
ſend your Majeſtic longe lif, with contenewaunce of moche honour.

A DECLARATION OF THE CAUSEES THAT MOVE THE QUENE's 
MAJESTY OF ENGLAND TO PUTT HIR SUBJECTS IN ARMES, 
AND PREVENT THE DANGERS OF THEM WHICH TROOBLE 
THE KYNGDOM OF FRANCE, 


LTHOUGH all good acts of there owne nature be commendable; recen 
yet in this tyme nothyng can be ſo ſyncerly ment or intended, rn 


but the ſame is at the firſt ether depraved by malyce, or at the leſt by 


reaſon of ignorance miſreported. Wherfore the queen's Majeſty hath See 


at this preſent, for ſatisfaction as much as may be of all ſorts entryng 


into the judgments of hir doings for lack of knoledg, thought mete to — 
notefy the cauſees that moveth hir Majeſty to arme hir ſubjects, and gb in 
therby to have regard to preſerve the ſubjects of hir good brother and ,.* hand. V 


ally the french Kyng from utter deſtruction in this his mynorety : fo 
as it ſhall be apparant, that hir Majeſty is not onely to be allowed ther- 
in, but rather to be improved if ſhe ſhuld forbeare to doo as ſhe hath 
begonne. 

F1RsT her Majeſty, in theſe hir doyngs, doth affirme beforealmighty 
Gop, that ſhe meaneth nothyng more erneſtly, than to procure peace 
and tranquillite in chriſtendom; and, for hir owne particular, to lyve 
in amytye with all pryncees hir neighbors and allyes, without deſyreng 
of any manner thyng but onely hir owne: uppon which fundation ſhe 
doth lay and buyld all theſe hir procedings. 

. IT is not unknowen to dyverſs, how hir Majeſty, at the begynning 
of theis inward troobles in France, ſent thyther large offers of hir frend- 
ſhipp, to the uttermoſt of hir power to bryng the partyes at controverſy 
to ſome accord without ſheddyng of bloode, and fo conſequently to re- 
ſtore hir good brother the French xyng to the entyer rule of his ſub- 
jects, accordyng to his ordynancees, edits, and commandments. And 
ſuch hath hir Majeſtie's devotion bene to offer hir good will therin ſo 
often tymes, as ſhe hath cauſe to perceave, that on the puke of Guiſe's 
parte nothyng is leſs regarded than an accord, without a playne, utter 
ruyne and ſubverſion of the prince of Conde and his whole cauſe, be- 
ing the other part ; who by his declarations requireth no other thyng, 
but mayntenance of the honnor of Gop, the repoſſe of the realme and 
the eſtat, and liberty of the xyng, by obſervation of his ordonancees 
made by adviſſe of his three eſtats, and of his edicts. 

How neceſſary it is to have regard to the ſayd puke of Guiſe and 
theis his procedyngs may beſt appeare by theſe manifeſt procedyngs of 
ether part following. It is not nedefull to be remembred with any 
long declaration, how, ſoone aftyr the peace made, in the yere of our 
Lord 1 5 59, betwixt the Kings of France and Spayne, and betwixt hir

Majeity and the French xyng, yea betwixt hir Majeſty and the Queen "i 
of Scotts, wherby all chriſtendom was reſtored to an univerſall peace, 
the puke of Guile and the cardinall his brother, with other there com- 
plicees not diſpoſed to have chriſtendom long quiet, ſtyrred upp a quar- 
rell and practiſe in the name of there nece the queen of Scotts ageynſt 
the Queen's Majeſty, contrary to the treaty of peace, contrary to the 
adviſe of all the others of the French King's counſell, yea contrary to 
the intents of the nobilite and state of the very realme of Scotland. 
What troobles followed herof, both in France, in Scotland, and Eng- 
land, the world did behold. With what mynd and chriſtian charitee 10 10 
hir Majeſty ended thoſe troobles, the leaveth it to be noted of all poſ- | 

terite, How well the uſed the realme of Scotland, to the ſuerty of the 

ſayd quene of Scotts, is now well knowen to the ſayd quene: with 

whom hir Majeſty hath at this preſent good intelligence of amyty; lyke- 

ly alſo to contynew, if the Guiſees hir unclees ſhall not goo about to 

interrupt the ſame: wherof there may be ſome dout, conſideryng there 

procedyngs from tyme to tyme. 

FiRsT, whan they had broken the treaty of Camberſey, (with ſuch 
haſt, as it was ſcantly ratefyed before they had broken it) and had | 
employed all there privat practiſees and forcees, both in France and 20 20 
Scotland, and were therof fully weared, they wer content, that the 
Queen there nece ſhuld by commiſſion under her great ſeale of Scot- 
land gyve authorite to make peace with the Queen's Majeſty ; which 
was by hir commiſſioners concluded at Edenburgh: and yet, contrary 
to all order, right reaſon, and example, they wold not permitt the 
Queen there nece to ratefy and confirm the ſame treaty; as by hir 
grant and promiſs under hir great ſeale of Scotland, yet remayning 
with the Queen's Majeſty, ſhe was expreſſly bound: ſuch an exam- 
ple, wherwith nother the ſayd puke nor his brother the cardinall can 
ſhew that in there agees any prynce, though never ſo meane, hath 30 
bene tooched. So as by this there doyngs they ſhewed, with what 
meaning they agreed to that peace, and how long they meane to have 
it kept by there good wills. 

AFTER thattyme it happened, by the deth of Frangoyſsthe French 
Kyng, that the governance which they had gotten to themſelves from 
the princees of the bloode, contrary to the ancient lawes of France, 
was taken from them: and then being brought into there owue ranck, 
they ſemed well contented, both for the quene there nece and for i 
themſelves, to have aſſurance of the queen's Majeſtie's goodwill: which v7 
bir Majeſty, as manny wayes as conveniently the cold, was redy wil- 40 40 
lingly to ſhew ; and, for prooffe therof, doth referr hirſelf to the con- 4 
fcience of the queen of Scotts hir good ſiſter, and to ſome of hir un- 2 
clees alſo, But, as it well appeareth, this trade to lyve in quietnes 
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cold not long content them; and therfor [not] now in the mynorety of 
the french xyng, whyleſt (as comonly is ſeene) it is eaſy to raiſe 
cyvill factions in a realme. And therfor, where by aſſemblee of the 
three eſtats of France manny good ordynancees wer made for the weale 
of the realme, and releffe of the yrench xyng; and wher alſo, by the 
adviſe of the moſt notable and beſt choſen afſemble that the kyng 
cold make of all his parlements, an edict was made to reteyne all 

rtees in quiet, being at difference in matters of relligion : the ſayd 
puke of Guiſe and his complicees, not allowyng of theis ordynancees 
and counſells by which all partes wer quieted, diſcended ſecretly in- 
to a complote with certen favoryng his intent, and ſoddenly of pri- 
vat authorite both brake the ordonancee and edict, being made with 
a gretor adviſe than ever any was made whyleſt he governed ; and 
alſo perſequuted to dethe ſuch as obſerved the ſayd ordynance and 
edict. And fynally, takyng uppon hym, without knoledg of the 
Kyng or his mother, to aſſemble force, he and his complicees, being 
armed, obteyned the poſſeſſion of the perſon of the yong xyng, Queen 
mother, and the King's brethren, being all unarmed ; whom with the 
Queen his mother they have compaſſed to yeld to there force and vio- 
lence, 

AND ſo by meanes therof the world ſeeth, and all chriſtian herts 
may lamentably behold, what miſeryes, what diſtructions, what ſpoyle, 
what horrible murders of manny thowſands of people, have followed, 
in ſondry placees where they fynd any not hable to reſiſt them. The 
hearyng or thynkyng herof is ſo horrible to all naturall men, as the 
crye therof muſt nedes aſcend to heaven, to call for avendg. And now 
ſuch is ther boldnes, that no meanes nor interceſſion will ſatisfye them; 
but that they muſt and will rule, without obeying of the ordynancees 
and edicts of the xyng. Nether will any thyng content them, but ether 
that an infinite multitude of the King's ſubjects, both noble and poore, 
muſt ether avoyde the realme and gyve them place, or dye uppon there 
ſwords, or, which is worſt, condemne there ſowles to hell, by refuſyng 
the fayth which they have in the death of Chriſt and his ſacraments, 
So as now it is made manifeſt to the world, what is intended and pro- 
poſed by the ſayd Guiſians, not onely to the daunger and ruyne of the 
kyngdom of France, but alſo to the trooble of all chriſtiendome, by 
ſtyrryng upp this enterpriſe by force and armes to rule the conſciencees 
of chriſtien men, and to take awey all the hope that was left to the 
pryncees and states of chriſtiendom, by aſſemblyng in ſome free and ge- 
nerall counſells, to reduce chriſtiendom to unytye ageynſt this violence; 
the onely meanes left by authortite and example of the holly fathers and 


good kyngs. 
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As the prince of Conde, a prynce of the King's bloode, and a nom- 
bre of noblemen of all eſtates of France, with infynite nombres of peo- 
le of other ſorts, both in grete townes and contreys therof, have aſ- 
ſembled themſelves onely to there defence; offryng nevertheleſs there 
bodyes, lands, and goods to the ſervice and will of the xyng the reſo- 
verayn, ſo their conſciences may be ſaved to ſerve almighty Gop in 
truth: ſo is it tyme, that all other princees and states have regard to theis 
procedyngs. And if treatye and perſwaſion ſhall not be hable to temper 
this manner of cruelty, and to ſtey the horrible, abundant ſheddyng of 
chriſtien bloode; as hitherto it hath not, by reaſon crueltye hath ſtop- 
ped there eares: than, for compaſſion of the ruyne of ſuch a chriſtien 
realme, for the preſervation of the perſon of a tender yong kyng over- 
ruled by his owne power, for the delyverance of his people from vio- 
lence, oppreſſion, and murder; yea, to provyde, that this manner of 
crueltee and tyrannye excede not out of the lymitts of France into other 
contrees, it is the very duety of chriſtian princes, and the office of any 
that hath authorite and power, to releve the oppreſſed in this forte, to 
withſtand the violence of murderors, to take into protection and de- 
fence all ſuch as in this tyme profeſs nothyng els but the fayth of Chriſt, 
ſeke to maynteane there Kyng and ſoverayn in liberty, and aventure 
there lyves and poſſeſſions for God's cauſe, their princees ſavety, and 
quietnes of there contry. 
Bu r percaſe it may be ſayd, that, although theſe vyolencees be uſed 
by them of Guiſe uppon there owne kynſmen and contreemen within 
the realme of France, and that theis troobles be but inward and cyvile; 
and that they whom they murder, whom they hang, whom they 
drowne, yea with what new kynd of cruelte ſoever they kill them, 
they doo it in the name of the Kyng, or of the x yng of Navarr: (who 
alſo, not long paſſed, was nigh his ruyne by them of Guiſe, though per- 
caſe almoſt now forgotten) yet it is not of neceſſite, that any other ſhuld 
have regard therunto, untill they themſelves be directly oppreſſed. By 
this reaſon all chriſtian charite betwixt prince and prince, kyngdom and 
kyngdom, ſhuld ceſs : by this meanes might ſubjects become ether 
kyngs or tyrannes: yea by this meanes might neighbors ſee there owne 
ruyne preſented to there face, and by ſuffrance provoke it: yea, to tar- 
ry the feelyng of it, is more than to late. 

Bur beſide all this, ſeing the cauſe is now become a manifeſt de- 
nunciation and entrepriſe, not by techyng, but by violence and the 
ſword, to force men's conſciencees; the quarrell cannot long be kept 
within France, but will ſhortly, if remedy be not provyded, be brought 
into other contrees nere adjoyning, wher the name of the French xyng 
hath no place to kill or offend any, If they meane never to force any 
men's conſciencecs but there one contrey men, why ar they ſo buſy to 
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compaſs a great leage which they wold call Ae to ſubvert all 
perſons and states being contrary to them in there religion? yea, why 


doo they ſufferr, after many admonitions and requeſts, there furiooſe 


people to robb, to ſpoyle, to kill the ſubjects of the queen's Majeſty, 
comming onely in trade of merchandiſe quietly into Bryttayne, into 
Normandy? the particulareties wherof hath; bene duely notefyed, and 
be not fayned; and yet no redreſs will follow. It is become a ſuffici- 
ent cauſe to take-any Engliſh merchant's ſhipps in ther ports, and to 
robb the merchants, yea to kill them if they reſiſt, with this onely 
quarrell, to call whom they liſt to ſpoyle nuguenoſs: a playne vio- 
lation of peace for the tyme. How beſtially they ſpoyle and kill there 
owne people, with a cry of that word nuguenoſs, Pariſs gyveth day- 
ly teſtymony, and there owne' counſellors abhorr it: but yet remedy- 
leſs. And how they meane to uſe Engliſhmen, they alſo have mani- 
feſtly begonne, not onely in ſondry ports of Normandy and Brittayn, 

but alſo uppon the ſeas, playnely to fignefy, 

AND how maye it be excuſed to ſaye, that this is the fury of peo- 
ple, whom they will ſaye they cannot rule, when they themſelves 
with there owne hands have gyven the blooddy examplees ? If theis 
rulors ſhuld gett there purpooſe, and ſhuld rule as they did in x yng 
Francoiſe tyme, when the Prince of Condee was taken and putt in pri- 
ſon, with a ſentence of dethe; whan the x yng of Navarr (whom they 
now for a tyme uſe to there purpoſe) was alſo attached as there priſo- 
nor; and both delyvered, ageynſt ther wills, by God's provydence ; 
what accompt is there to be had of peace? which, whan it was made 
firſt at Cambreſy, they wold not ſuffer it to be kepet ; whan it was 
laſt made at Edenburgh, they wold not ſufferr it to be confirmed. Yea 
what accompt is ther to be made, that they will permitt Calliſe to be 
reſtored in tyme convenient ? which whan they tooke, they manifeſtly 
brake there very firſt promiſees and capitulations with there priſonors: 
and ſence the accord was made for the reſtitution of the towne, they 
have in tyme of there governance committed dyverſe thyngs concern- 
ing the ſame towne and contrey, that expreſsly by the treaty ought 
not to have bene ; and ſo manifeſtly broken the treaty dyverſs wayes, 
as in tyme convenient may be ſhewed. 

THE1s thyngs well confidered, and ſuch other dependencees ther- 
uppon, as wiſe men may eaſely ſee and gather, ar ſufficient cauſees to 
move the Queen's Majeſty to doo that ſhe doth, and much more. And 
as ſhe heareth not in dede from the prynce of Condee, or any other 
of his compagny, otherwiſe but that becommeth and ſtandeth with 
the duety of godly, trew, and faythfull ſubjects to the x yng and the 
crowne of France: ſo meaneth not hir Majeſty in any hyr actions, to 
prejudice the crown of France, nor to doo any other thyng, but that 
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which ſhall ſtand with the honor of Gap, the preſervation of the rrench 
Kyng, both in his perſon and Bis rights, the ſavegard of the Prynce 
and his company, with all other the xyng's tre ſubjects, ageynſt the 
manifeſt cruelts of the puke af Guiſe and his complicees: ſo as her Ma- 
jeſty dowteth not, but the world ſhall ſee good prooffe of hir ſyncerits 
and juſt meaning, accordyng to hir firſt fundation. 


A DECLARATION OF THE JUST -CAUSES WHICH HAVE MOVED 
HIR MAJESTIE TO PROCEDE AS SHE HATH DOON SENCE 
THE BEGYNNING OF THESE LAMENTABLE. TROOBLES IN 


FRANCE, 
8 HE auene's moſt excellent Majeſtie, perceyving the judgements 
draught of of the worlde to be dyvers commonly uppon all publick proced- 


neWee* ings of princes, and in the begynning rather inclyned to misjudge and 
erre then to think well and trulie, untill the events and iſſues of mat- 
pier: ters doo declare themſelves, hath thought mete breefely to notefye 
or. ſome parte of the juſt cauſes which have moved hir Majeſtic to pro- 
Froma co- Cede as ſhe hath doon ſence the begynning of theſe lamentable troobles 
ry dect, in France, Whereuppon bir Majeſtic doubtith not, but all ſuche as be 
Cecil, governed by reaſon, and not by paſſion, ſhall fee, that hir Majeſtic 
coulde not otherwyſe performe hir bounden duty to almighty God, 
nor the office of a neighbour and good ſyſter to the prenche King hir good 
brother, nor in the ende aunſwer hir charge committed to hir by Gop 
in defence of hir realme and ſubjects from daunger and ruyne. 

In the begynning of theſe troobles, in Marche laſt, whan the puke 
of Guiſe came by Vaſly armed to the courte, and the prince of Conde 
departed to Orleance, hir Majeſtic began to feare, that, except ſome 
mediation were uſed betwixt thoſe two parties, the matters as they 
were ſet forth on both partes, the one tending manifeſtly to breake 
and diſſolve an ordonnance of the King's made in January before by 
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20 


the counſell of all the parlements of the realme, for the quietnes of 30 


the King's ſubjects in the matter of religion, the other to maintayne 
the obſervation thereof, both for reſpect of the King's authoritie and 
quietnes of the realme, there wolde inſue ſuche daylie increaſſe of quar- 
rells and matters of deviſion, that the whole realme wolde be drawne 
into partes, and ſo the yong King and the quene his mother with 
theyr good quiet counſellours, for lack of preſent power, ſholde be 


drawne rather to maintayne one of the parts, then to rule any one. 


Whereuppon hir Majeſtic, lyke a prince carefull of chriſtian peace, and 
lyke a good neighbour and ſyſter to the yrenche king, beſydes other 
good meanes uſed before, ſent one of hir counſellours of good credit 
and underſtanding in ambaſſade to the ſayd k ing and his mother, to 
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move a reconciliation betwixt the parties in controverſye; and tlierein 
offred to the K ing and his mother hir adviſe andFrendeſhip to hir utter- 


moſt, hoping thereby to have procured quietnes. But as hir Majeſtic 
feared in the begynning, ſoit proved. The King and his mother, be- 


ing abuſed, were conſtrayned by the exceſſe of the and force 
of the one parte alltogether to yeld to the direction and counſell of the 
ſame (a caaſe very lamentable): and fo the qQuene's Majeſtie's Ambaſſa- 
dour was returned, without doing any good therin. 

AFTER this tyme what miſeries have followed no chriſtian hart 
can conſider, withowt inwarde greeffe. What daylie flaughters bf the 
multitud of unarmed ſymple people; how many wayes deviſed ſecretly 
to diſtroye, kyll, burne, and drowne the poore ſymple innocent ſub- 
jects of the King in all partes, without reſpect of age or ſex, where 
reſyſtance coulde not be made, is by dyverſe wayes to manifeſt, Theſe 
and ſuche lyke ſtill moved the quene's majeſtic to ſuche commiſeration 
and pitee, as the could not forbeare but to renue hir motions, that this 
manner of cruelties might ceſſe, and the matters herd and cortipewnds 
ed by mediation of frendes. Bat in vayne was thoſe hir private moti- 
ons, ſeing the direction of the K ing and his mother, with theyr beſt 
and wyſeſt counſellours, was all nowe at the commandment of the one 
parte: ſo as now no end cold be herd of, but with ruyn of the other 


part. 

AND therefore when hir Majeſtie perceyved, that no ſuche private 
motions of peace could avayle ; and that nether the King nor his mo- 
ther were in theyr entier liberty, ſtate, and rule, either to receyve ad- 
viſe or to followe it, but driven to obey the partialities of others; and 
that ſhe dyd manifeſtly ſee, how the procedings of the one parte day- 
lye and ſpedely tendyd, by diſtruction of chriſtian people for theyr rel- 
ligion, to ſet all chriſtendome on fyer with the quarrell of telligion : 
and joyning thereunto the former manifeſt unjuſt enterpriſees by the 
ſame parties againſt hir Majeſtie, hir crowne and realme, ſhe thought 
it very nedefull to thynk uppon all the beſt meanes that ſhe coulde 
for ſome remedy herof. And therefore, meaning to overcome the par- 
ties that wold here of no mediation with ſome importunitie of out- 
warde proceding, hir Majeſtie determyned to ſende a ſolemne, open 
ambaſſade of perſonnes of hir privie counſell, both of nobilitie, au- 
thoritie, experience, and indifferencie, to induce, the rather by au- 
choritie of theyr ambaſſade, that ſome mediation might be had in thoſe 
controverſies, and ſome ſtey of ſhedding of innocents blood. But when 
mention was made of this by hir Majeſtie's eEmbaxador, no aunſwer 
coulde be had from the K ing or his mother, how willing ſoever they 
wer both knowen to be, but by direction ſtill of the one parte: which, 
perſiſtyng ſtill in ther former mynds, wolde not allowe of any media- 
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tion; but, for faſhion ſake, cauſed one of the rrenche King's privie 1 
counſel; a man of good creditt, to come hither, and to thanck the 
quene's Majeſtic for hir gentle offers, withowt any commiſſion to allow 
the embaxade, though not without * good meaning towards a 
concord by mediation. 
| WHYLEST hir Majeſtic was * occupied 3 in deviſing, in a requir- 
ing, in adviſing, in preparing of ambaſſades, in pitying of theyr tro- 
bles, in deviſing of. remedies to help the King hir good brother and 
the quene his mother, and to ſtaye the bloodſhed of theyr people; 
hir Majeſtie's ſubjects; reſorting into ſondry portes of France both in 10 
Britayn and Normandy for trade of merchandiſe, were in lyke manner 
cruelly uſed there as they uſed theyr awne; and the ſame quarrell and 
pretences made to them to kyll and ſpoyle them, as was made to 
others the rrenche King's ſubjects. So as hir Majeſtic had not ſo ſoone 
endyd this hir laſt travayle to procure the ſtey of the diſtruction of 
the rrenche King's ſubjects, but ſhe was forced to gyve eare to day- 
lie complaynts of a great nombre of hir awne; ſome honneſt and 
ryche merchaunts, ſome maſters of ſhippes, ſome maryners, ſome of 1 
one porte, ſome of other; not withowt ſome perplexitie to hir Ma- a 
jeſtie, to ſee all things ſo untowarde to bring quietnes and peace. 29 
Hereof hir Majeſtie cauſed due and particular informacion to be made 
by dyverſe means, as well to the Frenche Ambaſſadour by ſome of 
the parties that, being robbed, eſcaped ſecretly awey, as alſo in France; 
and hath requeſted remedy, but none can be gotton ; nor, as it ſem- 
eth by the anſwers, can be by the King's authoritie, whyleſt he is thus 
abuſed. Whereby is made manifeſt to hir Majeſtie, what inconvenien- 
ces muſt nedes inſue hereof, if no other good meanes be ſought for 
to mayntayne the Frenche King in his entier eſtate, to be hable to 
aunſwer hir Majeſtic commen and ſafe traffique for hir ſubjects, in ſuch 
ſorte as his have here. 30 
AND therefore hir Majeſtie being deſyrouſe of nothing more, then 
to kepe good peace with the Frenche K ing hir good brother and his 
countrees ; and fyndinge manifeſtly, that his perſonne, authoritie, and 
force is at this preſent in the poſſeſſion of them which uſe it to the 
ſatisfaction of theyr awne privat purpooſees, to the diſtruction of his 
naturall ſubjects, and for theyr particuler appetites and glorye to ſture | 
upp a commen warr in chriſtendome, to ſubvert the knowledge and pro- | 
feſſion of the goſpell in all partes of chriſtendom, and conſequently to en- 
hable themſelves to revive and proſequte theyr former unjuſt and glori- 4 | 
ooſe enterpriſees againſt hir Majeſtic and hir realme, hath thought mete 10 
] 
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and neceſſarie, after long conſideration and prolongation of tyme, to put 
parte of hir ſubjects i in armes; and not to ſuffer the rrenche king hir 
good brother and allie in theſe his tender yeres to be ſo miſuſed, as his 


people 
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people and townes lying next to hir contrees, piteefully cryeng and call- 
yng for defence from manifeſt tyrany of one parte, and, for lack of 
defence, lookyng aſſuredly to cume to utter diſtruction and ſubverſion ; 
and conſequently ſtey the manifeſt purpoſees and enterpriſes intend- 
id, not onely ageynſt the repooſſe of chriſtendome, but allſo mani- 
feſtly againſt hir Majeſtie and hir realme; and ſo to ſeke occaſion, if 
it may pleaſe almighty Gop, that ſome good meanes may be accept- 
ed to recover quietnes, as well betwixt hir Majeſtie's ſubjects and the 
ſayd Frenche King's, as betwixt themſellves ; whereby the blood-

lyve every of them in the compaſſe of theyr awne degrees and eſtates,

behold a yong, tender, verteooſs King, unable onely for lack [of] 
yeres to govern, not to be hable by any meanes of his owne to reame- 
dy the diſtruction of his awn naturall people and good ſervants, that 
offer and dayly leſe there lyves for hys ſavety and his contry; to be- 
hold thoſe ſubjects chiefly perſecuted that demaunde, maynteane the 
obſervation of ther King's ordonnances and edicts, deviſed by the beſt 
adviſe of the wiſeſt of his realme; and, on the other parte, to ſee the 
breakers and vyolaters therof to poſſeſſe both the yong perſon of the 


40 Kyng and his authorite with force, to their private and partiall pour- 


poſees, muſt nedes move any good chriſtien perſon, and much more

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a chriſtien prince having countrees and people, not only to compaſſion 
and ſorrow, but alſo to great care and ſtudye, how ſuch a realme 
and Kyng might be delyvered or eaſed of ſuch miſeryes and calami- 
tees. 
AnD if it be furder conſiderid, by whome theeſe troubles have had 
their begynning, and now have their increaſs and contynuance ; and 
how by proceſſe of tyme the principall cauſe and quarell is now man- 
ny weys notifyed to concern onely mater of religion; and in the end 
what is ſought and intendid therby, to the trooble of the whole re- 
poſe of chriſtendome, by ſubverſion of all eſtats both there and elswhere 
not agreing with them in relligion by profeſſing of the goſpell trewly, 
and principally of the state of this crowne of England : no parſon, of 
what ſort ſoever he be, publick or private, can juſtly reproove the 
queene's Majeſtie, if in this tyme ſhe be very earneſt and carefull to 
procure by all good and frendly meanes ſome good ende of the ſaid 
troubles and diviſions; and if that cannot ſucceede, then to provide, 
that they which contynew the trooblesand refuſe quietnes, and by there 
manifeſt dedes intend and deviſe the trooble of the commen quietnes 
of chriſtendom, may be interrupted in that their courſe. 

For which pourpoſees her Majeſtie, having firſt by ambaſſade and 
ſundry meſſagees treated for quyetnes, hath, for not obteyninge therof, 
ben neceſſarily conſtraynid to arme her ſubjects and ſea coaſts; hath 
thought mete, after long conſultation, for the deare love of the yong 
King her good brother, confederate and allye, to putt ſome part of hir 
ſubjects in armes; and not to ſuffer the ſaid French King's true ſubjects 
and ſervaunts manifeſtly to perisſhe in her fight and before her doores, 
(as farr forth as ſhe may honorably and convenyently fave them for the 
ſervice of the faid King, to whoſe uſe onely they lamentably deſyre to 


be preſerved) neither to be [ſo] negligent of the townes and principall 


ports of France next adjoyning to her realme, as to permit the ſame to 
be violently ſurpriſed, taken, and poſſeſſid by theim which apparantly 
by ſuch meanes ſeeke and deſyre nothing more then, for their pry- 
vate pourpoſees, therby to make attempts againſt her Majeſtie and her 
realme, andconſequently gyve caufe, as much as in theim may lye, to 
breede unkyndnes or worſe betwixt both theeſe realmes; as in tymes 
not long paſt they did attempt. | 

WurRIN whatſoever her Majeſtie doth or ſhall do; ſhe letteth all 
perſons well to underſtand, that ſhe meanith nothing therby prejudi- 
ciall to the ſavetye of the French King her good brother and his realme; 
but that which ſhall in the end apparantly ſownd to the honour of al- 
mighty Gop, the quyetnes of both the realmes and people of France 
and England. And in this maner her Majeſtie intendeth alſo to keepe 
peax with the crowne of France, and with all the good and faithfull 
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ſubjects therof, without offendyng of any, if it be not ſuch a will ma- 
licioſely or violently provoke hir Majeſty or hir ſubjects t to the con-

landing of our men. I ſaw the lettres (which were ſent immediatly n de 
to Portſmouth, to the vidame) and did here the ſayd Mauveſier's aun- on 
Vox. II. X 
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ſwer ; which was, that he ſhold not depart the towne, untyll he 
myght cary aſſured newis of th'Inglyſchmen's aryveall. To be ſhort, 
in this matter I ſe no cauſe to ſuſpect theſe men. The cauſe whye 
the gally came from Rone is this; for harquebuſes, pouder and ſhott, 
and certayne braſſe peces to the nombre of vi: which were all im- 
barked this morning, and ſhall departe this day, together with the 
contes of Mongomery (yf the weather ſerve) and her chylderne. 

Tux gally brought newes, that at Rone they did loke for the ſeige 
within too dayes: and I belyve, they ſhall fynde the ſiege ther befor 
ther retorne, onleſſe they meane to com hether ; wherof the covernour 
hathe had good intellygence, that they meane to impeche, yf yt were 
poſſible, our landing, and dothe here provide thereafter. Yf Rone 
be loſt, you muſt make account to doble your garyſons at Diepe and 
this towne, and to kepe the ſeas, and to victayle them bothe of force. 
Yf yow ſuccor them, bothe Diepe and this towne may lyve in peace. 
Yt may pleas yow to conſider therof; for yt is high tyme, and alſo to 
haſten the reaſt of your forces that com over: wherin I moſt humbly 
beſech yow to have in mynde the ſoldiers of Barwich ; for dowbtles 
here wyl be great nead of them, eſpetially yf the ſeage com hether or 
to Diepe: and I moſt humbly beſeche yow to belyve me therin, and 
to debat yt with My-lord of Penbrok and my-lord admyrall, yi yow 
ſe cauſe, 

AT Rone ther is two thouſand good men, beſides the cyteſins; and 
[they] be well bent to abyd the uttermuſt, and not to fall to any 
compoſition. The quyne-mother did wyſch that hyt had coſt her 
100000 crowns, that the conte of Mongomery were out of Rone; for- 
bycauſe his hardines, after her jugment, wyl be the deſtruction of that 
towne. All the meanes ſhe cold uſe to impeche our deſent and land- 
ding hathe bin eſſayed in vayne, fo that our men com in tyme. The 
wynde is now good. I never hard thence, I meane from Porſemouth, 
ſince my departure; and yet ſince my coming hether I have ſent them 
three meſſengers expreſſly to advertis them of th' eſtate of things here, 
to haſten them ; laſt of all yeſternight, by the captayne of the Sacre, 
who came over with the vyttlers from Rye. Ther lengering dothe 
great hurt, and is cauſe to put the whole in hazard, by reaſon of the 
diſpayr theſe men entre into when they perceave promes broken but 
one day. Great practis, ye all meanes poſſible, is uſed to corroupt 
men, bycauſe our nation and ther landing is ſo myche feared: which 
wyl be all and eaſely preventid, yf our men aryve in any tyme. 

THe ſoldiers of this towne, as I wrote, and thoſe of Diepe mynd 
incontynent opon the landing of our men to goe to Rone: but yf the 
ſege be ther befor ther landing, then muſt they of force entre by wa- 
ter; which they can not well doe, without the helpe of our gally and 
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brigantin. For this towne yt is moſt requiſet to ſend pioners and ingy- 
nyers, and alſo as many men more as com in the firſt navye, and that 
with ſpead. The covernour here dothe rather dowbt this towne then 
Rone. Here be not at this preſent v hundred ſoldiers. Our victuy- 
lers came in good tyme to confort us, I meane the French; that were 
lyke to ſounde, for fere our men wold not com. Ther is advertyſ- 
ment, that this night or to morow here aryvith new garyſon bothe 
to Herflu and Montevyller. Howbeyt all mene's jugment here is, 
that yf our men land in any tyme, yt wyll be the ruyne of the nowſe 

10 of Guyſe, and occaſion to conſtrayene them to make a good agry- 
ment. 

Tus pollycye they have uſed in the king's camp. Firſt, they 
have proclaymed th'edi&t of January: the cardinall of Lorrayne gon 
to Trent: the puk of Guyſe gon to Nantoyle. Juge you of this diſ- 
fimulation ; for theſe men here be not deceaved therwithall, which 
dothe not a lytell conforte me. Monſieur de Beauvays, Gover- 
nour here, aunſwered Mauveſier openly in the preſence of all the 
captayns, that he ſhold not depart untyll he ſaw the Inglyſchmen land- 
ed; to th end, the Quyne-mother might be aſſured, that none of her 

20 fyne practyſes cold abuſe them. From Diepe newes came this morn- 
ing of certayne Scotts landed ther for ther ayd, and more loked for: 
you know, whether yt be tru. The gally which came from Rone 
brought newes, that they loked for no ſuccor ther owt of Ingland ; 
which grew, I am ſhure, by meanes of Vylliers that was ſtayed at 
Rye: but the gally ſhall cary them more aſſured newis, haveing ſeane 
our victulars aryve. At Rone they have printed our declaration; 
wherof I ſhaw a copye in this towne : Monfieur de la Haye ſent yt 
over by one that came from the prynce: yt is caryed to Orleance, 
and hathe don myche good here; and wyll doe more, yf our men

YT may pleaſe your Majeſtie to be advertiſed, that one fatter- 
daie laſt we ſeatte forthe ought of Portiſmouth haven, about 
ſeven of the clocke in the mornynge, havinge the wind at the north 
eſt; and ſo contenewed ſaylinge all that daye, and night followinge. 
And the next day, beinge ſoundaie, we entered the roode at three of 
the clocke in the afternon; and imedyatlye, with aſs moche conve- 
nyent ſpede as we might, landede as many of our men as we might 
with that tyde, beinge ſomme parte ſpent before our arryvall within 
the harrboroughe: our commynge beinge very joyfull to Monſieur Boy- 
voyes, the gentilmen, and all the wholl towne. For imedyatly, as 
we hadde caſt ancre, thay ſhotte of all ther ordynaunce rownd, be- 
ing very great, and contenewed longe; and at our landing [we were] 
receyved of the captayne, and gentilmen with great thanks, and moche 
humylytye to your Majeſtie, And being entered into the towne, after 
a certeine ſpace, conferringe with him of your Majeſtie's wrightings 
undre your Highnes ſeale, ſent unto me by Mr secretory, he liked yt 
very well; and required, for that it was late, yt might reſpite till the 
next daye; in which tyme, he ſaid, he wold imparte yt unto the reſt 
of the gentilmen, and ſo to cauſe yt to be proclaymed. Hys offer was 
at my firſt entreye, to have delyvered me, in your Majeſtie's behalf, 
the caſtell which ſtaundythe uppon th'entrye of the haven; and further, 
chardge of the towne.

1 batterye: neyther ys very well able, yf the towne contenewe in that 
2 ſtrengthe and courreage that he hathe reported yt to be by the com- 
7 fortinge of the countye Mongombery ; as your Majeſtie hathe byne ad- 
vertyſed by other lettres: notwithſtaundinge, thay are very dyſſyrous 
to have the ſuccur of mo men; for that thay doubt a forther power 
by commynge to beſiege them. Ther weare alſo, at our commynge 
6. towards the ſhore, certeine of Hartflewe and of Mownt-velier came 
10 unto the clyffes ſides, to vue and ſe our enterye : and Monſieur Boy- 
”  yoyes, undreſtanding therof, ſent out of the towne fyfty horſe well 
10 appointed ; whoſe chaunce was to encounter theme of Hartflet and 
Mont-velere, and toke of theme fyve and twentye priſonners, and ſlewe 
twenty more. As towchinge ther ſoldiours heare, thay are determened 
to ſend to Ronne, yf thay hadd money to relyve them: wherin yt 
may pleaſe your Majeſtie to conceder. And wheras thay have moche 
rejoyſed at the commynge of theiſe which your Majeſtie hathe ſent, ſo 
are thay moche more dyſſyrous to have My Lord of Warwick; whoſe 
being heare will greatly incorreage them, and dyſcoreage ther enny- 
meys: whom I praye Gop to ſend with good ſped. Thus beſechinge 
5 the leving God to proſper your Majeſtie with long lif, and honorable

To THE RIGHT HONORABLE SIR WILLIAM CECYLL KNYGHT,

T maye pleaſe your Honour to be advertyſed, having receaved the Mr —.— 
quene's Majeſtie's lettres on frydaye laſt, being the 2 of Octobre, — 

we imbarqued our ſelfes with our companyes that night, according to n 
the order gyven in her nighnes ſaide lettres, the winde at our ſaid im- Dierre. 
barking being very ſkant: and yet, within two or three howeres af- 8 08.156. 
ter, [it] became verey good, not onely for us but alſo for the bands ? « »» x 
at Porteſmouthe, for their tranſporting to Newhaven ; continewing "ay 
ſo all that night, and likewieſe the daye following, Whereby I toke one.

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occaſion to alter my determined pourpoſe of going to Newhaven with 
the bands appoynted, and turned my courſe to Deepe: where as we 

on ſaterdaye night abowte 1111 of the cloke, and ſending 
two hundred aſhore, I laye my ſelf with the reſte at ſea all ſonday and 
mondaye till it was night. At whiche tyme having certayne intelli- 
gence, as well by ſea as by lande, that our ſaide bands of Porteſmouthe 
were arrived at Newhaven; I then lykewieſe with the reſt of our com- 


panies put ourſelfs a land in Depe: where we were moſte joyfullyc 


receaved of all ſorts, ſpecially of the beſt forte; who had prepared to 
have ſent theyr wiefes and children into Englande, being in feare of 
th'ennemye, and lykewieſe in doute of our cummyng: and [they] yet 
remayne in lyke feare, till they maye receave greatter ſuccours com- 
ming. And I doo ſee, it ys not withoute cauſe; for things ar not here 
in ſo good force, as happlie reaporte hathe ben made. 

TowcHiNG the forte Pollet, yt is not in anye perfection to that 
that is already begon; nor can not be made defenſible with the day- 
lye labour of three hundrethe men at the leſt in three monthes. Th'ole 
ſtate of the towne and haven depends onely uppon the kepyng of that 
pece: and, lacking perfection of fortifycation, yt muſt onely be ſupply- 
ed with men. And having conferred, bothe with Monſieur de Fortz, 
and Monſieur Bryquemall (a jentleman ſent from the prince of great 
creadit and no leſſe experyence of fortifycations, and all other th'af- 
fairez of the warres) ys of this oppynion, weying th'ymperfection of 
the ſaide pece, that it can not be ſufficyently gardded againſt the force 
of th'enemye with no fewer then fifteen hundred; whereof he wolde 
wysſhe to be twelve hundred Englysſhemen, and the reſt Frenche- 
men: for they let not to declare unto me the miſtruſte they have of 
theyr owen people. 

FURTHER they be here but a ſmall numbre of ſouldyors; having 
ſent the greateſt parte of theym to the ſoccoursof Rone: where as they 
layde theyr ſeege to Mount Saynt Katharin the xx1x of Septembre, and 
as intelligence cummes dayly from thenſe, they ar in greate diſtreſſe. 
Wherefore I am procured by Monſieur de Fortz and the ſayde Mon- 
ſieur de Bryquemall, to make requeſt unto your Honour for the num- 
bre that the quene's Majeſtie hathe promyſed in my inſtructions, and 
thoſe to be ſent with all pooflible diligence : for otherwieſe, I doo 
aſſure yow, this our enterpryce ys lyke to be diſhonorable to the quene's 
Highnes, and great daunger to us her ſubjects. 

FoR vytall, other then of corne, wyne, oyle, and ryce, theyr ys 
not in the towne for a weke, but as yt ys brought oute of the pore 
villages nighe unto the town. Ordynaunce they have indyfferent ſtore; 
but the ſame, for the mooſte parte, ys not mounted uppon carryages. 
And, as I can perceave, they have ben verey negligent for theyr de- 
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fence; ſuppoſing, that the brute of our landing had ben ſuffycyent 
to kepe the enemye from this town: but they fynde the contrayrye, 

and loke for hym dayly ; for that this preſent wedneſday, th' eight 
of Octobre, came two Engliſſemien; merchants ſer vaunts of London, 

and lykewieſe two Frenchemen who were ſent from Monſieur Mongo- 
merrye, with the newes of the loſſe of the forte of St Katheryng's hyll: 
and preſently they have begon theyr battetye to the town. Theyr be 
allſo cum this afternone to a forte, 'whiche the pore proteſtants of the 
countrey dothe kepe, v1 Englisſhe myles oute of thys town, eight hun- 
dred royters pyſtolers, that have encloſed the fame forte. Thus, re- 
ferryng the ſpedye proviſion of theſe things to your honorable: wieſ-

IT is no ſmall grief unto me, that I do myſſe your companye all this COST 

while; and ſpecially that I ſhould miſſe yow for ſuche cawſes as yo. 

write, and as Mr Midlemore hath declared unto me, This abſence 
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of yours is hynderaunce to the quene's Majeſtic's affaires: for long ere 
this ſhould I have declarid my meſſage to the x yng; yf I might have 
conferred with yow furſt, and have bene by yow preſented, accord- 
yng to the cuſtome and maner of Ambaſſators. But beyng ſuch daun- 
ger as by your judgement and eſtimation ther is (who for your wiſdom 
and experience in this cowrte can beſt judge) comyng or entrudid to- 
warde your perſone; I thynk, the quene's Majeſtie, when ſhe ſhall 
underſtand yt, will the les marvel, and the better bere this my tari- 
eng and forbearyng to go to the cowrte without yowe : which I did 
not myend to do, till I hard further from yow ; and now havyng 10 
your advice and opynion the ſame waye, I am the better content to 
follow it. 

OF your man which we met betwixt Marguiſe and Calais I could 
lerne nothyng, but that as yet youe were at Orleaunce : upon what 
cawſe, he could not tell ; but, till youe hard of my comyng, as he 
thought. Wherupon, havyng ſent Nicholas your ſervaunt in poſt to 
yow from Abbeville, when I cam to Bretoell, I ſtroke over to Giſors 
in Normandie ; myndyng to lie betwixt yow and the cowrte, if in 
the meane while yow had chaunced to com toward the cowrte. From 
Giſors I ſent a ſervaunt of myen to the cowrte with a lettre to secre- 20 
tarie VAlbeſpine; who beyng not there, I received anſwer agayne 
from the Quene-mother by secretarie Bourdyn : the copie of which 
two lettres I ſent unto yow. And yet bicawſe ther was no poſt laid 
at Giſors, I removid from thence to Pontoiſe; where I met Nicholas 
your man, whom I ſent from Abbeville : who when he could not 
have his paſsport at Paris, from thence to Orleaunce, from Mareſhall 
Briſac, was com from the court where he had it. Wherfore perceiv- 
yng, that it ſhould be ſom tyme to tarie yow ; I thought, better at 
your hoſt's howſe, Monſieur de Verberie's, at Paris, then eny where 
els, 30 

WiTn my man that cam from the coverte ther cam alſo Monſieur 
de Sevre, in apparaunce, to ſe that I ſhould be well entreatid by the 
way till I came to the cowrte, in dede (as I take it) to ſe who ſhould 
reſort unto me, and if he could deciphre me and the quene's majeſtie's 
doengs: for th'one I do give the quene's mother greate and humble 
thanks; for the reſt, I thynk, he hath loſt his travail. Howbeit, he 
is indede an handſom man, and a great diſcourſer, and one very myche 
travailid, and who knoweth myche of the ſtate and ordre of Eng- 
land, bycauſe he had bene A mbaſſator there. Of the comyng of our 
Engliſhmen into Newhaven or Diepe, as yeſterday (when he dyned 40 
with me) he knew nothyng of certayntie : for eftſones I axed hym 
the queſtion, bycauſe I hard, I ſaid, ſuch a report {till here and by 
the way; wherof, I told hym, I knew nothyng, but that at my de- 
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partyng out of England there was then none gone over. Fayne wold 
he fiſhe out of me my meſſage to the Kyng, and what the quene's 
Majeſtie wold do, either in helpyng the proteſtaunts or levyng of them; 
but in vayne hetherto. And I am afraid of nothyng, but that the 
1 Quene's Majeſtie, ſuppoſyng that alredie I have bene at the cowtte, 
ſhould deliver the copie of that which I have to declare here to the 
Kyng to the French Ambaſſatour in England: which if it be done, 
it ſhould make myne embaſſade for that mater ſuperfluous, and in 
manner as a mocquerie, 
10 Ds SevRt tellith me of a proclamation (ſo he calleth it) in our 
10 quene's name proclamed at Diepe, and ſet up upon the gates: the 
which, he faith, was red in the Quene-mother's chamber; but as 
% yet he had not ſene it hymſelf. I know of no ſuch thyng myſelf, 
and Midlemore tellith me of ſuch a thyng which yow have at Orle- 
aunce: I pray yow get the copie of it, that I may ſe it. There ys 
ſuch uncertayntie in our doengs at this tyme about theis maters, that 
I aſſure yow I dare affirme nothyng. What was ment and deſygned 
to do at my departing I have ſhewid to your cowſyn. In all the 
way hitherto in Fraunce I fownde nothyng but competent courteſie, 
20 Without eny offeryng injuries to me or myne: wherfore I thought al- 
20 ſo no danger to yow ; which was the cawſe whie I wold your man 
to take your carte with hym, that youe might immediatlie remove 
hither. Youe do perceive, what hynderaunce I do feare in your long 
tarieng. Thus havyng declared to Mr Midlemore all the caſe 
how our maters do ſtand (to my knowledge) I commyt yow to al- 
mightie Gop ; wyſhing yow her as ſhortlie as might be, From Paris 
the eight of October 1 562. | 
I RAY yow do myne humble and hartie commendations to the 
prynce of Conde and to Monſieur I admyrall Chaſtillon: to whom 
(altho I am as yet unacquaynted) yet I wiſh as good ſucceſſe in this 
cawſe of Gop and relligion, as they themſelfs do deſire: and if myne 
pore habilitie can do them eny ſervice; let them be well aſſurid, yt 
: ſhall allwais be redie: and eſpecially if I could helpe, that ſom good 
; meane or appoinctement might be made; that there might be peace 
: and agreament in this realme, and the worde of Gop have ſom con- 
venyent libertye for the quietnes of troblid conſciences. 


A LETTER FROM NEWHAVEN., 


Po faterdaie the third of this moneth, about five of the clock — 
49 in the mornyng, we departed from Porteſmouth; and having 
| 40 but an eaſie wynd, on the next daie about five of the clock in the af- 3 


ternoone we arryved at Newhaven. At which our arryvall the towne 7 
Vox. II. K | 
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ſhowed themſelfs verie joifull; and the Governor and rulers gave frend- 
lie enterteinment to our captens, We find within the towne the nom- 
ber of coo ſoldiors of thers, verie apt men for ſervice. The puke of 
Guyſe, the conſtable of Fraunce, puke d'Emal and others applied 
their force upon tewſday laſt unto Roan ; and upon wenſday began 
the ſiege, which contynueth in moſt terrible ſourt on both ſides. Sithens 
which tyme by ſalies furth of the towne th'enemyehath loſt 500 men. 
It is reported that the prince of Condy with his force will mete with 
others of his frends the tenth of this moneth, and joyne together for 
to remove the fiege. The fame daie that we arryved, in the after- 
noone, certen horſemen of this towne ſalied toward Fekkam, being 
a towne of the papiſts, ſcituat 18 engliſh miles from this towne ; 
where they wer incountred with ſundrie of the papiſts: and the fight 
was dowtfull; but in th'end the horſemen prevailed, and toke thir- 
ty of the papiſts harquebuſſiers and two men of armes, and brought 
them home; rejoiſing moch, accompting it a token of good luck on 
our arryvall. 

THr1s towne as yet is of no ſuch force as hath been reported; and, 
for my part, I think them ſkant true men that adverticed the coun- 


cell of the ſtrength thereof. For I aſſure your Honour, if the Guyſe 


come unto one parte of the towne, (wherein he and his ar not igno- 
rant) we ſhall not hold out two dayes: for ther is no other fortifica- 
tion in manner about the towne, ſaving a litle erth throwen upp; and 
in the eſt parte wourſt of all, for it lieth drie, hard to the wall. The 
other parts is ſomewhat more defended, either by water or marriſh. 
The towne is above a mile about, and bulwerks ar made in ſondrie 
places for defens, in ſuch haſt, and with ſo ſmall circute, as I pray 
Gop we have no nede to uſe them. Ther is a hill which compaſlith 
the gretiſt parte of the towne, like as a bowe yeldith toward the ſtring : 
the ſame is half a mile from the towne at the moſt; and the hill is 
ſtepe, of a great height, bending like a browe towards the towne, 
where nothing can ſtore within the towne but they on the hill ſhall 
diſcover, and, if th'enemy will, leave not a houſe a yerd hye in all 
the towne: and the fortifications about the towne is moch lower then 
the buylding within the towne. Marye, the hill can make no bat- 
terye at all. Nowe if we ſhall enjoy the towne, we muſt caſt ſuch 
rampler as may defend the towne from the hill; which is a thing in 
manner impoſſible without many men and long tyme, and ſpecially 
as tyme fallith out; or els fortify upon the hill, which will be both 
chargeable, and require many men to defend it, for a ſeaſon. But 
this is certen, if the hill may be kept by us, all th enemies in chriſten- 
dom cannot hurt the towne; for no man can lye out of the danger of 
the hill, nor trench they cannot by reaſon of the marriſh and water, 
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Wuar will be done I cannot tell: but ſurely I ſee no forwardnes 
as yet; and enemyes we have ynough. The maſter of th'ordinance, 
who is a wiſe gentleman, and his company, which ar auncient men 
and very expert, I mean the gunners for the great ordinance, ar mar- 
velous deſirous, that all men ſhuld fall to wourk to fortifie the pece. 
But we ar fo lapt up in French enterteynements, as though we wer 
at home, that he is not harde, I pray Gop ſend My Lord Generall 
hether, to reforme things before th'enemyes approch, that the quene's 
expectation be not diſceved, nor her peple vaynly loſt. 

IT is ſaid, that the prince of Condy and his frends will reiſe the 
ſieg at Roan with 30000 men with all ſpede, It was ſayed, that 
ther was 300 peices of braſs here: but affure yourſelf, there is not 
60 in all the towne, and litle ſhot and powder; and yet the greateſt 
part is caryed awey to Roan. The vi of this moneth, the do- 
vernour delyvered the keyes of the towne to mr Poynyngs and Vaughan. 
The fame daie the caſtle, which indede is a very ſmall tower, with 
the charge of the walles, bulwerks, and ordenance in the towne, was 
delivered to the'ands of the maſter of th'ordenance : and our peple 
kepe the wetch and ward only, and our Engliſh gonners have the 
charge of all the peices. The names ar theis : the caſtle, bulwerk 
St Dreſſe, Englefeld gate, bulwerk St Michael, bulwerk St Fraun- 
cis, bulwerk Royall, bulwerk de la Grange, fort de Vidame, the 
ſteple. In thies ar the gretiſt parte of all th'artillery. 

Ou munition that was ſhipped from the tower is not yet come in 
hether. * Capten Leighton with his whole band is enbarked to- 
ward Roan; with whom Strangwiche is gone, and in their company 
500 ſoldiors of the French that wer in the towne, and 3 or 400 
more for the relief of Roan. It is thought, that Roan is one of the 
richeſt townes in all theſe parts, by reſſon the countrey about have 
brought thether all their wealth: and therfore the Guyſe and his com- 
pany will hardly aſſaye * it: and ther ar verie many in the towne to 
defend it: for if the Guyſe prevail, thoſe within the towne ar ſuer 
to dye, man, woman, and childe. There is within Newhaven 
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vn day. 
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towne about 100 ſaile of ſhipps; wherof the moſt part ar of 100 
tonn and upwards. They ar ſo cloſſe thurſt up together, that one 


toucheth another, What ſhal be done therwith is not yet determyned: 
but it 1s very dangerous having them within the towne.

YE ſhall firſt underſtand the eſtate of hym and his ſoldiors; and nal 1 
ſhall lett hym know, that 800 moo ſoldiors with there captayns ar drayb — 
appoynted to be at Rye the 13 of this month, which are ordred to G. 
be tranſported alſo to Depe to ayde hym for defence of that towne, hand. 
as ſhall be thought meteſt for the ſame.

ABowT the xx111 of the laſt month order was gyven, that sir 
Adrian Poynings ſhuld paſs over from Porteſmouth to Newhaven 
with 1600 men beforehand ; becauſe we herd from Newhaven, 
that they feared the comming of there ennemyes with great ſpede: 
and they being reddy than to paſs, meſſage cam from thence, that the 
prynce of Condee had ſent expreſs commandement to Monſieur de 
Beavoiſs captayn of the towne, that it ſhuld not be delyvered in the 
name of the ſayd prynce. Wheruppon ſome ſtey was made, and 
uppon conference had herof with ſome that wer content to deviſe re- 
medy for this, a wrytyng was deviſed and graunted and ſealed by us, 
(wherof herwith ye ſhall have the copy) and the ſame was ſent to 
Porteſmouth about the 2 8 of September, to be carryed to Newha- 
ven: at the comming wherof the wynd was become ſo contrariooſe, 
as from that tyme untill the 30 of this month, thowgh many attempts 
had bene made to paſs to the ſeas, yet none cold paſs untill that third: 
in ſo much, that, for avoyding of deſpayre in the towne, the 2* of the 


ſame month captayn Ormſby paſſed from Rye with 400, and 200 


wer the ſame daye ſent to Depe. Sence that, order is gyven to the 
Erle of Warwyk with all the reſt to paſs with as much ſpede as may 
be towards Newhaven.

I truſt, all my 
Lordes and others of your Majeſtie's cowncell, and all other your good 
and loving ſubgects <o:ll alſo put to their bandes and hartes to concurre 
willingly and gladly with your majeſtie in the well acheving this entre- 
priſe. Which beeing well ended, albeit your Majeſtic ſhall have (as 
of right yow ought) the principal pryſe of the honour, and the great- 
eſt parte of the proffict, comoditie, and ſuertye: yet My ſayd Lordes 
and others, and every of them, ſhal be. participante of the honour 
due unto them, and of the proffict which ſhall returne to your realme; 
wherin they have in their degrees greate intereſt, 


Tun laſt advertiſments from Monſieur d'Andelot of the fourth of 
October were, that he was then at Salbourg in Lorrain; where he mind- 
ed to make his muſters the day folluing ; and there to conſume about 
the ſaid muſters three or four dayes : ſo as he makethe his reckoning 
to [he] at Chaſtillon, upon the river Seine, the twentieth day of this 
monethe; and ſo from thence to approche either towardes Paris, or hi- 40 
ther, as order and adviſe ſhall be given him from the erince, and the 


Admiral, his brother, 
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I DouBT not, but that your Majeſtie is better advertiſed of the 
ſtate of Roan, Newehaven, and Deepe from thence, then I can ad- 
vertiſe yow, and with more ſpeede: nevertheles at the diſpatche her- 
of, thus the ſtate was taken heere of thoſe peeces. The mount St 
Catherine beeing won (as I wrote unto your Majeſtie in my laſt diſ- 

tche) thoſe within the towne of Roan were contented to talke of the 
rendering of the ſayd towne uppon conditions: which parliament laſt- 
ed twoo or three dayes. Sundry offers were propoſed by them of the 
Kinge's campe: but at the lenght they within the towne, taking cou- 
rage unto them upon the arrival of four enſeignes of Engliſhemen, re- 
fuſed all manner of conditions; and they toke themſelves to garde the 
towne: wheruppon the battrye was renewed in ſundry places furi- 
ouſly. So as heere we be, in manner, deſperate of the ſaid town of Roan ; 
and yet ſomewhat relieved by the good boope they have of the valiantnes 
of your majeſtie's nation: of whome they be ſory there is no greater num- 
ber on this fide. At Diepe, it is ſaid, there is fix hundred Engliſhe- 
men arrived, under the leading of captain Ormesby : which peece, if it 
be aſſailed, would well require, at the leaſt, four thouſand men for the 
garde thereof. At Newhaven, only, it was underſtoode here, that eigh- 
tene ſail were there arrived, and brought with them fiftene hundred 
Engliſhemen : which is tos weke a number for the garde of that peece 
only: for the fame will require, at the leſte, (to be well garded) if it 
be befieged, four thouſand men. So as of theeſe numbers landed at 
Deepe and Newehaven there can be no conventent ſuccours taken for 
the relief of Roan. May it therfore pleaſe your Majeſtie to have con- 
ſideration of theeſe matters in tyme ; and that theſe peeces may be ſub- 
ſtantially manned, before the ennemie approche to befiege them: or elſe 
it will be hard to fuccour them in time. 

THE Marſhal St Andre (as I wrote unto your Majeſtie in my laſte 
diſpatche) is gon as cheefe to empeache the coming of Monfieur Dan- 
delot. The nouſe of Guiſe, with the adviſe of the cardinal of Ferrare 
and the spaniſhe ambaſſador here, have lately diſpatched Villemort and 
La Crocque, ſervantes to the queen of Scotland, to paſſe throughe your 
majeſtie's realm, and there to make ſome trouble, if they ſee any oppor- 
tunite; and lykewiſe to exaſperate the queen of Scotland and her pa- 
frſtical councel, to make ſome trouble in your majeſtie's realm upon the 
frontiere; and alſo to do what they can to depryve the zarl of Marre, 
Secretary Lethington, and all others which favour the proteſtant 
S religion, of their credit and authoritie about the ſaid queen of Scot- 
= 40 land. There is alſo ſome practiſes in hande to make ſome troubles in 
B Ireland: which ſedicions to raiſe and bringe to paſſe, the nuſhop of 
Aquila is, as I heare, greatly put in truſt and ſet on by theſe men. I 
am by good meanes alſo advertiſed, that the laſt diſpatche which was 
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ſent from this xinge's campe into England was to will the rrench am- 
baſſador there, and the hoſtages, to make as good ſhifte for themſelves as 
they could, and to retire themſelves by any meanes from thence and that 
with as moche ſpeede as they might conveniently. 

I AM advertiſed, that the meſſanger which caried my diſpatche of 
the ſeven and twenty of September before ſpoken of, directed to your 
Majeſtie, and to th Erle of Warwicke, is put to deathe in the xinge's 
campe, for that he was a Frencheman. The certaintie of this matter 
I knowe not as yet: but if it be true, your Majeſtie may perceive, they 
deale with you as with their open enemie; as with whom they wolde none 
of their nation ſhoulde have intelligence, or do pleaſure unto, The car- 


*5> hems, dinal of Lorrain, amongſt other his projectes, dothe thinke, that“ 


at this cowncell at Trent, and by his voiage into Almayn, to bringe 
to paſſe, the queen of Scotland, his neece, ſhall be aſſured to marry Fer- 
dinand the ſecond ſonne of the æmperour; and alſo to conclude the pa- 
piſtical league offencive and defencive among ſt the papiſtes; whereof 
I did long ago advertiſe your Majeſtit. The ſaid cardinal will worke 
what he may to transferre by reſignation th'empire unto the ſaid puke 
Ferdinand, and to diſappoint Maximilian, the xinge of Boheame, there- 
of. At his departing this court towardes Trente, he made a long ora- 
tion againſt the prince of Conde, the admiral, and all their fautors ; 
terminge them arrant traitors for having intelligence with your Ma- 
jeſtie, and for the bringing in of your nation into this realme; wh:ch 
he the ſaid cardinal termed the greateſt and moſt auncient enemies to this 
crowne : ſaienge further, that there was uo peace nor treaty to be kept 
with your majeſtie; who, as he ſaid, was the maintenor of all rebelles 
and hereticques : and ſo perſuaded the xing, the 2yeen bis mother, and 
his councel to declare you open war. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſtie, that the mariſhal Briſſac may not be 
named as the aucthour of my deſtruction before mentioned; albeit it 
may lyke yow at your pleaſure to ſpeake, where, and to whome yow 
thinke good, of the unhonorable intent and practiſe: for thereby the 
party muſt needes be diſcovered by whome I had the intelligence, the 
fame being ſpoken but to one parſon. Herwith your Majeſtic ſhall 
receave a cipher from the prince of Conde and the admiral; ſent unto 
you, to th'ende your Majeſtie may from tyme to tyme heare from them, 
and they from you, as occaſion ſhal be offred uppon all eventes. They do 
humbly defire your majeſtie not to impute unto them any arrogantie or in- 
conſiderate behaviour, that they have enterpriſed to ſend you firſt a ci- 
pher ; from whom they would gladly (and ſo, they ſay, it becomed them) 
to have receaved one at your pleaſure, and agreeable to your devyſe: 
and of the receipt of this their cipher, their defire is to be from your ma- 
Jeſtie by me, by mounfieur de la Haye, and by any other meanes, with 
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ſome expedition advertiſed. Thus almighty God longe preſerve 
your Majeſtic in helthe, honnour, and all felicitie.

IR, the cawſe of my long tarieng before I do myne errand at 
the courte is declarid at full in my lettres to My Lordes of the 
cownſell:; wherfore I ſhall not nede to troble yow forthere therwith; 
myne inſtructions be ſo preciſe in one or two places, that I ſhould furſt 
confer with hym and take his advice. Now he is fully refolved not 
to comm forth of Orleaunce. His fere and dowte, I am ſur, he hath 
declarid by his ſervaunt which I met betwixt Calais and Marguiſe, in 
that paquet which the ſaid ſervaunt did bryng. Seyng I ſe hym now 
determyned, that he will not com hymſelf; I myend as to morow 
to keape on my jorney toward the courte. 

METHYNKs, the hangyng of thoſe x1 men taken beſide Cawde- 
beck doth ſhow ſomwhat more rigor, then th' order of warre doth 
comonlie permyt to ſtraungers taken in warre. As I ſhall have occa- 
fion, I will talke of the mater at the cowrte when I com there. And 
the preciſe denyeng of a ſauf conduct to sir Nicholas ſemeth ſom- 
what ſtraunge. The queene mother wold not ſo myche as by word 
of mowthe upon her honour promiſe mr Midlemore, that sir Nicho- 
las ſhould ſaufelie com and ſaufelie go. Yow ſe, how dangerous it is 
to negociate here and in this courte. 

Yow perceive, what sir Nicholas doth thynk of ther Embaſſadour 
in England: and I am certaynlie advertiſed by diverſe Scots, that there 
be divers ſent allredie, and more to be ſent, to move the gueen of Scots 
to break with you, and to make war out of hand; and that the mater 
is now in hand and in traffique, that the hoſtages which you have ſhall 
be convoyed of into Flanders, For the furſt mater were apoyntid, and 
be goeng or gone, secretary Rollet and monfieur Vyllemort. 

By the copie of sir Nicholas lettre ye perceive, how raw I am left 
here. Furſt I thought to have had full enſtructions by hym, not 
onely of the perſones, but of the maners of the great lords here, the 
eſtate and termes wherin we do ſtand with them. This I now 
lack : all the furnyture of the treatiſes betwixt England and France 
allredie paſſid; the late trafiques, wherin thei either did trulie ſerve 
the Queen's Majeſtie or no: all which ye apoynted me to receive at 


his hands, The leſt thyng, and yet which was ever yet cownted a 


thyng for the quene's honor, and neceſſarie for the engliſh Embaſſa- 
dour, the quene's Majeſtie's plate, I have it not: and in lokyng for 
that, I caried, in maner, none of myne owne out of England. But 
which I fynd almoſt moſt lack in; ſuch ſervaunts as coulde ſpeake and 
write frenche (which I did not provide for as I wold, bicawſe I was 
promyſed of hym to have them of hym) bicawſe he tarieth ſtill here, 
I perceive he myndeth to reteyne ſtill with hym. And whereas here- 
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tofore a man might alwais had enough ſervaunts, puche or Frenche : 
now partlie, for the plage, I dare not take ; and partlie, for religion, 
if I did take, I durſt not truſt: and this tyme alſo, for the warre, ſuch 
perſones are not to be had as they were wont, Yet if Mr Midlemore 
do com, I hope to make better ſhift; and truſt, I ſhall do tollirablie : 
though not ſo well as I wold, bycauſe of thies faults and lacks ; yet 
ſo well as can be of one who is ſet to flie almoſt with clapped wyngs, 
or to row in a bote with one ore and an But bicawſe my lacks 
be ſuch, I ſhall nede the more ſupplie from home ; I meane, yow 
to excuſe my defaults, and to tell me of them ; and with yowr ad- 
vertiſments to ſhew me the way how I ſhould amend them, and to 
tell me your opynion and advice more ample and at full, than other- 
wiſe ye ſhould have nedid. 

I sENnD in this packet to yow one or two packetts of Scottiſhmen; 
which I pray yow doe as ye were wont, that thei ſhould not thynk 
me negligent in there cawſes: peradventure, at ſom tyme they ſhall 
helpe me as well to convey my packetts, and fave a poſt. The com- 
playnts of the marchaunts which were ſpoiled, which is ſpecified in 
th' inſtructions that I ſhould have, I have them not : I thynk, ye 
thought I ſhould have them of sir Nicholas ; and I ſuppoſe, he hath 
diſpachid home the anſwers. But methynks, we ſhall not ſtand now 
uppon the termes of complaynts of marchaunts, but uppon the tak- 
yng of holds: yet neceſſarie it were, that I had alſo thoſe, either from 
yow or from hym. 

To devyne wheruppon we ſhall ſtand, and how thei will accept 
me, I meane as a mediator of peax or a denouncer of warre, by avow- 
yng the ſurpreſeng of that which owr men occupieth, it is ſuerly to me 
impoſſible. And altho the meaner forte wold gladlie beleave the firſt, 
bicawſe thei wold have it fo; yet the heades of the factions be ſo un- 
ſupportably prowde, and ſo ſtiflie bent to hazard all, that I am mar- 
velouſly afraid, I ſhall have no ſucceſſe as I pray for and with, Vf 
they encline eny thyng, I will be bold enowgh to attempt. But I 
feare me, thei be ſo uſed to the noyſe of the drumme and cannon, that 
they can not here the noyſe of peaceble talkyng of eny accorde. In my 
next lettres I do not dowte but to deſcribe unto yow more. In the 
meane I commyt yow to almightie Gop. From Paris, the xv of 
October 1 562.

Tuus I muſt tell you alſo more, that the quene mother now at this 
tyme doth nothyng but in the preſence of the coneſtable, the puke of 
| | Guile, 
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Guiſe, or one of them, as it is ſhewed me. I do entend to negociate 
with them in frenche ; and do not dowte, but to make ſhift good 
enough to utter my myend. At the aſſaulte which was made on 
thurſday laſt, wherat the K ing of Navarre was hurt, the puke of 
Guiſe alſo was hurt; but not with arquebuſe nor pike, that Ican lerne, 
but bruſed with ſtones and wood caſt upon hym. The xing of Na- 
varre is hurt with the arquebus in the ſhoulder and kne, and in the 
flank with a pike ; howbeit, men thynks, he ſhall lyve. The ſame 
night one cam from the camp in poſt hither to Paris, for ſuch. thyngs 
as was neceſſarie: wherby the furſt that I wrote to sir Nicholas J lern- 


ed; the next I lerned fith. All the next day, and, I thynk, till now 


the puke of Guiſe kepeth his bed. It is faid alſo, that d'Aumale is 
hurt with an arqubuſs on the forhid ; but not ſo certaynly. Men ſup- 
poſe, ther was above 600 of the aſſailaunts flayne. They within were 
never more in corage. All the while of the aſſault, duryng ſeven 
howres, Mongombry was ther by in the towne with his ſword 
drawen; and if eny of his men gave back, he flew them ſtreight, if 
he could. When all was done, he got uppon the contermure which 
they had made agaynſt the breche, and there made a rare or two with 
his horſe, that all the camp might ſe hym. It is talked here, that, 
at my comyng to the camp, all the Embaſfadours ſhould mete togi- 
ther; and immediatelie after the x yng ſhall remove to Mongeau, 
nerer Paris. | 

DANDELOoT is enterid into Champayne, paſſing Loreyne with- 
out eny reſiſtence: and their by reaſon of ſuch as do to many dailie 
flow unto hym, he ſendeth ſom horſmen to Lyons, and taketh or- 
dre to-demyniſh the reſt, and ſo to com forward; whither to Orle- 
aunce or hither, it is not yet knowen. The camp about Roan is not 
eſtemed above v111 thouſand: they within be eſtemed v1 thouſand 
that bereth armes. I tarie here now onely uppon a paſſeport to ſend 
this diſpache into England, and for order when and where I ſhould 
com. As they were haſtie to have me com upon the wynnyng of the 
fort St Helens; fo, methynks, after this aſſault of Roan they be as 
flow. Here nothyng is done without order from the cowrte. Noman

Se Thomas pm Ils day, being ſonday the xv111" of this moneth, for newes 
— this I have: that Monſieur Randen, brother to the countie of 
Cecil Rochefalcauld, havinge his kne broken by the ſhot of a colveryne, 
FromPoilly, O ſuch à pece, out of the fort of St Catharyne when it was taken, is 
2c08.156- n deade. Of Dandelot here they ſaie, he hath but xv111 cornetts 
Parzz of horſemen: (which ſhould be, aſter a 150 in a cornet, more; but 
rs they accompt them, 2000 horſemen in the hole good) and fotemen 

— he hath to a four or fix thouſand, not paſt, as they ſay; wherof 
one part is leadd by the Marcſhal] of Heſſe: and he is accompted here 
to be now / Lx leagues hence, abowt Chaloones. Monſieur de Ne- 
mours hath put to ſacke Vienne in Daulphinoyes. And the Baron des 

Addreſſes, being to bold, and not fearing eny to have could paſſed the 
ryver of Roſne, as he cam not paſt with x111 horſes from Lions to do 
ſomwhat abowt Valence; the faid puke de Nemours, knowing the 
ſame by eſpiall, conveying over in ſmall botes by one and by one a 
certain nomber of horſemen, had almoft attrapped him. He flew of 
his horſes, but the Baron and the reſt eſcapid. 

ITEM that on friday and fatterday laſt they of Roan, the chief mar- 
chants and captenes (except Mongombrey) were in parlaunce with the 
Quene to make a compoſition for the towne. And they half fay, they 
are accordid upon the condycions of them, of Bourges: I ſaie half; 
for they that tell this tale ſaie, thei are not yet aſſuerid of it: and yet it 
ſhould com from Mareſhall Briſſac. Item thei were at an accord afore, 
as ye have hard; and the ſom aſſeſſed eight ſcore thouſand crownes, 
at two payments. But furſt it was ſaid, upon the reſcues of the Eng- 
liſh thei brake of: now they ſay, they eſpied quelque tromperie ment 
then againſt them, and ſo toke hede betymes; and that was the cawſe 
of there breaking of at that tyme. 

*othe MS. TH Is day, which is tewiſday xx 1 * October, abowte ten of the clocke, 
when Monſieur de Sevres and I had broken our faſt, and having got- 
ten a paſport of Mareſhal Briſac to go to the cowrt, were fullie deter- 
myned to go thitherward, whither we had word againe or no, hav-

Cecily I receaved a lettre from capteyne Leighton, whiche I have ſent here 
FromDP'?*- incloſed; wherein youe maye perceave, that the nexte daye after the 
n—— aſſaulte, whiche vras the thurſdaye and the xv of this monthe, 
5771 0. there was geven an other. And the daye folowing Monfieur Mongo- 
run the merey ſent hyther a horſſeman to Monſieur de Fortz for ſuccors: who 
original. declared, that the Kyng of Navar was hurt within the trenche, and 
ftroken with an harquebus in the ryght ſyde of hys breaſte, ſumwhat 
nerer the arme than the breſte; and, as the reapourte cummythe 
daylye from the campe, in great daunger of hys lyef ; for the bul- 
let remaynes in hys bodye. 
' TovcninG the ſuccors demaunded by Monſieur Mongommerey and 
Mr Laighton in hys behalf; I was required by Monſieur Bryquemall 
to ſende twoo of our bands. Whereunto I anſwered,” that I was rea- 
dy to doo anye thing that he with Monſieur de Fortz ſhulde wysſhe 
me to doo; ſo the ſame were reaſonable : but for ſo moche as the 
Note, tat town was in parley, and what end ſhulde be taken by means thereof 
the dayext [not known; I thought it not good to hazarde anye of the quen's Ma- 
conde af. Jeſtie's people here, tyll ſuche tyme as bothe I myght here the con- 
fare, ther Cluſion of theyr ſaide parlyament, and alſo good intelligence towch- 
— Sy ing the ſave bringing of our ſaide bands thyther. They bothe allow- 
y ed well thys mynn anſwere: and concluded to ſende two bands of 
unden arten Frenchemen that remayned, one in the Pollet, and th' other in the cy- 
ofthe coke. tadeyle; requeſting me to ſupplye and to garde the ſayde two fortes, 
| for watche and warde, with the lyke numbre of our cumpanyes as 
they had ſent for the ſuccorring of Rooane ; whiche were the num- 
bre of three hundred men: and before that tyme they never employ- 
ed anye of our companyes theyr, althoughe I made offer unto theym 
at my firſte cummyng thither, accordyng to myn inſtructions. 
THESE Frenche bands were ſent towards Roane on ſaterday at night, 
being the xv11" of this preſent; and recoveryd within three leages 
of Roane that night, beſtowing theimſelfes in a wood: but being diſ- 
covered by the peaſaunts of the countrey, the alarum was gyven to 
the camp, and intelligence of their being theyr ; [and they] were dry- 
ven to breake theymſelyes, and pece meale to ſhyfte away. The cap- 
tens, being well horſte, recovered Deepe; th'one upon ſondaye night 
at one of the clockeafter mydnight, th'other on mondaye aboute ten 
of 
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of the clocke afore none; and in the afternone half a ſcore of the 
ſouldyors. | 

AND Monſieur Bryquemall, ſo ſone as he was advertiſed, that they 
colde not recover theyr entrey into Roane ; (whereof he was adver- 
tiſed by the firſt capten that came) and that the bands were broken 
and overthrowen, as he thought: the ſaide Bryquemall, having made 
ſecret provicion of a ſhallope before, the winde and the tyde ſervyng 
within an hower after the newes came, put hymſelf to the ſeea; 
and ſent unto me, if I wolde wryte anye thing into Englande, for 
that he was then taking ſhipp to goo thyther. And thus, we thanke 
God, we bee rydd of one of whome fewe or non colde have anye 
good opynion; bothe for that he was ſo timerus, and Iykewieſe fo 
overthrowen with every blaſt of evill newes, as hys face and lokes colde 
not but enfourme hys feare: by whiche means the common people 
were brought into great muttring and wyſpering, and contynewallye 
ſending awaye their goods and merchandyze; althoughe ther was 


preciſe order taken, and great chardge gyven by the capten and coun- 


ſayle of the town to the contrarye. 

Tur morowe after hys departure, being the x ix of this preſent, 
was ſent hyther with a trompet to Monſieur de Fortz from the auen 
mother a jentleman, calde Monſieur du Bois Dennebout, with a let- 
tre of creans from the ſayde quene-mother, ſigned onely with her 
ower hande ; declaring, that Rooane had made theyr compoſicyon: 
bringing with hym in wryting the pertyculerryties of the ſaide com- 
poſicyon, but the ſame not ſygned with the qQuen's hand or anye others 
of the counſayle. I have ſent your Honor the copyes, as well of the 
lettre of creans as of the compoſition. But the capten of Deepe, 
knowing certeynly by one or twoo that came unto hym after the par- 
ley broke upp, that their was nothing don in the ſame; but that 
they began to batter with great expedicion at eleven of the clocke up- 
pon ſondaye; for that the abſtynence was taken till ten of the ſame 
daye : the ſaide capten aſſembling the counſaile of the town with the 
burgeſſes of the ſame, calling me with the reſt of the capytaynes thy- 
ther, and theyr reſolved uppon theyr anſwere to the quene mother: 
th'effe&t whereof I have alſo ſent here incloſed. 

TH1s daye in the morning, being the xx“ of this monthe, came 
hyther a man of Mr Throgmerton's with this pakett; bringing lettres 
from the prynce unto Monſieur de Fortz, whiche I have ſeen: th'ef- 
fete whereof ys, that Monſieur Danlotte“ woll be with hym at Or- . 5 e us. 
leance the xx iii of this preſent at the furtheſt: and then he pro- 
myſed the ſayde de Fortz, not to loſe one hower, nor to tarye the ta- 
kyng of anye towne ; but with all poſſible expedicyon ſeke to finde 
th'ennemye in the felde, and to gyve hym the battayle: requyring

the ſayd de Fortz, nott onely to uſe all poſſible means for the ſuc-

the ſame perſwacion to Monſieur de Fortz for the keping of Decpe, 
in cace Roane ſhulde not be able to holde oute: whiche God defende. 
Wherefore he mooſte humblie deſyrethe the quen's Majeſtie to ſende 
hyther ſuche bands as be in a readynes at Rye, and that with all di- 
ligence : for that their arryvall here wil be not onely a terrour to the 
enemye (being allreadye in branley, as the Frenche termes it, by rea-

dyors at the aſſautes, and yet diſapoynted of the towne, [of] 
whiche they made a ſuer accompt before this daye) but alſo a ſuffy- 
cyent renforcement for the town of Depe, if the campe ſhulde cum 
thyther and beſege us, to kepe the ſame, for the leſt, the ſpace of 
fourten dayes; by whiche tyme the prynce wolde be readye to rayſe 
the ſeige. 

TxH1s have I ben requeſted by Monſieur de Fortz to ſignifye un- 
to your Honor.

MouxsiE UR Moungommerye'wrate unto Mounſieur Brickmall for 
ſuccours; which lettere arryved on faterdaie morning laſt. Where- 
uppon the ſame night were ſent thither, in the conduict of capten 
Cowdrye and capten Mollandre, the remnant of our prench bands, 
to the nomber of three hundred men: of home newes cam on ſon- 
day night, by one of the ſaid captins, that, being in a wood three 
leagwes from Roaſne, their companye was diſcoverid, and enforſt to 
ſeke what way they beſt might, every man for themſelves, with the 
loſſe of the greatiſt parte of them. The ſame night Mounſieur Bryck- 
mall, (mynding more the ſewrtie of his perſon then ſafetye of his hon- 
nour) hering of this yll ſucceſſe of the ſuccors, departed in a ſhallopp, 
as he ſaid, into England: where I wiſhe him to be; for that his 
preſence here did more harme then good, he was ſo tymerows. 

Ox frydaye laſt a trewce was taken, by the requeſt of the quene, 
to contynewe tyll ſonday night following: in which meane tyme ſhe 
hath parleyed for the delevery of the towne, and made new provi- 
ſion of powlder and ſhot. Yeſterdaye in the morning arryved here 
one of her's, with her lettere of credyt to Mounfieur Fortz, Bryck- 
mall, and Seane, with certeine articles of a compoſytion, which he 
affirmed to be made and concluded uppon with them of Roaſne; 
whereunto he alſo perſwaded, in her byhalf, that the faid gentle- 
men and towneſmen here ſhuld lykewiſe agree, But they, dowt- 
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ing anny ſuche compoſition to be made, ſent the procurer of the 
towne (for whome remaines an hoſtage) to knowe the certaintye, and 
uppon his retorne to make aunſwer accordinglye. The which howe 
it wil be, your Honnour, uppon ſight of th articles (which I am fewr 
Mr Ormeſby doth ſend yow) will ſone judge. Wherein the large of- 
fres conteyned (yf lyke aſſuraunce by good hoſtages were ordeyned 
for the performaunce) dothe ſeme to ſhewe ſome dowte which they 
have of themſelves, and allſo the deathe of the ſaid K ing to be: which 
comonly is reported, but of no certeintye as yet. 

Tux Prince yet being at Orleance, from whence he meanythe 
this day or tomorrowe to departe, and Mounſieur Dandelot lykewyſe 
at Troys in Campaine, as it is ſayde, meane abowt the latter end of 
this monthe, or byfore, to joyne in the field, and to ſeke the puke 
of Gwyſe. This morning came one to towne that ſaythe, as he 
cam yeſterday uppon his waye from Parys, he harde moche great ſhot 
at Roane: wherby apperith no compoſition is made. We here con- 
tinewe in the ſame eſtate we were; ſaving that the abode of the roy- 
ters here abowte in the villages have ſo ſcanted our victuayles, as the 
fame is not only become very dere, but allſo ill to come by for mo- 
ney: the which the moſte parte of our ſoldiors be now utterly with- 
owte. Here ar retorned divers of the ſoldiors that went for ſuccors, 
and the other captaine, to the nombre of fifteen or twenty perſons : 
but they can make no juſte reporte, what is bycome of the reſt. 
Thus, leving for this tyme anny further to troble your xonnour, I 
pray God to contynew the ſame in helth and long lyfe, with moche 
encreaſe, From Diep, this xxꝭ daye of Octobre 1 562.

ſondry ſommes of monny towards the preparation, ſendyng and tranſ- gg 
portyng the ſayd army, as well from Porteſmooth as from Rye: it is I 
now accorded for more certenty, in what ſorte ye ſhall contynew —— 
payments of the ſayd armye; the which ſhall appeare unto yow in a 
booke herwith annexed, ſigned with our hands. And hir Majeſtie's orginal 
pleaſure i is, that for no reſpect any gretar wages ſhall be payd, than — 
is therin particularly conteyned; except ye ſhall herafter have ſpeciall cecit's 
warrant from hir Majeſty, or from us of her counſell. — 
2 Axd ye ſhall, as ſoone as ye arryve there, procure, that perfect 
muſters may be made of all manner of perſons ſerving there; ſo as

BASSADOUR'S BOOKE EXHIBITED TO MY LORDS OF THE 
COWNSELL. 4 


a. HE letters whiche he hath delyverid, as from the xinge his 
anſwer to maſter, aronely ſubſcribyd by the xinge. The rrenche kinge 
param ef doth very well to beleeve, thatit isnot to his hinderance, diſadvantage, 
: hurte, nor offence, that her Highneſſe hath ſente certeyn forces ynto 
my ; ? " Normandye; but rather that it is done for thoſe cawſes which wer de- 
orice. Clarid to Monſieur de Foix, th' E mbaſſadour, by ſuche of her nigh- 
From a copy Nefſe cownlell as of late went to him, to certifye him of her Highneſſe 
ee, Cre Meaning yn that behalfe. 

HER Highneſſe acknowledgith it to be trew, that nothing oughte 
to be kepte with greater ſtedfaſtneſſe and conſtancy, then faith and 
truthe; and that princes wordes oughte to be of more weighte, then 
all the obligations and othes of others. And therfor her nighneſſe 
hath greate cawſe to fynde ſtrange, that, ſtreight after and upon the 
treaty ſo ſolempnelye made and publiſhidde at Caſteau yn Cambreſis, 
Francis then polfyn, and ſhortlye after by his father's deathe K inge, 
ſo litle regardinge his faith, woorde, othe and promeſſe, didde preſume 
not onelye to uſurpe the name, tytle, and right of the crowne and 
EK inge of England, as well yn his wrytinges, as alſo by gyvinge the armes 
of England yn his ſale, and el ſwhere yn publyke places and try- 
umphes, by inſtigation of thoſe by whome he was then chieflye con- 
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ſelid and orderidde, but alſo afterward didde ſende greate forces yn- 
to Scotland (that way beinge the moſt commodyouſe for forayne ene- 
myes to invade this realme) to attempte and putte yn execution the 
unjuſt clayme and tytle, ſo by him openlye to the fight of the world 
uſurpidde. 

AND no leſſe cauſe her Highneſſe hath to fynde ſtrange, that wher- 
as after this ther was a treatye and certeyn agreements made and con- 
cludid at Edenborough by and betwixt commiſſioners having ſufficy- 
ent authorite and powre therunto from her Highneſſe, on the one ſyde, 
and certeyn other commiſſioners having lykewyſe ſufficyent and goode 
authorite and powre therto from the ſayd late King Francis the ſe- 
cond and the queene of Scottes his wyfe, on the other ſyde; by the 
which treatye emong other thinges it was agreede and covenantidde, 
that the ſayd treatye ſhuld be confyrmidde and ratifyed by the ſayd 
King Francis and queene of Scottes, withyn a certeyn daye theryn 
expreſſidde: and yet, notwithſtandinge the ſayd promeſſes and trea- 
tye, the ſayd King Francis beinge requyrid to ratifye the ſame (as he 
was bownde to do) refuſid to do it ; notwithſtandinge that the queene's 
Highneſle for her parte had alredy ratifyed it, and had delyverid it fo 
ratifyed to the chevalier de Seyres, then Embaſſadour heere reſident. 
The which treatye remaynith yet ſo unratifyed, not onelye by the 
ſayde King Francis, but alſo by the x ing that now is; whome it dothe 
concerne and touche, as well as it didde the ſayd K ing Francis. 

HR uUighneſſe wonderith no leſſe alſo, that wheras by the ſayde 
treatye of Caſteau in Cambreſis ther oughte no parte of the fortifica- 
tion- of Calais, or of eny other place withyn the marches thereof, to be 
diminsſhed, broken, or throwne downe by the Frenche; yet, notwith- 
ſtandinge the ſayd treatye, promeſſe and othe, the contrary is done. 
And lyke as her Highneſſe hath juſte cawſe to fynde theſe thinges 
ſtrange ; ſo hath the K inge her goode brother no juſte cawſe to laye 
to her Highneſſe charge eny breach of promeſſe, for ſendinge of theſe 
forces ynto Normandye, they being ſent thither for ſuch pourpoſes as 
have ben declarid to the ſayd ꝝmbaſſadour: and therfor ſhe ſhall not 
provoke Goppe's wrathe, doing theryn nothing agaynſt her pro- 
meſſe; but they who ſo meny wayes have broken promeſſes, wordes, 
and othes, and they by whoſe inſtigation and cownſell they have ſo 
ben broken, have juſt cawſe to feare GoppRꝰs wrath and ſevere pu- 
niſhement for theyr ſo doynge. 

Nox her nHighneſſe dothe not entende to deſſolve and forgo th'ami- 
tye and goode wille of the K inge her goode brother, nor to joyne her 
ſelf with eny ſubjectes diſobedient to theyr prince; but rather to de- 
fend and mayntayne ſomme of the king her goode brother's poore 
ſubjects and townes, threattnenidde to be cruelly robbid, ſpoylidde, 
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and murtheridde; as other to meny, to the ſight and knowledge of 
the world, have ben alredy, by ſuch as, having no regarde of theyr 
duetyes to the King and his lawes, have preſumidde not onelye to 
breake and diſobey ſuch lawes theymſelfes, but alſo to perſecute by 
all the moſt cruell meanes they cowde devyſe all thoſe who, as faithe- 
full and trew ſubjects, do obey the ſayd lawes; aſcrybing the name of 
rebelles to theym that obeye the lawes, which more juſtely ſhuld be 
aſcrybidde to theym that ſubverte and violate the lawes. Nor the de- 
fence of the k ing her goode brother's poore and wronfullye oppreſſid 
and perſecutid ſubjects, not onelye canne not diminiſhe her Highneſſe 
honor, nor eſtimation, but rather muſt greatlye encreaſſe and augment 
it, and deſerve, an other daye, when the K ing her goode brother ſhall 
with encreaſſe of yeres come to more knowledge of the ſtate of his 
affaires, greate thankes of him for it. And though Goppe ſometymes 
ſuffer his poore people to be afflitid: yet dothe he not ever therby 
witneſſe how much he is diſpleaſed with every thinge that they do, 
but rather oftentymes therby ſhewith how much he loveth. theym; ſee- 
ing that whome he lovith he chaſtiſeth. 

AND therfor the King her goode brother dothe well not to be- 
leeve, that her nighneſſe meanith to go backe from the ſyncere ami- 
tye and affection which ſhe hath always aſſuerid the ſayd Embaſſa- 
dour to beare towards him, nor that ſhe will forgette her othes and 
promeſſes, nor the quyetneſſe of herſelf and her ſubjects, no nor yet 
eny pleaſure receyvid by herſelte or eny of her aunceſters of eny other 
prince; lyke as alſo her Highneſſe's noble progenitour, King Henry 
the ſeventhe, didde not forgette the pleaſure ſhewid him by one of the 
King her good brother's predeceſſors, but gratefullye did remembre 
it, and ſundry wayes requyte it. And yet lyke as it wer unnaturallye 
done to ſhew himſelf unthankefull of a pleaſure receyvid; ſo is it not 
very commendable, neither to reproche a pleaſure ſhewid to his freende, 
nor yet with words to magnifye it and extolle it, to make it appeere 
to the world greater then it is yn deede. And therfor, how greate 
that pleaſure was, and how it ought to be regardid and eſtymydde, 
the Frenche wryters theymſelfes do declare: of the which the grav- 
iſt and beſt wryter ſayth thus yn effecte. He (meaninge King Hen- 
© rythe vii hada litle money of the K inge, andabowte 3000 menne 
taken up yn Normandy of the worſte that cowde be pyked owte. They 
paſſid over with him ynto Wales; wher his father yn law the Lorde 
** Standeley joynid himſelf with him, with 26000 Engliſhemeene: 
* who withyn three or four dayes after rencontrid with that cruel 
“King Richard, who was ſlayne yn the feelde.” Theſe ar that wry- 
ter's wordes yn effect. And yet for this ſuccour the ſayd k ing Hen- 
ry the vii was fayne to leave pleadges yn France, the Lord Mar- 
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quyſe Dorſet and an other noblemanne of England. And wheras the 
ſayd rrenche wryter ſayth, that King Henry the vii had abowte 
3000 Frenchmenne with him: our cronicles affirme, that when he 
embarkid at Harflew, he had yn Engliſhemenne (who wer yn greate 
nombre fledde unto him ynto France) yn Frenchemenne and all others 
but 2000 menne. And this ſuccour, ſuch as it was, was ſo longe ſew- 
id for, and delayed er it cowde be obteynidde, that all occafions to 
do eny goode yn that mater wer well nere loſte therby. 

WHER yn the ſayde wryting it is ſayde, that the K inge her goode 
brother doth thanke her Highneſſe of the goode wille ſhe ſhewith to 
beare to him, and yet requyrith her, if ſhe do love his amitye, that 
ſhe will ſurceaſſe from this entrepryſe, diſcharging herfelf and her ſub- 
jects from this care and coſtes: for as much as this requeſt is directlye 
contrary to the dewty and office of a prince, whoſe parte is, not one- 
lye by him ſelfe and his owne powre, but alſo by helpe of his freendes 
to defend and preſerve his ſubjectes from the violence and crueltye of 
ſuche as travayle by all the meanes they canne to oppreſſe and deſtroy 
theym (as it appeerith notoriouſly to the world, that certeyn greate 
menne go now abowte todo yn France ;) therfor it may well appeere, 
that this is not the goode yonge Kinge's requeſt, but rather theyrs who, 
having the King yn theyr handes, do cover and cloke theymſelfes with 


the Kinge's authorite, and abuſe his ſeale and powre, to the advance 


ment of theyr ungodly entrepryſes, tending to the greate weakening 
or rather ſubverſion of the King her goode brother's eſtate and his 
realme, and to the oppreſſion of his poore ſubjectes: which thinge 
every goode chriſtyan prince, and every goode neighbour is bounde to 
withſtande, as farre as yn him lyeth convenyently to do. 

AND her Highneſle hath not ſent forces ynto the King her goode 
brother's countrey to ſeaſe upon his townes and fortreſſes, but yn ſuch 
ſorte as hath ben declarid to the ſayd Embaſſadour; no nor yet a- 
gaynſt the Kinge's wille nor conſent ; ſeing that it hath ben done at 
the earneſt requeſt of theym that had the charge of thoſe townes by 
the King; who otherwyſe cowde not have defendid the ſayd townes, 
nor yeldid ſuch accompte of theym to the king theyr maiſter as they 
ar bownde to do, but by meanes of this ſuccour receyvid from her 
Highneſſe, Beſydes that dyvers of the chiefiſt of thoſe Lordes who 
have ben by the states apoyntid to be of the xinge's counſell not one- 
ly have had knowledge therof, but alſo have expreſſely conſentid and 
requyridde it to be done. | 

AND as for that goode princeſſe, the queene mother, who is pre- 
ſentlye yn the handes of theym that go abowte to ſubverte the ſtate 
of that realme, and therfore is not at her liberty to ſay nor to do what 
ſhe thinkith beſt to be done; it ſtandith with very goode reaſon, that 
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ſhe ſhulde chieflye have the overſight and orderinge of the perſon of 
the yonge King her ſonne, and with th'advyſe, cownſell, and conſent 
of thoſe princes and noblemenne who by the states togither aſſemblid 
wer apoyntid to affiſte her yn the greate affayres of the realme have 
th'adminiſtracion therof during the tender age of the Kinge her ſonne; 
whiche (as it is notoryouſelye knowen) ſhe now hath not, nor canne 
not have, for the diveſions and factions of ſumme noblemenne of 
France, who for to revenge theyr pryvate querelles ſearch, under and 
by th'autoryte of the K inge and queene mother, to oppreſſe theyr 
adverſaryes. | 

AND whether the Kinge of Spayne and the puke of Savoy have 
done as is conteynid yn this wryting or not, neither dothe her High- 
neſſe know, nor yet what pryvate cauſes may have movid theym to 
do as it is heere ſayde they have done: but well ſhe wotith, that her- 
ſelf hath done nothinge but that becomith a chriſtyan princeſſe and 
goode neighbour to do; offeringe not onelye dyvers tymes to travayle 
earneſtlye to pacifye theſe troubles and diſſenſions yn France, but al- 
ſo (ſeing the King is not yn cace nor yn place to requyre ſuccour him- 
ſelf) yn ſending this ſuccour thither, though not requyrid expreſſely 
by the King and the queene mother, being yn the handes of theym 
that ſeeke the ſubverſion of the realme, yet requyrid yn the Kinge's 
name by theym to whome the charge of thoſe places wer comittid 
to by the K inge. | h 

Ax p wher it is ſayde, that the Kk inge her goode brother, being ſtrong 
ynnough to reduce thoſe agayne to theyr duetyes that withowt cawſe 
and reaſon ar gone from his obedyence, hath no neede of ſuch ayde: 
wold Goppx, not that they who uſurpe and take upon theym unjuſtlye 
to abuſe the Kinge's authorite, but that the King himſelf yn deede 
wer able to do as is heere pretendidde; for then ſhuld lawes have ben 
obſeryid and kepte, and they that obey them, and ſtand for the mayn- 
tenance of theym, ſhuld not have ben fo cruelly perſecutidde, nor ſo 
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meny a thouſand have loſte theyr lyves therfore. But they who pre- 


ſume to breake and diſobey the lawes, and will rather ſubverte the 
ſtate of the realme then be obedyent to theym, ſhuld be refourmidde 
and reducidde to do theyr dutyes; and then yn deede ſhuld the 
King her goode brother have no neede of this ſuccour. 

AND whatſoever is pretendidde yn this wrytinge of the kinge's li- 
bertye is ſo notoriouſlye apparent to the world to be untrue, that it 
needith no other anſwer. For who knowith not, that not onelye the 
Kinge but lykewyſe the queene mother ar yn the danger of thoſe who 
by force, violence, and preſumpcion will needes abrogate an edicte 
made by th'advyſe of all the xinge's cownſell, judgidde moſt neceſ- 


fary to be obſervidde by a multitude of the wyſeſt headdes, beſt learn- 
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idde menne, and of greatiſt experience yn all the realine of France? 


Lette the world therfor judge, yn what liberty the King and the 
Queene mother ar, that ar yn the powre of theym that will rather de- 
ſtroye the moſte parte of all France, then ſubmitte theymſelfes to be 
obedyent to the lawes, with ſuch greate deliberation, by ſuch a greate 
nombre of wyſe menne, by the conſent of the hole cownſell made and 
eſtabliſhidde, and by the parliament of Paris enterynidde * and allow- 
idde. And ſeing the eſtates of France have apoyntide and namidde 
theym who ſhuld be of the Kinge's cownſell, and by whoſe advyſe his 
affaires ſhuld be directidde and orderidde during his minoritye: it ly- 
eth not yn thoſe menne yn whoſe danger the K ing is, by theyr au- 
thorite, withowte the conſent of the reſt, neither to alter eny not- 
able thinge yn the ſtate of the realme, and muche leſſe to depryve 
theother from the authorite grawntid theym by the eſtates ; ſeing that 
none of theym all canne clayme any authorite of governement yn the 
Kinge's minoryte, but onelye by vertu of the eſtates apoyntement. 

AND wher it is ſayde, that, by ſending this ſuccour ynto France, 
it may ſeeme that her Highneſſe ſhuld accuſe the K ing of Spayne and 
the puke of Savoy of unfaythefulneſſe and of treaſon towardes the 
rrenche King her goode brother: her Highneſſe ſaithe, that ſhe enten- 
dith to accuſe neither of the ſayd noble princes, neither of fawtes which 
they canne not committe agaynſt the Frenche king, being not his 
ſubjectes, nor of enye other. But her Highneſſe hath goode peace and 
amitye with theym bothe, and eſtymith and takith theym bothe for 
princes of greate wiſedome, vertue, and honor. And whatſoever they 
do yn this mater, for as much as her Highneſſe knowith not upon 
what growndes and conſyderacions they do it; her Highneſſe entendith 
not to judge one way or another of theyr doynges. But that which 
her nighneſle hath done and dothe heryn, is growndid upon ſuch 
reaſonable cawſes, that all indifferent menne muſt allow of it. 

As for the ſentence of rebellion extortidde of the parliament of 
Paris; [it] is ſo notoriouſlye voyde and of none effect, for dyvers reaſon- 
able cawſes allegidde yn a booke printidde yn France concerning that 
mater, that it is wonder, that mencyon was made of it heere yn this 
writtinge. And yet much more it is to be wonderid at, that it is heere 
ſo boldelye affirmidde, that that extortid judgment of the parliament 
hath ben allowidde of all kinges, potentates, common weales and 
princes : which all the world knowith notoryouſlye to be untrue, 
And wher it is ſayde, that, yn the monith of July, thoſe who ar re- 
portid to be the hinderars of the libertye of the king and queene 
mother retyrid owte of the campe &c. : it is wonder, that ſuch a try- 
fle ſhuld be alledgidde yn ſuch an erneſt mater; which may be very 
well comparid to the playe of the catte and the mowſe, Nor it ſeem- 
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ich not to be trew, that then ther wer ſuch conditions offerid by the 
eueene mother as ar mencyonidde yn this wrytinge: for her nighneſſe 
hath diligentlye enquyrid therof, and never cowde fynde that to be 
trew. And though it wer trew yn deede; yet, ſeing that th'autho- 
rits of the edicte ſo ſolempnelye made cowde not warrante theym, nor 
fave theym from the crueltye of theyr adverſaryes, was it lykelye, 
that the Queene mother's promeſſe cowde do it? This therfor neither 
proveth yn theym rebellion nor crueltye, and conſequentlye no breache 
of peace and amitye of the queene's nighneſſe with the Kinge her 
goode brother. 

As he that, forſeing that his enemy entendith to envade him, 
dothe prevente him, taking awaye the occaſions, and lettinge and ſtop- 
pinge the wayes and paſſaiges wherby th'ennemy ſhuld come to him; 
will eny body ſaye, but that he uſith defence; yea the beſt kinde of 
defence that canne be devyſidde? And wherabowte theſe greate ru- 
lers yn France now go is not kepte ſo ſecret, but that ſumme ynclinge 
hath ben herd of it. And as for the queen's Highneſſe; lyke as, per- 
happes, ſhe is entrid ynto France agaynſt the goode wille of the ſayde 
rulers; fo is ſhenot agaynſt the good will of the xinge, nor yet en- 
tridde ynto eny place by force, nor hath poſſeſſid eny places other- 
wyſe then yn ſuch forte as hath ben declarid to the ſayd Embaſſadour, 
nor hath her Highneſſe entrid ynto league with theym that have com- 
mittid felony againſt the K inge: and therfor is it vaynelye inferridde 
therof, that it is a very invaſion, &c. 

AND wher th' E mbaſſadour faith, that he is able to prove lawfully, 
that the queene's Highneſſe hath gyven the firſt occaſion of the ſpoy- 
linge and killinge of her ſubjectes yn dyvers partes of France, for the 
cawſes by him expreſſidde; the truthe is, that the ſayd cawſes prove 
nothing that which he pretendith: for neither was there eny ſuch 
generall arreſt of all rrenche ſhippes made; and though there had 
ben; yet might that have gyven ſome occaſion to arreſte our ſhippes 
likewyſe yn France, till it had appeerid, what had ben mente by 
th'arreſt of theyr ſhippes yn England. But to ſpoyle our ſhippes, and 
to empriſone and kille our menne, and that onelye upon pre- 
tenſe that they wer nuguenotz; that was playne hoſtilyte upon no 
reaſonable cawſe gyven by the qQueene's nighneſſe. And as for the 


other pretenſid cawſe, that the queene did gather menne of warre, and 


prepare ſhippinge to the ſea: yf that wer a ſuffycient reaſon why our 
menne ſhuld be ſpoylid and killid; then, whenſoever the Frenche do 
arme any menne or ſhippes, it ſhall be law full for us ſtreight to ſpoyle 
and kille all Frenchemenne which ſhuld be fownde yn this realme: 
or yf they of Flaunders did gather eny menne, and armiddeeny ſhippes 
to ſea; ſtreight we might lykewyſe ſet upon all theyr nacion, beinge 
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yn this realme, and ſpoyle and kille theym: which ſayenge hath no ap- 
parence nor color of reaſon at all. Nor, whatſoever th mbaſſadour 
faith, the Britons wer not ſo madde to do it upon that occaſion : for 
they are not ſo ſimple, but that they underſtand right well, that they 
who uſe to traffyke abrode yn dyvers countreyes might, by theyr owne 
example, upon lyke faynid pretenſes, be ſpoylid and ſlayne to; wher- 

of they wold not wittinglye and willingly gyve occaſion. And cer- 
teyn it is, that theſe oultrages wer done by the officers theymſelſes; 
for the common people hath no authorite to empriſonne menne. And 
although ſufficient complayntes have ben made hereof; yet ſhall it 
not be fownd, that as well ſhippes as wares have ben ſtreight reſtawr- 
idde, and the offenders puniſhid. And as for the judgement of the 
courte of parliaraent ; wherby th'tmbaſſadour pretendith that it ap- 
peerith ſufficyently, that it was not gyven for maters concerninge re- 
ligion, but for felonyes, rebellions, and treaſons ; it hath ben ſuffi- 
cyentlye ſhewid alredye, of what validitye and efficacy that judge- 
ment 1s. 

AND very true it is, that the duetye of a kinge i is to take heede, 
that thoſe whome Gop hathe committid unto him do lyve under the 
due ſervice and feare of Goppe ; and that he hath onely the right 
of the ſworde apoyntidde by GoppꝝE to defende the innocentes, and 
to puniſhe the offendors : and therefore it is the more to be lamentid 
and pytied, that certeyn greate menne of France, contrarye to theyr 
duty, have taken the K inge's ſworde owte of his hande, and ther- 
with have alredy ſlayne ſo meny a thouſand of his poore ſubjectes; 
nor yet ar wery thereof, but contynew yet ſtille yn ſo doinge, as thoughe 
the ſhedinge of the poore inocents bludde wer a finguler delyte ahd 
pleaſure unto theym. And yn ſuch a cace as this is, who can ſay, but 
that the parte of eny chriſtian prince and goode neighbour i is to * 
cour that prince ſo oppreſſid by his . ſubjectes? 
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but rather to preſerve him, and to ſee unto the ſaulfety of his ſub- ee 

jects, in ſoch ſorte as they maye bee in ſtate to ſerve him when he dat,

Iv. Hzz nighnes woold bee ſorrye, that ever yt ſhoulde be 
founde, that ſhe had broken anny promyſe, whatſoever examples ſhe 
hathe founde and ſeen of the contrary in others; being as carefull to 
kepe her woordde, as anny prynce lyving &c. a 
V. Hxx Highnes hath hitherto kept the treaty inviolablye, what- 
foever hath bene on th'other ſyde donne contrarelye ; and myndeth 
ſo to doe, whatſoever maye appere to yll enterpreters of other mean- 

She hathe ſhewed no kynde of hoſtillitye, neither ufed anny 
vyolence toward anny pece or ſubject of the xing's. If there have ben 
any ſubjects of hers that have doon any thing too the contrary, itt 
hath ben without commiſſion. Onely ſhe hathe receyved a towne 
peaſcablye, which quyettlye was delivered into her handes. The 
meanes uſed in the receipte therof can importe no breache of treatye; 
and th'ende ſhall declare, nothing to have bene ment therin, but the 
King's ſuretye, the preſervation of his ſubjects, and her owne defence. 
And touching Goppe ; fo farre ys ſhee from the provoking willing- 
lye of his wrathe, as his quarrell hathe bene one of the greate occa- 
ſyons of her entrepryſe. 1 

VI. HR majeſtic maketh accoumpte of the k ing as her beſt be- 
loved brother; from whome ſhe meanneth in no ſorte to disjoyne her 
ſelfe, albeyt ſhe have good cawte to myſlike and doubte alſo ſome of 
his bloody gouvrenours : whoſe mallyce tending to her ruyne, being 
fo well knowen, forceth her by all good meanes to forſee th'execu- 
tion therof. And whatſoever hath of late bene donne by her, by ſend- 
ing over of men or otherwiſe, hath bene, as ys before ſaide, for the 
King's ſervice, and her owne ſuerty and defence: wherby ſhe truſt- 
eth (whatſoever ys alleaged to the contrarye) to gayne ſoch honnour 
and reputation of the world, as her good meaning doth deſerve ; not 
intending in anny caſe to maynteyn rebellion, albeyt ſhe wold be 
gladde, that GopDpe's cawſe mought prevayle againſt a nombre of ſoch 
as goo abought to oppreſſe the ſame. 

VII. TH'tprecr ys allredye aunſwerd. And touching King Hen- 
ry the vii; albeit ſhe ys not fo well learned, as to knowe what 
commodety he hadd owte of Fraunce (having hadd, as ſhe hath

which hath bene well ſhewed to the crowne of Fraunnce by her 


father eſpecially, as well in the rawnſoming of king Frauncis and his 


children, as by the falling owte at that tyme with the beſt frendes 
he hadde for the weale of Fraunce; which the truſteth ys not there 


forgotten, The lyke affeccion wherof ſhe myndeth to contynewe ; as 


ſhall well appere in tyme and place.

XI. Tw'occasyoNs of her entrepryſe bee for her one hee 
the ſuretye of the k ing, the preſervacion of his people, and the mayn- 
tennance of Gopp's glorye. Which cawſes ſhe taketh to be ſb ſuf- 
fycient, as ſhe maye not alter anny parte of the ſaide entrepryſe; but 
contynewe the ſame, untill ſoch tyme as yt maye pleaſe GoB to 
make the King her good brother hable to bee his owtie gouvernour. 

XII. Her kighnes hathe uſed no kinde of force or hoſtillitye:

And 
albeyt ſhe were not required thus to doo by the Queen mother, nor 
yet by the King of Navarre (whoſe ſmall aucthorety in the gouvren- 
ment is well knowen); yet was ſhe required fo to doo by ſoch as by 
the states were ordeyned to bee aboughts the King's perſonne, in the 
nombre of his chief counſaylours. 

XIII. Or other prynces doings ſhe is not inquiſityfe: yt ſuffyſeth 
her, that her owne doings bee grownded upon a clere conſeyence, 
and on an unfayned good meaning to the King and to his ſubjeets. 
Treweth yt is, ſhe never by expreſſe wordes made to the King offer 
of ayde with anny force: and the more is her doing at this preſent to 
bee well taken, — ſeing ſoch abought the king as ſhew ſo many 
open examples of yl meaning to him and to his ſubjects, ſhe hath em- 
ployed her forces for the ſtaying of them in good and q ſorts;

In the meane tyme ſhe prayeth all good men to expownde her doings 
in the beſt parte; and to beare with her, yf ſhe have embraced fo 


good an occaſion offred her of her owne ſuretye, wherby ſhe maye 


bee the better hable to brydle the mallyce borne unto her by the auc- 
thours of all theſe tragedyes, 

XXXIV. THE moſt parte named in the lettre are IR un- 
knowen, nether have they ben hardde of by any of us: ſo as itt is 
is uttrely thowght they never came here. Summe indede whoſe names 
ar comprehended in the ſayde lettre have ben hardde of; but what 
is now becom of them, itt is nott knowen. If they may be hardd of, 
and that itt may appere, they have ment expreſſely ill to the King's 
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parſone ; conſideration ſhall be hadd of them, as the wordds of the 
treatye doo require. Butt if itt doo appere, the quarrell doth touch 
other inferiour parſons, for the mayntenance of whoſe glory the King's 
name may be abuſed ; the exchewing of whoſe furye and perſecu- 
tion have dryven the parties hither, or for conſciens ſake ar retired 
hither : lyke as the treatye in thoſe caces doth not bynde ; ſo is [it] 
not ment, they ſhall be deliverid, as itt were, too the boucherye, for 
the ſatisfaction of ſuch as delight ſo much in bloodde.

YTHE a ſowrowfull hart I do advertyſe yow, that Rowen is Mr vaugtun 
loſt. Vt was taken on mondaye laſt, at the third aſſaulte. At the 7 #55 
ſeconde aſſaulte mr Leighton with his company, after they wer entred, _ _ 

enforced them oute ageyn. Vf there had byn but thre hondreth men xNewtares. 
that had ſtode to hyt as he dyd, hyt had not byn won; as the countye 280 1563. 
of Moungombery hymſelfe declareth, whoe is come hyther with the a : « » 
galey that caryed hym thether. He hathe broughte with hym ten O. 
10 or twelve chieſts with his bagaige, fortie or fiftie ſouldyars; and hath From tbe 
lefte behinde hym his wief and children, to be vyolated by th enymye: 
and therfor I ſuſpecte ſome practyſe by hym. For he ſayeth, th'or- 
der of th'aſſaulte was, at firſt eight hundred; which were repulſed : 
eight hundred mor to backe theym; which entred, and wer repulſed 
by th'Englyſhmen: four hundred more to realeve them; and ſo en- 
tred. The market being furnyſhed with two thouſand men never 
attempted to releve th Englyſnmen; but, upon the ſighte of th'entry, 
ran awaye. But howe ſoever hyt was won; he is worthye of ſmale 
commendacions, A man, of that coraige and preſentation, to ſteale 
20 awaye, leavinge his wyef and children behinde hym! He ſaieth, 
beinge on the ryver in his galley, he ſaw mr Leighton paſſe the bridge 
with his enſeign diſplayed, accompanied with three or four ſcore 
Englyſh and Frenche : fo that, yf he coulde recover the woodes, by 
God's grace he ſhall recover this towne. We have ſent oute fix 
botes, to attend th'other ſhore for his companye. Hyt is poſſyble, he 
maye recover the brygandyn or. pynas, and fo ſet hymſelfe on this 
ſhore, above the ſtreight ; and ſo, with gopd guydes, come thorow 
the woodes, I am in great dowpte of mr Kyllygrey, for that he laye 
in his bed hurte: and ſome that cam with the company ſayeth, that 
the puke of Guize cawſed to proclayme before th' aſſaulte, that no 
man ſhoulde fawle to eny ſpoyle, before execution of man, woman, 
and chylde. One of the flanks was blowen up with the mynde: 
which they within the towne knew not of, before hit was don. Theſe 
be ſequells of warr, and to be excepted as matter offred us of Gop 
for tryall of our feythe towards him. 
AND nowe ys Deape and this towne to be provyded for in tyme. 
Ther is no dowpt, upon this coraige, they will followe their victory. 
The ſtate of Deape I knowe not: and therfor I can gyve none advice 
for yt, other then to be carfull for hyt; which neverthelefle I am 
40 ſhower ye will, withoute my remembraunce. For' this towne yt 
ſhal be neadfull to have three thouſand ſouldyars complet, tyll the 
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fortyfycation be better perfected: which is ſuffycyent to keape yt. 

Thoughe they were all at peace to morowe; hyt ſhal be neadfull to 
have four hundred labourers, for theſe purpoſes mencyoned in my 
former lettres: wherof I have taken up alredy about one hondreth, of 


| Ga Idyars dyſchardged as unable men; and ] have ſo layed the paſſaige, 


that none can paſſe, being dyſchardged, but ſuche as by ſicknes ſhal be 
thought mete to paſſe. So that althoughe they be not prefently, upon 
their diſchardge from their captaines, diſchardged by them alſo in the 
comptrollment ; yet, upon the fyndinge of them at their paſſaige, exa- 
myning their diſchardge from their captenes, they be accordingly diſ- 10 
chardged in the comptrollment. So that I thinke yt beſt, in ſtede of 
ſuche labourers as yow woulde ſende, for the eaſe of the countrey and 
the quene's Majeſtie's chardge, yow will cawſe to be taken up by the 
drombe in London three or four hundred ſouldyars, to be brought hy- 
ther, under the conducte of ſuche as ſhal be thoughte mete, to be 
delyvered unto the captenes here for the ſupplye of their bandes, in 
place of ſuche as ſhal be taken from them mete for the works. And 
thoughe ſo many ſouldyars cannot be had at one tyme to com togy- 
thers; they may be ſent awaye by hondreths, as they be taken. For 
theſe that be appoynted to the works, I have appoynted a clarke alſo 20 
to overſe them: ſo that I do not [doubt, ] but the quene ſhall other 
have her works don, or ſave her money; for, yt yow order hyt 
not otherwyſe, Mr Threaſourer and I will paye them by powell: and 

ſo I meane for thoſe laborers under the Lieutenant of th'ordynaunce. 

I have alſo taken fifty or three ſcore boyes; to whom I gyve five 
pence a daye: they cary baſkets, and dothe as muche ſervice as the 
labourers.

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Tur wrytyng delyvered by the rrench Embaſlador conteneth {6 
many thyngs, that, if every article ſhuld be ſeverally anſwered, it 


| wold require a long wrytyng ; and the gretar part of the matters, ether 


fo light, or ſo manifeſtly miſconceyved, or, at the leſt, wreſted by the 
Embaſſador, that on the one part, for lightnes, it is not agreable 
with the condition of hir Majeſty to make therto any anſwers. And 
for the miſconceyving, or wreſtyng of certen matters by the Embaſſa- 
dor; hir Majeſty, in favor of the perſon of the Embaſſador, will for- 
beare to detect hym therin: having in dede lyke compaſſion of hym 
at this tyme, as ſhe hath of thoſe uppon whom, next to the Kyng 
his maſter, he hath depended ; in that it is apparant, that the vio- 
tence of thoſe which have by force extorted to themſelves the go- 
vernment of the x yng and his mother doth alſo extend even hyther, 
to ſtrayne the Embaxador to ſpend his ſpeche and wytt in defence of 
them whom both hymſelf and all other indifferent perſons manifeſt- 
ly ſeeth the authors and contynuers of all theſe troobles. And therfor 
if hir Majeſty ſhuld fo anſwer this wrytyng as the tyme and the order 
of the matter requireth; it might be ſayd very trewly, that, ſeing the 
Kyng and his mother ar manifeſtly drawen by the Howſs of Guile to 
ſerve there appetites, in deſtroyeng onely of ſuch as the ſayd Howſs 
of Guiſe doth hate, and covett to be ruyned, and that nothyng is 
doone in the name of the kyng or his mother, or of the kyng of Na- 
varr, but that onely which ſerveth to ruyne and overthrow thoſe the 
Kyng's good, faythfull ſubjects whom the Howſs of Guile privately 
hateth, and of long tyme hath manifeſtly ſought to deſtroye, this meſ- 
ſadg and wrytyng alſo of the Embaxador ryſeth out of the ſayd ſpryng; 
and ſo may be well ſayd to be a ſpeche uſed in the Kyng's name to 
fortefye the privat quarrel of the ſayd Guiſees. 

AND that this anſwer cam not from the french kyng, but was de- 
viſed by the Embaxador (as it ſemeth) to avoyde diſpleaſur of the 
Guiſees, it may manifeſtly appere by the tyme of the utterance therof. 
For in the wrytyng it is mentioned, that this is the anſwer to the 
meſſadg gyven hym by twoo of hir Majeſtie's counſell, JThon Maſon 
and Mr Wotton, and a booke printed in hir Majeſty's name conteyn- 
ing the reaſons declared to hym by the ſayd two conſellors, which was 
about the x111 of this month: and uppon the xv11 he required to 
come to utter this his declaration; and ſo he did utter it the x1x. 
Wheruppon may be well gathered, that all ſuch matter as is uttered 
for anſwer to the thyngs ſpoken to hym by the ſayd counſellors, or to 
the printed wrytyng, which was not publiſhed before the ſayd x1111, 
cold not come to hym by any direction from the rrench xyng; but 
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ſerve there privat tornes: and in this hir Majeſty more piteeth the ſayd 
ꝝmbaxador, than blameth hym, Nevertheleſs, becauſe the ſayd per- 
ſons, now rulyng in France, and abuſyng the Kyng's name, both 
at home, and here by his Embaſlador, ſhall not take occaſion to de- 
prave hir Majeſtie's dedes ; hir Majeſty, being as yet not fully reco- 
vered, hath gyven command to hir counſell to anſwer the ſayd xm- 
baxador as followeth. 

THe ſubſtance of the Embaxador's wrytyng conteneth principally 
three matters: the firſt, a complaynct, that hir majeſty, contrary to pro- 
miſſces and the treatyes, hath entred per force into France with men 
of warr: the ſecond, a requeſt to withdraw them : the third, a pro- 
miſs to interprete all thyngs paſt to the beſt; with a requeſt to have, 
accordyng to the Kyng's lettres, delyvered into the hands of the Em- 
baxador certen perſons, which both ar come and ſhall come, to be 
by hym ſent into France, to ſuffer accordyng to there offence. Other 
particular ſpechees ther be, but ether not worth any anſwer, or els 
tendyng to theſe poynts. 

To the firſt: it is manifeſt, that hir Majeſty ſent no manner of 
perſons to enter by force into any port of the Kyng's; but ſuch as did 
entre wer deſyred to enter, to preſerve them, being the French xyng's 
trew ſubjects, from the tyranny onely of them of Guiſe and there ad- 
herents. As for brekyng of promiſs or treatye; hir Majeſty is well 
aſſured, that by hir doings, tendyng onely to withſtand the aſpyryng 
of them of Guiſe, hir profeſſed ennemyes, to the tyranny of France, 
ſhe nether breketh promiſs nor treaty. And if it ſhall come in que- 
ſtion, whyther the treaty made at Caſteau in Cambreſy be broken or 
no; lett them of Guiſe not ſtopp there eares, whan all thoſe acts com- 
mitted by x yng Franciſce whan he was polphyn, and his wiffe the 
Quene of Scotts, and ſo contynewed by hym being Kyng and his wiffe 
alſo, ageynſt the quene's Majeſty her title and crowne of England, 
ſhall be remembred to them: which acts wer onely deviſed and ſett 
furth by meanes of them, having than the ſyngular ſuperiority over 
the xyng, without the Quene mother or the x yng of Navarr; whoſe 
names now they have uſed of late to collor theſe preſent violencees. 
But it is ſuperfluooſe to renew theſe matters, being notoriooſe to the 
whole world; and fo by hir Majeſty committed to ſilence and cover- 
ed, with an erneſt intent of frendſhipp ſpecially towards the quene of 
Scotts there nece, and not alltogither unfructfull towards them, that 
if hir Majeſty wer not of neceflite compelled to utter thus much for ju- 
ſtification of hir doings, ſhe wold gladly forbeare the ſame. 

WHERFoR to conclude in breef that which hir majeſty wold to 
be knowen, both to the french Kkyng hir good brother and to them 
of Guiſe, to be hir mynd : ſhe meaneth by all good meanes that ſhe 
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maye, and ſpecially by the help of ſuch ſmall nomber of hir ſubjects 
as be quyetly entred into Normandy, to preſerve the perſons of the 
Kyng, his mother, his brethern, and all perfons of the blood, as farr 
furth as ſhe can, from violence of any manner of perſon; and to help 
alſo, that his townes may be preſerved from ſackyng and ruyne, and 
that none of his ſubjects be ſlayne, murdered, or ſpoyled, as it is ſene 
that they of Guiſe and there adherents have now theſe manny months 
moſt piteefully doone ; therby deminiſhyng no ſmall nomber of the 
rrench kyng's ſubjects, by ſheddyng of more blood in France within 
theis fix months for there privat quarrel, than was ſpent in France by 
eſtymation theſe manny yeres. And allthough they cauſe the x yng 
and his mother, with the K ing of Navarr, to publiſh theſe whom they 
privatly hate to be offendors ageynſt the Kyng, and will not have 
there malice nor privat quarrells beare the blame: yet hath there be- 
gynnings and procedings bene ſo manifeſt, and the whole procedyngs of 
the other part, whom they terme rebells, that all the world abrode 
ſeeth, that the whole ſcope of all theſe troobles is to overthrow thoſe 
that wold not permitt them of Guiſe to breake the ordonnancees of 
the realme at there will and pleaſure, and to attayne to the ſyngular 
rule in France, removing the qQuene mother and the princees of the 
bloode, as they did in kyng Frangoiſs tyme; at which tyme they 
had no more right by the lawes of France, than they now have. 
AND, to make it ſo manifeſt as it can receave no contrary anſwer, 
lett it be conſidered, on whoſe part the violence began, or on whoſe 
part it hath contynewed ; and therby ſhall it appeare, in whom the 
fault was, is, and yet will be, if quietnes follow not. It is notoriooſe, 
that on the part of them of Guile the force began, and they allweiſe 
have perſequuted the other part with force. The other part hath bene 
ſene manifeſtly to uſe no violence, but onely to defend themſelves : 
and ſo may appeare by kepyng of Lyons, Orleance, Burgeſs, Roone, 
and all ſuch others ; into which townes was never denyed the acceſs 
or entry of the French x yng, nor any of his blood; onely hath bene 
denyed the acceſs of them of Guiſe and there adherents, being in 
armes and threatning the ſubverſion, If alſo it come in conſideration, 
what hath bene doone betwixt theſe two partes in the controverſy for 
relligion ; it is manifeſt, that no perſon did ever moleſt or annoye 
them of Guile, or any other of there adherents, for obſerving of that 
manner in relligion which they doo avow : ſo as they might doo ther- 
in accordyng to there owne wills. But on the other ſyde, no per- 
ſon cold be ſuffred, though order and law permitted, to uſe any 
kynd of relligion contrary to the mynd of them of Guiſe; but by 
fyre, ſword, water, or other dethe, they wer perſequuted. If 
this manner of dealyng be well or indifferently wayed ; who can 
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but faye, that they of Guiſe wer and be the principall cauſees of theſe 
troobles ? | 

AND herunto doth hir majeſty adjoyne that which cauſeth hir to be 
a party herin: not to help any ſubject of the rrench x yng's; to whom 
indifferently, in that they be his ſubjects, ſhe wiſheth; as ſhe wold, 
that the French Kyng ſhuld doo to hers: but theſe of Guiſe whan 
they had the rule of France gave to manny cauſees, yea ſo weighty 
and urgent, as indede hir Majeſty, for hir owne intereſt, may not per- 
mitt them by hir negligence to come to that power wherwith they 
maye ageyne annoye her and hir crowne, as they than intended, and 
ſence that tyme have gyven juſt cauſe to contynew the dout of them. 
And therfor hir Majeſty in this part concludeth that ſhe meaneth to 
preſerve with the French &yng : to ayde hym and his ſubjects from 
violence of any that will offend them. She meaneth to ayde no rebell 
nor diſobedient perſon, to gyve no example nor corradg to any other 
princee's ſubjects to rebell : but, fynally, meaneth, and will ſeke, 
that peace may contynew betwixt hir Majeſty and the Kyng hir good 
brother; that he maye rule all his ſubjects indifferently ; and that the 
princees of the bloode maye have there placees dew to them; and that 
they of Guiſe may lyve as becommeth them, being ſubjects to the 
crowne of France, without ſekyng wayes to invade any intereſt of the 
qQuene's Majeſty, as they have doone: and to theis good ends, hir 
Majeſty offreth hirſelf to be redy to doo any thyng that in reaſon can 
be demanded, 

As to the ſecond, for the revocation of hir ſubjects out of Nor- 
mandy: conſideryng the going of them thyther hath bene, nother 
with force to enter, nor to uſe force, but as well to preſerve the rrench 
Kyng, as to withſtand the enterpriſes of hir Majeſtie's knowne enne- 
myes; hir Majeſty ſeeth no reaſon to revok them, untill both the 
French kyng and his contry be in quiet, and hir Majeſty provided of 
ſome more ſuerty ageynſt theſe enterpriſees of them whom ſhe hath 
ſo great cauſe to dout. And where the Embaxador, in not allowyng 
this manner of defence of hir Majeſty ageynſt hir ennemyes, doth ſeme 
to allow hir preparations at home in hir owne contry: hir Majeſty, 
for hir owne defence, is not to be taught what is beſt for hir by them 
which ſpeke on hir ennemyes behalf; for the thynketh ſuerly, hir 
ennemyes cold wiſh and wold allow that manner of defence; to be 
onely redy at home, and to be ſo improvident as to abyde the com- 
ming of them, rather than to empeche them that they come not. 

THe third, which is a promiſs to interprete all thyngs well, and 
to demand the delyvery of dyvers of the french x yng's ſubjects, na- 
med in his lettres, is to be anſwered; that hir majeſty truſteth to gyve 
no occaſion but that all her doyngs ſhall in the end appere ſuch, as 
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ſhall not onely deſerve good interpretation, but alſo good thanks of the 
French xyng and the quene his mother. And for the delyvery of cer- 


ten French named in the kyng's lettres; trew it is, that hir Majeſty 
never herd of the more part of any ſuch perſons; nother knoweth of 
any ſuch, ether to have bene, or have bene in this realme: but, 
for one or twoo of them, her Majeſty hath hard, that ſuch manner 
of perſons ſhuld have repayred into this realme, fleing for the feare 
they had to be perſequuted for there conſcience by the puke of Guiſe, 
and deſyred onely to remayn here untill the troobles of France might 
be ended. And of any thyng intended ageynſt the xyng or the ſtate 
of that realme hir majeſty never herd by any manner of meanes; but, 


as it hath bene reported to hir Majeſty, they have ſhewed themſelves 


moſt de ſyrooſs, that the x yng there ſoverayn might be at good liberty 
from the tyranny of the nowſs of Guiſe. So as, untill that by the 
Embaxador it hath bene mentioned, that they ſhuld be ſo rebells * * *

THE MANER OF THE UTTRING THE QUEENE'S MAJESTIE'S 
ANSWER TO THE FRENCH AMBSASSADOR, UPON HIS DE- 
CLARATIONS AND REQUESTS. 


Preſent the Lord xeeper of the great ſeale, th'zarle of Pembroke, ur comptroller, sir 
William Petre, sir Richard Sakeville, sir John Maſon, sir Ambroſe Cave. 


HE queene's Majeſte having reſolvid upon anſwer devyſid to The manner

be made to the Frenche Ambaſſadour's declarations and re- „. qu. 


' queſts, appointid the ſame to be declarid unto him thurſdaye the xx ix Anf to 


the French 


of Octobre by ſuch of her Majeſtie's privey counſell as wer that daye ambanzor, 
at London at dyner with the new Mayour in the Guyldhall together *, Rel, 
with the ſaid ambaſſadour. Where, after dyner, being retyrid into a 2998-1562. 
counſell chambre, sir John Maſon, in the name of the reſt told the Prax 
faid Embaſſadour, that her Majeſtie's late ſycknes and contynuance ***'<* 
therof by accident (wherof th' ambaſſadour was not ignorant) had coma 
ben the cauſe of the lenger ſtaye of anſwer to his negociation, but had See. Cel. 
then appointid it to be uttrid and redde to him there; with other 
good words for the ſatisfaction of the ſaid ambaſſadour. 

Bur before th'anſwer was begonne to be redde, th' ambaſſadour 
ſaid, that the charge gyven unto him by the King his maſter in 
this matter was to have dealt with the queene's Majeſtie therin, 
and not with her counſell: but wayeng her Majeſtie's eſtate of ſick- 
nes, with the tyme therof; and for that the mater requyrid ſpeedy 
conſideration; he thought it meete to communicate the fame to her 
Majeſtie's privy conſell, and therfore deliverid unto theim aſwell the 
King his maſter's lettre for his creance, and conteyning other ſpeciall 
mater, as alſo his whole mater in wryting. For correſpondency 
wherof he requyrid, that her Majeſtie wold gyve him lettres to his 
maſter of full anſwer to his; and alſo that he might have the copye 
of her Majeſtie's anſwer, for that he wold not truſt his memory to 
beare away the whole mater upon reading ; and the rather, for that 
he had fo begonne in delyvering his unto theim. 

THEN was th'anſwer readde unto him. And upon heering of the 
firſt parte he faid, that his writing in that point was not anſwerid ; 
for the ſame conteynid to know her Majeſtie's meaninge by ſending 
of men and forcees into the King his maſter's ports and townes, with 
a requeſt from him, that ſhe wolde withdraw the ſame from thence: 
and that, becauſe it might appecre, that he had full authorite and 
commiſſion from the King his maſter to proceede as he hath done, 
and to requyre theſe things, he cowde there ſhew the ſame ſigned by 
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the king, the queene mother, and by the chief of his cownſell; 
wherby he was ſo certeinly inſtructid, and every waye that her Ma- 
jeſtie might take ſo well forſeene, that, how ſo ever things ſhuld fall 
owt, he had his leſſon readye writen unto him how to proceede ther- 
upon: and that, now things having chauncid as was indeede miſtru tid, 
he had ſpeciall charge and order to proceede in that point as he hach 
done: and that though Mr Maſon and mr Wotton wer the firſt that 
told him of the landing of the forcees; yet was he as fully directid 
therin, as if the landing had happenid before the King's depeche un- 
to him. 

HaviNnG heard the whole anſwer, being ſomwhat paſſionate (for 
that the ſame ſucceedid not as he deſyred) he requeſtid to have the co- 
pye therof; for that the ſame being of ſome lengthe, and his memo- 
rye ſhorte, he wolde be gladde to make as true and good accompt to 
the k ing his maſter of this her Majeſtic's anſwer by wryting, as he had 
done heere of his maſter's mynde by delyvering in wryting his decla- 
rations and requeſts ſigned with his the Ambaſſadour's awn hande 
adding, that it hath ben of cuſtume uſid fo to do. 

WHERUNTo was anſwerid by the cownſell to th'effectof the mat- 
ter conteynid in the firſt parte, with good reaſons to fortifye the ſame; 
and truſting, that her Majeſtie's new Ambaſſadour in France (if he 
be hearde) hathe, er this, wholely anſwerid and fatisfyed the K ing 
upon all this mater: and to the reſt ſaid, that neyther did they uſe to 
delyver any anſwer by wryting, nor that he cowde challenge it as a 
couſtume, neither that they had charge from her Majeſtie fo to dely- 
ver it at that tyme; but that, for his better remembraunce therof, he 
ſhulde either heere it againe, or reede it himſelf if he wolde: which 
he refuſid to do. And where he alledged, that he delyverid his mater 
in writing, and therfore looked ſo to have th'anſwer: it was faid, 
that he of himſelf delyverid his, being never requyrid therunto; and 
that her Majeſtic was not in that reſpec tyed to gyve her anſwer in 
writing. 

In this point the ſaid ambaſſadour taryed very long, with manye 
earneſt and paſſionate ſpeeches. And ſo concluding, deſyred the coun- 
{ell (in that they had no charge to graunt him his requeſt) to be a 
meanes for him to her Majeſtic, that it wold pleaſe her, aſwell to an- 
{wer directly to the contents of the King his Maſter's lettre by hers, 
as alſo that he th Ambaſſadour might have the copye of this her Ma- 
jeſtie's anſwer, to be by him ſent to the k ing his maſter; from whome 
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To MR SECRETARY CECILL. 
W1TH $PEED. 


IR, ſince Gop hath ſuffred his people in ſight to be overthrow-

good token of hope, that may be occaſione to defeat the uſurpers ; 
and no remedy for our parts, but to ſtyck to that is begonne, and to **** 
fortefye yt with all ſtrength and pollycye that may be. I pray Gop 
ſende yow your health, and ſpedyly hether; for no tyme is nowe to 
to be loſt. 

For your 4 matters: as firſt for Knyſton's lands; her Maje- 
ſtie ſayth, that ſhe oweth yow a better torne, than the ten years pur- 
chace of ſo much land, which ſhe perceaveth yow ar offred for yt : 
and for that matter; as ye lyſt, yt wyl be. She wylled me to co- 
mend her to yow, ſaving her quarrell for all your wach and your ward. 
For the other matter, touching the bargaine of letters patents ; ſhe 
knowith not by the wrytings what yt ſhuld be: but ſhe lyketh 
well the offer, and meaneth to make profe, yf yt appere ſo clear with- 
owt her detryment ; and wyll take order for yt at your comyng. 

I nave ſomwhat prepared the way with her, touching this great 
loſs at Roan, in this ſort : ſaing, ther was a bruyt com, that ther 
was lately a tyrrible aſſault geven to yt, in ſuch ſort as yt was great- 
ly dowbted the loſs therof. I pityed withall, yf yt ſhuld be ſo, the 
ſcant credytt and lytle regard was had at the begining, whan yt might 
have ſafely bin defended, as yt was often plainly declared. I per- 
ceave by her a mervelous remorce, that ſhe had not dealt more frank- 
ly for yt; and [ſhe] ſomewhat wold have ſemed to blame Poynings, that 
wold venter to ſend 200, and wolde not ſend a greater nomber : ſa- 
ing, his blame had bin as much for 200, as for a 1000; repentyng 
the want of ayde very much, and wold neds now ſend forthwith to 
help them ; for as yet ſhe knoweth not the loſs of yt.

To THE RIGHTE HONORABLESYR WILLIAM CECILL KNIGHTE, 
THE QUENE S MAJESTIE'S PRINCIPALL SECRETARIE, 


Sir Nicholas GYR, I have receaved youre letter of the xi of Octobre the x1x of 
Throne: the ſame; and do therby perceave my infelicite, ſince my doinges 
cc · here be neither gratfull there nor here. I am to thanke yowe for youre 
From Or- good affection and redines to repayre my diſgrace with her majeſte ; 
=, whiche groweth, I do perceave, by my preciſnes, and by my tarieng 
08-15% at Orleans, I do fynde, I am not ſo happie as ſomme that have ſery- 
ten ed, as well owre owne princes as ſtrangers, when thinges have not 
rom me ſo proſperouſlye ſucceded thorowe theire handes, as her Majeſtie's af- 
original, fayres have done which hath paſſed my handelinge. Well, I thanke 
Gop of it ; and wyll by his healpe thus make my profite of this ca- 
ſuall grace: that is to ſaye, I wyll depend more uppon him and his 
wyll, then I have done; and bequethe he proſperites of the court to 
thoſe whiche be borne under @ more favorable aſpect, then I am. I 
am not aſhamed to excuſe my ſealfe by feare ; nor affearde to ſaye, 
that I do not ſhape me a feare uppon my fingers endes, to make me 
to tarye here as I do: for, what intelligence ſoever other folkes boaſt 
of, and howeſomever my danger is extenuate, I am well able to advowe 
what I have written to be trewe by muche better, greater, and more 
credible aucthoritè, then 1on/reur de Foix, or all your hoſtages, or anye 
other intelligence gyven yowe from hence. I wowlde ſpeake in good 
tearmes, whan I do ſpeake of an Ambaſſadeur: but I cannot forbeare 
to ſaye, that he, nonfieur de Foix, hathe made of me and my doinges 
to the Quene's Majeſtie two or three favourable reports; as (her Majeſ- 
tie not offended) I wyll tell him whan I do comme into Englande, and 
have mo honourable, more honeſt, and mo true men to juſtifie me 
of hys owne nation, then he can fynde to juſtifie his ſayenges. And 
amongeſt others hys ſurmiſes, thys is not the leaſte: that he hath en- 
formed her majeſtic, that I was wyllingly and of ſett purpoſe taken 
by the Admirall at Chatteaudune ; Wheare he dothe ſaye I losſte no- 

thinge, If he hadd losſte as muche, it wowlde greave him greatly. 
THus 
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Tuus, syr, yowe maye ſee, whilſt I breake forthe my color, 1 
do forgett to tell yowe of matters which be of more conſequence, then 
the caſes which do towche me particularlie : but I may the better 
omitt them, becauſe yowe ſhall perceive them by my lettres to the 
quene's Majeſtie. And, amongſt other matters, thys is not the leaſte: 
that in anye wyſe onſieur de Briquemore and de la Haye be there well 
uſed and intreated; and that the matter be fo handled, as they maye 
advertiſe the prince of Conde and the Admirall of her Majeſtie's good 
devotion to them and to theyre cauſes. Remembre, I praye yowe, 
what I have written to her Majeſtie concernynge the ſpedy renforcing 
your men on this fide with good nombres, and that the ſame may be in 
good eguippage. The reaſons yowe ſhall perceyve by my lettre to her 
Majeſtie. If my hope and other folkes expectation be not over muche 
beguyled; I thinke, I can not departe from wheare I am, untyll 
the Prince of Conde do procure me either the xing's paſſeport, or make 
me open paſſage; which is thowghte wyll not be longe to, before he 
prove able to do greater thinges then that. 

SYR, it ſhall be verie convenient, that yowe take ſuche ordre, 
as th'Engliſhemen which be on thys ſyde maye be entertayned in 
ſoomme ordre and forme of religion; and therfore mete, that at New- 
haven, Diepe, and Roan, there be ſent over ſoome preachers and 
miniſters, to retayne the people in the feare of God, and to exerſiſe 
them in chriſtian exerſiſe. I have remembred ir Ormeſbey by one or 
twoo meſſages to remembre yowe herof. Beſydes th'offence to God 
for neglectinge all religious uſage; your people ſhall, for lacke therof, 
fall into greate inſolencie, and ſpecially in the warre tyme whan they 
have moſte nede to be contayned. They ſhall alſo runne into greate 
obloquie amongeſt thys nation, as folkes alltogether irreligiouſe. 

SYR, I praye yowe ſo handell the matter there, as my evil willers 
here may not think, that in deſtroying of me they ſhall bothe ſerve theyre 
owne affections, and diſpleaſe her Majeſtie and her cowncell but a 
lyttle. And remembre, I praye yowe, that the recovering of Calais 
{hall be as honorable, as the loſſe thereof was diſbonorable. Syr, for 
Gopp's ſake let the matter be fo ordered, as Diepe and Newhaven be 
not loft for lacke of men of your nation, as Roan is like to be; which, 
I affure yowe, dothe towche greatly the queen's majeſtie's honor, ſee- 
ing the ſaid peeces have been proteſted to be within her protection and 
defence. Yowe knowe, in the beginninge of all theaſe matters, manye 
monthes ago, I did write to her Majeſtie, that reſolute doinges were 
requiſite in theſe affaires, and the ſame to be exequted with ſpeede ; for 
there was never warrlyke enterpriſe proſpered with the contrarie, 
and ſpecially when folkes have to do with this ſudden, hotte, and 
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furyouſe nation. Thus I do humbly take my leave off you. From Or-

Sin es of T maye pleaſe your Majeſtye to underſtande, that the 29 of Oc- 
brag tober, betwene 7 and 8 of the clocke in the morninge, I land- 
ed at Newehaven: where I was not a lyttell wellcome, conſideringe 
Nemaven, the wante they had in the towne both of men and munytione, and 
3008.1;62, dyvers other thinges (the which cam in my company) beſydes, 
rar that cold not well be ſpared, yf Guyſe do come; as by all lykelyhood 
0rr1ct. he wyll now forſloe no tyme, havinge gottone Roane. And as for 
From the Depe; onles Gop put to his helpinge hande, I feare, [it] cannot longe 
beben continewe, Wherfore, theſe thinges well conſydered, I thought it 
band. no lefſe then my bownden dewty to advertyſe your Majeſty the ſtate 
of thys towne of Newehaven, whereof yt hath pleaſed your Highnes 
to geve me the chardge: and that truſte, the which your Highnes of 
your greate goodnes hath repoſed in me, I do not dowte, but, wyth 
the graſe of Gop, to performe to the uttermoſte; yea with the ſpend- 
inge of my lyff, whenſoever occaſſyone ſhall ſerve. 

AND for as motch as your Majeſty hath appointed me hyther, I 
thinck yt no leſſe then my parte to let yow underſtande the ſtrenghe 
of the towne; the which, [as] far as I can perſeve, is nothinge in effect 
to that hath byn declared to your Majeſty. Indede it is to be made 
ſtronge in tyme, for that the cytuatyone, of yt ſellff, is veary good; 
but otherwyſe it is of no force, but as weke a pece as ever men cam 
in: and that your Majeſty ſhall well perſeve by syr Richard Lee; home 
yt hath pleaſed your Majeſty to appointe here only for that purpoſe, 
and one that I take both to be a dylygent and carefull man in that your 
Majeſty doth put hym in truſt in, I and my brother Sydney together 
lykewyſe toke the advyſe of syr Audryan Poyninges, Cutberd Vaughon, 
with other men of good experyence beſydes; bycauſe I wold not 
wright rayſhly to your Majeſty of ſo weighty a matter, wythout good 
advyſement: and they all agreed in one, that wythout more ayde of 
-men they towne wold be in ſome peryll, whenſoever yt ſhall be beſeg- 
ed; only bycauſe the cheffeſt ſtrenghe we have muſte be men, they 
towne beinge ſo weyke of yt ſellff.

ſure, wyll all [the] reſt of my company ; for, to fay truly of them, 
more wyllinge men dyd I never fee ſerve prynce. I aflure your 
Majeſty, I may thinck my ſellff happy to have the company of ſotch 
a one as Monſieur Bevoyes is; for that I take hym, both to be a true 
and faythfull jentillman towardes your Majeſty in all his doinges : for, 
yf he were your owne ſubject, be cold not take more paine in ſet- 
tinge forward of your Highnes ſervyce then he dothe.

From the ter they towne, untyll ſotch tyme they know the k inge's pleaſure. 
orginal Even as I had wrytten this motch, word was brought me by a scottyſh 
und. jentylman hoe cam from Dype, that he ſaw theym all imbarked, cum- 
minge hether. I aſſure yow, Syr, I am glad of yt: for I truſt, they ſhall 
do better ſervyce here then there. 

There is come 50 horſſe, Scottyſhmen, to offer theyr ſervyce to 
the qQuene's Majeſty: and, as I underſtand by Monſieur Bryckmault 
and Monſieur Bevoyes, that they be as proper ſowdiers as nede to ſerve 
any prynce. Thoſe nation be compted they beſt dyſcouerers in the 
world. Horſemen we muſt nedes have: and as good chepe yt wer, 
to have parffyt men, as thoſe that be ignorant. I have thought 
good to ſtay theym, untyll I here furder from yow. Furdermore I 
underſtand, that Wyllyam Wynter hath ſtayd two ſhypes ladden wyth 
corne: I thinck yt veary neceſſary, that they wer ſent hether; for that 
here we have greate [need] of yt. 

Nowe Dype is gon, we loke for none other but for Guyſe com- 
inge. He hath ſhewyd ſotch tyranny to all the Inglyſh that be tak- 
en, as yow never hard the lyke. I truſt to Gop, he ſhall be mea- 
ſured with the ſame meaſure againe: and I do not myſtruſt, but that 
he ſhall be fyrſt wery of yt hymſellff.

Wherupon Council, 
we went immediatly to view and conſider the ſtate and ſtrenght of the From 


towne, as a matter of greateſt importance; and founde the ſeate not 


ſo good as hathe bene reaported, the platt indifferently deviſed, - but 1. 


in no point perfited, and therfore not gardable, otherwiſe then by 


force of men. In reſpect wherof we thinke it requiſite, conſidering ak 
the greatnes of the place, that with all poſſible diligence there be ſent o:;gna. 


over, as well for the ſuretie of the pece, as of the qQuene's Majeſtie's 
people, two thowſand ſouldyars, and one thowſand pioners; which 
may be verie well imployed, if they were as many moo: otherwiſe, 
if any attempt be in the meane tyme, bothe the pece and people are 
in great daunger. Thus moche we thoght our duties to write upon 
the ſuddeyn, as the thortnes of tyme wold permit ; truſting, within 
theſe fewe dayes, to ſende over sir Henry Sydney with more large and 


particuler inſtructions, bothe of the force of the ſayd pece, and of 


all other things which we ſhall thinke mete to be further delated to 
your Honors. | | 

ALso we have thoght good to advertiſe yow, that here is not one- 
ly great want of money, by reaſon that the Treaſourer is not come, 
but alſo that [that] litle which is preſently here is not currant; ſo that 
more wil be had for a braſſe peny then for two pence of ours; which 
make things both dearer and ſkarſer then otherwiſe they wold be : 
and if any carie our money into the countrye amonge the papiſts, 
(which are verie many) they die without redemption. Beſides this, 
here is, in manner, nether beif, nor bread corne: and therfore ſome 
good maſſe muſt be out of hande ſent hither. The moneis that are 
currant here, be theſe: French crownes, pyſtoletts, keſar's crownes, 
old anngells, dallars, and spaniſhe ryalls of all ſortes. 

As towching the ſhipps which are here in great nombre; (the con- 
tynuance wherof may growe to great perill; for that in the ſame 
great nombres of men may be harbored, and in cace they ſhuld be ſet 
on fyer, they wold put the towne in daunger of burning) we will not 
fayle to take ſuche order as ſhall be thoght beſt for the ſavetie of the 
pece, with as moche ſpede as conveniently may be. 

LASTELY we ar certenly advertiſed, that upon munday laſt, about 
thre of the clocke at afternone, after v111 aſſaults, Rone was taken ; 
which was defended with great loſſe of bothe parties, untill the bul- 
warks were undermyned and blown up with powder: and by credi- 
ble reaport captaine Leighton and his bande dyd fo valiantly, as the 
hke commendation is given to none ; and, when all hope was paſt, 
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was ſene go over the bridge with his enſigne diſpleyd in his own hande, 
and ſo many of his men as remayned on lyfe: who, as it is reaported, 
are taken priſoners; but where, as yet we know not. What are be- 
come of the reſt of the towne, we do not perfitely here. As towch- 


ing wir Killigré; it is certeyn, that he was hurt with a ſhot : but 


whether he be alyve or dead, we knowe not perfitely. Strangwiſhe 
was hurt at Codebec, and dyed at Rone. Thus moche we underſtand 
by mounfieur Moungumbry ; who eſcaped out of the towne, having 
ſhaven his bearde, and left his wife and children behinde him. He 
paſt Codebec in a gally by the helpe of the ſlaves, promiſing theym li- 
bertie ; which he hathe perfurmed : ſo that the gally remaynethe 
here without men. 

Wr beſeche your Honors, that order may be given forthewith to 
all the portes, to ſuffer victellors to come hither ; putting in ſureties, 
that they ſhall not tranſport theym elſwhere : for we do underſtand, 
that dyvers be ſtayde already; in ſo moche as certeyn of the counſell's 
and captaines own men cannot be ſuffred to paſſe with their maſters 
own proviſion : wherby it ſhuld ſeme, that there be ſome that go 
abowte to bring the whole vitteilling into a fewe men's handes; to the 
great hinderance of this garriſon : deſyering your nonors efteſones, 
that ſpedie remedy may be provided accordinglye.

LL occurrants from my departure from Calais to the xx of * Thomas 
October I wrote at large unto yow at my laſt diſ pache ſent — 

by Chriſtofer Archer my man, togither with the lettres which hath * 
paſſid betwixt sir Nicholas Trogmarton and me. Then we lay at From 
Poiſſy, taking our journey toward Evreux ; wheare yt is the quene 
mother's pleaſure I ſhould lie, till ſhe ſhould have oportunytie to 186 
give me audience. This dealing is nothing pleaſaunt to me, Furſt, „e 
to sir Nicholas ſhe wolde give no fauf conduit ; and upon hope of 3 
that, ſending to and fro, x11 or x1111 dais paſſid. Upon his reſolute on 
aunſwere, I determyned to go to the courte alone. Then when I 
ſhould ſend to the court to have audience, Monſieur de Sevre in no 
wyſe wolde ſuffer yt; but ſaide, that he wolde ſend himſelf, accord- 
inge as the Quene mother had taken order with him, in poſt. He 
ſent ; but four dayes paſſid, before he had aunſwere: and th'aunſwere 
cam not, till I was goeng to horſebacke ; readye to go, whither I had 
aunſwere or no. Then the lettres weare com, as he ſaid, that he 
ſhould conduct me to Evreux; and ther I ſhould remayne well and 
quietlie, till I might knowe the quene's pleaſure for myne acceſſe 
and audience. 

TH1ITHER cam I on thurſday at night (a towne x1 leagues from 
Roan) wheare never an embaſſatour lieth : a pretie citie, and 
moſt by prebendaries, prieſts, and friers; which kiend of catell Thaveno 
delite in. The ſame night I miendid to diſcharge a poſt to the court to 
know when I ſhould have acceſſe, and preparid my lettres to the quene. 

In no wyſe he wolde, that I ſhould ſend eny of myne awen : but he 
wolde ſend a man of his with his owen lettres and myne; not dowt- 
ing, but he ſhould be there on fryday by none, and on fatterday 
bringe aunſwer. Hitherto his man is not retornid. I can not like this 
kiend of dealinge. Furſt, as ſone as it was knowen that I was com, 
Monſieur de Sevres was ſent unto me, in face and colour, to kepe me 
company, and to ſe, that now this trobleſome tyme no inſolent per- 
ſon ſhould offer me eny wronge; in dede, to eſpie my doengs, and 
to ſee what perſones do or wolde reſort unto me, and to learne, if he 
could, myne errande and th'effect of myne ambaſſade. All this did I 
well underſtand and perceive at the furſt. He is, of truth, a man of 
a jolie hed and good diſcourſe, and of great practize and experience 
both in Chriſtendome and Turkie. I coulde not have benne machid 
with one, with whom I could better have paſſid this tyme. But I 
like not this: that I can not do my furſt meſſage, nor preſent myſelf, 
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nother by another who ſhould do it, nor by my ſelf without him: to 
be here kept, wheare I can here nothinge, but ſuch as I can get by 
ſendinge ſuch as underſtandith french to all ſuch poſts as comith ; 
wherof ſom underſtandes litle, ſom peradventure be not diſpoſed to 
tell; and if he or his man get to them furſt, I can learne no more then 
he liſt to tell me. Yet thus moch have I gotten as I wryte to yow 


here, 
I PERCE1vE, the Quene mother entendeth to dalie with me, 


and kepe me till from acceſſe, till ſhe have gotton Roan either by 


compoſicion or force. Now they do entende to overthrow it by un- 
dermyeninge. Thei ſhot at it but now and then in a day, rather to 
kepe them occupied then otherwiſe. They talke no more of compo- 
ſicion. Suerlie they thincke to have yt, by undermynynge the towne, 
caſtinge downe their walles, or by undermynynge the men with trea- 
ſon within themſelfes, or flattery to them all: and upon that triumphe 
I ſhal be ſent for. The Guyſe can like no peax nor accorde, wheare 
the quene's Majeſtie is one partie at the makinge of it: and rather 


will they (as it is faid, they have ſaide) ſe all Fraunce brought to 


asſhes. He ruleth all, and ſemith to do nothinge; but lettith the 
King of Navarre and the conſtable beare the name of all that is donn: 
and they two ſhow themſelf excedinglie forward. That peſtilent yle 
of Sardigna ! that the pore crowne of it ſhould enter ſo farre into 
the pore Navarrian hed (which, I durſt warraunt, ſhall never ware 
it); make him deſtroy his owen countrey, and to forſake the truth 
knowen. 

Tun quene's Majeſtie's remonſtraunce, or apologie (or, what ye 
will, call it) in french, is in Orleaunce printed, and caried abowt 
the ſtretes in baſkets to be ſolde for a ſoulz, bye it whoſo will; and 
hath ben longe with a preface of their owen before yt. I have ſent 
yow one of them, by which ye may ſe the difference: and ther was 
a Scottſman who brought it to the court out of England, either before 
or as ſone as yt was printed in England, before that the rrench Am- 
baſſador had it. Wherfore the Guiſe ſemith to know ther fare, if any 
accorde ſhoulde com by the Quene's Majeſtie's practiſe. As yet (ſo farre 
as I can learne) both the factions be in firme hope to wynne, and till 
willinge to hazard ; rather miendinge to breake, then to bende eny 
whit : which is a terrible eſtate and condicion of things to them who 
gladly wolde have a good eande, and a quiet made in the realme. I 
do not ſe, but at the begininge of the next ſomer all Chriſtendom muſt 
be in armes, except Gop of his infinit mercie laie to his hande. 


Tnus farre I had written the xxv1 of Octobre: at which tyme 


from our man ſent to the court the xx111 of the ſame, beinge not half 
a dais jorney of, we have harde no worde. The xxv111, being 


greved, 
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greved, that I had no word nor aunſwer againe of my furſt lettre to 
the quene which Monſieur de Sevre's man did carie, I wrote againe 
to the Quene ; and I have ſent therwith myne owen man Wilſon, and 
with ſom difficultie I have gotten the proclamacion, and ſend it yow 
here. The xxx of October my man retornid; and brought the 
quene's lettre to me, that I may com to Roan the morrow after All- 
Saincts, and I ſhould be welcom. I do miend to go thither on All-Hal- 
low-day at night: by that tyme ſomm thing wil be ſetled ; for as yet 
all is in confuſion (as my man faith) robbing, ſpoiling, and killing. And 

10 ſo, till I have ben with the quene, I leave and comyt yow to Gop.

cam from Newhaven and Diepe; who weare met with ani, 
certain horſemen and fotemen of the campe, and broken; xl taken, 10 1562. 

un. and brought to the campe; Lxxx ſlaine; and the reſt fled. On paren 

20 friday at night paſſid by this towne a trompet of the Kinge of Na- * 
varre's, with a gentleman of Orleans, comyng from the campe; to 
whom I ſent: who tolde, that the K ing of Navarre is indifferrently 
well; and that the prince of Condie is in the field, in armes; and 
that Dandilot is, witha 14000, in Champaigne ; and that at Roan they 
make battery, but it is with eaſe, not paſt twenty ſhots in a daye; 
and how they ſaid there, they wolde make th aſſault againſt this towne 
as on ſonday, or monday, This gentleman was very mery and fro- 
licke. 

xxlv, THERE comith into this towne daylie very many in poſt, from the 

30 campe and to the campe. And the xx1111 of October cam a gentle- 
man, to whom Monſieur de Sevres ſent immeadiately to ſpeake with him. 
The newes which he tolde, as Monſieur de Sevres faith, was that the 
breaking of the 400 Englith and French was true: (they weare taken 
at unwares, at the coming forth of a litle village betwixt Cawdebec 
and Newhaven: thei had no enſignes, and wearein order of battell) and 
that on wedniſday laſt, upon newes in the campe, that 3000 Engliſh 
was coming to reſcue Roan, the Ryngrave with certein of the reiſtres, 

Vor, II, Tt 
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and other horſemen, was ſent to mete them: with whom the conſta- 
ble went part of the way; but when they cam to Cawdebec and paſt, 
they fownde no man, and ſo retornid: and that th*Engliſh remayneth, 
without ſpoiling or foraging of the countrey; but that they have put 
out, in manner, all the French out of Newhaven. 

Ar Diepe the French hath the government of the towne: and he 
faith it is ſaid, that th'Engliſh hath Treport or St Valery; but this 
is not affirmid: that Monſieur de Duras is cleane broken, and Guien 
hole at the devocion of the Guiſe; Monſieur de Monlucke having 
there the hole rule: Monſieur Rochefaulcauld is com and joyned him- 
ſelf with the prince at Orleans; bringing with him p oo horſe, good 
and badd, and 3000 footemen : that the K ing of Spayne hath ſent worde 
to Flaunders, that he will in perſon com to Flaunders at the ſpring, 
or this moneth of October yf he can; and that he hath gatherid to- 


- gither all his galees, and myendeth to lande at Genua, and ſo pas by

Savoye: and it is thought, that he will helpe the puke of Savoye to re- 


cover Geneva, and ſuch other townes as the Suitzes doth kepe from them: 
the Piemontoiſes and Savoiſiens in the caſtells which the French hold- 
ith are very loth to retorne to the puke of Savoye, by reaſon that he 
hath newlie grevid his ſubjects with a tax upon ſalte, and other ſuch 
like griefs; and the secretary d'Alluye is there; and now there is 
ſent agayne comyſſioners to render thoſe forts : that Dandilot is 


gon two daies jorney backe annother way, not taking the way of 


Champaigne : that the prince of Condie hath taken up all the pore 
men's horſe of the countrey in Beaulſe, almoſt to Eſtamps, for ca- 
riag : that they do undermyne Roan in two places; wherof one 
is the olde caſtell, which is joyned to the walles of Roan : that this 
day or to morow they miende to put in fyer to the myens : item that 
Monſieur de Monlucke and the puke de Montpencier hath broken the 
bridge, where Rochefaulcould ſhulde paſſe; and doth miend to attrap 
him, being not yet arrived at Orleans with the prince. 

TH1s day the xxv11 of October, betwixt one and two of the 
clocke in the morning, a poſt came into this towne, declaring, that 
Roan was taken; and that, even as 3000 Brittons came to aide the 
campe, the King's ſouldiars entrid into the citie, This daye at dy- 
ner ther comith poſt into this towne one callid onfieur de Savy, a 
gentleman of the aut n of Navarre, who hath ben at the cowrt, ſent 
from the queen his miſtreſs to viſit her huſband the xing of Navarre. 
We ſent for him, and we entreatid him to dyne with us. Who at 
dyner tolde us theis newes: that he cam from the court this morning; 
and that yeſterday, being monday the 26 of October, betwixt one 
and two of the clocke in the afternone, the citie of Roan was taken 


by aſſault. The nobles and gentlemen giving the firſt aſſault, emongs 
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whom was the Duke of Guiſe (but warely enough, as captaine, and 
as a prince) thei weare repulſid manfully. Then cam an other band 
of gentlemen, who weare alſo repulſid. Wherupon a captaine with 
his bande well renforced was ſet to it; and, againſt an other breach, as 
he faith, where that the citezins did defend the litle mount St My- 
chael, did terribly ſhot and beate them who did defend that breach ; 
ſo that yt bett them from the defence. Which eſpieng, they which 
weare far of cried: they flie, they flie: wheareuppon the ſouldiars ac- 
couragid adventurid more hardely, and repulſid the defendaunts. They 
which defendid th'other breaches, ſeing th'enemy now entrid, went 
alſo to ſave themſelfes: wheruppon the enemy was the bolder to en- 
ter farther, Yet the cavallery in the towne turning manfully ther face 
to them kept them backe, untill the Almaynes being callid for (who 
yet had don nothing) followid in great force and nomber: wherup- 
on every man ſaved himſelf as he might. The horſemen on this ſide 
the water got them forth of the towne ; other by water, other into 
the churches and the olde caſtells, eche as he coulde. The mynes 
did ſmall ſervice, all except one ; which yet made more terrour then 
hurt. | 

He wolde ſay, there was not paſt 500 ſlaine: which I can harde- 
ly beleve. Manye of the captenes of the aſſailaunts flaine : emongs 
whom diverſe he did name (whoſe names now I do not remember) 
which, he ſaid, were notable capitaynes ; and ſo mych the more, 
bicawſe it was notid, that the moſt part of thoſe which were hurt 
weare proteſtaunts, and did fight againſt there conſcience. This man 
faith, there was no Engliſhmen in the towne, or at the leaſt no nom- 


ber; and thincketh, that it was rather a policie of th'inhabitauntz to 


make th'other beleve thei had helpe of us, then that thei had eny in 
deede. He faith more, that the quene made great haſt this morning 
to enter into the towne; and that therfore order was given that the 
fotemen ſhould retire out of the towne: which the quene did, to 
th'intent, as he faith, to fave ſo mich as might be the towne from 
ſacking. This gentleman goeth now for the quene of Navarre to com 
to hir huſband the king; who deſierith to have hir now to cheriſh 
him, and do the part of a wief. And he faith more, that the 
King pretendith to him, that this poniſhment com to him well de- 
ſyrvid, for his unkiendnes in forſaking the truth: and that there is 
now. certaigne treating of making ſom good accord; and that the 
King of Navarre and the quene mother deſiereth to have the prince 
of Conde to com and ſpeake with them for that purpoſe; and the 
King of Navarre offerith his owen ſonne in pledge: which is not all 
unlikely, as aperith by that which I wrot before in the xx111 of 
October. Duke Rochefaulcould and puke Duras be joyned, as he 
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faith, at or nere Orleaunce now: for though Duras had ſom loſſe by 
the way for his haſt, yet he was neither altogither broken nor taken. 
He eſtemith ther two nombers now at 5 or 6000 fotemen, and 7 or 
800 horſemen. 

WHITHER the qQuene of Navarre will com or no, there is yet 
dowte: for all pretens be not truſtid. She lieth at Paw beſide Bierne, 
the farre eande of all Fraunce. The puke d'Eſtamps, with a few 
Britons, cam to the campe the xxv of this preſent. The counte 
Seningham is joyned with Monſieur Dandelot: there power is eſtem- 
id by him 6000 fotemen, and 4000 horſemen, The puke de 
Nemours with 4000 men is joyned with the Mariſhall de St Andre. 
Young Fravois with his company of xL horſe and fotemen is broken. 
All yeſter day, being the xxv111 of October, as well the horſe- 
men as fotemen of the campe ſpoiled ſtill the towne of Roan, although 
the king was there; who entrid about x of the clocke in the morn- 
ing. This day eftſones I ſent to have audience. As yet the old pa- 
las, and the caſtell of Roan holdith out: there is fled into one of them 
5 or 600 men or more, which as yet we cannot here that thei ren- 
dred themſelfes. A proclamation is ſet out and in print, that all ſuch 
as have borne armes in this matter of religioun, yf thei will now comm 
into the campe and helpe the Kk ing to expell th'Engliſhmen out of 
Newhaven and Diepe, thei ſhall have their pardon. The towne was 
taken eaſely; for that at the breache which the townes men kept they 
willingly ſufferid the ſouldiars to comm in, yea and helpid them 
with there hands to clyme up there where the bancks weare highe at 
the breache, Here is here one this day who ſpeakith engliſh; and 


faith playnely, that there was 800 Engliſhmen in Roan, and when 


it was taken: what is becomm of them, heknowith not; but what 
of th'Engliſh they take the French killeth without mercie. I have 
learnid of an Engliſhman that was ther ſouldyar, ſent out of London, 
that there was there no more but 200 Engliſhmen ; wherof Laiton 
was captaine. Thei paſſed by Cawdebecke, when th'others in hulckes 
were taken: for the French had ſtaked there half the ryver, and fo 
the ſhipps and botes weare conſtreyned to go nere to the ſhore on Caw- 
debecke fide; where was a proviſion made, with olde ſhipps and 
hacquebutts of croket, to ſhot at ſuch as paſſid. This man paſſid in 
the furſt fuſe, and all the company of th'Engliſh: in an other eſcaped 
alſo Killegrew with a nomber of French. 'Th'other ſhipps being tow- 
ed by French; the French when they perceived the ſhot of them of 


Cawdebecke, and diverſe hurt and killid, cut of the ropes wherby 40 


they weare towid; and fo, faith he, thei weare taken. Captaine of 
them was Stranguiſh; who being ſore hurt, was yet ſaved into a leſſe 
bote, and died by the way as thei cam to Roan, Killigrew, before 
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the taking of the towne, was fore hurt in the legge; and whither he 
be dead, eſcapid, or priſoner, he can not tell. He faith, there was 
no great ordynaunce in the towne, or very litle. Thei loſt almoſt all 
at St Helen's fortz. There was no more armyd pikes but th'Engliſh- 
men: who were faine to ſhew themſelf from one place to an other, 
when thei had ſet the wach, to make th'enemy beleve, that there was 
armyd men in every place. The band of Scottiſhmen did there very 
manfully ; and almoſt every night did ſkirmiſh with them of the campe, 
and drive them from their ordinaunce: but; they could never get one 
10 10 French foteman to go out with them; for if thei had, they might 
well have cloied their ordinaunce. And this to be trew I lernid alſo 
by the confeſſion of the Frenchman. But he faith, the Scottz weare 
almoſt all ſlayne before the towne was taken. 
THis day, at one of the clocke at the afternone, we cam to 
Loviers: whear we learnid, that Montgumbry and the preſident of 
Roan be eſkapid ; which way, it is uncertein : and diverſe of the scot- 
tiſh horſemen and other eſcapid, and toke the way to Newhaven or 
Diepe. Very many eſkaped on this "ao gx river ; ſom by botes, 
| and ſom by ſwyming over the river; who goeth by ſuch nombers as 
20 20 they can, ſtragling abrode, ſom to Orleans, ſom to Caen, or ſuch 
ux. other places as thei can for their ſaufetie. As yet thei be ſacaging 
and pilling of Roan, for all that the x ing and qQuene mother is there 
within. One declarid to us, that he ſawe in Roan abowt a xxx, or 
therabowts, Engliſhmen drawen forth all naked, fave ther ſherts, by 
the ſouldiars who had ſtripped them : that when thei ſpake to them, 
and axid what they did there, [they] could ſpeake never a word french. 
3 There captaine, as he thought (which, by his diſcription, ſhould be 
Laiton) was, with nine or ten more, in the hands of the Scotts, of the 
garde: but he was ſtripped to his ſhert, aſwell as the reſt. The breache, 
30 & 230 parte with the myne, and part with ſhot, was made ſo eaſy, that he 
that tolde us the tale entrid into Roan at it on horſebacke eaſely. 
Now thei faie, that the x1, which I wrote of that they weare 
hanged with papers on there heds, were not Engliſhmen ; but v111 
were Skotts, who had a paſport from the quene to ſerve under Mon- 
fieur de Guiſe; and the reſt were Frenchemen, ther pilots.

my Lord Admyrall, upon my fyrſt ſendinge hether. I began upon 
the platt at the caſtell; and allowed that curten, beinge in leynghe 
1406 foote to the bulwarke St Addreſſes, to be in ſuche force by the 
heighte of the wall (beinge ſtone) and the deapth of the dyke well 
wateryd, as I thought yt not any way aprochable; but not vamured, 
nor well rampered. The bullwarke, yf he were fylled, and the 
flanke covered, I thoughte alſo was unaprochable. From thence to 
the bullwarke Seynte Mychaell, 1300, and ſo to the corner bull- 
warke cawled Seynte Frauncis bullwarke, on that ſyde toward the 
northe, 1260, by reaſon of the marſhe, conteyninge halfe a myle 
over to the hill fote, and for that the dyeke is well watred and of a 
good deapth, I thoughte yt alſo not ſubjecte to the battery: but the 
{lightnes of the rampers and unperfection of the hole curtens and bul- 
werks on that fyde, I dyd not omytt alſo to declare unto yow; and 
yet I thought yt no dyſcredyt at all to the cytuacion. From bull. 


warke Seinte Frauncis to bullwarke Ryall, 1348, where the wekenes 


begynneth, and moſt ſubjecte to the battry, I tolde yow, alſo was 
thinly rampered; but ſo well dyked and watered, that I could not 
condeme yt. And lykewyſe from bullwerke Ryall to bullwarke 
dela Grainge, 820, where the ſtaynke of ſtone is, I declared, that 
yt was well watered, but the ramper alſo thyne. And fo from thence 
to the new towar, cawled the Vydam's towar, is all ſtone worke un- 
vamured, and dry at the lowe water; but ſo dangerouſe to aprache, 
as by a very ſmale and flyght defence to be made within the haven, 
I thinke, yt would be the ſtrongeſt parte of the towne. I declared al- 
ſo, that yt was not ſubject to the mynd eny way; and that the rode 
and haven was to be uſed withoute daunger of th'enymye. And I 
aſſuer yow, I have ſene nothinge more yet, ſythens my comynge, 
that hath moved me to alter any parte of my opynyon; and, as I faid, 
there was no way to hurt yt by battery, but from the two wynd 
mylles: and yet, when bullwarke Ryall and bullwarke Le Graunge 
be ſo forced as they may keape their flanks, (as I troſt ſhortly they 
ſhall)I, for my parte, do not taeke no greate care for the hurt that can 
be don to us on that ſyde, thoughe there were no curten at all. And 
for the parte abandoned; I thinke the force of yt ſuche, that almoſt 
as ſmall a ſome of money would make yt very ſtronge and gardable, 
as will coſt to deface yt: for they ſhall have very ſtraighte comynge 
to yt, and fynde a hard pece of worke to approche, as I thinke; and 
five or ſix hundred men, nightly to be ſent owte of the towne, wyll 
deffende yt. And graunte the worſt, that they ſhould at leanghe wyn 
hit (which I hardly beleve;) yet we ſhould wyne tyme, at the leaſt 
xx daies, and leave yt when we would, withoute loſſe to us or gayne 
to them,

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AnD now ageyn to the firſt; I ſaye, yf we can ſo provyde, 
that they cannot tacke our water oute of our dyeks from us (as, I 
am ſhuar, mr Lye knoweth we may, and that in a lytle tyme, and 
for ſmale chardge;) then I would fayne fo provyd: wherin nature 
hathe fayled to beſtowe her gyfte on this towne, Yf yt be ſayd, that 
the water may be draged oute of our dyeke towards the vilaige be- 
yonde the wynd mylles; I thinke, yt wil be a harde matter to do: 


for betwen our dyeke and the faied towne ys 3000 foote, and ſtyl! 


aſſendinge. To that may be ſaid, that tyme and many handes may 
do muche: well, graunte they do yt; I ſay, they ſhall drawe the wa- 
ter eyther into the place where they muſt neds loddge, or ells ſhall 
drowne alle betwene them and Harflewe; and ſo on that ſyde beſeage 
themſelves: and yet we may keape yt with a travers harde at our 
dyek's ſyde, and may fyll yt at every tyde. Then come to the ſtone 
travers at bulwarke le Grainge: ſuppoſe they may let oute our water 
there; I beleve, no man that underſtandeth any thinge but will fay, 
yt may eyther be kepte as yt is, or ſo forced that by no meanes they 
can tacke yt away. Then I conclud: keape our water, and keape the 
towne; for I thinke, he will geve buta ſymple ſaulte, that muſt be- 
fore he enters wet the crowne of his head. 

Now cum backe to the hill on the northe ſyde, where he will 
bete us within the towne with his ordynaunce: I muſt neads graunte 
hyt; but I beleve, they will beate a good while, before they bete us 
oute of the towne. Then come nerar into the marſhe: that a power 
of a kinge may do greate things; and that withe pyles, hardells, and 
fagott may bringe his ordynance nerar, and ſo macke battery ; and 
then fyll the dyeke with faggott, and ſo enter. To that I ſaye; yf 
they do fo, and tary the ſpringe tyde, I thinke their ordynaunce will 
come to us by water. Secondely, they ſhall ſkape well that garde 
the fame, yf they be not cutt in peces; for they cannot dygge a foete, 
but they ſhal be in water: and therfore no greate nomber can lodge 
there; and yet open, and in daunger of thre bulwarks. Well, graunt 
they do all this, and that they make a breache byfore they enter: they 
will fyll the dyeke; which I am ſhuer they will not doat the fyrſt or 
ſecond approche; and I beleve, yf the xinge were there in perſon, 
he ſhall hardly make his people aproche the third tyme. Then I ſaye, 
yf the fortyfycations wer perfected accordinge to the platt begon, a 
reaſonable nombre of men and victuall will keape yt ageinſt all Fraunce 
and their factions: and I thinke, mr Lye will commend bothe the 
citt .. and the platt. 

Tuus, as I have bouldly, according to your requeſt, franckly de- 
clared myn oppynyon in this matter; fo have I ſhewed theſe ſymple 

ons to approve yt: nevertheleſſe, I muſt yeald and geve place to 
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ſuche as be of greater experyence. Thus, beſechinge yow to remem- 
ber my mooſt humble dewtye to My Lord Robart and My Lord of 
Pembrooke, moſt humbly taeke my leave.

PosTsCRIPT. And to the bringing away of the ſhipps, wherin 
alſo ye requyre me to geve myne opynion ; we have, ſythence My Lord 
of Warwick's comynge, ſondrie tymes debated of yt; and twyſe I 
have bin apoynted to conferre with Mounſieur Bovoyes of yt: and bothe 
tymes he gave me, as I thinke, very reſonable andſwere. The fyrſt, 
with greate proteſtation of his ſeale in this matter, and trothe to the 
Quene's Majeſtic (which I well beleave as of any Frenchman) he 
thoughte, the hole faction woulde conceave an yll opynyon, yf they 
wery caryed awaye : but, for his owne parte, he was fully perſwaded 
to thinke well in all the quene's doings. He thoughte the beſt way 
to content all parties, and for the ſuertye of the towne, that My Lord 
ſhould cawſe a good watch of forty or fifty nightly to attend upon the 
whaerfe alonge by the ſhipps ; and that every ſhipp ſhould have four 
tone of water in them; and won or two of every ſhyp to geve attend- 
aunce by nighte : and concluded to do therin what My Lord would 
have him. The ſecond tyme, upon the comyng of Mr Wynter, he 
hath reſolved, that all the papiſts ſhipps that be ſerviceable ſhal be ſould 
into Englond, and the money to go to the uſe of th'tnglyſh and 
Frenche ſouldyars, and alſo to the fortyfycation of the towne : thoſe 
that be unſerviceable of the papyſts ſhal be broken for the fortyfyca- 
tion, withoute payeng eny thinge for theim: and the reaſt unſervica- 
ble, beinge of the proteſtaunts of this towne and other, ſhall lykwyſe 
be broken for that uſe, for reſonable compoſytion. The reſydew, be- 
ing not many in nomber, ſhall uſe their trafyque; and may come hy- 
ther at all tymes, and lye her withoute daunger of fyer.

FTER our hartie commendations, Although i we wrote lettres The Lords 
unto yow, a few dayes paſt, of the ſtate of things here as they at 


then were; yet did we forbeare to ſend the ſame away, both for that roms,

we did continually ſence that tyme looke to heare from yow, and al- 
ſo to abyde the event of certen matters here begonne by the French 
ambaſſadour, and untill this tyme not ſo underſtand by us as we might „8 
make any certen advertiſement to yow therof, And now, finding our, 6, 
expectation to have hard from yo not ſatisfied, (for that wehave hard ra. by 
nothing from yow ſence your going to the campe from Parys, which 
was the xv of the laſt month) we have thought it neceſſary to for- 
beare no longer; but to ſend, as well to underſtand of your —_— as 
to gyve yow knowledg of our procedings here, | 

SINCE the time that the anſwer was made to the French Ambeſli- 
dor, being the xx1x of the laſt moneth, he hath much preſſed to 
have the fame delivered to him in writing: which hath ben denyed,

both bicauſe we like not that manner of negotiation by writing in their 


naturall tongue, nor meane to enter into ſuch new kind of treties with 


40 ambaſſadours. Nevertheles, what the ſame was ſhall appere unto 


yow by the copie therof ſent unto yow by our former lettres. He 
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hath alſo ben very earneſt to have anſwer made by the queen's Maje- 


ſtie's lettres to the French King's lettre: which hath ben forborne 
untill within theſe few dayes, by reaſon of her Majeſtie's ſicknes, and 
yet at length hath ben finiſhed ; as yow ſhall ſee by the copie of the 
ſame ſent alſo herewith unto yow, beſides the very lettre it ſelf fign- 


ed and ſealed by her Majeſtie, to be delivered by yow as ſone as yo. 


ſhall fee convenient. 


Tux protracting of tyme at this ſeaſon with dealing with th' Am- 


baſſadour to and fro hath growen by reaſon of the queen's Majeſtie's - 


ſicknes : wherof although hir Majeſtie hath ben well recovered ever 
ſence the . . . of the laſt month, as towching her perill ; yet the 
nature- of the deſeaſe wold not well ſuffer us to deale with her in her 
affaires, like as hitherto we do not gretly deale with her Majeſtie. 
And if yow ſhall find, that the King, and thoſe folks there, do find 
lack in protracting of tyme for anſwers to their Ambaſſadour; ye ſhall 


do well to alledg theſe juſt excuſes, and mantein the ſame to be very 


true, as they ar indede. 

Tux rrench Embaſſadour demaunding new audience fince the loſſe 
of Roan, was differred untill this preſent x of Novembre, becawſe 
the Queen's Majeſtie came not hither before yeſterday ; ſo as there was 
as much haſt as conveniently could be, to graunt him his audience this 
day: which was on this forte, He brought with him the fowre hoſ- 
tages; alledging, that he was commanded to have them preſent at 
his ſpeche. And after he had paſſed a preface of his owne, notefy- 
eng the diſcomodities both publicke and private folowing of warres, 
and uſing all maner of reaſons that he could, tending to diſwade us 
from the purpoſe which he ſeeth we take (wherein he uſed much 
eloquence and earneſtnes of affections;) he entred to that which, he 
faid, was his charge directed from the King: and becauſe the matter 
ſhould, as he ſaid, be better underſtand, and caried awey of us, he 
had putt it in writing; and cawſed it to be redd by his secretary un- 

to us in full counſell, and delivered it unto us; without our requeſt 
to have it in writing, becawſe we wold not be induced to grant the 
lyke unto him, but to kepe our old wont of anſwers by ſpeche. 

AFTER we had hard it; we anſwered him, that we wold com- 
municate the matters to the queen's Majeſtie, as ſone as we might 
conveniently; and after that, upon her pleaſure knowen, he ſhould 


receave anſwer: wherein ſhould be uſed as mutch expedition as con- 


veniently could be. We do ſend yow the copie of his writing : where- 
unto althoughe as yet we have not, as upon conſideration, agreed, nor 
receaved knoledg from hir majeſty, what ſhal be anſwered to him; ; 
yet yow may be well aſſured, we meane, that he ſhall underſtand, 
that we care litle for their great words: and in juſtice and order we 

ſhall 
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ſhall prove, that the trety hath firſt ben broken on their parte, and 
that notoriouſly, both in the tyme of King Henry and kyng Francis, 

by arrogating unto them the ſtile and dignyte royall of the queen's 
Majeſtie, with a nomber of other notable inſolencyes, contrary to the 
treaty: which yow may well maynteyn, if yow ſee cawſe, as of your 
owne head, without ſeming to have direction ſo to do from us; for 
that indeed we have not as yet fo conſidered of the matter, as we 
can advertiſe yow what the anſwer ſhal be. But if yow well con- 
fider the copie of the queen's Majeſtie's lettre to the vrench King; 
yow may well gather, what ſcope the reſt of the anſwer ſhall kepe. 

We wold, that in all your doings ye kept this ground ſuerly, that the 
Queen's Majeſty taketh theſe trobles in France to have ben begonn by 
them that have gyven manifeſt arguments to extend the ſame troobles, 
as well in the name of relligion, as for their old quarrell to this realme; 
and that, whileſt they ſhall govern that k ing by force, contrary to the 
ordonancees of the realm, as they do, we ſhall think neyther that xing 
nor the queen his mother to be in the lybertie wherein they ought 
to be, nor this realme to be without cawſe to regard their doings, and 


to impeach the courſe of their entrepriſe by ſuch meanes as ar be-

gonne, or by any other good meanes mete to recover liberty for the 
Kyng, and ſuerty for this realme: unto which two poynts mo 
ye maye direct all our doings at this tyme. 

Wr truſt, ye are not ignorant of the ſtate of th' Erle of Warwick 
and his company at Newhaven: and if ye be; we with ye wold 
deviſe ſome ſuer and ſecret meanes, both how yow might ſome- 
tymes underſtand from him, and he from yow. He hath there be- 
twixt four and five thouſand men; and, we truſt, good plenty of vic- 
tells, munition, and all things neceſſary. There be alſo certen ſhippes 
of the Queen's putt to the ſeas, for the keping of the paſſing to and 
fro. Ye maye perchance here complaynt, that dyverſe merchant 
men comming into ſome ports here with grayne ar ſtayed. Ye maye 
faye, that ye thynk ſuerly, that here is no ſtaye contrary to the uſage 
of frendſhipp; which is, in tyme of ſervice or nede, to ſtaye all 
victells comming into our ports, and to bye the ſame at reſonable 
pricees and with redy monny : and fo in dede certen have bene ſtayed, 
and ar frendly uſed. . Of the prince of Conde and Monſieur d' An- 


delott we heare ſmall certenty ; truſting ſhortly to here by yow, or 


| ſome other meanes, ſuch certenty as ſhal be coumfortable to us.

Tux rrench ambaſſadour hath ben earneſt to procure the Queen to re- 
voke her forces, and to leave Newhaven; and alſo to have ſuch as are 
come hither, aubome the xing in his letter and the ambaſſador call trai- 
tors and rebels, to be delivered; charging her with the treaty, and 
with faith and promeſſe: and that in ſo doing, the xing will forget 
and forgive all, and think her his frend. The anſwer in effect hath 
ben, that the queen meaneth all ſafty to herſelf, and ſurty of the xing: 
marine peeces, during his minority, from the tirany of ſuch as ſeeke 
nothing but bloud, and the ruine of the xing's townes and good ſubjetts; 
and tber for doth not mind, in yelding to their defires, to leave off her 
good will to the xing, and endanger her eſtate. And for the other point; 
ber majeſty doth not know, who be rebels and tratours: ſome there 
be that ar come into [England] hither, for ſavegard of their lives 
from the cruel perſecution that is thretened ; but that ſhe ſeeth none ap- 
parance, by their order and ſpech of obedience to the xing, of rebellion 
in theim : but if it may appeere, that they be ſo; order ſhal be given 
to doo as ſhal be meete. This is th gfect. 

Taz ambaſſador is not a litell angry, that he hath no better anſwer. 
He hath replied, tending to one effect, with plenty of wordes; till 
grating upon the treaty and faith. Wherunto anſwer is not yet made : 
but whatſoever is ſaid, the queen's majeſty will not do it. There ar 
allredy above four thouſand men in Newhaven, and mo go as faſt as 
bey can be ſhipped. Great ſtore of munition is ſent, and redy to go. 
All men have liberty to victel that will. It is meant to leave nothing 
undon that may aide and ſtand in ſtead for defence, Sir Hugh Paulet 
and ur Rudſtone go over to aſſiſt my Lorde of Warrwick. Monſieur de 
Fors, andfobn Ribault ar come hither, and go openly abrode; and ſo dooth 
the Viſdame. The Viſdame hath a good pention apointed to him: I 
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know not the ſomme. All the rrench ſhips in Newhaven ar apointed to 
be brought into England: ſuch as be not ſerviceable fhal be tourned 
to ſome uſe of heare; ſo that the ennemy may take none advantage by 
them. All our men that wer in Diepe ar in Newhaven. They went 
away, for that the peece was not gardable againſt force without a greate 
hande. The 9yeen's majeſtie cannot heere af monſieur d Andelot's coming 
on; which troubleth her much. Her majeſty is perfaitly well of her 
ſmall pocks, In Fanuary next we ſhall have a parlement. The puke 
of Norfolk and uy Lord Robert ar of the counſel, both made on one daye. 
Heerwith I ſend to your Lordſhip a lettre from Mr Randolf, and an 
other from My Lady your bedfellow; who, Gop be prayſid, is verye

To Bt ANSWERED To THE SECOND DECLARATION DELIVER- 
ED BY MONSIEUR DE Folx, EMBASSADOUR FOR THE

— HE quene's Majeſtie, having ben informed of the matters de- 
— | clared to hir counſell by the rrench Embaſſadour, in the name 


1 of additions to his former declarations, findeth more ſtrangnes and 
noveltye in ſome phraſees of words, then in the matter: and, for an- 
3 8 en gyer to the one and the other, hir Majeſtie hath willed the Emba ſſa- 
oben, dor to underſtand as foloweth. 
rums chß FIRST, there be ſome kind of ſpechees uſed by the Embaſſador, 
coreaed by which her Majeſtie dowteth not but, being therof admoniſhed, he will 
See, cee. revoke them; as reaſon is: but if they come from them that direct 
both the King and all his miniſters by force ; the Embaſſadour is to 
be excuſed, and they to be admoniſhed to uſe comelyer words to prin- 
ces anoynted, howſoever their deeds be diſordered. And now for the 
matters, 

HER mMajeſtie hath ſo manifeſtly and probably cawſed, not only 
her actions, but alſo her intentions and purpoſees to be declared, both 
privately to hir good brother the French k ing by her new E mbaſſa- 
dour sir Thomas Smyth, and publicklye by writing, that in deede hir 
Majeſtie ſeeth no cawſe, why the matters conteyned either in the for- 
mer declaration or in this later ſhould have bene proponed. For hir 
Majeſtie ſeeth manifeſtly the cawſes and grounds of hir firſt intencions 
and actions ſo to contynue {till as they were, or rather increaſe, as 
hitherto ſhe cannot with reaſon alter hir former purpoſees: ' and yet, 
for ſatisfaction of the æmbaſſadour, ſhe is pleaſed to anſwer the ſub- 
ſtance of the wholl as ſhortly as may be. | 
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Tu Embaſſadour's ſpeche is uttered in the name of the king; and 
ſo, percaſe, he may be directed by lettres ſigned with the King's 
name: and the ſcope of the wholl matter is to move hir ajeſtie to 
revoke hir ſubjects ſent into Normandy, and to deliver certen of the 
rrench King's ſubjects come into this realme. The reaſons uſed for 
theſe purpoſees, being many in ſundry ſorts of ſpeeche, tend all to 
this: that by treatye hir Majeſtie ought ſo to do; and that otherwiſe 
many things may chaunce to followe : wherein greater wordes ar uſed 
then neded, or than there is cawſe to take care of. 

To all which hir Majeſtie anſwereth : that well it appeareth by 
theſe negotiations, who be the directors and commandors of the king, 
and his mother, and others of his blood: that when they have, for 
their particuler quarrells, firſt forced a tender k ing their ſoveraigne, 
in tyme of great quietnes, to enter into a warr, to the deſtruction of 
his owne naturall people, his townes, his countreys, yea his faithfull 
ſervaunts and counſaillours, onely for reſpect of there privat malice ; 
[they] will alſo, for furder particuler advancement of their greatnes, 
uſe his name and his miniſters in this fort, to offer unkindnes to the 
Quene's Majeſtie, being his neighboure, ſiſter, and frend, remayn- 
ing in good peace, and uſing the officees of a perfect frend in tyme of 
his troblees and adverſytie, for releeff and preſervation of his ſubjects. 
For, what ſoever is now faid or uttered in the name of the King, all 
the world knoweth, who begann theſe trobles, who firſt tooke armes, 
who firſt committed the horrible murthers, what particuler purpo- 
ſees of their owne have ben proſecuted: in all which nothing hath 
ben found that concerned the King for his perſon, or any of his blood 
for there intereſts; although all is now by them pretended for the K ing, 
and his name abuſed to coverr all theſe there cruelties. 

ON the other parte, it cannot be denyed, but all that which 
the others hath donn from the begynning hath ben onely to defend 
themſelves in the quarrell of the King; on whoſe behalf they only 
have required, that the governaunce of him in this his minorytie, the 
reformacions of the great abuſes in the realme, the reſtitution of the 
King's eſtate to wealth, the quietnes of the realme in the diverſitie 
of opinions of relligion, with other ſuch lyke proviſions for the com- 
men weale of the crowne of Fraunce, might be uſed, ordered, and 
obſerved according tothe ordinaunces of the three E ſtates of the realme, 
and other edicts of the King: matters lawfull and neceffary to be 
defired by good counſellors in the King's minorety, and mete to have 
ben granted, and not denyed with force and armes. And, to prove that 
theſe have bene the cauſes, and none other, whatſoever is deviſed and 
invented falſly and improbably, one argument may ſuffice, againſt 
all contrary ſpechees: that is: when the prince of Condee and his 
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aſſociats at all tymes offred to leave their armes which they tooke 
for their defence in the quarrell of the King, fo as the King their ſo- 
veraigne might be governed in lybertie without force of armes, and 
the ordinances of the three Eſtates of the realme, and the xing's edicts 
for the matter of relligion might be obſerved; no parte therof wold, or 
at any time could be graunted, by meanes of the Guiſes; having got- 
ten ſuch force, as, contrary to their willes, nether the King, nor his 
mother, nor the King of Navarre could direct any thing: no, hir Ma- 
jeſtie, intreating herein at ſundry times, could not be allowed nor hard 
to deale therin. 

AND therfore, towching the inward trobles of Fraunce, howſoever 
the Embaſſador is directed to pronounce of them, hir Majeſtie continu- 
eth ſtill in this judgment: that they which have gotten the perſon of the 
x ing and his mother by force of armes, and will not accord to the ob- 
ſervation of the ordonnances of the three eſtates of [the] realme, but 
will hazard the ſtate of that realme rather than yeld to leefull re- 
queſts, ar they which only withſtand the free governaunce of the 
King, the inritching of his crowne, the repoſe of the realme for qui- 
etnes in matter of relligion, the reformation of the abuſees in the 
realme ordeyned by the three eſtates of the realme ; and fo conſequent- 
ly ar giltye of the blood of all thooſe chriſtian people, which from 
the begynning hath bene ſhedd in theſe troobles: and they which be 
in armes on the other parte for their defence in the quarrell of the K ing, 
and for the obſervation of the ordonancees of the realme,are they whom 
the King, the Quene his mother, and all their blood, being once by 
Gopp's goodnes delivered from the tiranny of the Guiſes and their 
complices, ſhall ſee juſt cawſe to allowe for deare, naturall, obedi- 
ent, and faithfull ſubjects; and ſo, for the preſent, her Majeſtic ſe- 


eth juſt cawſe to allowe of them, and not to repute them any rebells, 


as the Guiſes pretend. And therfore hir majeſtic neceſſarely conclud- 
eth, that, untill theſe lawfull requeſts of the prince of Condee and 
his aſſociats for the behoof of the King and hisrealme ſhall be graunt- 
ed, as reaſon requireth, the perſon of the King ſhall not be out of 
daunger, nor his government to be accompted free; but uſurped, and 
directed onely at the pleaſure of the Guiſes, to their particuler purpo- 
fees. Uppon which reaſons, hir Majeſty is moved to contynew hir 
purpools, in ſuccoryng of the cauſe of the x yng and his trew ſervants. 
Thus much for the inward matters of France. 

AND next, for other private cawſes. directly moving hir Majeſtie 
to intermedle herein; hir Majeſtie cannot think, but the wholl world 
hath thus judged of her intereſt in thes matters and troobles, that no 
perſon, what affection ſoever he beareth to hir majeſtic, but have 
thought it providently and wiſely donn, both to have prevented the 
attempts of theſe men heretofore, and now alſo to interrupt their in- 
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tentions, before the ſame might be putt in execution. But indeede, for 
the allowing ofhirdaings, as to be content or miſcontent therewith, her 
Majeſtie therein maketh the beſt profe betwixt hir frends and the con- 
trary: for ſhe thinketh ſuerly, that, beſide her owne naturall ſyb- 
jects, all other princes, potentates, and people willing well to hir 

eſtate have not only thought theſe hir actions wiſely attempted and 
neceſſarely, but alſo have aſſented in their harts to be content ther- 
with; and contrary wiſe, nonn can miſlyke therof, but ſuch as ether 
will not well to hir eſtate, or wiſh better to her adverſaries. 

AnD foraſmuch as, beſide the former injuriouſe attempts that 
were notoriou ſe to the world, being ſufficient of themſelyes to have 
curred this yere; as the manifeſt ſpoiling of diyerſe hir ſubjects and 
ſhippes in ſundry places in Brittain, yea killing of dyverſs of them up- 
onn pretence of relligion, and now lately the intelligence had by them 
of Guiſe with certen notahle treators here in this realme, not unknowen 
to the Embaſſadour, who did conſpire in the fayour of the Guiſes 
againſt hir Majeſtie and hir crowne; as in tyme ſhall manifeſtly ap- 
peare to the world: hir Majeſtie ſeeth not, why ſhe ſhould remit hir 
former providence for hir defence, or, upon meſſadges and requeſts 
deviſed by them of Guile in the King's name (whom with the quene, 
his mother, by force they dire&) to reyoke thoſe hir ſubjects, whom 
ſhe hath ſent into Normandy to help to ſave the French King's peo- 
ple, and willyngly to hurt none; as manifeſtly appeareth, and ſhall 
ſtill appeare by their actes. 

AND where the aucthorite of the requeſt is grounded, both for this 
and the delivery of certen Frenchmen, upon the force of a treaty be- 
twixt their Majeſties; the violacion wherof the Embaſſadour is com- 
mandid to proteſt, if the requeſts ſhall not he performed: although hir 
Majeſtie hath thereunto made ſufficient anſwer by her priyate lettres 
to the King hir good brother; yet, becawſe the Embaſſadour ſhall 
not think his proteſtation unanſwered, hir Majeſtie letteth him to un- 
derſtand, 1 if ſpeeche ſhal be had of the force or violation of the 
treatye, it is now long paſt, ſence that, by very meanes and coun- 
ſells of the authors of theſe troobles, the ſame treaty was manifeſtly 
violated and broken, in the [R tymes of King Henry and King 
Frauncis, this King's father and brother, and never ſence as it ought 
reformed or reſtored, but manifeſtly refuſed; contrary to the writings 
and ſeales of the King laſt deceſſed: ſo as on the parte of the queen's 
Majeſtie, it 
to proteſt ti e violation of the treaty, and therby demand all ſuch in- 
tereſts as by order of the treaty is provided for Ar * the 
nifeſtly broken. 


„and hath ben before t his tyme, and yet is very leefull 
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AND yet hir Majeſtie, for finall concluſion, requireth the Embaſſa- 
dour to gather herof no alteration of hir Majeſtie's former intention, 
at many tymes declared to him and other the rench x yng's ſubjects; 
but that ſhe hath ſufficient regard to hir othe and promiſſees, howſo- 
ever contrary ſpeche is uncomely and untruly uſed ; but ſhe meaneth 
on hir parte to obſerve the treaty and peace with the xing. And if the 
violence or malice of them that now deteyne hym in their force ſhall, 
for preferment of their privat attempts agaynſt her, uſe hereafter the 
name of the King or his aucthorytie to offend hir Majeſtic; ſhe mean- 
eth ſo to-anſwer and redreſſe the ſame in all reſpects, as by hir do- 
ings it ſhall appeare, as long as ſhe may be ſuffred to contynew and 
kepe good peace with the k ing her good brother, and all his good and 
faithfull ſubjects. And as ſone as his perſon and realme ſhal be free 
from theſe forces and inteſtyne warres, and hir Majeſtie aſſured for hir 
owne ſafftye; the wholl world ſhall well ſee, that ſhe hath ment and 
intendid as frendly to the King in theſe his trobles, as any other of his 
allyes and next frends: and, if ſhe might be ſuffred, wold percaſe doo 
as much to the reconciliation of theis troobles, as any others; and that 
with ſuch indifferency, as the Kyng might enjoye his crowne, with 

ce and conſervation of all manner his ſubjects on the one part and 
the other. And her majeſty willeth the E mbaſſador to thynk well here- 
of; for ſhe thynketh, there be not manny princees in Chriſtiendom fo 
indifferently mynded.

ot Nicholas Y verey good Lorde, I have, fince my comming to Orleans, 
ae written to yow at four ſundry tymes: and bycauſe this bear- 


Earlofwar- er brought me nothing from yow, I do ſuppoſe my lettres have miſ- 
ek. cCaryed: one, I am well aſſured, hathe ben taken by the enemies; in 
From * Which pacquet I ſent a lettre to the queene's Majeſtie, and a cypher 
Conde's tO be uſed betwixt your Lordſhip and me. The party which caryed 
ane. this pacquet was named captain Salles, a Gaſcoigne : he was put to 
138%1562 deathe by the conneſtable's meanes. Yow, and ſuche as be there with 
Pares your Lordſhip under your charge, had neade to take good heede of the 
en conteRhyngrave your neighbour : for he is a verey cunning and daun- 
— gerous man, and his fayer talke and practiſes is more daungerous then 
all the warre he can make yow ; and yet he is no unexperte captain. 
My Lorde, in any wiſe beware, what promiſſe ſoever is made yow, or 
what fayre wordes ſoever is uſed, either on his behalfe or W any other 
under him, that yow ſuffer none of his Almayns to enter within New- 
haven ; for I can aſſure your Lordſhip, there is nothinge ment but 


treaſon, This bearer hathe geven the prince of Conde to underſtande, 
that 
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that your Lordſhip hathe there for him a hundred thouſande crounes, 
and mo, to be delivered when the ſayd prince ſhall ſende for it. 
IAM. ſory, My Lorde, and aſhamed, that Deepe was abondonned as 
it was; for I can aſſure yow, there was more feare then there was 
cauſe, and the peece made more ungardable then the ſame deſerved. 
The ennemy was not in cafe, for many lackes, to aſſayle it or to force 
it, The loſſe of that peece was of greate conſequence for many re- 
ſpectes: for nowe the place where yow are is in manner beſieged, and 
there is no other porte favorable unto yow on this ſyde, fave Cane; 
which is commaunded by the caſtle. But I will not longe trouble yow 
and my ſelfe with thinges paſte recovery. I am bothe greeved and 
aſhamed with the misfortune. It appearethe verey well, the conte 
of Mongomery was not within it, Our nation wan muche honour at 


Roan; and ſo dyd mr Laighton and mr Killigrewe: but thoſe at Deepe 
be not ſo well ſpoken of. 

THE Prince of Conde from Orleans to the campe the 
v111” day of November: the x" day he made his approches before 
Pluvieres, where there was four enſeignes of the ennemies; and, hav- 
ing battred the ſame by the ſpace of four houres with two cannons, 
the xi day the towne was rendered; the whole beeing referred to the 
prince's mercy, The x1111" day his army beeing within fyve myles 
of Eſtampes, aleven enſeignes of the ennemies abbandoned the ſame : 
wheruppon the ſayd toune of Eſtampes offred the vrince of Conde entrey 
into their towne with his army. Nevertheles, he paſſed therby with- 
out entrey, and marched towardes Corbeill; there to winne the paſ- 
ſage of the ryver of Seyne: about which entrepryſe he and his army 
is occupied preſently, the ennemies having there and thereaboutes about 
two thouſande horſemen and four thouſande footemen, which keepe 
the paſſages of Melun and Corbeill, to have the commodities of the 
ryvers of Marne and Seyne for the proviſion of the toune of Paris. But, 
or it be long, it is to be thought, your Lordſhip ſhall either heere of 
the battail geving, or of the quiting of thoſe paſſages. The prince is 
verey ſtronge of horſemen, by the ayde of a greate number of right- 
ers, and of footemen alſo, havinge a good bande of launſknightes 
verey well armed, beſydes the Frenchemen. For many cauſes I have 
thought meete to accompany the prince in his campe, which it may 
pleaſe yow to take in good parte that I paſſe over in ſylence, bycauſe 
the ſame is not meete to be written out of cypher. It may pleaſe yow 
to take heede, that the Frenche do not ſerve their torne with the cy- 
pher which I ſent yow, faullen into their handes as is aforeſayd. The 
Prince woulde fayne have the ayde of ſome of your footemen, and 
horſemen alſo, if yow have any; but Ido not ſee no ſafe meanes howe 
your force can joyne with his, unles the prince ſhulde ſende a good 
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bande of horſemen to conducte your footemen. Whatſoever the counte 
of Ryngrave doth ſay, My Lord, yow muſt beſturre yow, and keepe 
him waking; for he woulde amuſe yow with fayre wordes, to take 
yow leaping. It were a goodly enterpriſe, if yow coulde recover 
thoſe peeces which do beſiege yow on the ryver of Seyne, bothe on 
the one ſyde and of the other; as Cauldebeck, Humflute, Harflute, 
and the others. The counte Ryngrave by his doinges heere is greatly 
diſcredited amonge the princes of Germany. I have, my Lorde, of 
late ſente three or four diſpatches to the Queen's Majeſtie, and am 
greatly afrayd, leſt they have all miſcaried; for I have had no ſafe 
meanes to ſende by the way of sir Thomas Smythe. The loſſe of 
Deepe hathe ben a greate hinderance to geve her Majeſtic intelligence 
of this countrey. It may pleaſe your Lordſhip to advertiſe the Queen's 
Majeſtie, that I have ſent, by ſundry wayes, twoo diſpatches unto 
her, one of the xxx" of October, and th'other of the v111" of No- 
vember. As to the men of the counte Ryngrave, which do offer to 
revolte from their capten ; myne opinion is, that yow ſhall trye them 


and their fidelete by ſuche meanes as this bearer can tell yow, and by 


ſuche meanes as the prince of Conde and th' admirall have advertiſed 
the conte of Mongomery, Monſieur de Briquemore, and Monſieur de 
Beauvois. 

Tuvus I humbly take my leave of your good Lordſhip : prayenge 
the ſame, that my commendations may be donne to your brother the 
Lorde preſydent of Wales, to Maiſter Poyninges, and to all the good 
captens and luſty gentlemen under your charge. And, good my Lord, 
looke well about yow, that we be not lefte in the bryers: for theeſe 
men may perhappes agree, and we lefte to blowe at the cole, if mat- 
ters be not well handled; and yet I aſſure your Lordſhip, the prince 
of Conde, th'admirall, and his famelye, be honorable and ſyncere 
men. In any wiſe, My Lord, treate well the conte of Mongomery ; 
for he is one of the worthieſt men of his nation: and if yow ſhall 
happen to marche with your force, or to ſende any good troupe ther- 
of, lette the ſayd conte, if it be poſſible, accompany yow, or the 
fame, From the prince of Conde'scampe, 1x leagues from Parys, and 
1111 from Corbeill, the xv111" day of November 1 562.

T may pleaſe your Majeſte, I ſent you a diſpatche from Orleans of s. xicouta 
the xxx of October, for aunſwer to your laſt lettres of the xv Ii Tekmor- 


ton to the 


of September, which came to my handes the xxv of October; and queen. 


alſo dyd by the ſame diſpatch advertiſe your Majeſtè of ſuche matter 2ovov.1562. 
and occurrantes, as methought was convenient for your MajeſtE's know- Throkmor- 
ledge at that tyme. I ſent the ſame diſpatche by one of myne owne "fare 
ſervantes to Deepe, and gave him in charge to paſſe therwith into . 
Englande. He approched neare unto Deepe the ſame day the towne No Xxx. 
was rendered unto the Marſhall Montmorency; ſo as he coulde by no Fon te 


meanes, neither paſſe himſelf, nor ſende the diſpatch ſafely into Eng- 
land. And theruppon my ſayd ſervant returned unto me with the ſayd 
diſpatche addreſſed unto your Majeſte: which I have thought meete 
to ſende once agayne unto your Majeſte by the way of sir Thomas 
Smyth ; for that the ſame dothe conteyne in parte matter meete for 
your knowledge and conſyderation, albeit the loſſe of Rone and Deepe 
may alter a greate parte of the determination and reſolution convena- 
ble for that tyme and ſtate. And to th'intent your Majeſtè may the 
better advyſe and geve order for your owne affaires; I have thought 
convenient to advertiſe yow of the procedinges of the prince of Conde 
ſince my ſayd laſt diſpatche, and of ſuche other occurrantes as be come 
unto my knowledge. 

THe Prince of Conde and th' admirall with their force, that is to 
ſay, of footemen fix thouſand armed ſo fo, and of horſemen neare about 
two thouſand of all ſortes, marched from Orleans the v111* day of No- 
vember. The 1x" day the ſayd prince ſent a trumpette to the towne 
of Pluvieres to render; a towne in the Beaulſe, betwixt Paris and Or- 
leans, fortefied and holden by the faction of the puke of Guiſe ever 
ſince the beginning of theſe troubles. The x® day the ſayd prince made 
his approches before the ſayd towne; and the ſayd x day wan fo 
muche of the faulxbourgs of the towne, as was left unburned by them 
within. The x1 day, about eight of the clock in the morning, the 
battrye was made to the ſayd towne, of twoo cannons only: and there 
was alſo two ſacres employed to beate the flankes and defences. The 
battrye proficted ſo well and the ſappe together, that the towne was 
rendered to the prince about twelve of the clock the fame day; up- 
pon no other capitulation, but the hole towne and all the people 
therin to ſtande to the prince's mercy. The prince gave pardon to all 
the inhabitantes of the towne which bare no armes: the captains, 
ſouldiors, and ſuche as bare armes, were all executed ; except the 
Goyornor only, who is yet holden alyve as priſoner, and is named 
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Monſieur de la Maſiere. There was fowor enſeignes of footemen with- 
in the towne. The ſayd xi day Monſieur d'Andelot made the Almayn 
force, brought by him under the conducte of the Marſhall of Heſſe, 
to joyne with the ſayd Prince's force. There is three thouſand and five 
hundred righters, verey well armed and mounted : there is alſo fowor 
thouſand footemen, as well armed, and men of as good ſhowe as ever 
I awe. The Marſhal of Heſſe is the mooſt moderate and adviſed Al- 
mayn that I have ſeene; but the people under his charge be verey Al- 
main ſouldiors, which do ſpoyle all thinges where they go, | 
Tre [ſaid] x i day Monſieur de Gonorre, Knight of th'order, and 
brother to the Marſhall Briſac, arrived at the prince's campe, imediat- 
ly after the wynninge of the towne of Pluvieres; who propoſed to 
the prince and to the admirall, in generall termes, a plauſible accorde 


. and compoſition: ſayenge unto them, they ſhould have what they 


would deſyre, ſo as they would fynde the meanes to rydde the realme 
of France of the Engliſhemen which were entred, and the Almayns 
alſo ; but ſpecially the Engliſhemen, for that they did poſſeſſe the 
principal porte of this realme, The ſaid Monſieur Gonorre remayn- 
ed in the Prince's campe all night, and lodged in the admirall's lodg- 
ing; and made many longe and ſundry diſcourſes unto them, with 
ouvertures of fayre ſhowe; alwayes concluding uppon the conditions 
before ſpoken of. | 
THe next morning the prince and the admiral made me pryvy to 
all this conference; and aſked my oppinion, what aunſwer they ſhould 
make, I tolde them, that Monſieur de Gonorre's fayre wordes and 
other ſuche lyke had heretofore muche abuſed them, and donne them 
much harme; having diverted them from their advantage taking up- 
pon their ennemies : and methought, his comming and legation at 
this tyme tended. to no other ende; for nowe their ennemie's forces 
was not comparable to theirs, and therfore they had no other meanes 
to ſerve their tornes but fayre woordes. I put them in remembrance 
to concyder, what ſuerty they might have to have promyſe kept of 
any thinge promyſed them by their ennemies ; putting them alſo in 
remembrance of their performance in tymes paſt, bothe of the K ingeꝰs 
edictes, the ordinance of the eſtates, and their owne promiſſe. 
THEN the prince of Conde and th' admirall ſayd unto me: We do 
concyder this that yow do ſay to be true; but in caſe thinges be re- 
duced to ſuche pointes as we may be aſſured of a good ende, what 
{hall we ſay of the Qucene your miſtreſs determination? I aunſwer- 
ed: Yow ſee the qQucene my miſtres determination by her proteſta- 
tion; and yow knowe, ſhe is a princeſſe of her word, and will kepe 
promyſſe bothe with yow and with herſelfe. But, quoth I, I ſee 
by no poſſibilitè howe yow can be well aſſured, if the Queene my mi- 
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ſtres force were furthe of this realme: for at this preſent if Engliſhe- 


men and Almayns were not heere; yo knowe, your one force to 
be ſo ſmalle of your owne nation, as your ennemies woulde not be 
aferde of them, nor offer yow ſo largely as they do; wherof yow have 
had good proofe this fouor monethes paſt, in which tyme neither En- 
gliſhemen nor Almains for yow were in this realme. In th'ende 
they ſayd: Monſieur I ambaſſadeur, aſſure yow, and we pray yow to 
aſſure the queene your miſtres, that we will no ende but ſuche as ſhall 
ſtand with her pleaſour : and yet we pray yow, let us knowe by as 
good ſpeede as yow can her oppinion in theeſe matters. We will aun- 
{wer Monſieur de Gonorre, and by him the quene mother and the 
King's councell, that we can ſee no ſuerty for ourſelves, nor repoſe 
for this realme, onleſſe the Queene of England and the princes of Al- 
mayn do make the ende. And theruppon the prince and the admi- 
ral diſpatched Monſieur de Gonorre the x11" day in the ming in 
fuch forte as they tolde me before mencyoned, 

THe ſeveritè uſed at Pluvieres by the prince of Conde inst the 
captains and ſouldiors proceaded cheefely in revenge of the greate cru- 
elty exerciſed by the puke of Guiſe and his party at Rone againſt the 
fouldiors there, but ſpecially againſt your Majeſte's ſubjectes: and in 
recompence of the cruel putting to death of the prefident Maunder- 
ville, Marlorat, Cotton and others, the prince of Conde cauſed to be 
executed at Orleans, before his departure, a councellour of the parlia- 
ment of Paris named Sappin, and an Abbot appertaining to the cardi- 
nal of Lorrayne. The ſayd x11 day, in the afternoone, the prince cauſ- 
ed his whole campe to marche from Pluvieres towardes Eſtampes. 

Tür x111" day eleven enſeignes of footemen of the papiſtes campe, 
beeing lefte in Eſtampes to garde the towne, and perceiving the prince's 
forces to approche, dyd abbandon the towne ; which they ſaccaged 
before theyr departing. The x1111" day in the morning, the inhabi- 
tantes of the towne of Eſtampes, perceiving the prince of Conde to 
be encamped but three myles from their towne, ſent the keyes of their 
fayd towne, with their ſubmiſſion to the prince; offering to him to 
ayde him of victualles and all other thinges that they were able to 
furniſh. The prince accepted their offer in good parte, and wolde 
not ſuffer his campe to enter into the towne: fo as the xv day his 
campe marched towardes Paris, leving the towne of Eſtampes on the 
lefte hande, taking the way towardes Corbeill : which towne was 
kept by the ennemy, the paſſage beeing there by bridge over the ry- 
ver of Seyne, and but eight leagues from Paris. 

THE xvi" day the prince approched with his campe within 
three leagues of Corbeill aforeſayd ; and was conſtrayned there to ſe- 
journe ſomme tyme, by meanes of a greate ſtraight which his army 
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bad to paſſe at a towne named Ferté-Allan: nevertheleſſe his light 


| horſe occupied both them of Melun, Corbeill, and Paris with ala- 


rums, the tyme of his ſejourning. The ſame day there arryved a meſ- 
ſanger from My Lord of Warwick in the prince's campe, who brought 
a lettre from my ſayd Lorde to the prince of Conde. The ſayd meſſan- 
ger alſo declared unto the prince in my hearing, that your Majeſte 
had ſent over one hundred thouſand crownes and above, to ayde the 
ſayd prince; and that the ſame was there ready for him, whenſoever 
he ſhould ſende for yt. Wheruppon, I ſuppoſe, the prince will ſende 
commiſſion to Monſieur de Bricquemort, or Monſieur de Beauvois, or 


both, to repayre to your Majeſte verey ſhortly. The prince's defire is, 


that ſomme good number of your force, under the leading of My Lord 
of Warwick, ſhoulde joyne with his force: which cannot be ſafely 
donne, onlefle the prince ſhoulde ſende a good bande of his horſemen 
to gard them. The ſayd meſſanger dyd alſo declare to the prince of 
Conde, and the ſame was confirmed by lettres from Monſieur de 
Bricquemore and Monſieur de Beauvois, that the conte of Ryngrave 
deſyred My Lord of Warwicke to make fayre and neighbourly warre, 
and fo doing he ſhoulde fynd the lyke at his handes: which be but 
baytes to inſinuate the ſayd conte into My Lord of Warwicke's good opi- 
nion, that therby he might the eaſelyer abuſe him. 

I do think, your Majeſte is by the advertiſment of sir Thomas 
Smythe nowe well advertiſed, in what evill termes I ſtand here with 
the queene mother and the councell about her: whoſe color and 
malice was ſo greate, as ſhe coulde not but diſcover the ſame vehe- 
mently to your ſayd Ambaſſadour at his laſt audience; wherof parte- 
ly he hathe of late advertiſed me, advyſing me to beware, howe 1 
fall in to her or their handes. So as, whatſoever information hath ben 
geven your Majeſte of my preciſenes and ſcrupuloſite, or that I have 
formed myſelf a feare without cauſe, your Majeſtè may nowe perceive 
by more indifferent teſtimony then myne owne, that I had reaſon to 
exchewe to committe myſelfe either to the queene mother's or the 
Kinge's councellours curteſy, without a ſufficient ſaufconducte for my 
ſafety: which to obtayne for me, the prince of Conde and th' admi- 
ral have of late required Monſieur de Gonorre to ſollicite the queene 
mother; that I may retire myſelfe furthe of this countrey, according 
to your Majeſte's commandement. And beſydes this your Ambaſſa- 
dor's confirmation of my hard caſe with the ſayd queene mother, and 
the Kinge's councell; I am verey well able to aſſure your Majeſte by 
verey good meanes, as you ſhall knowe at myne acceſſe unto you, 
that the and they dyd meane, having me in their handes, beeing un- 
tyed by fauf-conduQteor promiſſe, to diſpatche me furth of the worlde. 
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Ir may pleaſe your Majeſte, it is taken heere for a matter con- 
cluded, that Maximilian the King of Boheme either is or ſhal be cho- 
ſen King of Romains: whoſe election not beeing already ſolempnized; 


in my ſimple opinion, it ſhall be verey convenient for your Majeſte's 
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purpoſe to recommend the ſayd k inge of Boheme favorably to your 
freendes the princes of Almayn: which your Majeſte's freendly re- 
comendation cannot but be thankfully taken of th' Emperour, the 
k inge of Boheme, and his bretherne, together with the ſayd princes 
of Almayn. 

OF late heere hath ben ſundry rumours ſpredde of your Majeſte's 
late ſickneſſe, and of the manour of yt; your freendes and well willers 
in this countrey fearing, that the ſame hath proceaded of ſomme ma- 
licious violence of your ennemies: but nowe, thankes be to Gop, 
your ſayd freendes be now all well recomforted, in that your Majeſ- 
te hath eſkaped the daunger therof. About this your majeſte's ſicke- 
nes, your eſtate, and the ſtate of your realme, here hathe ben verey 
ſtraunge diſcourſes: and it is heere beleeved for certayn, that verey 
lately the Grand priour, diſguiſed in verey ſecrette wys, repayred in- 
to your realme, there to practiſe thinges uppon all eventes; whoſe 
practiſes, it is ſayd heere, were accompanied with ſomme perrill to 
your owne parſon. I will not aſſure your Majeſte, that this is true; 
for that I am not fo well aſcertained therof as I could wiſh: but it 
may pleaſe yow, that this advertiſment, as it is, may thus farre furth 
ſerve, as to move yow to be vigilant of your owne ſafety, as well in 
your feeding as otherwiſe, and to have an eye to the practiſes with- 
in your realme. 

I'am verey loth to call thinges in queſtion which be paſt, and paſt 
recovery; but it ſeemeth verey ſtraunge to the prince of Conde, to 
th'admiral, and to me your majeſte's miniſter heer, that the towne, 
caſtle, and newe fortiffications of Deepe was by your men and by the 
French captains there ſo abbandonned as it was: for, howeſoever your 
Majeſte hath ben given to underſtand, the towne was much more 
gardable then Rone was, conſydering the force which was in yt; and 
the ennemye was not in caſe, bothe for lack of pow der and other thinges 
neceſſary, either to aſſayle it or force it, but (as they ſay) with bonne 
myne: for they had no meanes to make their artillery to march, and 
to be employed; and who would give over ſuche a towne without 
any cannon ſhotte? Moreover pleaſith it your Majeſte, ſuppoſe the 
caſe at the worſt, that they had ben vehemently aſſayled, and coulde 
be by no meanes, either by the yrince of Conde or otherwiſe, ſuc- 
coured: yet in all extremities they might have retyred themſelves, as 
they dyd, by ſea. 
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Tux loſſe of that peece was of greate importance, and came verey 
ill to paſſe, not only for your Majeſte's owne affaires, but alſo for your 
freendes and favorers in this countrey : who can by no meanes give 
yow intelligence from tyme to tyme of their doinges; Newhaven bee- 
ing ſcituat as it is, and beeing as it were beſieged ; Harflute, Hum- 
flute, Cauldebeck, Rone, Feckam, and Deepe beeing holden by the 
ennemies; and the counte Ringrave, with force of horſemen almayn, 
and French footemen, beeing in theſe partyes, as it were to make a vo- 
lant fiege to Newhaven. And moreover, beſydes Newhaven, there is 
no port nowe in this countrey at your and your frendes devotion : the 
navigation is much more freer and ſtronger for the ennemy, by the 
loſs of Deepe, then it was. This I can aſſure your majeſte, the French 
captains that were in Deep ſhall never be well looked on that gave ad- 
vyſe to abbandon the fame in forte as it was, neither by the prince of 
Conde, nor by th' admiral. 

Your Majeſte can concyder, it is a daungerous matter to give your 
ennemy ſcope, and to tye your ſelf to one ſtraight and place. The 
matter had neede nowe to be ſo handled, as Newhaven and your 
ſhippes may empeach the navigation and trade of the ryver of Seyne, 
and alſo empeach the herring fiſhing alongſt that coſt; for there is no 
one thinge will more greeve theſe men, nor be more intollerable unto 
them, then that. The ſayd conte doth practiſe, that two of his en- 
ſcignes, under colour of revolting from him for religion's ſake, ſhoulde 
enter into Newhaven to ſerve under My Lord of Warwick: which 
bayte is but to betray the peece ; for aſſure your Majeſte, there is no 
good meaning in the conte Ryngrave, nor in none other under his 
charge. It may therfore pleaſe your Majeſtè to admoniſh my Lord of 
Warwick, to beware of theeſe cunning dealinges, lyke as I have alre- 
dy ſomthing written unto him in this matter, if my lettre may ſafely 
comme unto his handes. 


IT may pleaſe your Majeſte, it is taken heere for an aſſured truth,

that the King of Navarre is either dead, or wil be dead within fewe 


dayes; and that the prince of Conde, having this great force together, 
ſhal be able to enjoy the place and authorite that the King his brother 
dyd enjoye within this realme. And for that I do perceive, there is 
already practiſes in hand ſette on by the queene mother, ſecretly ſo 
to accord with the prince of Conde, as that the cardinal of Ferrare, 
the nouſe of Guyſe, the conneſtable, and the Marſhall St Andre may 


ſtill remayne in their eſtates in court and councel about the King; 


which tendeth but to exclude the Admirall, his bretherne, and ſuche 40 


as favour the religion and be no good Spaniardes; which beeing brought 
to paſſe, the quene mother doth think herſelfe well fortefyed to do 
her will, and alſo to be in caſe to leade the prince of Conde to all in- 
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tents and purpoſes, through his eaſy nature and facillite, as ſhe dyd 
the k ing his brother: theeſe matters thus coming to paſſe will frame 
untowardly and unproffitably for your majeſte's affayres. Therfore it 
may pleaſe yow, as it were by way of advyſe and for good amitie's 
ſake, to advyſe the prince of Conde by letter in generall termes, and 
by ſpeeche in particular to Monſieur de la Haye and to Monſieur de 
Briquemore to admoniſhe the prince of Conde, that the proceadinges 
of the King his brother, abbandoning the advauncement of religion, 
his faythfull freendes and ſervantes, as he dyd, may be unto him a 
glaſſe and teaching, to ſee the daunger that may enſue unto him, if he 
do the lyke: and that he hathe good cauſe to valewe and eſteme the 
admirall, his nouſe, and all ſuch noblemen and gentlemen as have 
taken his parte in this quarrell, rather then ſuche as have ſought his 
ruyne and deſtruction ; as the parſons afore named have don, with dy- 
vers other, many of them forgetting, that they were his kinſmen. I 
do ſee ſomme apparant cauſe to write thus muche unto your Majeſte ; 
and therfore it may pleaſe yow to concyder graciouſly of yt, and to 
give order for the ſame in tyme. 

I Do alſo perceive greate preſumption, that, amongſt other accordes 
for the troubles in this realme, the matter of religion is lyke to be com- 
pounded by meanes of an interim, (after the ſame manour as it was in 
Germany in the tyme of th'Emperour Charles, or according to the 
preſent ſtate there) untill by ſomme councell there may be ſome uni- 
verſall reformation ordeyned for the churche. What will enſue her- 
of, I will not take uppon me to ſay; but I ſuppoſe, in a kingdome 
it will not work moſt quietnes. And therfore it may pleaſe your Ma- 
jeſte ſo to provyde for the quietnes of your owne ſtate, as no practiſer, 
moyenner, nor daungerous inſtrument wyn not that credit at your 
Majeſte's handes, nor be not ſuffered ſo to work within your realme, 
as that an interim may be introduced to take place in your realme, af- 
ter th'example of Fraunce and Germany: for, your Majeſte not of- 
fended, whoſoever will open that gate, to intromitte ſuche a change 
within your realme, doth not meane the repoſe and conſervation of 
your eſtate; and therfore ſuche ouvertures woulde be cut of, without 
any manner of tolleration. 

PRESENTLY the Prince of Conde doth wryte to your xtajeſtè and 
to th'erle of Warwick, and by his meanes to convey his lettres unto 
your Majeſte by the handes of Monſieur de Bricquemore. Monſieur 
de la Haye hathe ſomwhat complayned, or at the leſt the prince of 
Conde is geven to underſtand, that the ſayd de la Haye is not mooſt 
gratefull to your Majeſte. It ſhoulde better ſuccede for your ſervyce, 
as the caſe ſtandethe, that your Majeſtè would by your gracious uſage 
unto him move him to chaunge that opinion. For, as the caſe ſtand- 
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eth preſently, the good uſage of the prince of Conde's miniſter ſhall 


more advaunce your ſervice, and turne more to your commoditie, then 
the good uſage of Monſieur de Foix: for he is taken to be the queene 
mother's and the papiſtes miniſter, and the other is the miniſter of 
your Majeſte's good frendes and well willers; unto whome open 

treatment may be nowe as well advowed to be uſed and ſhow- 
ed by your Majeſte and your miniſters, as unto the other. 

Tae Prince of Conde, th'admirall, and other your Majeſte's good 
frendes in this countrey, be ſomwhat jelous, that sir Thomas Smythe 
your Majeſte's ambaſladour hath ſuch intelligence, and dothe make 
ſuche courte to the cardinal of Ferrare: and albeit I knowe nothing ther- 
of, yet I have don the beſt I can to ſatisfy them; aſſuring them, his 
actions doth tende nothing to their prejudice. I have geven sir Tho- 
mas Smythe a watchword in this matter, to exchewe thoſe hauntes and 
intelligences with the cardinal, ſpecially at this tyme, onleſſe your 
Majeſte have geven him inſtructions ſo to do. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſte, the Prince and his force hath ben dry- 
ven to conſume the xv11®, xv111", and x1x” off thys monethe, be- 
fore he coulde make his approches to Corbeill; partely for the repoſe 
of th'Almains after their long travaill, and alſo for muſtering of them; 
and partely for that the paſſage was verey ſtraight, as aforeſayd, to 
paſſe ſo muche cariage as is in this army, wherin there is to fight ſix 
thouſand horſemen of all ſortes and nations and ten thouſand foote- 
men. The cauſe why the prince and his force do amuſe themſelves 
before the ſayd towne of Corbeill is, as well for that the ſame towne, 
ſtanding as it dothe, may empeache and cut of their victualles com- 
ming to them from Orleance, Pluvieres, and the Beaulſe; as alſo 
for that the enemy, enjoyng the ſame, ſhall have the ryver of Seyne 
on that ſyde at comaundement to ſuccout the towne of Parys of vic- 
tualles and other thinges neceſſary from tyme to tyme. For theeſe 
reſpectes aforeſayd the prince doth aſſay to recover the ſayd towne to 
his devotion, if it be poſſible; althoughe there wil be ſomwhat ado 
theraboutes, for that there is within the ſayd town, as it is ſayd, of the 
ennemyes fower thouſand footemen and two thouſand horſe, and the 
Duke of Nevers and the Marſhall St Andre be within the ſayd towne. 
At the diſpatche herof th'artillerie to batter the towne of Corbell was 
in planting: wheraboutes there hathe ben loſt both good capteins and 
ſomme number of good ſouldiors, and namely the Lieutenant to Mon- 
ſieur de Grandmont, named Chanterat; whiche Monſieur de Grandmont 
is coronell of all the Gaſcoigne footemen. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſté, the -xv111* day of this monethe the 
Kinge of Navarre departed this lyfe betwixt Roan and Paris, beeing 
brought up by water. It may pleaſe your Majeſts, if yow be diſ- 
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poſed to ayde the prince of Conde with money, to ſtay a while the 

payment therof, untill yow may fee howe the Queene mother and he 

will agree. |

I truſt, there is none of theym hathe ſo evell an oppynyon 
ben, in me, as to thinck me ſo careles of this greate chardge, the witch 
2oNov.1562 the Quene's Majeſty hath commytted to me, as that I wold not ad- 
rare yertyſe theym from tyme to tyme, yff they wynde wer not the only lett 
er of yt: for, onles I had yt at commaundement, I cannot ſende when

his own I As8URE yow, syr, I thinck, there was never man ſente forth 
ww tothe lyke kynde of ſervyce that I am now in; nether that yt was ne- 
ver ſene, that ever Inglyſhman and Frenchman wer ſo myxed toge- 
ther in any towne as we ar here, The quene's Majeſty told me, that it 
was agreed upon betwene her Majeſty and the Vydame, that there 
ſhuld remayne no ſowldyer within the towne, but only the towne 
dwellers: but I fownd yt not ſo at my comminge hyther, for ther 
was at the leſt three or four hundred here; for the whitch, I ſemed 
to have greate myſlykinge wythall: and I was anſwered, that foraſ- 
motch as Roan and Dyepe was gone, that they had no only refudge 
but this towne ; and there hope was, that accordinge to the qQuene's 
Majeſtye's promyſe to theym, that they ſhuld receave both ayde and 
ſuccore at her handes. 

THis anſwer made me I cold not tell what to do; conſederinge 
indede, that my commyſſyon and inſtructyons declareth no leſſe, then 
to ayde theym all that I may, and lykewyſe to kepe this towne for 
the behallff of the prench Kinge. Vt nevertheleſſe, wainge the greate 
daunger that might happen to this towne by reaſon of the greate com- 
pany that is here of theym, I ſent for Monſieur Bevoyes, and declar- 
ed to hym, that I had parfyt intelligence from the counſell, that there 
is a greate nombre of ſowldyers comminge out of Inglonde; and, for 
that the nombers of the Inglyſh and French be fo greate here allredy, 
I cold not tell whar to beſtoe theym, wythout his helpe : wherfore 
I deſyred him, that the moſt part of his ſowldyers might be placed 
in the vyllages without the towne ; and, bycauſe he ſhuld have no 
ſuſpytyon in yt, I declared to hym, that I wold ſende a band or two 
of Inglyſhmen to kepe the villages with theym lykewyſe. He ſemith 
to be veary well content wythall: fo that I truſt, by this meanes, ether 
to ryd theym all out of the towne, or at the leſt the moſt part of 
theym. 
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In the meane tyme Ihave the towne ſtrongly garded, both day and 
night; and have made proclematyon, that uppon paine of deth, that 
no Frenchman ſhall come out of his lodginge after 1x of the clock; 
and beſydes, that they be not lodged togethers, but in ſeverall places 
in the towne: ſo that, what myſcheff ſoever the meane, I truſt to 
Gov, they ſhall be abell to do no greate hurt. As this is a 
matter both for yow and the reſt of the counſell to conſyder of, con- 
ſidering the fyckell ſtate we ſtande in here, and what dainger may 
happen hereafter, under the cowlore of this fayned fryndſhipp; I truſt, 
I nede not therfore to put [yow] in remembrance, but that yow wyll 
be ſo carefull of yt, as that it may be to the honor of our myſtrys, 
and the ſaftye of this pece the which yt hath pleſed her Majeſty to 
geve me the chardge of. Surely, syr, ſomwhat muſt be refferred to 
my dyſcreſſyon and the conſell here, or els the quene wyll be the 
worſſe ſerved, I wyll trobell yow no more; but commyt yow to 
Gop: who ſende yow well to do.

The Prince of Conde and his campe having approched the towne of 
Corbeille, and being ready to batter the ſame ; the queene mother 
ſente her principal Eſcuyer, named Monſieur de Sainte-Meſme, with 
a lettre to the ſayd prince, advertiſinge him of the deathe of the k inge, 
his brother. The ſayd de Sainte-Meſme had alſo in credence to tell 
the prince from the queene, that ſhe was verey deſirous to have an 
ende of theiſe troubles: and alſo that ſhe was willinge, that the ſayd 
prince ſhould enjoy his ranke and aucthoritè due unto him in this 
realme ; which to helpe him unto ſhe would employ her good will 
and power: and declared, that ſhe was verey deſirous, that the K inge 
her ſonne and ſhe might either comme unto the prince, or the prince 
to comme unto them; but ſhe ſawe great difficultie to bringe that to 
paſſe, the paſſages beeing garded as they were.

To THE RIGHT HONORABLE THE LORDES AND OTHERS or 
THE QUENE'S MAJESTIE'S PRIVIE COUNSEILL, 


T may pleaſe your Honors to underſtand, that I lately receyved ad- 
vertiſement from sir Thomas Smythe, that Guiſe hathe drawne 

all the cheife ſtrenght of Normandye againſt the Prince; who with 
all his power is in the felde, and, as it is thoght, verie nere Paris: 
againſt whome if Guiſe (as Gop forbyde) ſhuld prevayle, that then 
he will forthewith aſſayle us here with his whole force: and that pro- 
clamation hathe bene made, bothe at Rone and elſwhere, that all the 
Frenche ſhuld put theymſcilfs in readynes to expulſe th'Ingliſhe and 
Almayns, which contrary to the King's will have ſeaſed upon certeyn 
of his townes, Here is alſo, as I am enformed, beſydes the Rin- 
groff's bande, two thouſand rrenche ſouldyars come lately to Bul- 
beck, and certeyn peces of great ordynaunce arryved at Feckam, 
with great provition of wynes; and that they have taken up and preſt- 
ed all the pyoners that can be gotten in this contry: ſo that it is to be 
ſuppoſed, that ether they intende to beſeche us, or els to fortifie upon 


the hill againſt us. There is alſo at Depe and Feckham eight great 


ſhips in preparing to cutt of our victells, and ſuche other proviſion as 
ſhuld come to us frome thenſe : ſo that it ſhal be requiſite, that ſome 
of ours may be ſpedily ſet forthe, ether to kepe the ſeas, or at the 
leaſt to watt thoſe which ſhall come hither frome tyme to tyme. 

By Mounſieur Beuvois and Briquemont I was alſo lately informed, 


that the burgeſſes and inhabitants of Cane have offred theymſeilfs to 


the quene's Majeſtie's protection and governement : inſomoche as 
Nounſieur Briquemont (as they ſay) lokes howrely when he ſhal be ſent 
fore to come thither ; who myndethe to take with him all the Frenche 
fouldyars that be here: wherof I wold be glad, for otherwiſe I knowe 
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not howe to remove theym ; for the villages, where they were once 
appointed to lye, cannot be ſoddenly made of any ſuche force as they 
{hal be able to kepe it, th'enynue being ſo nere unto it. And in the 
meane tyme we are inforſed to increaſe our watche, to prevent th in- 
convenience that might happen amongſt ourſeilfs; wherof I am day- 
ly admoniſhed, even by certeyn of the F . Therfore I wold 
gladly knowe, what was determyued betwixt hir Majeſtic and the Vi- 
dam for the removing of the men of warre, and alſo to have ordre 
frome yow to put itin 3 for, ſo long as they contynewe here, 
the ſuſpition wil be to grea 

YESTERDAY the qQueene * ſent hither one la Mauvyſlyre, bs 
nifying tome by mouthe, that ſhe had receyved lettres frome the Quene's 
Majeſtie, wherby appeared, ſhe had entred this towne to ſe it ſavely 
kept to the uſe of hir ſonne: which ſhe the more credited, for-that 
ſhe hard my doings to be ſuche as were not hurtefull to any of hir 
ſubjects; for the which ſhe ſent me (as he ſayd) great thankes. This, 
whatſomever he intended further, was his pretence, but not the cheife 
cawſe of his commyng : for Mounſieur Beuvois tolde me immediatly, 
that the Quene had by him not onely offred him pardon, but if he 
had loſt ten thouſand pounds to reſtore him fifteen thouſand for it. 

By th'increaſing of their nombres, and other proviſion dayly made 
by our neghbors, it dothe evidently appere, that, ſo ſone as the tyme 
will ſerve, they purpoſe (as I have ſayd) to beſege us or to fortifie ; 
that in cace we beginne not with theym, they will beginne with us, 
when we ſhall not be ſo able to deale with theym, as in the meane 
tyme we might: beſeching your Honors, that I may be ſpedily adver- 
tiſed howe to procede with theym, and that I may be furniſhed ac- 
cordingly, eſpecially of victells; which are ſo ſkarſe already, that thk 
daye there was nether beare nor breade, (other then biſket) to be had

growe to great inconvenience: for with watching, warding, and work- 


ing, the ſouldyars are ſtill occupyde, even as moche as they are well 


able to indure; which cannot contynewe without neceſſarie foode. 
Want of water, which was taken frome us foure or fyve dayes ago, 
and alſo of mylles, are alledged to be the cawſe of this preſent lacke. 

TH1s morning certeyn ſtones were thriſt oute of the wawle hard by 
the caſtle; wherby the water gate iſſue, and within a ſhort tyme had 
empted the dyche ſo, that a man in his botes might eaſely go to the 
wawle ſyde: for the dyche is nothinge ſo depe as was ſuppoſed; be- 
ſydes that the grownde is ſo hard and firme, as will beare any waight, 
even all along the northe eaſt ſyde, which was counted naturally the 
ſtrongeſt parte of the towne. 
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Tuls evening arryved here fix hundred men out of Suffolk and Eſ- 


ſex: which I ment to have committed to the leading of ſuche gentle- 
men of ſervice as came over with me upon their own chardges; and 
ſo I was promeſt: but, contrary to my expectation, they are, as I per- 
ceive, already appointed. Thus, being verie diſierous to here frome 
yow, and to have your advices, as well in the premiſſes, as towching 
ſuche advertiſements as yow receyvyd by my brother Sydney (wher- 
of as yet I have receyvyd no anſwar) I commit your Honors to the tu- 
ition of almightie Gop.

Or the lacke of beare and bread that preſently is here, and of the 
nombres of th adverſaries that come dayly to Hartflewr, Mountreuill, 
and other places, I have written more lardgely in my common lettre, 
and of the ayde which the prince, as I underſtand, lokes for at my 
hands; who is commyng (as I here) into Normandy: praing yow, as 
my truſt is in yow, to procure ſpedye anſwar of all theſe things, with 

| ſuche 
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ſuche furder adviſe as yow with the reſt ſhall thinke neceſſarie; and 
therwithall to be a meane, that a nombre of bedds may forthewith 
be ſent hither for the pore ſouldyars, which otherwiſe are like to fall 
in ſuche diſeaſes, as therby they ſhal be caſt away, and the quene's 
ſervice hindred ; but eſpecially, that ordre may be taken for victeills, 
without the which all other things are to no purpoſe. 

Ir I had had commiſſion at my firſt commyng hither, we might 
eaſely have taken thoſe places which th'enymie hathe now fortyfyde, 
as the tyme wold ſerve; ſo that they will not be ſo eaſely comme by; 
and, as it appearethe, they do but watche a tyme when they may beſt 
annoye us : which might have bene prevented, and they kept farder 
of; wheras nowe we are after a forte beſeged, for nether have we any 
vitteills out of the contry, nether yet cann go a myle out of the gates 
without a good force. Thus, hartely defiering yow, that, at the leaſt 
for your own parte, I may here ofter frome yow, I commit yow to

I intende ſhortely to returne unto you with his opinion towching the e 
ſtate of the fortifications here: which cannot be perfited, ether accord- * 
ing to Mr Lee's appoinctement, or as the faid Portonary ſhall furder |. 
deviſe, without 1500 mo laborers or pioners; which we thinke moſt _ 
requiſite to be ſent hither with all diligence. As for the ſouldiars; oz: ce. 
there is already more taken of theym, then they may well beare: prom the 
wherby they have waurne out their garments ; and not being able, i. 
by reaſon of the darthe of victtells and other things, to furniſhe the im- 
ſeilfs agayn, do therby, and through the coldenes of the wether and 
want of bedding, fawle ſeke dayly in great nombres: deſiering your 
Honors, according to my former letters, to give ordre, that 2000 
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mattreſſes may be ſent hither with all ſpede; otherwiſe the thirde parte 
of this gariſon will verie ſhortely be able to do no ſervice, Beſyds this, 
here is no proviſion ether of wood or cole: and out of the contry we 


can have none; for that we nether go to theym, nor they can have 


acceſſe to us. 

TowCcuiNG the unſerviſable ſhipps, as well belonging to the pa- 
piſts as to our frends; Monſeur Beuvoir hath promeſt to give ordre, 
that they ſhal be broken, and imployed according as your Honors have 
deviſed in that behalf. But as for the other that be ſerviſable; I can- 
not ſee, howe they can be ſent into England without great offence and 
miſliking of our frends: and therfore it is thoght beſt, that a good watch 
and diligent ſearch be contynued for the avoyding of ſuch daunger as 
otherwiſe may inſue. And where you write to have the ſtraun- 
gers demyniſhed by indirect meanes, and yet without th'offence of our 
frends; the ſame is a matter of ſuche difficultie, as is not poſſible to 
be brought to paſſe. Nevertheles if Monſieur Briquemont kepe touche; 
I truſte ſhortely, they ſhal be removid where they may do better 
ſervice, and we delivered from great ſuſpition; which otherwiſe will 
hardely be avoyded. 

Fox the perfiteing of the muſter boke, the monthly and particuler 
chardge of every bande ſhal be ſent to your Honors with as moche 
ſpede as conveniently maye be. It is thoght verie requiſite for the bet- 
ter exerciſe and trayning of the yong and unſkilfull harquibuſlers, that 
they may be allowed 2 lib. of powder a pece monthlye, untill they 
may be broght to ſome better perfection; wherein I deſyer to knowe 
your pleaſures: lykewiſe that I may be permitted to give ſome allow- 
ance of dead payes, if it be but five in the hundred, to ſuche cap- 
taines as I ſhall think worthie therof, as well for their incoragement 
and relief, as for the helpe of ſuche gentlemen and expert ſouldyars 
as they are forſt to conſider above the quene's allowance; wherby 1 
doubt not her Highnes ſhal be farr better ſerved. And herein Iam the 
bolder to write, for that by credible reaport it hath not bene ſene, that 
the muſters have bene ſo ſtraightly loked unto in any other place. 

THz xxx" of this laſt monthe sir John More with 500 weſtern 
men arryved here; wherof I have committed to the leading of Mr Somer- 
{et 300, to Mr Ormesby 100 to thoſe he had before, and to Mr Maners 
100, with 40 or therabowts of captaine Leighton's bande that came 
from Rouen. The ſaid 500 had no kynd of furniture except ſwords 
and daggars, nether have preſently; by meane wherof they are not

yt to be true beſydes : amongeſt the whytch, I have ſent your Maje- 
ſty here incloſed the opynion of Monſeur la Roke ; whom I take to 
be as faithfull a man to you, as any ſubject you have; and on that is

WHERFORE yt behoveth your Majeſty to have greate conſyderation 
of yt, both for your owne honor, and lykewyſe for the ſavety of this 
towne, the whytch yt hath pleaſed your Majeſty to geve me the chardge 
of: for ſo longe as the French and we ar this myngled together in 
one towne, yt cannot be choſen but it muſte nedes be in greate daun- 
ger. I cannot ſe, how yt can be remedyed but only by your Majeſty ; 
for that you have fo publyſſed yt abrode, both by proclematyon and 
other kinde of waye in lyke caſe, that you have ſent me and the reſt 
hyther for no other cauſe but only to defende this towne for the K inge, 
and lykewyſe his peopell. So that yf I ſhuld goe abowt to put any 
of theym out of the towne ; the wold not only make greate exclea- 
matyon, but wold allſo thinck, that your majeſty had ſent us hyther, 
rather to kepe it for your owne uſe then for any other reſpect. Wher- 
fore wainge your Majeſtie's honor in this behalff, I thought it no leſe 
then my bownden dewty to advertyſe you of yt; to the ende your 
Majeſty may devyſe ſome ſotch way for the havinge of the moſt part 
of the French peopell out of this towne, as may ſeme moſte for your 
Majeſtie's honor, and to their beſt contentation. There is one man 
that your Majeſtiy muſte nedes procure away with all ſpede, and that 
is Monſeur Brickmawlt: from whoſe hed, yf there be any myſcheff, 
it muſte nedes procede. It muſte be conningly handeled; leſt els, per- 
adventure, he wyll perceave, he is miſtruſted. As for the other, Mon- 
ſeur Bevoyes, I take him to be a veary honeſt jentillman. 

I wiLL ſende Portynare away with all ſpede, whoe is abell to in- 
ſtruct your Majeſty of the whool ſtate of this towne. As far as I can 
perceave by him, they fortefyenge of this towne wyll ſtande you in 
a greate deall of mony. Wherfore yf you intend to kepe it; your Ma- 
jeſty muſte nedes worck the more ſurer way for yt, and not to ſuffec 
the nomber of French that be here to remaine as they doe, This, with 
my humbell ſervyce remembred unto your Majeſty, I commyt you to 
Gop; whoe ever have you in his bleſſed kepinge, and ſende your 
Majeſty a longe and proſperous rayne over us.

T may pleaſe your Majeſte, ſince my lettres of the xx11 of Novem- , nde 
ber dated at Eſſone, the prince of Conde the xx111 of the fayd Throkmor- 

monethe levyed his campe from before Corbeill, fynding that place 2 
to be uneaſye to take ; and ſo from thence marched towardes Paris 
by eaſy journeyes, partely by the indiſpoſition of the yrince's helth,, 
and partely throughe the ſtfaightnes of the paſſages, untill the xxv1® of wegen, 
the ſayd monethe: what day he planted his campe diſtant an Engliſne a.s. 
myle — the faulxbourges of Paris, on the Univerſite ſyde. That wo xxx1,, 
day there was hotte ſkirmiſhinge betwixt the twoo partyes, and men From we 
ſlayne on bothe ſydes, but mooſt of the Prince's ſyde, by greate artil- nl 
lerye. The puke of Guyſe dothe commaunde all, for the matters of 
the warre, in Paris: he lodgeth in the Charterhouſe, ſtandinge in the 
ſuburbes of St. Michell, accompanied with the Suiſſes and the men 
of armes. The whole ſuburbes on thys ſyde the water is entrenched ; 
where there is ſundry baſtions and cavaliers to plante th'artillerye on, 
which is verey daungerous for th aſſaylantes. Nevertheles, if the prince 
had uſed celeritie, in my opinion, with little loſſe of men and greate 
facilitie he might have woon the ſuburbes; and then the towne coulde 
not longe have holden, ſomme parte of the ſayd ſuburbes havinge do- 
mination therof. 

SINCE the ſayd xxv1" day of November untill the diſpatche her- 
of, every other day, at the leſt, there was ſuſpenſion of armes. The 
qQueene mother and the prince of Conde had mette and conferred to- 
gether three tymes. Other delegued comiſſioners, as the cardinal of 
Bourbon, the prince of Roche-ſu-ryon, the conneſtable, and ſomtyme 
the Mariſhall Montmorency, Monſieur de Gonorre, and the secretary 
Aubeſpine, have mette and conferred oftener with the Admirall, the 
conte of Rochefocault, Monſieur d'Andelot, Monſieur de Genlys, Mon- 
ſieur de Grandmont and Monſieur de Sterney. At theeſe ſundry metinges 
many ſundry thinges have ben propoſed and debated on bothe ſydes. 
And albeit at the diſpatche herof there was no accord concluded nor 
agreed uppon : yet it ſeemethe unto me by ſundry argumentes, that 
theeſe men are verey lyke to fall unto an accord, ſuche as it is; I feare 
me, not mooſt profitable nor ſuer for the prince of Conde and his par- 
tye, nor mooſt comodious for your Majeſte. 

HITHERTO I have uſed the beſt meanes I could to empeche this 
manner of accorde ; but nowe at lenght I do perceive, the Prince is 
werye of warfare, and inclinethe wholy to the Queene mother's affec- 
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40 tions. I ſuppoſe, the ſomme of this accorde will tend to this ende, 


The queene mother ſhall rule all: the puke of Guyſe, conneſtable, 
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and Marſhall St Andre, with all their faction, ſhall keepe their eſtates in 


this courte and countrey; ſo ſhall lykwiſe thoſe of the prince's ſyde: 


all injuries and crymes paſt layed under foote, without reparation : a 
permiſſion for the exerciſe of religion to be uſed in all places of this 
realme within the townes, except Paris and the banlieu therof, and 
except all frontiere townes; and lykwiſe a permiſſion to all gentlemen 
to exerciſe their religion in their houſes, For the ſuerty of theeſe and 
other capitulations, hoſtages hathe ben demaunded to be delyvered in- 


| to your Majeſte's handes, and into the handes of the counte Palatin, 


the puke of Wirtemberg, and the Layndfgrave. The adverſe party 
will in no wyſe accord therto. The prince hathe accorded, that all 


force of ſtraungers ſhall departe this realme, and the places in their 


poſſeſſion to he reſtored to their former eſtate. 

I nave declared to the prince and to theeſe men heere, howe daun- 
gerous it ſhal be for him and his freendes to accord this article: for if 
your Majeſte's forces be excluded furthe of this realme, and that there 
be left unto yow no place of diſcent nor ſurety for your force; yow 
neither can nor will ayde him, nor no other in their neede. They 
preſſe me greatly with your Majeſte's proteſtation : and bycauſe it hathe 
not pleaſed your Majeſte, uppon what reſpectes I knowe not, to in- 
ſtructe me of your refolution and pleaſour in theſe matters; I knowe 
not howe to behave myſelfe with theeſe men for your ſervice. For if I 
were aſcertayned of your Majeſte's reſolution and determination to be 
ſuche, as you would not leave the poſſeſſion of Newehaven, nor retyre 
your forces from thens, onleſſe Calays might be rendered unto yaw 
furthewith by contrechange ; or if I knewe your pleaſour to be ſuche, 
as yow would in no wiſe abbandon Newhaven, but ſeeke to gette 
more there if yow can, or to retayne Newhaven untill the tyme of 
rendition of Calays lymyted by the treatye ſhoulde be expired: then I 
could and might direct myſelf and my procedinges with theeſe men 


according to your pleaſour ; for want of the knowledge wherof, I dare 


not go to farre: and ſo theeſe men go roundely to work; nothing to 
your advantage, as me ſeemethe. Nevertheleſs I beeing left in this 
ignorance, preſuming of your gracious acceptation, have ben fo bolde 
to tell the prince of Conde and thoſe of this party, that in no wiſe 
yow can take it well to have them accord thus lightly to the expell- 
ing of your forces furthe of this realme; wherby your Majeſté ſhal be 
left ſubject to many inconveniences, and he the prince and his party, 
for their owne part, to a great many mo. I feare me, all that I have 
ſayd, and can ſay, will not conteyne the prince from making a diſad- 
vantagious accorde, bothe for his freendes and for himſelf, May it 
therfore pleaſe your Majeſté, if it ſtand with your gracious pleaſour, 
amongſt other preventions for your ſervice, to ſignefy with ſpede to 
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the conte Palatin, puke of Wirtemberg, and the Laundſgrave your 
miſlyking of theſe procedinges; fo as they may fynd it good, that your 
Majeſte do in no wyſe abbandon Newhaven, untill yow may have 
the rendition of Callais according to the treaty, for otherwiſe yow 
ſhall never be able to ſtand the cauſe of religion in ſteade in Fraunce, 
wanting a porte to diſcende your force when the caſe ſhall require. 

AT this laſt conference had betwixt the Queene mother and the 
prince of Conde, the ſayd queene hath accorded, that I ſhall ſafely 
comme, uppon her woord, from this campe to ſpeak with her; ſayenge, 
that ſhe will wryte unto your Majeſte by me, and that I ſhall have 
a gentleman aſſigned to conducte me ſafely fourthe of thys realme. I 
have ſollicited to have this matter perfourmed; but as yet there is de- 
layes uſed, and I remayne at the diſpatche herof in the prince of 
Conde's campe. Heere is greate brute, that the Moores hathe tak- 
en thirty ſix spaniſhe galleys, havinge defeated the spaniſhe force in 
them, and have with theſe galleyes and their owne taken the ſhippes 
and treaſour which ſhould comme from the Peru: if it be true, the 
loſſe is exceading to the King of Spayne. As farre as I can learne 
the conſtable dothe mooſt work to have your Majeſte's forces expell- 
ed furthe of this realme, and in no wyſe to accorde yow the rendi- 
tion of Callais, The spaniſh ambaſſador in this court doth mooſt er- 
neitly travayll, that in no wiſe Callais be rendered unto yow ; fear- 
ing, the rendition therof may retayne your ſtaplers from Bruges, and 
bring other diſcomodities to his maſter's Lowe-countreys. This may 
be to advertiſe your Majeſte, that Monſieur de Genlys and Monſieur 
de Grantmont be no men to be treated withall in any thing that ſhall 
concerne your Majeſte.

might watch, and all the reſt to be in a redynes at their lodginge. Be- Dec. 1562, 
ſydes that, I ſent the controller to Monſeur Bevoyes, to wyll hym, n. 
that in any wyſe heſhuld geve chardge to all the French, both tones 
men and ſowldyers, that for their lyves they ſhuld not offer to come In 


out of their lodginge; for yf they dyd, they ſhuld be well aſſured to “ 


40 tealle the ſmarte of yt. Bevoyes uppon this cam to me, beinge in a 280 the MS, 


greate coller, and fayde : he truſted. he had not uſed himſellf ſo unto 
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your Majeſty, as that he hath any kinde of way deſerved to be ac- 
compted as a traytoure, nor yet Monſeur Brickmawlt-; in whoſe name 
he cam lykewyſe, for that he was abed, and not abell to come hym- 
ſellff: and ſayd furder, what ſo ever he was that fyrſt put any ſuſpi- 
tyon in my hed of any of theym both, that he dyd not only geve him 


the lye in the throte, but wold alſo trye it uppon his body, that he 


was a vyllain and a traytoure himſellff. 

I ANSWERED againe, that I had not ſo lyttell confydence in ne- 
ther of their honores, as to thinck, that they wold condiſſend unto 
any ſotch matter, conſederinge the greate goodnes they had fownde at 
your Majeſtye's handes. Vet nevertheleſs I ſayde, I had a jenerall ſuſ- 
pityon put in my hed, that there was ſotch a thing ment; for that 
one of thoſe that ſhuld have done the enterpryſe cam and gave me 
warninge of it; and told me, that both the Quene mother and the 
puke of Guyſe ſent him to the Ringraff, only for ſotch a purpoſe; to 
make a practyce in this towne, to the ende he might ſe, how many 
towne's men and ſoldyers he might wyn to conſente there to the win- 
ninge of yt by treaſon, or els for the takinge of my ſellff, whenſoever 
I ſhuld goe abrode. Theſe ſuſpityons beinge ſo greate, I told Mon- 
ſeur Bevoyes, he cold not blame me to ſeke by all the meanes I cold 
poſſibell to prevent ſo greate a myſcheff. Beſydes that, I told hym, 
I was warned by divers jentillmen of this towne to take hede of it. 

THe next day after cam Brickmawlt and Beavoyes together to me. 
The old man ſemed to be veary motch trobled wyth it, and began 
both gravely and wyſely to excuſe himſellff; ſainge, he had lyved hy- 
therto unſpotted, and now in his old age to be compted a traytoure, 
he might thinck himſellff a veary unhappy man. He uſed greate ſyr- 
conſtaunce in the matter beſydes: but in the ende he craved pardon 
of me in that he had furder to ſaye; for that I was your Majeſtye's 
Leutenant, yt dyd not become hym to ſpeake that he dyd intende to 
do, without my lycence: ſo I willed him to ſay his mynde. He ſayde: 
what ſo ever he was that wold burden him with any ſotch vyllany, as 
old a man as he is, that he wold fight with him in his ſhert; and de- 
ſyred me to ſhewe him juſtyce, and that he might not be denyed of 
yt. Allſo for the better tryall of his honeſty he wylled me to put him 
in the towre here; and yf that pryſon wer not thought ſufficient 
inoughe, then to the towre of London; where he wold wyllingly re- 
mayne, untill ſotch time as he might try himſellff an honeſte man: 
yt not, he deſired no other favour at your majeſtye's hand but to hange

| I as8vRE your Majeſty, I never ſawe two men in ſotch perplexite 
in my lyff: and for that I had no juſte occaſſyon indede to lay any 
thinge to their chardges, I dyd what I cold to pacyfy theym; and fo 
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dyd by lytell and lytell wyn theim againe. Yet I thought not to let 
ſlipp ſo good an occaſyon, but that I wold put theim in remembrance 
of the convenants betwene your Majeſty and the vyſdame; the which 
was to have no ſoldyer within the towne but only the Inglyſhmen. 
They anſwered againe, that the truſted your Majeſty was come to 
help and ſuccore theym, and not to thruſt theym out of the towne ; 
conſederinge that they have no only refudge but this towne, Roan 


and Dyepe beinge gone. Yet notwithſtanding, yf it be your pleaſure, 


they ſay, they will turne theim all out, althoughe they ſhuld be cut 
in peces, rather then your Majeſty ſhuld be offended with theym : 


but, yf they ſhuld be fo handeled, they ſay, they powre peopell wyll 


make greate exclematyon of yt. For the whitch cauſe there muſt 
be ſome ſotch way fownde for the puttinge of theim out, as may be 
moſt for your Majeſtye's honor, and to their contentatyon. I do not 
myſtruſt, ever it be longe, to have the moſte part of theim ſent out: in 
the meane time I wyll kepe good warde and watch for theym. 
THis, after a lyttell unkindenes, we parted fryndes; and they 
both gave me their handes and their fayth, that they wold not, forall 
the good in the world, do that thinge the whitch thuld be hurtfull to 
the worſt that your Majeſty hath appointed here. Beſydes that, all 


the jentillmen of this towne, with the moſt parte of the burgyſſes, cam 


to me, and gave me their fayth; and promyſed me, not only to be 
faythfull unto your majeſty, but lykewyſe wold be as redy to defende 
your peopell here as their owne natyon. And for my owne part, I 
muſt nedes thinck myſellf veary motch beholdinge unto theim; for 
ever ſynce they hard of this practyce, they have byn all veary care- 
fult of me, and goeth abowt by all the meanes they can poſſibell to 
underſtande the truth of it. 

As I underſtande by Brickmawlt and Bevoyes, there is a peace like 
to be concluded betwene the prince and Guyſe. If it be ſo, and your 
Majeſty not made prevy to yt; they meane not ſo well toward you, as 
you have geven them cauſe to do. Wherfore it behoveth your Ma- 
jeſty to prevent the matter in time, yf you meane to kepe this towne ; 
leſt els, peradventure, all their force will be turned hitherwarde. Vf 
they do; I do not myſtruſt, but with the grace of Gop to make your 
Majeſty a good accompt of this towne with this company I hav allredy. 
I will trobell your Majeſty no more, but commyt you to the lyvinge 
Gop; hoe ever have your majeſty in his bleſſed keping. From New- 
haven, the 8 of December 1 562.

rhe Earl IT may pleaſe your Honors to be adyertiſed, that the xi of this pre- 
warwicko . ſent I appointed to go to Harflewe to viewe the ſeate and maner 
—— i (which ſtandethe in a lowe valley, thre parts compaſt with highe 
> gg hills, and the fourthe with the ſea, which is within a forlong of it;) 
12De.156z. and toke with me Mounſieur Briquemalt and Mounſieur Beuvoir, with 
para two thouſand ſouldyars or thereabowts of ours and theirs, beſides the 
oyrice. band of Skottiſhmen, who firſt gave th'alarum there. Wheruppon 
From che certeyn of their horſemen and foteman iflued forthe, and offred the 
origin fkrymuſh: againſt whom I ſent firſt captaine Antwiſill with his har- 
quibuſers ; who behaved himſeilf bothe diſcretely and valiantly, and 
bett dyvers of their fotemen into their trenches, and after, out of 
one trench into an other, where he was ſhot through the right arme 
with a bullet; whoſe place mr Horſey dyd after ſupplye, in ſoche 
ſorte as he deſerved great commendation. 

In this meane tyme an other companye were comme upp the hill 
toa long hedge ; where with their ſhot they kept certeyn of ours playe, 
untill Monſieur Briquemalt had broght thither a bande of the Frenche. 
Wherupon theyr and our men entred two gapps, and gave theym the 
repulſe downe the hill, and fo to the gates of the towne ; in ſoche 
ſorte as, if their nombres had bene ſufficient, they might have entred 
peale meale. At this chardge Mounſieur Beuvoir entred verie valiant- 
ly, and followed to the fote of the hill; where he was ſhott throughe 
the necke, hard by the throte, with a great bullet of a curryer (as 
was ſuppoſed) out of the towne. Wherupon he retyred; and going 
home ſent his commendations unto me; declaring, that if it had pleaſ- 
ed Gop he might have eſcaped that blowe, his faithfull hart towards 
me ſhuld have well appeared by that daye's ſervice. 

AFTER this ſcrimuſhe had contynued veary hote by the ſpace of 
two houres, and that I had ſufficiently conſidered the ſeate of the 
towne, I cawſed our men to retyre to the backe of the hill where the 
batteil was plaſed. In this retire, and all the reſt of the ſkrimuſhe, 
Mounſieur Briquemalt did bothe wiſely and valiantly behave himſeilf: 
ſo that, I aſſure your nonors, they bothe have given good teſtimonye 
of their faithfull harts for the mayntenance of this cawſe and ſervice; 
and as it well appeared, dyd not a little rejoyſe, that ſo good occa- 
ſion was offred wherby all ſuſpition therof might be removyd. Dur- 
ing this ſcrimuſhe, there was (as the Ringroff's prumme hathe this 
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this daye confeſt) above four ſcore ſlayne and hurt of the ſwart-rut- 
ters, beſyds foure horſe and one rutter taken by the Skotts; who ſerv- 
ed notably well, two or thre of theim being hurt, wherof the Gpy- 
don, named Armeſtrong, was ane, He was firſt ſhot into the thighe 
verie ſore: wherupon I willed him to go home, and geit him dreſt; 
but he anſwered, that it was far enoghe frome the hart; and, returning 
ageyn to the ſcrimuſhe, was after ſhott throughe bothe his hands. 


BEFORE this tyme the Ringroffe was comme frome Mountrevile | 


with 400 horſe, even as our battayle began to retyre: which ſhewde 
theym ſeilfs upon the hill over us, and, as we thoght, ment to have 
cut betwixt us and home, and there to have chardged us; but when 
they ſawe our nombre and ordre, they were content to give us quiet 
paſſage. Nevertheles, thoſe of Harflewe were ſo incoraged by their 
commyng, that they contynued the ſcrimuſhe with the tayle of our 
men in their retyre a good ſpace after; where they ſlewe two or thre 
of ours, which was all the loſſe we had, beſyds dyvers that were hurt. 
After my comming home, I went to viſite Mounſieur Beuvoir: up- 
on whom, I truſt, Gop will ſhewe his mightie power; for thoghe 
his wounde be moſt daungerous, yeat is there good hope of his reco- 
verie; wherof I do not a litle rejoiſe. 

THoss that I have put into Tankervile have taken certeyn letters 
of the Ringroffe ſent to Codebeg, and diſtreſt of his wynes going to 
Mountrevile. Dyvers gentlemen of the contry have come to theym, 
and not only ſhewde theimſeilfs glad of their comming thither, but 
alſo offred to ſee theym furniſht of victeills and other neceſſaries out of 
the contrye for their money. To morrow I purpoſe to ſend Mr Brum- 
feld thither to ſee the ſtrenght therof, and to conſider what is further 
requiſite to be had; and whether it be to be kept or no, and therof 
to advertiſe your Honors accordinglye. And thus I commit you to 
Gop's mercifull protection. From Newhaven, this x11" of Decem- 
bre 1562,

InftruQtions IRST ye ſhall, makyng haſt to Porteſmouth, if ye can ſpeke 
vi ite with sir Hugh Paulett, will hym to take over with hym but five 
Newbaven, thouſand pounds, and to leave all the reſt in chardg with sir Wil- 
12Dec.1j6z liam Kellwaye ; commandyng alſo hym, to ſee to the ſavety therof : 
Parex if ye Can not ſpeke with hym ; take order, that he maye have our 
orr:ct lettre for that purpooſs. Item, will hym to ſtay his paſſadg over, and 
rrom the alſo all the Frenchmen there, untill yow may paſs over; becauſe your 
_ ., meſſadg may be doone before the arryvall of any of them. | 
Sec, Cecill's ITEM, the pryncipall matter of this your jornay is, that yow ſhall 
. paſs to Newhaven with ſpede, and informe the Erle of Warwyk our 
Lieutenant of theſe thyngs following. Firſt we be advertiſed by lettres 
wrytten from sir Nicholas Throkmorton, being in the prynce of Con- 
dee's camp, dated the vi of December, that he ſeeth manny arguments, 
that the erynce of Conde will accord with the Guiſees, in ſuch ſorte 
as conſideration ſhall not be had of us; but that he will conform hym- 
{elf to accord, that we ſhall leave the poſſeſſion of that towne of New- 
haven, without recompence for the ſame. And by lettres of the v11* 
from sir Thomas Smyth appereth, that the Queen mother told hym, 
that ſhe and the prynce wer agreed; and that we ſhuld leave the poſ- 
ſeſſion of that towne: although in dede at that tyme, for all hir ſpeche, 
the accord was not made; but by the ſayd sir Thomas Smyth ſome 
ſuſpicion had, that the Guiſees ment to ſpend tyme with the prynce, 
untill there force wer increaſed (as it did dayly) and than to break 
of, and to dryve the prynce ether to fight, or make peace with grete 
diſavantage. 

Bu r howſoever it ſhall fall owt, we ſee it neceſſary, that our Lieu- 
tenant ſhuld underſtand thus much ; and not to truſt to any fayre 
words or promiſees, nor to gyve creditt to the reports of the peace 
makyng, except he here therof from sir Nicholas Throkmorton, or 
sir Thomas Smyth, or from hence. Wherfor all that poſſible can be 
doone muſt be doone to fortefy that towne and to gard it, as though 
the worſt wer happened ; that is, as though both the powers of the 
Guiſees and the prynce wer conjoyned to come thither ageynſt it. And 
for the perill that hath bene ſene in having of the French within that 
towne ; lett that be doone that poſſible can be to avoyde them, and 
{pecially to avoyde Briequmault; and that rather hyther, than to abyde 
in that towne: as for Beauvoiſs; not to preaſs hym to depart, but to 
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induce hym by good perſwaſions, with ſuch company as ſhall not be 
ſuſpected. And let the Lievtenant deale with Beauvoiſs playnely, that 
he dare not, for our diſpleſure, permitt ſuch nombre of Frenchmen 
remayn within that towne; and therby induce hym to allow of the 
removing of them: and if he will not be perſwaded ; yet, rather than 
to ſuffer the nombre to abyde there, to the perill of the towne, lett 
them be avoyded by any other meanes. 

ITEM lett all the ſhipps that be unſerviſable in that haven be brok- 
en in pecees, and the tymber fo diſperſed, as therof grow no daun- 
ger: and for the reſt, to follow the former inſtructions. If the 
diſtribution of victell coming out of England wer ſomewhat ſtraight- 
ly looked too, that the French people might ether have none, or that 
they ſhuld have wer ſett at high prycees; it might be an occafion to 
deminiſh the nombres, and fave alſo victells. And, to order that 
matter in good forte, it wold be directed, that a ſtaple of all man- 
ner of victell wer kept untooched, as a ſtoore for the ſege: and fo 
might a ſufficient excuſe therof grow to make the reſt ſkant, and deare 
to the French. It ſhall be well doone to have good regard, that 
nether Franciſe Clerk, nor no other there of the French, grow ſtrong 
uppon the ſeas, but that ſome indirect meanes be uſed to impeach the 
ſame; for els they might therby hereafter offend the paſſadg manny 
wayes: and therfor deviſe, how to ſtey Franciſce Clerk, and ſuch 
other, with ther veſſells and ſhipps from going to the ſeas, untill it 
may appear, what will come of this matter with the prynce. And 
generally, untill it be certenly knowen, that the erynce hath mad 
peace without us, lett hym and his have as good words and as much 


hope gyven them, as hertofore they had; uſyng, for excuſe, of cir-

cumſpection ſuch allegations as a Generall ought to have, being in a 
ſtrang contry, and mingled with ſtrangers of dyvers ſorts, and ſpecial- 
ly the ennemy lyeng ſo nere. 

ITEM ye ſhall uſe all the meanes that can be to underſtand the ſuffi- 
ciency of that towne, in ſtrength of fortifications and men, to abyde 
an aſſege of both parte; and what is lackyng, or furder to be neceſſa- 
rely doone, to defend it ageynſt ſuch an aſſege. Ye ſhall bryng us the 
laſt muſter books, if they can be redy, with a ſpeciall booke from the 
treaſorer of the payements made from the begynning untill the laſt mu- 
ſter taken. Ye ſhall aſſure our cooſyn of Warwyk, our Lieutenant there, 
that we meane to neglect nothyng that may ſerve to the keping and de- 
fence therof, but truſt therby to compell the French to render unto us 
that which by reaſon we ought to have. Fynally yow ſhall retorn 
with all ſpede poſſible, bryngyng [with] yow full anſwer to theſe 


thyngs committed to your chardg.

To THE QUEENE'S MAJESTE, 


& wee JT may pleaſe your Majeſte, fince my lettres of the v, v1®, and vi 
Throkmor- I of this preſent, wherby I dyd advertiſe the ſame the towardnes of 
dae. the accord betwixt theeſe partyes (not beeing mooſt, in my opinion, nei- 
| 13Dec.1562 ther to the honour nor ſuerty of the prince of Conde and his party, 
Throtemor. Neither mooſt to your Majeſte's comoditie) the Queene mother and hyr 
coc Paper. councelours have at the lenght once agayne ſhowed, howe ſincerely 
s. they meane in their treatyes. For when their force out of Gaſcoigne 
NoXXXIIL. together with two thouſand five hundred Spaniardes were arrived, and 
From the when they had well trenched and fortefyed the faulxbourges and pla- 
—. -... ces of advantage of Paris; eſpienge, that the prince coulde remayne 
reed by no longer with his campe before Paris for lack of victuaill and four- 
Wack. rage, having abuſed him ſufficiently with this treaty eight or ten dayes: 
the ſayd queene mother, with the puke of Guyſe, conneſtable, and 
Marſhall St Andre refuſed utterly the condicions before accorded. S0 
as the prince was dryven to levy his campe the 1x" day of this pre- 
ſent, and to addreſs ſomme other entrepriſe then the winning of Paris; 
and theruppon hathe taken his way with his force towardes Norman- 
dy; intending to take Chartres, if he can, and ſo further to impatro- 
niſe himſelfe of the places of mooſt importance in Normandy, if he 

can comme by them. 

Bycauvst, theeſe five weekes paſt ſpent in the field, the prince 
hathe achieved no peece nor enterpryſe to his advantage, but only Plu- 
viers and Eſtampes; which be of no greate conſequence nowe, con- 
cydering his paſſage into Normandy, and the fame places not gardable 
with the little force left in them; I cannot hope of any greate good 
to be don, untill I ſee it. And yet, in my ſimple judgement, if mat- 
ters were handled ſtoutly and roundely as they ſhould be, without de- 
laye; the prince might yet put himſelfe in ſuche ſtate, as he might con- 
ſtrayne his ennemyes to accord more to his advantage. And for that, 
in my ſimple opinion, the entrepriſes made and to be made in Norman- 
dy may, for ſundry reſpectes, uppon all eventes ſerve greatly for your 
Majeſte's purpoſe and ſervice; I have and do animate the yrince and 
his councell, by all the meanes I can, to proſecute and go forwarde 
with the entrepriſes of Normandy : for me thinkethe it greatly to pur- 
poſe, that all the peeces holden by the ennemies on bothe ſydes the 
ryver of Seyne, from Pount-de Varche to the ſeaward, were recover- 
ed furthe of the ennemye's handes. And for theeſe reſpectes afore- 
ſayd and others, me thinketh meete, under your majeſte's correction, 


that yow ſhould procead to ayd the prince of Conde with men and 40 


money; geving good order for your ſafe poſſeſſion of Newhaven, and 
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alſo to have ſome aſſurance made unto yow for the repayment of your 
money lent unto the ſayd Prince; as the poſſeſſion of Humflute, Har- 
flute, Cauldebecke, (if they can recover them) or any of them. They 
promiſſe an obligation of the Prince, the Admirall, the cardinal of 
Chaſtillon, Dandelot, Rochefocault, Grantmont, Curſolles, young 
Rohan, (otherwiſe named Fountenay) the Baron des Adreſſes, Sterney, 
Boccart, Bouchavanes, Muy and Sarragoſſe, with the aſſurance of the 
townes of Lions and Orleans; and alſo the ſayd prince and the par- 
ſons afore named to promiſſe to make no accord, nor conſent to any, 
without your Majeſte's agreement therunto. 

IT behovethe your Majeſte, I confeſſe, to deale with theeſe men 
ſubſtantially ; for that in this their late treaty before Paris they ſhew- 
ed tomuche lightnes and inconſtancy. And notwithſtanding your Majeſ- 
te's owne proviſion for your aſſurance ; it may pleaſe yow to concy- 


der, that the proſperitie of the Prince's doinges conſiſtethe cheefely 


in expedition: and therfore your ayde and ſuccour of men and money 
may not be defferred, if it ſhall ſtande the prince in any ſteade; for 
he is at this diſpatch but twelve leagues from Chartres, which he 
myndethe to approche with as greate ſpeede as may be. The ſame 
being won, as he is therof in good hope, he myndeth to marche 
ſtraight to Pont-de Varche, and ſo to take the peeces before ſpoken 
of as he may: which he ſhall not be able to doo, wanting mo- 
ney to pay his Almayns; which be two monethes and a halfe be- 
hinde hande, and therfore they are to be feared leſt they ſhoulde either 
mutine or revolte. And wanting your force of men, the prince in lyke 
caſe ſhall not be ſtronge ynoughe to accompliſhe his intentes: for his 
adverſaryes have at this preſent about fifteen or ſixteen thouſand foote- 
men of all nations, and the prince hathe not paſt ſeven thouſande, 
wherof his three thouſand Frenchemen be verey ill armed; and the 
tyme of the yere dothe daylye conſume his men, to lye ſo long in the 
fielde. 

Tur Prince dothe make accoumpt, that aſſoone as he ſhall ap- 
proche to Pount-de Parche, and that he may any manner of way with 
his horſemen geve gard to your footemen; that then your ſayd footemen 
ſhall marche towardes him. This difficulty I fynd, howe they ſhould 
paſs the water ; concydering the force of the counte Ryngrave, and 
ſuche as be under the comaundment of Monſieur de Villebon, which 
make hedde againſt them. The prince dothe aſſure himſelfe towinne 
Pont-de Varche, and to paſſe to Newhaven to fetche your men. But 
pleaſith it your Majeſts, it is not convenient, that neither the Prince, 
nor any other with the rrenche and almayn force, ſhould enter with- 
in Newehaven. And therfore, for avoydynge of all quarrelles and 
ſuſpicions, it were not amiſſe, if your Majeſte be reſolved to ayde 
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the prince with any parte of your men, that the ſame your force 


ſhoulde marche and meate the prince, or ſuche force of horſemen as 
he ſhall ſende, diſtant from Newhaven ſome convenient ſpace, as 
may be thought meete by My Lord of Warwick and ſuch as do com- 
mannd your force, and in lyke manner agreeable to the prince of 
Condé: for when men muſt conjoyne together to fight, all occaſions 
of ſuſpicion and divorſe muſt be taken away. | 
I HAvE uſed ſomme playnes to the prince, the Admirall, and the 
reſt of the councell, for his and their unſure and ingrate procedinges 
towardes your Majeſte, at this their late treaty with the Queene mo- 
ther and their adverſaries. He the ſayd prince and the reſt have pro- 
myſed to repayre all thinges; and from hencefurthe never to proceade, 
nor make any accorde, without comunicatinge the ſame unto your 
Majeſte before they will conclude, according to his and their promeſſe 
hertofore made. And to th'ende your Majeſte may favorably inter- 
prete this their late procedinges in this laſt treaty, the prince dothe 
preſently ſende unto your Majeſte a memorial of his doinges, with an 
explanation therof; and hathe required me to pray your Majeſte on his 
behalfe to geve ſuche ſpeedy order for the paſſing of your men on this 
ſide the ſea, that parte of the force already at Newhaven, and more 
if it ſhall lyke yow to ſende (as he is geven to underſtande bothe to 
be in good numbers) and the ſame to be led by th' Erle of Mongome- 
rye, may marche furthewith to conjoyne with the ſayd prince, when 
occaſion ſhal be preſented. 
As farre as I can perceive, if the prince do remayne in this preſent 
reſolution, he wil be verey neare Roan and thoſe partyes, before this 
my lettre can comme unto your Majeſte's handes; wanting the como- 
ditye to ſende the ſame unto yow by poſt, either by sir Thomas Smythe's 
meanes or otherwiſe, For notwithſtanding the promeſſe which the 
Queene made unto the prince of Conde for my diſpatche, and that I 
ſhould have a gentleman to accompany me ſafely furthe of the realme, 
wherof I dyd advertiſe your Majeſte by my late lettres ſent to sir Tho- 
mas Smythe; I cannot perceive at this preſent, that the Queene mo- 
ther doth meane to kepe any better promeſſe with me for my diſ- 
patche and ſafe returne, then ſhe hathe and meanethe to do with theſe 
men in her treatyes. For I have, as well by lettres as by meſſages, 
{ollicited verey importunately the Quene, the puke of Guyſe, and the 
conneſtable for my diſpatche ; yea rather, then fayle, to committe my- 
ſelf, uppon the ſayde queene mother's worde, to the conducte of a 
trumpette, or otherwiſe as ſhe ſhould appointe, without ſaufconducte: 
and yet, notwithſtanding, I can by no meanes procure to be diſpatch- 
ed hence, or to have the little ſuerty before ſpoken of. So as nowe 
your ajeſte may perceyve, whether my abode heere be, as it hathe 
| i 
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ben geven yow tunderſtand, grounded on myn owne pleaſour, and 
my feare formed uppon ſurmiſes. I feare me, before I can gette hence, 
onlefle there be better order geven from thence then I underſtande yet, 
I ſhall remayne heere for waight and faſhion ; except ſomme newe 
occaſion chaunce to worke ſomme newe reſolution in the ſayd queene 
mother and her councell. I do therfore mooſt humbly deſyer your 
Majeſte to commaunde sir Thomas Smythe touſe ſomme erneſt ſpeeche 
on your behalfe for my deſpatche, one way or other: for albeit I un- 
derſtande, it hathe pleaſed My Lords of your councell to ſignefy unto 
sir Thomas Smythe, that he ſhould procure me ſomme manner of diſ- 
patche ; I cannot perceive, but that the matter is either coldely han- 
dled, or coldely concydered by the ſayd Queene mother and her coun- 
cell. 

IT may pleaſe your Majeſte, I do perceive, the prince of Conde 
and the admirall dothe make full accoumpt to have, at the leſt, twelve 
cannons furth of Newhaven, to leade with them and to employ, as 
they ſhall have occafion preſented, againſt ſuche places as ſhall reſiſt 
them ; together with ſhotte, pouder, attillage for the cariage, and 


other thinges neceſſary which they want. Pleaſithe it your Majeſté, 


as I fayd before, I could wiſhe, that the prince were ſupported and 
furniſhed with your ayde of all thinges for him neceſſary: but I dare 
not ſay, that it is meete to take ſo many cannons furthe of Newhaven ; 
concydering, what is ment againſt the peece, and concydering, howe 
muche it importethe your Majeſte to keepe the ſame, and therfore not 
to be left deſtitute of cannons, nor of any other kind of munition ne- 
ceſſary for the defence therof. I do well perceyve, the want of greate 
artillerye doth muche hinder the prince's attemptes and purpoſes : and 
to ſay truthe, he ſhall not be able, neither to take any peece, nor to 
deffende any, without the ayde of greate artillerye; for thoughe peeces 
unfortefyed may be woon by the ſappe, places of ſtrenght cannot be 
ſo without battrye. The ſayd prince dothe alſo deſyre to have fix hun- 


dred or a thouſande of your Majeſte's well choſen ſubgectes for pio- 
ners: this nation either have no will, ſtrenght, or {kill to make any 


greate grounde workes. In theeſe and all other matters, it may pleaſe

your Majeſte to ſignefy your pleaſour with ſomme convenient ſpeede 


to My Lord of Warwicke. I do perceyve, if they may have ſomme 


good force of your Majeſte's to joyne with them, they do meane once 
agayne to aſſayle Paris. | 

HERE is a great brute preſently, that the puke de Nemours is ei- 
ther taken or ſlayne, and all his forces defeated by the Baron des A- 
dreſſes. I dyd advertiſe your Majeſte in my late lettres, howe diſhono- 
rabely, and, to ſay truly, trayterouſly Monſieur de Genlys departed 
from the prince of Conde's campe before Paris; and havinge the 
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the watche-word, and knowing his entrepriſe intended to aſſayle Pa- 
ris once agayne by camiſado, departed in the night to the ennemie's 
campe, and diſcovered the entrepriſe. Since whoſe departing, Monſi- 
eur de Grandmont, of whome all men conceaved greate ſuſpicion for 
thegreate familiarite betwixt Monſieur de Genlis and him, hathe made 
a greate declaration of his honour and ſinceritè; requiring to fight in 
campe with the ſayd de Genlis ; proteſting, that he would lyve and 
dye in the quarrell of his aſſociation: ſo as the former doubtes and 
opinion conceived of the ſayd de Grantmont is nowe, in all men's opi- 
nions, well purged. It were verey greate pitye, that he ſhould not be 
honeſt: ſurely there is many good partes in him. 

Ir may pleaſe your Majeſte to give ſuch order to My Lord of War- 
wick and your councel at Newhaven, in no wiſe to ſuffer any ſalte, 
coming from any place, to paſſe up the ryver of Seyne, or to lande at 
Humflute or theraboutes ; which may be tranſported to Roan or Pa- 
ris by water: for by the gabbelle of ſalte, the King having ſo many 
greniers therof, he doth continually and monethly drawe a greate prof- 
fict to his advantage; and the townes of Roan, Paris, and all others 
which ſtande uppon the ryverof Seyne, or neare therunto, ſhal be dry- 
ven to greate neceſſitè, wanting the ſayd ſalte, and therby compelled 
to compounde gladly with your Majeſte, That which I ſpeak of falte 
is to be ſayd alſo of all other marchandiſes, but ſpecially of drogues 
and ſpicerye next to ſalte. I do underſtande, there will be great 
meanes made unto your Majeſte, to My Lord of Warwicke and your 
councell, for the tolleration of this matter: and alſo I think, there wil 
be greate preſentes offered to bringe the ſame to paſſe; for ſomme al- 
ready have ſounded me, and have aſſayled me with greate offers.

pt 4 ; ithe it your Majeſte, by my lettres of the v, v1", and vii” 


Queen, off Decembre to the ſame, and by my lettres of the vii“, 1x", 
From st.. and x to sir Thomas Smythe, your Majeſtè might perceive, what had 
amo, paſſed betwixt theeſe partyes in their treatye before Paris; and howe 
bens. the ſame ended, no peace beeing concluded. By my lettres of the 
— X111" to your Majeſte, ſent to Newhaven by a ſervant of the Erle of 
21 Mongomerye's, yow might perceyve, partely the cauſes of the breache 
da xxxv. Of this accorde, and partely th'intention of the Prince of Conde for 
hys marching with his force into the parties of Normandy ; hoping 
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which thinges beeing had according to his deſſeignementes (thoughe 
1 knowe nothing of the order and aſſurance of theeſe matters) the ſayd 
prince dothe mynde to recover, if he can, the places holden by his 
ennemies on bothe ſydes the ryver of Seyne, and ſo to impatroniſe 
himſelfe of the countrey of Normandy ; which to retayne, he think- 
ethe, he ſhal be able with your majeſte's ayde and countenance. * 

THe ſpeciall occaſions of the breache of this laſt accorde reſted up- 
pon two pointes; that is to ſay, the queene mother with her councell 
would not advowe nor admit the prince of Conde'sarmye as the xinge's 
armye, to avoyde the charge of the payment of th'Almains: and in 
this parte it was ment, that the prince ſhoulde utterly diſarme him- 
ſelfe and ſende his ſtraungers away, and the force aſſembled by his 
adverſaries ſhould remayne about the Kinge. The other poyn& was, 
that no man havinge borne armes in the favour of the prince of Conde 
ſhould enjoy his eſtate. As to the matter of religion ; it was accord- 
ed to be uſed throughe the realme in all places where the people would 
deſyer it, except Paris and the banlieu therof, and the frontiere townes 
where it was permitted to be uſed only in the ſuburbes, if there were 
any. Some other difficulties there were of no greate moment, which 
your Majeſte ſhall perceive at good lenght by adiſcourſe ſent yow from 
the prince of Conde by the ſayd conte of Mongomerie's man. 

As unto your Majeſte, and your force on this fide the ſea ; it was 
ſimply accorded, that your force ſhoulde be retyred from Newhaven, 
and the peece reſtored to the K inge's poſſeſſion as before. And albeit 
I had no commiſſion from your Majeſte for my direction to impugne 
theeſe matters; I, moved with zeale for your ſervice, adventured to 
uſe the ſame ſpecche in effect and to the ſame ende, that your Maje- 
ſe's lettres of the 1111" of December, which came to my handes the 
X1111” of the ſame, comaunded me to doo. Notwithſtanding, I founde 
not ſuche aunſwer at the yrince's handes as I looked for, and as I wiſh- 
ed for your Majeſte's commodity: but, thankes be to Gop, yow have a 
good gage in your hande, if the ſame be well ordered. The ſubſtance 
of the prince and admiralle's aunſwer unto me, to cover th'accorde 
before ſpoken of (I meane that parte that concernethe the expulſion 
of your Majeſte's force fourthe of this realme ſo nakedly) conſiſted 
and was grounded cheefely uppon ſomme wordes in your proteſtation; 
wheraboutes we had ſomme longe diſpute, and parted at that tyme not 
in moot gracious termes. Albeit, they ſayd unto me that they thought 
it verey neceſſary and meete, that your, Majeſte ſhould not be left un- 
provyded of ſuerty for the rendition of Calais, according to the trea- 
ty. I defired them, that they would propoſe in their accord 
making ſomme aſſured ſuerty for your Majeſte in that behalfe. They 
aunſwered, they would gladly employ their labours and credit; but 
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they might propoſe nothing but only the advancement of the cauſe of 
religion, which was the matter that moved them all totake the armes, 
and therfore they might not mixe no particular cauſes therwith, 1 
tolde them, they were not ſo ſuperſticious in their owne particular 
caſes ; wherin ther was many articles which concerned nothing religi- 
gion, but only reſpected their owne particular ſuerties and eſtates, In 
theeſe manner of controverſies and diſputes we ſpent twoo or three 
howers: and all this was, when they toke the accorde for concluded, 
but not fully parfaighted. 

Nor many howers after, their expectation was fruſtrate ; as I 
have advertiſed your Majeſte by my former lettres. Since which tyme 
they have continually, at all conferences, ſought to excuſe, by as 
good meanes as they could, this their former dealing with your Ma- 
jeſt; and have with promyſes, othes, and aſſeverations, taking the 
name of God to witneſſe, aſſweryd me, that they will never herafter 
accorde nor conclude with their adverſaries, untill your Majeſte be 
made pryvy therto, and your conſent had therin. And for the better 
verefication herof, the prince dothe ſende your Majeſte a lettre con- 
firming all this largely that I have ſayde: th'occaſion of which his ſo 
writing unto yow beeing taken uppon your Majeſte's lettres which I 
have delyvered to the ſayd prince, (the one bering date the x v1* of 
November, the other bering date the 111 of December) and uppon 
my declaration of your Majeſte's inſtructions geven me by your lettres 
of the 1111" of this preſent. In th'ende, the prince, th' admirall, and 
Monſieur d'Andelot have required me to deſier your Majeſte on their 
behalfes, that they may be ayded with ſomme of your force in New- 
haven, with ſomme convenient number of pioners, with ſomme bat- 
try peeces; and all this to joyne with their force, at their comming 
into Normandy, 

AND nowe that I have truly and ſimply advertiſed your majeſte 
of the good and yll of theeſe men's procedinges; your Majeſte not of- 
tended, I wil be fo bolde to tell yow, what me thinkethe meete for 
your commoditye and ſervice: ſubmitting all, nevertheleſſe, to your 
order and pleaſour. I ſhall not neade to reiterate unto your Majeſté 
the reaſon which have and ſhould move yow to maintayne the proteſ- 
tant faction in this realme, neither alſo to alledge the reaſons and oc- 
caſions to move your Majeſte and your realme to mynde hartely the 
recovering of Callais; the ſame beeing, I truſt, verey apparant, and 
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by yow and all your good ſubjectes well imbraced. I do confeſſe, if 


there were ſuche ſincerity in theeſe men's actions and contractes, as 
that yow might ſtay yourſelf aſſuredly uppon the treaty, their othe and 
promeſſe; it were not the beſt councell, nor mooſt neceſſary for your 
Majeſte nor your realme, to take Newhaven, and ſpend there as yow 
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doo, to employ your forces, armes, munition, and victuailles, to ayde 


the prince of Conde with men and money, to diſturbe the repoſe of 

our owne realme, and to throwe yourſelfe into the expences, tem- 
peſtes, and caſualties of the warre, But theſe matters, I am ſure, 
have ben by your Majeſte and your councell well digeſted; and therfore 
I am the bolder to ſay this that followeth. 

ALTHOUGHE the Prince of Conde and thoſe of his party (as hav- 
ing regarde to their actions and treaty, and to their inclination for ac- 
corde making with your and their adverſaries) hathe little deſerved to 
have ayde and ſuccour at your hande : yet for the twoo firſt princi- 
pall pointes ſpoken of, that is to ſay, for the recovering of Callais beſt 
chepe, and for the maintaining of a faction at your devotion in this 
realme, under your Majeſte's correction I ſpeak yt, it is mooſt neceſſary 
for yow to ayde the Prince and his party with force, money, and ne- 
ceſſary ſuccours, to bring your owne purpoſes about: provided all- 
wayes, that Newehaven be ſo well garded, as it ſhal be furthe of the 
enemye's power to raviſhe it; which he ſhal be the leſſe able to doo, 
if the prince of Conde do occupy them in ſuche ſorte otherwiſe, as 
they cannot be able to convert their force againſt yow. And thoughe 
your Majeſte have wanted tyme to be afore hande in treaſour; concy- 
dering the actes yow have don, what good Engliſhman is there with- 
in your realme, that will not mooſt gladly and willingly contribute to 
the recoverye of Callais, and to keepe ſuche ravenous warre furthe of 
Englande as dothe now deſtroy and ruyn this greate realme of Fraunce ? 
If your people did ſee and feele what I do ſee here, or could truly 
imagine the calamitie of this countrey ; they would geve, I thinke, 
half their gooddes to be preſerved from ſuche horrible accidentes. This 
ſhall ſuffyſe your Majeſte's grave judgement, for this tyme ; mooſt 
humbly deſyring your Majeſte to accept this by me ſpoken in gracious 
parte, and to geve order for theſe matters as ſhall ſeeme mooſt con- 
venient to your wiſdome. 

THE Duke of Guyſe, according to ſuche intelligence as the prince 
of Conde hathe, is marched furthe of Paris with twelve thouſand foote- 
men and four thouſand horſe, to wayte uppon the prince's doinges, 
and to take his advantage as occaſion ſhal be preſented. It may pleaſe 
your Majeſte, lyke as the prince of Conde doth perſuade himſelf, that 
by his ſpeeche to me ſince the receipt of your Majeſte's lettres adreſſed 
unto him, and by his writing unto yow in ſuche forte as he dothe, that 
he hathe ſufficiently aſſured your Majeſte never to fayle yow in any 


40 of his procedinges, and therby truſtethe, yow are ſatisfyed for all thinges 


paſt : ſo he dothe mooſt humbly deſier your Majeſte, and hathe re- 
quired me to be his meane unto yow for a teſtimony of your favour 
to him; and therof for an argument to his owne ſatisfaction, that it 
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may pleaſe yow to ſende him a ſkarfe of your coullers, which he tak. 
eth to be black and white, to weare in this Gope's quarrell and yours; 
and ſo dothe require yow to impute him as your ſouldiour, which, he 
fayethe, he will never fayle to be during his lief. I was verey lothe 
to have mixed matters of ſuch gravite as goeth before with matters 
of ſuch nature as this is, but that verey importunately the prince hath 
prefſed me therunto ; and therafter it may pleaſe yow to concyder 
£ PLEASITH it your Majeſté, if the conte of Mongomery be there, 
as it is ſayd heere he is; yow cannot better employ your favours, cur- 
teſies, and a preſent, of no man of this nation then of him: for he 
is one of the paragons, for valiantnes and aſſurednes, of this realme. 
Thus &c. From St. Arnoul the xv" of December. Which day the 
prince and his campe marched towardes Chartres, beeing but eight 
leagues from thence. The puke of Guyſe and conneſtable, with their 
force, were at the diſpatche herof fyve leagues from the prince of 
Conde's campe, and intendethe to marche as the prince dothe on the 
ſyde half betwene him and the ryver of Seyne.

The Earl of ITT may pleaſe you to underſtand, that upon Mr Viron's commyng 
Warmer 1 hither from Depe, I was contentyd, partely for that I was lothe 
Dudieley, to Chardge the prince further then neceſſitie requirethe, and partely 
cu. for that I founde the ſayd Viron willing to tary here for a tyme, to 
From New- ZYVE leave to Mr Bradbridge to returne to the Buſhop of Chiceſter, 
haven, (who, as I underſtand, might not well ſpare him) being alſo chardg- 
16Dec.1562 ed with the reading of a lecture there, which moved him the ra- 
barg ther to deſier that he might be diſmiſſed, who during his being here 
one behaved himſeilf verie well and godlye. And for as moche as Mr Vy- 
th ron hathe bene verie ſore vexed for thre wekes with this newe diſeaſe, 
wherof he is not yet recovered, nor any great liklihod that he ſhall eſ- 
cape it; and for that alſo I have bene earneſtlye written unto for his 
returne, for that his wyfe and familie (as I am .enformed) are like- 
wiſe viſited with ſekenes: I moſt hartely deſier you, that you will 
once agayn, upon this good occaſion, move the qQuene's Majeſtie for Mr 
Goodman's returne, that he may ether be imployed there, or ſent hi- 


ther, which I rather deſier; of whome I have herd ſuche good com-

mendation, bothe of the Lord James of Scotland and others, that it 
ſemeth great pittie, that our contrye ſhuld want ſo worthie and learn- 
ed an inſtrument. As for thoſe that be learned in England; they be, 
as you knowe, already plafed, and cannot long with good conſciences 
be abſent frome their chardge. But in cace Mr Goodman cannot be 
had; then for the preſent neceſſitie that I may have Mr Wiburne for 
a tyme, or, if your ſuite take place, till Mr Goodman do come hither, 
leſt in this meane tyme Mr Whitingham ſhuld alſo happen to be ſeke, 
and I utterly deſtitute; which wold be to great a griefe unto me: 
therfore I earneſtly defier you to tender my ſuite accordingly. 

TowcniNnG Mounſieur Briquemalt, who preſently repairethe thi- 
ther, to be a ſuiter to the quene's Majeſtic in the prince of Condie's 
behalf; I beſech you not onely for your owne parts to ſe him well 
interteyned, but alſo to further him to hir Highnes according to the 
truſte the prince hathe in you bothe. What credite this bearer hath 
with him you are not ignorant; and for my parte, I had in this laſt 
ſkrimuſhe ſoche tryall bothe of him and Mounſieur Beuvoir, (who, I 
truſt, ſhall ſhertely recover his moſt daungerous hurt) that I can not 
but commende theym unto you, as thoſe that moſt valiantly with the 
haſard of their lyves have given ſufficient teſtimonye of their faith- 
full harts for th'advauncement of God's cawſe and quarell. 

WHrreRrE Edward Duddeley was the firſt that entred Tankervile, 
and is there, as I underſtande, verie well liked of the gentlemen of 
the contrye, and alſo of thoſe that ſerve with him; I can not, but 
to moche to his diſcredite, call him frome thenſe : yt may therfore 
pleaſe you to be a meane, that he may be conſidered with ſoche in- 
terteynement as you ſhall thinke mete. I underſtand by mr Brumfeld, 
that the caſtle is not of ſuche force as was reaported, and yet able to 
be kept with two hundreth men, except they bring the cannon : and 
therfore, being of ſuch importance, I mynde to kepe it ſo long as we 
conveniently may ; and if th'extremitie come, our men may at all 
tymes come away by water in ſavetie. 

I PERCEYVE by a letter ſent frome you, Mr Secretarie, to my co- 
ſyn Vaughan, that he hathe bene verie ill delt withall by ſuche as 
have unjuſtely chardged him : for towching myn own parte, I muſt 
confeſſe, as the truthe is, that he hath given no occaſion ether to ſpeke 
or thinke otherwiſe then well of him ; for if he had, he ſhuld ſurely 
have hard of it. And where he is noted to be contentious; I can 
not but confeſſe, that I have ſene him rather a bearer, then one that 
hath ſoght occaſion to contende. As for the execution of his office; 
his diligence and care therein is ſoche, as I thinke the prince hathe 
not bene more juſtely ſerved in that rowme; wherein you knowe he 
ſhall hardly pleaſe all men. And thus I byd you moſt hartely fare- 
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well; beſeching the Almightie to direct all your enterpriſes to his 
glorie.

Sir Thomas CIR, I have written two lettres unto yow of the x111 of this pre- 
eee ſent; th'one I ſent by one King, who is deſirous to be placid 
roms. Againe with sir Adrian Poynings (and I pray yow helpe him with your 
Denis, lettre to him: he hath ſervid here) and an other by the Burgondion, 


17Dec.r562 currour to the Governour of the Engliſh houſe at Andwerpe, to be con- 10 


bars; veid forther. For hearing ſuch a proclamation to be made in Paris, 
OFFICE. before eny warning given unto me eyther by word or countenaunce ; 
From the could not thincke my ſelf to have don my dutie, before I had ſigni- 
2 fied the ſame unto yow. And for ordonarie wais (ſuch a proclamati- 
on ones made) I did not dowte, but that they ſhould be ſtoppid, till 
thei had done their feate : and therfore I thought good to uſe ther 
dyſſymulation, and not to be acknowen of it to them before I had de- 

pechid ſo as I could to yow. 
So this day, as ſone as I had acceſſe to the qQuene here, I declarid, 


that the x1 of this moneth a proclamation was made at Paris by ſownd 20 


of trompet of ſuch tenour as I have written. She ſaid, there was no 
ſuche; and upon replieng, ſhe ſaid: Upon the proclamation, that all 
men of the ban and arreraban ſhould repair to the campe againſt the 
rebelles, and the Allemaynes and the Engliſhmen that aided them, 
ſuch a rumour was ſpred in Paris; and it was nothing ells: I, that 
there was in it © Que la Royne d'Angleterre a faulſe fa foy:“ and ſhe, 
that it was not ſo; and that if there were eny ſuch proclamation, yt 
was neither to her ſonne's knowledge nor hirs: for ſhe ſaid, hir ſonne 
made no warre upon us; but the qQuene's Majeſtie held his townes, 
and kept hir force there, againſt the treatie. 

AND upon that we weare at hote wordes, and diſputations of our 
old matters: the breaking of the treatie, and the dowte that the quene's 
Majeſtie was in, as long as the Guiſes had the ordryng of th'army. To 
all that at Rome; ſhe denied it: that in King Fraunce's tyme was 
the quene of Scotts doeng, not the King's now: that lately done by 
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hir Ambaſſadour with the Pooles, ſhe know't it not; yt muſt be provid: 
to the dowte of the Guiſes; they be but the King's ſubjects, and yt 
is but a private quarrell and ſuſpicion againſt a private man; and yf 
he do eny thing, the K ing her ſonne, upon complaint, ſhall chaſtice 
him. And I replieng againe to all theis: to the furſt in generall, 
that if the treatie were ones broken, when was it made againe? that 
of the Pooles may ſone be provid ; the perſones be alive : for the 
Guiſes ; ſo long as thei have ſuch power as they have, and the hand- 
ling of the warre, the qQuene's Majeſte can not be in ſuretie. And 
ſo after ſuch ſtormes we cam againe, as we have alwais hitherto, to 
a caulme. 

AND then the quene's Majeſtie's pretence for religion, and hir pro- 
miſſe in the proteſtation was alledgid ; and (as I told yow in my laſt 
lettres of the vi of December I did ſuſpect I ſhould be) I was axid, 
if the prince of Conde and they weare agreed, as for the matter of re- 
ligion they were at a point, whie the qQuene's Majeſtie ſhould not ren- 
der Newhaven, and what I did demaunde. And if I had not had the 
quene's Majeſtie's lettres ſent by mr Killegrewe's man the 1111 of 
December ; I had bene utterly muet, and ſhould not have knowen 
what to have ſaid. I propownded, that, to avoid all dowtes and diſ- 
putes, yt was neceſſarie, that Calais ſhould be rendrid. Vt was thought 
marvelous ſtrange : ſo therupon we had ſom diſpute. At the laſt, this 
is a mater, faith ſhe, new to me, and to be movid to the counſell ; 
have ye commiſſion to axe yt? I ſaid, I had. Then I was brought in 
to the counſel]. ; 

THERE all our diſpute began of new: of the proclamation : which 
all they of the cownſell ſaid was none ſuch; in ſo much, that Mare- 
ſhall Montmorency faid, if eny ſuch were, he muſt beare the blame: 
(and yet they could not deny, but that that rumour of open warre to 
be proclaymed betwixt Fraunce and England was a rumor all over 
Paris) of the breaking of the treaty, begyning of the warre &c ; but 
ſomwhat caulmer then betwixt the Quene and me. In fyne I was 
willid to declare my requeſt: which I declarid at large with my rea- 


ſones. They lokid one upon another; and made the matter as ſtrang, 


as though thei had never hard it: yet I was aunſwered gentilly, that 
they wold conſider a while with themſelfs. I was ſent owte. 
AFTER a tyme Monſieur de Vieilleville cam unto me, and ſhewid 
me, that [the] counſell required to have my requeſt given in writing; 
for no other matter (faith he) but becawſe all be not here, and we 
wold alſo have there adviſe; and ſo from them I was demiſſed. But 
I aid, I had other things to the quene: wherupon I came in againe. 
The mater was the paſſeport, and the gentilman which ſhe promiſ- 
ſed me to conduct sir Nicolas hither and into England faufe, And ſe- 
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ing that the K ing, I ſaid, and hir Majeſtie, and the counſell doth de- 
ny the proclamation of warre to be there doengs ; bicawſe I thought 
by this tyme the rumour therof was in England, I required a paſſe- 
port to ſignifie thither ſo much as thei did fay unto me: for I knew 
not how the Quene's Majeſtie wold take it; and upon the rumour of 
this proclamation, peradventure, ſomthing might be done which was 
not thoughtupon. Both theis weare graunted me. 

ALL other occurrents ye ſhall underſtand by the lettres which I ſend 
herwith. I am in a marvelous dowte and feare; bycawſe I here no 
worde of Barlow my man, whom [I ſent away from hence xxx No- 
vember: methincks, ye do me much wrong, if yow kepe him fo 
long. The lettres which ye ſent to me by William, to be forther de- 
livered, be ſaufely arrived there; altho, for our mater, I dowte, they 
will do but litle good. Methincks, there is no good to be done that 
way for Calais, as I thinck yt is enough declarid by sir Nicholas Throg- 
morton in his lettres: and I am put in as much dowte and feare here 
by them by whom hertofore I truſtid to do good. I ſe, you muſt hold 
ferme and faſt : Frenchmen will com to reaſon, but compellid. Ye muſt 
give marvelous warning to My Lorde of Warwick to truſt no French- 
man, of what religion ſoever he be; and that he take marvelous hid of 
treaſon, for in that is all their truſt : for whither thei fight with the 
prince of Conde, which I do not beleve, or they agree within themſelfes, 
which is moſt to be ſuſpectid; as ſone as ever they be able, they will 
thither will all their force. Here is talke of the caſtell of Tanckerville 
and ſom other villages taken by our men abowt Newhaven ; wherof 
I know no certaintie, Fare ye moſt hartely well. From St Denis, 
the xv of December 1 562. 

Pos rsRIPTA. Bicawſe I can not tell, whither my letters com to 
yow, or no, which ] ſent by Flaunders (for I ſe thoſe extrahordinarie 
wais hath failed ſo mich) I will briefly write the ſom. On thurſday 
laſt I was with the qQuene a litle to compleine to hir of the evil hand- 
ling of my men in Paris. She aunſwerid me gentilly, that ſhe wold take 
order with Mareſhall Montmorency for that mater. The next day my 
men that were at Paris to buy neceſſarie things for me, th'one brought 
word, 'there was peace proclamyd with England, th'other, that there 
was warre; but it was but by hereſay, andthei were ſuch men as I gave 
no credite to their talke: this had I on friday at night. On ſaterdaie 
I went to the cardinall, and ſent Mr midlemore to Paris to enquier di- 
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ligently of the proclamation; and yf it were in print, to buy me the 


book; yf no, to enquier by all meanes the true effect. He was there 
on ſaterday all daie. When he cam home; he told me, he had enquir- 
id diligently, and, by that he could learne, it ſhould not com in print: 
but comoning with diverſe, wherof ſor ſaid by report, and ſome ſaid, 
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they did here it themſelfs, and were men of underſtanding, advocats 
and ſuch, told him th'effe& and tenour of yt; and fo they agreed all 
upon theis words which I praied him to write, and I here ſend un- 
to yow. 

On ſonday one old freend of myne of Paris cam to ſe how I did, and 
dyned with me; and ſo did one or two more. Thei began to talke 
of warre with England : he began to tell of the proclamation; and, 
ſaith he, have ye not harde of it? I faid, no. By my troth, faith 
he, I had thought, ye had. Now he faid before, D'autant que la xoyne 
d' Angleterre a faulſe fa foy : to the which I gave eare, and praid him 
to tell it forth ; ſo he agreed, in mannour, with th'other. Whie, quoth 
I, it cannot be fo: for on thurſday I was with the qQuene, and on fry- 
day my men were there, and on faterday alſo; and yet no man ſpake 
any evill to them, This was the proclamation, faith he. Indede I 
hard the ſame after. of diverſe, 

I Do underſtand, the Quene was ſomwhat movid with it, when 


ſhe hard of it at the furſt. Som excuſe it one way, and ſom another: 


ſom, that it was againſt th'Almaines and Engliſhmen which were in 
the campe with the prince and at Newhaven, and not againſt the quene 
of England: ſom, that bicawſe diverſe of the gentlemen here be Hu- 
guenotts, to get them out of Paris and in the campe, yf it had ben 
againſt the prince, they wold not have gone, but againſt th'Engliſh- 
men thei wold ; and therfore thei made it ſo. Th'one of the two it 
muſt be: that either thei meane crafte ; and then, if thei have th'ad- 
vauntage of priſoners or ſuch things, it is good priſe, bycawſe of 
the proclamation; yf no, it is no warre, bycauſe ther was no procla- 
mation: or els the puke of Guiſe, or ſom other of that faction, did 
cawſe it to be made, to ſet a more ſuer pike and full breache betuixt 
Fraunce and us. 

I HAvE made all the ſhifteI can to get the copie of it as yt was cri- 
ed, but it will not yet be. And now ye ſe, what the quene and the 
counſell aunſwerith me. Seing they deny it, how can it be provid? 
There owen ſubjects cannot be brought to teſtifie againſt their prince, 
nor will not gladlie for ſuch a mater be brought into the broile. Yet 
yt ſhall not be amis, though ye will not other waies uſe it, that the 
quene's Majeſtie compleine of it, as though the rumour cam out of 
Andwerpe, both to th'embaſſadour there, and alſo hither to me by 


lettres. But the E mbaſſadour there hath his excuſe redie : for his cur- 


rour was dyſpachid, when my man axid audience; when, I am fuer, 
thei lokid, that I ſhould compleine of it; ffor the ramour was ſo greate 
of yt, that they did well know, I was not ignorant therof. 


Tus day the spaniſh Embaſſadour's secretarie and two more of 


his gentlemen did affirme to Mr Midlemore (as he faith) at the court, 
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that thei hard the ſaid proclamation when it was proclaimed; and that 
it was of the ſame tenour: and thei affirmid more, that it was in printe ; 
and imediatly when it cam to the quene's eare, comaundement given 
under paine of death to ſuppreſſe it, and that no man ſhould ſe yt. 

Tux gentleman this night ſuppeth with me who is appointid at the 
laſt to go for sir Nicholas; and Midlemore goeth with him. Ones 
againe fare ye well. From St Denis, the xv11 of December 1562. 

THis ye may be bold to tell the quene's Majeſtie from me, how 
ſtraunge ſoever they make it, the quene here and the cownſell, (my 
demaunde for Calais) I know, the cardinall had bene verie earneſt 
on my fide with the qQuene for that mater before; and that thei had 
bene in cownſell of it all that day before 1 cam: and I fyend all thyngs 
calmer and gentiller then afore here. And where by no meanes nor 
ſhifts I could get sir Nicholas lycenſe, trompet, nor gentilman before; 
now I have it with all favor : which in dede was by the cardinall's 
meanes ; and altho the cardinall alſo maketh it ſtraunge and difficulte 
to my man, yet that of sir Nicholas is a token betwixt him and me. 
And yeſterday when mr Midlemore was at the cowrte, the quene axid, 
whither he had brought my demaunde in writyng, and when I wold 
ſend it, and that I muſt ſubſcribe it. But neither ther cowntenance 
here nor wordes are muche to be truſtid : and I am glad, thei ſhall 
have myne in writyng ; for now will I alſo in like forte demaunde to 
have ther anſwer,

The Earl of IT may pleaſe your Honors to underſtand, that for the fortifications 
Warwick" of the towne, you have bene advertiſed of the ſtate therof by sir 
cil, Richard Lee, mr Winter, and mr Portonary, with their opinions of 
From New- the fame ; whoſe devices may ſerve to divers good purpoſes, as tyme 
en, hereafter ſhall ſerve therunto. But the onely thing to be done for the 
20D<e-1592- preſent, wherupon the ſuretie of the pece muſt depende, is, in our 
05 ** Opinions, the ſpedie fortifiing of the platt already begonne to as good 
©... perfection as it may be broght; which, withſout] the help of 2000 pi- 19 
Original. ONers, can {karſelye be reduced to good paſſe in any ſhort tyme ; wher- 
of there be not here above 230 or there abowte, to the great hinde- 
rance of the works, and loſſe of a faire tyme that might have bene well 
imployde therupon. For the ſouldyars; they have labored fo long, as 
they have toyled out and worne bothe theymſelfs and their clothes, 
and therby are weary of that labor; ſo as there can no great thing be 
truſted to at their hands. But we ſhall do with theym what we may, 
and muſt nevertheles requeſt the ſpedie furniture of theſe 2000 with 
whoſe helpe we hope in thort tyme to make a good repaire of the 
places of moſt daunger. Finding alſo ſome partes of the olde towne, 29 
and ſpecially about the winde mylles, to be the place of moſt annoy- 
ance to the towne by the enimyes; where they may fortifie or in- 
campe theymſelves without any great daunger of the ſhot of the towne, 
having earthe enogh at commandement to make any exploit withall 
to our annoyance ; and with trenches from thenſe may approche the 
towne with their artillary to the battyre therof, as nere as any man 
wold deſier to approche for the working of that fete; beſids that it 
ſemethe doubtfull, that frome ſome place of that grownde the entry 
of the haven may be impeached by theym: wherunto, in our judge- 
ments, there may be ſomething done, to our ſuretie, and the enyme's 30 
annoyance, with a more convenient chardge then the abating therof 
to any good purpoſe ſhall amount unto, as mr Richard Worſley, the 
bearer herof, can further informe you of the ſame. 
AND this towne, being 11000 foote in compaſſe of the curteyns 
and bulwarks, can ſeme to requier no leſſe then the nombre of 6000 
ſouldyars to be gard therof: of the which there are here upon the 
point of 4700 or there aboute. To the ſuppliment wherof it may 
ſeme good to have the nombre of 2000 men muſtred, and put in full 40 
readynes, in the contries next adjoyning to this coſte, to be ſent hi- 
ther as ſpedily as occaſion ſhall requier, as well to the fulfilling of the 40 
nombres aforſaid as to ſupplie the places of ſuche as ſhal be ſeke, hurt, 
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or dye of this preſent nombre: aſſuring your Lordſhips, that if the eny- 
mie make any haſt of approche, the cheif ſavegard of the ſame muſt 
depende upon manlye defence: for the pece being a newe unfiniſhed 
worke, and ill neighbor'd with ſindrie places of perill and annoyance 
to the fame in divers reſpects beſides; the old towne aforſaid may be 
judged of the beholder of the grounde to be a verie rawe pece of it- 
ſeilf in th'eſtate that it is in, what ſo ever it may ſeme to be upon the 
view of the platts therof. 

MoREoveR it may like you to underſtand, that the Ringroff con- 
tynuethe his quarter, with the nombre of 800 horſemen, and 6000 
fotemen at his commandement about him : whome we can not be 
able to remove, without an increace of power agreable to matche in 
the felde, leaving the towne convenientlye furniſhed for the tyme; 
which we referre to the conſideration of the premiſſes: reſting unable 
by that meanes to uſe any manere of commoditie of the contrye about 
the towne, without an increace of our bande of horſemen : which 
being nowe (with the augmentation of Mr Tremayne's bande) the 
number of one hundrethe Engliſhe and Scottiſhe, or thereaboute, might 
ſerve us to many good purpoſes, if the ſame were made upp in laun- 
ces to the nombre of 300 horſe, with proviſion of haye and otes for 
the ſame: of the which newe bande the ſaid Tremayne hopethe, up- 
on ſome privies made to him, to have fiftie launces for the furniture 
of his bande ; whoſe horſes and piſtolers remayne yet aboute Porteſ- 
mouth, for want of tranſportation, 

AND like as it may appere unto your Honors by this diſcource, that, 
without daunger of the pece, there can be no great nombres of our 
ſouldyars well ſpared to any exploit abroode, for longer tyme then 
they may be returned agayn to the towne before th'approche of th'e- 
nymie therunto ; ſo may it appere by compairing the places mete to 
be furniſhed with peces of artillarie and munitions apperteyning with 
the nombre and quantities that remayne here, (the ſtate wherof hathe 
bene lately certifyde unto your Honors) that there can be no accompt 
made of any great ſpare therof, leaving in the meane tyme a ſuffi- 
cient furniture in the towne againſt all events: having good hope, not- 
withſtanding theſe advertiſements of the daunger and perill that this

LEASE yt your Majeſte, I underſtand by Mr Somers, that ye do sir Thomas 
thincke my demaundes to be ſomwhat to eaſie: which ſemyd tne ®* 
to me verie ſtrange, ſeing that I axid more in them, then I had com- ,, _. 
miſſion to do by 200000 crownes; but having ſom intelligence of penis. 
the charges, I thought ſuerly, yow wolde loke to be ſatisfied agayne .in. 2763. 
for it. But your nighnes may well underſtand, how much your mini- p 
ſters, and ſpecially your Embaſſators, who be oftentymes far of, and . 
can not have at all tyme commoditie to ſende unto yow, had nede be From the 


10 well enſtructid and particularlie, what your deſignes, entents, and ww 


purpoſes be; for thei ſhal be many tymes driven to aunſwer to that 
which was never thought upon: which for the furſt or ſeconde tyme 
thei may differ ; but, in ſom caſes, longer then that thei can not, but 
eyther yt ſhall towche their exiſtimation to far, or your honour. 
I wRoTE before to your Majeſtie and to Mr Secretarie, to know 
by degrees what I ſhould have demaundid ; but I had no aunſwer: and 
what I ſhould have axid more, I could not geſſe, nor it aperid either 
in myne or in sir Nicholas lettres or inſtructions. Of eny old dett 
which was owing I knew not; for it was never in talke nor controver- 


20 fie when I was secretarie: and yf it had bene; I could not thincke 


but that yt was clered at the laſt treatie of peace, except I had bene 
otherwiſe inſtructid. Now ſith sir Nicholas came, that I could fe 
the treatie, I perceive, there is 500000 crownes which the mar- 
chaunts or pledges ſhould paye, in the name of a peyne, for the breache 
of the treatie. That is due ſtill, though they performe my demaundes, 
for eny thing that I can ſe: but yf I had ſeen the treatie, which hi- 
therto I could never get, I wold either expreſſelie or in generall termes 
have put yt in my demaunde. Howbeit, ſeing thei have fo proclam- 
id warre as thei have done, I thincke in reaſon your Majeſtic hath the 


zo advauntage to make warre, if yow ſo thincke good. And yf thei re- 


fuſe this offer, by all reaſon your Highnes is at libertye: as when the 
buyer refuſith ones the price wherat the ſeller ſettith his marchandize, 
or when eny adverſarie refuſeth the condition of accorde; yt may well 
be ſaide, ye might have had it then ſo, yf yow had wold; now, I 
am to offer againe as I thincke good. 

Bu r yf thei wold accept all my hole demaunde; if it ſtode ſo with 
your Highnes pleaſure, I wold, thei and we had a good peace imedi- 
ately: but I thincke rather, thei will not be ſo haſtie to do themſelfes 
good. One waie, I thincke, thei wold; that is this. Thei be now 


40 occupied abowte Orleans, and that wais : all there force and captaines 


be goeng thither; and thei feare yow no where but in Normandie, 
Vol. II.

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Vour nighnes now having a good force redie for Normandie; yf ye 
landid 5 or 6000 men abowte Calais ſodenlie, I thincke, Calais might 
be taken with ſmall ado. There is not 200 men in it; not 300, men, 
women, and children: and I thincke, the beſt ſouldiars be com to 
the Guiſe. For victualles; all that countrey abowte Calais was never 
ſo well ſtorid: yt is now the plentifulleſt countrey of all Fraunce. 
For landing of your men ye have ſhippes at Newhaven to many ; and 
ſom, as I underſtande, that ye wold deftroie: I wold have them fill- 
ed with men, and in a moone ſhyne night ron a land on ſom of the 
ſhores or ſands abowte Calais, thoughe the men wadid up to the knees, 
yea to the midle, to get a nombre of land; ſo many as could kepe, 
furſt, Newneham bridge, and then adventure uppon Calais. The 
reſt I leave to them which are conninger in matters of warre then I 
am. The towne is now half made, and half unmade: none of their 
fortifications be parfit. At this entrepriſe they will ſo feare treaſon, 
that I thincke, they will not abyde in the towne. 

THr1s waie if ye had Calais; I know, that a greate nombre even 
of the French which be in the courte wolde be glad: for fo thei be 
excuſed, thei thincke, of their honour. And whither by diſſimulation 
they leave it ſo weake, bicawſe thei wold fo leeſe it, (as quene Ma- 
rie did, when we loſt it) Ican not tell: howbeit, we loſt yt not to 
them to whome ſhe wold gladlie have had it loſt, then as many 
did mutter. But now yf it can be taken fo; I dare ſaie, thei here 
will never replie at it, but ymeadiatelie ſue for peace. And then your 
Majeſtie maie ſell Newhaven to them at ſuch price and conditions as 
ye ſhall thincke good. 

Vr this, for the hardnes of conveiaunce of victuall, of the do wte- 
full freendſhip of king Philippe, or for eny other cawſe, ſhal be 
thought not to be attemptid; I muſt confeſſe myſelf, indeede, rather 
to know the comoditie, then the poſſibilitie of th'enterprice ; bicawſe 
I am no man of warre. But if it weare poſſible ; though it were hard, 
I take it the ſhorteſt cut to com to a pointe: and if it had ſucceſſe; 
I durſt warrant your Majeſte to make an eand of the warres, both be- 
twixt yow and betwene themſelfes, even as it ſhould pleaſe your nigh- 
nes: whom Gop long preſerve, to the comforte of your realme. From 
St Denis, the ſeconde of Januarie 1 562.

my declaration at my acceſſe unto yow. 

BoTHE the armyes were mynded, as it ſeemed; by their procedinges 
and iſſue, to geve the battail; the prince of Conde beeing reſolved to 
paſſe the ryver of Dure at Dreux, the conneſtable and puke of 
Guyſe beeing lykewiſe reſolved to empeache that paſſage at that place. 
Thus eche party perſiſting in their opinions, the battail began about 
x11 of the clocke at noone, and continued till the night did ſeparate 
them, The vantgarde of the prince of Conde's ſyde beeing conducted 
by the admiral and his brother, accompanied, with the Marſhal of 


Heſſe and fyve cornettes of reighters, did defeate the battaill of his en-

nemies led by the conneſtable: at which defeate the conneſtable was 
taken, beeing hurte with a piſtolet ſhotte on his neither lippe, but 
not dangerouſly ; who was furthewith with greate ſpeede led to Or- 
leans. And the ſayd vantgarde, having thus defeated the conneſta- 
ble's battaill, followed the chace of their ennemies ſo broken. The 
vantgarde led by the puke of Guyſe ſtood ferme in a place of advan- 
tage. The prince of Conde with ſomme diſadvantage charged the 
ſame: wherat he was defeated; and the prince taken by Monſieur 
d'Ampville. Fower cornettes of reighters accompaninge the ſayd Prince's 
battail were ſo eſbranled with twoo or three ſhotteof greate artillerye, 
that they would never comme to the fight. 

Tas footemen on the puke of Guyſe's ſyde dyd their devoir verey 
well, but ſpecially the Suiſſes. The footemen of the prince of Con- 
de's ſyde, as well Frenchemen as Almains, (and the ſame bothe in the 
vantgard and the battaill) dyd behave themſelves verey ill; and ſuche 
as had the leading of them behaved themſelves muche worſe. The 
conneſtable and the puke of Guiſe having xx11 peeces of artillerye, 
that is to ſay, xX1111 in the vantgarde, and v111 in the battaill, dyd 
ſhoote four vollees againſt their ennemies. But the yrince's artillerye 
was fo yll conducted, having four field peeces, twoo cannons and a 
culyeryn, that they never ſhotte ſhotte, nor ſtoode him in ſteade. The 
puke d'Aumale was overthrowen, and in greate daunger of taking; 
but verey well reſkued by the ſuccours of his brother the puke of 
Guyſe, who came in ſeaſon for that purpoſe. 


OFFICE. 
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THAT day the ſayd puke ſtoode himſelfe, his freendes, and his 
caſe in great ſteade: for ſurely he behaved himſelfe lyke a greate and 
valiant capten: and ſuche victory as remayned unto him and his party 
that day was to be aſcribed unto him, in manner, only. Suche victory, 
and it pleaſe your Majeſtie, I may ſay; bycauſe, if all be well con- 
cydred, it is verey doubtefull ; and the domage is rather greater to them 
which challenge the victory, then to the other ſyde which is ſayd to 
be defeated. Indeede, as having regarde to the ceremonies of the 
warre, the pukeof Guyſe may chalenge unto himſelfe that daye's victo- 
rye: for his footemen remayned lordes of the fielde, and kept their 
place: he wan four peeces of the Prince's artillerye, and kepethe 
them: he encamped over the dead bodyes: albeit, th' admiral with 
his force went not farre from thence that night. The ſayd puke 
cauſed the vieu to be made of the dead bodyes, and his army had the 
fpoyle of them; and cauſed divers of them to be buryed. His army 
wan and bare away the enſeignes of the prince's footemen ; which 
were offred up with proceſſion and greate ſolempnitie uppon Chriſt- 
mas day at Dreux. For theeſe reſpects your Majeſtie may perceive, 
as I ſayd, the puke of Guyſe was victor. 

Bur when it is remembred, that as well the conneſtable, beeing 
cheefe of the one armye, is taken, as the prince, beeing cheefe of the 
other; the Marſhal St Andre ſlayne, who is ſayd to have had the prin- 
cipall leading of the vantgarde, and the puke of Guyſe the leading of 
the horſemen; the puke of Nevers ſo hurte, as he is never lyke to 
eſcape (althoughe the ſame happened by caſualty, and not by fight;) 
Meſſierus de la Broſſe and Givry, K nights of th'order, ſlayne; Monſieur 
de Montbron, the conneſtable's ſonne, and many other gentlemen of 
good haviour ſlayne and fore hurte ; and fix or ſeven ſcore gentlemen 
of credicte and qualite beeing priſoners; in counterpeſe wherof only, 
of men of qualite to ſpeake of, Monſieur d'Arpation was flayne on 
the prince's ſyde, Monſieur de Muy and Monſieur de la Cure taken 
priſoners; the prince not having loſt above ſeven ſcore of his horſe- 
men, as the Admiral hath ſent me word ſince the battaile; the adver- 
ſaries having loſt, as it is ſayd, at the leſt three hundred gentlemen: the 
circumſtances, as I ſayd before, beeing well wayed and concydered ; 
methinkethe, and it pleaſe your Majeſtic, the victory may be called 
doubtefull, and not greatly advantagious to the prince of Conde's ad- 
verſaries; but, I am ſuer, I may boldelye ſay, nothing to the advan- 
tage of the prenche Kk inge and his countrey. 

Tung Almayn footemen on the Prince's ſyde dyd never ſtryke 
ſtroke ; and therfore they were wholy defeated, in running away. 
Nevertheles the puke of Guyſe toke to mercy 2000 of them: wher- 
of he hathe ſent without weapon, having white roddes in their hands, 
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1500 into Almayn ; which have made othe never to beare armes 
againſt this K inge, nor him the ſaid puke. The other five hundred, be- 
ing very well armed, as T hear, have taken othe to ſerve the xing againſt 
your majeſtie, and ſo are ſent with Baſſanpiero, the Ryngrave's Lieu- 
tenant, (who hathe alſo led with him the ten enſeignes of Almains 
which were under his leading to the counte Ryngrave, his cheefetayne) 
into Normandy, there to be employed againſt your majeſtie's force: 
whether alſo is ſent, to be Lieutenant for the Kinge, Monſieur de Viel- 
leville, nowe Marſhal of France, having the ſtate of the marſhal St 
Andre. 

As unto myne owne fortune and condition : it may pleaſe your 
Majeſtie, when I dyd ſee the prince of Conde taken, and his force 
defeated ; perceiving what way the victory dyd inclyne, I dyd retire 
myſelfe with three of my ſervants, and Paroceli the prince of Conde's 
preacher, ſometyme your Majeſtie's ſervant by the name of Francis de 
la Riviere, unto a toune named Nogent le Roy, two leagues from the 
place of the battaill : wher the pucheſſe of Bouillon, beeing in the 
caſtle there, with ſome difficulty ſuffered me to enter. The ſayd 
pucheſle immediatly advertiſed the puke of Guyſe of my beeing there: 
and that nighte order was geven for garde to wayte uppon me, and 
watche me, in my lodging ; which was colored, bycauſe the people 
thould not committe no exceſſe againſt me. In the ſayd towne of 


Nogent I remayned thus under garde fyve dayes: in which tyme I 


ſpake twyſe with the bucheſſe; who in her wordes treated me verey 


well, and gave me a dinner in her caſtle. The ſayd pucheſle is a wy- 
dowe, and daughter to the pucheſſe of Valentinoys. 

THE XxX1111 of December I was with garde ſente to the puke of 
Guyſe's campe. The puke, as I was geven to underſtande, having 
almooſt dyned before my arrival, gave order, that I ſhould dyne in his 
chamber accompanied with a Maſter of the requeſtes to the K inge. I re- 
mayned in the ſayd puke's chamber two houres after dinner be- 
fore I ſpoke with him, and at lenght he repaired thether: what tyme 
he excuſed himſelfe for my longe taryenge without ſpeaking with 
him, by the manifolde buſſines which were nowe caſt uppon him 
throughe the misfortune happened to the conneſtable and the Marſhall 
St Andre; and theruppon exclaimed of the greate deſaſtre happened 
to that army, which had loſt ſuche cheefes as the ſayd conneſtable 
and Marſhal St Andre were. And nowe we remayne, ſayd he, with- 
out a hedd or conductour, till ſuche tyme as it ſhall pleaſe the K inge 
and the Queene his mother to conſtitute ſome other as cheefe ; attend- 
ing which reſolution, it hathe pleaſed all the noblemen, gentlemen, 
and ſouldiors to choſe me for their cheefe: ſo as I alone have nowe 
ynoughe to do, to geve aunſwer and order to ſo many thinges as ap- 
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pertainethe to the ſtate of our armye in this caſe as it is, in having yet 
ſkant taken breathe ynoughe after the battaill; which I thinke, ſayd 
the puke, Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur yow ſawe. And theruppon he the 
ſayd puke deſyred me to ſay myne opinion, and howe I conceaved of 
the fight; for, ſayd he, I knowe yow were there. 

I ANSWERED, that it was true, I was there at the begining: but 
when I dyd ſee, that every man prepared himſelfe to fight, which my 
qualite and vocation required not, Idyd then withdrawe myſelfe, as one 
that was ſory to ſee the ſtate of thinges in that extremitie; for th'iſſue 
could not but be pitefull, which way ſo ever it tended. The puke aſk- 
ed me, whether I dyd beare any armes, and howe I was mounted 
the day of the battaill. I declared unto him, as the truthe was, that 
I was mounted uppon a little hacquenay, and was no otherwyſe 
armed then he ſawe. Of this matter, whether I bare armure or no, 
he had made greate ſearche. Thus having ſpent almooſte an hower 
in diſcourſing of the battaill, and the circumſtances therof; the puke 
ſayd unto me, Monſieur I' ambaſladeur, I cannot well accomodate yow 
for lodging heere in the campe; and fo muche the worſe, bycauſe I 
underſtande, yow have loſt your trayne and baguage. And theruppon 
he called one named Monſieur de Surdinal, capten of Bel-ifle and 
Croifly in Bryttaine; willing him to accompany me to the caſtle of 
Meſieres, where he ſhould ſee me lodged for that night, diſtant from 
his campe an Engliſhe myle. The ſayd puke deſyred me the next day 
to comme to dinner to him, and then he would take occafion to talke 
more at large unto me. This was the ſomme of the conference had 
betwixt the ſayd puke and me the xx1111 of December. 

Tux xxv of the ſame, beeing Chriſtmaſs day, according to his or- 
der I repaired to his campe about x of the clocke in the fornoone: 
what tyme the puke was at Dreux with all the captenes, there ſo- 
lemply at hye maſſe to offer up all the enſeignes won at the battaill, 
and to make a generall proceſſion for their victory; ſo as it was x11 
of the clocke before he returned to his campe, at which tyme there 
arryved the puke of Eſtampes from the K inge and the queene his mo- 
ther. The ſayd xxv day I dyned with the ſayd pukes of Guyſe and 
Eſtampes; who were accompanied with Monſieur de Sanſac, Monſieur 
de Martiguz, the conte Charny, the conte Brian, Monſieur de Oſ- 
ſune, and Monſieur de Biron, knights of th'order, and many other 
captenes and gentlemen. After dinner having pauſed an hower, the 
puke of Guyſe and the puke of Eſtampes retired themſelves to con- 
terre together, and left me accompanied with the ſayd x nights of th'- 
order. After this manner having ſpent an hower together, they ſent 
for me into the puke of Guiſe's bed chamber: what tyme, all others 
beeing avoyded but the ſayd Dukes and my ſelfe, together with Mon- 
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ſieur de Sanſac and Monſieur d'Oflane, bothe which be of the xinge's 
pryvy counſaill, the puke of Guyſe had theeſe woordes unto me. 

Mons1EuR l' Ambaſſadeur, yow have ben longe at Orleans, in 
the cumpany of theeſe men which we have defeated, thankes be to 
God; but yet not ſo defeated, but that they may be an occaſion more to 
trouble and afflicte this realme as they have don: and the rather they 
ſhal be able ſo to do, if the Queene your miſtres do ayde them as the 
hathe don. The Kkinge hathe greate cauſe to marvaill, what movethe 
her thus to doo: th' example is dangerous; and thoughe ſhe be not 
troubled as her neighbours be, her procedinges againſt us may be a 
meanes to move others to do unto her as ſhe dothe unto us. And by- 
cauſe, ſayd he, yow have ben her miniſter heere, who is ſuſpected 
and charged to be a greate aucthour of all our troubles; we have 
thought good to conferre with yow, and to knowe by yow which 
way yow may helpe us out of trouble, as yow have helped us into 
trouble; and further that we may knowe by yow. the Queene your 
miſtres reſolution, intention, and what ſhe dothe deſyre. 

I AuUNsWERED: Since my beeing at Orleans and my taryeng there, 
which hathe growen cheefely by the difficulty that was made to graunte 
me a paſſeport to comme thence, I have little underſtoode the queene 
my miſtres reſolution and determination ; and the rather, bycauſe nei- 
ther could I fafely ſend unto her Majeſtie, nor the ſame unto me. 
Notwithſtanding, by the laſt advertiſments which I had from thence I 
dyd perceive, the Queene's Majeſte can be well contented, that this realme 
were in repoſe; and therto would put to her helping hande, I thinke, 
more redily and willingly then ſomme of thoſe which be officers and 
counſaylors of this realme. And bycauſe yow have charged me either 
as an aucthour or mover of ſomme of your troubles in this realme ; 
I will frankly tell yow what I have harde, and what I judge hathe 
ben one of the ſpeciall cauſes of this unquietnes. The Duke of Guyſe 
ſayd, Yow cannot do us a greater pleaſure then to deale franckely with 
us, and ſo we pray yow to do. 

Tux I made a declaration of the ſtate of the realme ſince the 
deathe of K inge Frauncis untill Marche laſt, not forgetting what ſun- 
drye conferences had paſſed betwixt the k inge of Navarre and me con- 
cerning the ſtate of religion in this realme. I dyd alſo touche th'e- 
ſtabliſhing of th edicte of January, howe the ſame was infrenged, 
who began firſt to take armes, howe the prince of Conde for his own 
ſuretye was conſtrayned to do the lyke, and nevertheles was com- 
maunded, aucthorized, and required by the Queene mother ſo to do. 
I touched alſo the ordonnance of th'eſtates, as well for the govorne- 
ment of the realme in the King's minoritie, as alſo for the aucthoriſ- 


ing of the prince of Conde to be the Kinge's Lieutenant, in caaſe the 
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xinge of Navarre, his brother, ſhould miſcary. I dyd alſo touche, 
that the queene mother dyd hold her ranke in this realme by the ſame 
aucthority which dyd geve the prince of Conde the lieutenantſhip. 
The ſundry conferences, as well at Bogency, as at Paris and other 
places, was alſo remembred. 

ABoUT theeſe matters we had longe diſpute and many replications. 
Somme things the puke denyed, ſomme things he otherwiſe inter- 
preted, and in th'end tooke exception to the aſſembley of the eſtats; 
diſadvowing their authority, and alledging the ſame to be unlaufully 
aſſembled. And whan the puke had declared the many and ſundry 
reaſonable offres which were refuſed by the prince of Conde and his 
party, taking that matter muche to his advantage; I aunſwered him, 
that the prince and the cheefeſt about him dyd no otherwiſe eſteame 
thoſe offers and conditions, then baytes and trappes to beguyle them; 
approving the ſame by their late procedings at Paris, when they ſecret- 
ly practiſed and proteſted to obſerve nothing that ſhoulde be conclud- 
ed with the prince of Conde. At this matter the puke of Guyſe ſeem- 
ed to be ſomewhat moved and offended; and marvayled, howe 1 
came by the knowledge of that matter : which he began to excuſe 
as he could, and to geve another interpretation to the wordes then I 
had harde. Then the puke ſayd: What is all this matter ta the Queene 
your miſtres? What hathe ſhe to do with our well or evill doing ? 
Theeſe matters touche her nothing: ſhe hathe no intereſt in them. 
I fayd: She had as moche intereſt, and touched her as moche as it 
dyd the K inge of Spayne and the Buſhop of Rome. The puke ſayd: 
They dyd helpe the Kinge to chaſtiſe the rebelles, and the Queene 
your miſtres dothe comforte his rebelles. I ſayd, your Majeſtie did re- 
pute them for no rebelles, but the Kinge's good ſubgectes. About 
theeſe matters we had longe diſpute. In th'end the puke ſayd: We 
would gladly knowe the qQueene your miſtres opinion, howe we might 
be at reſte. 

I AUNSWERED: Theeſe matters be of ſundry natures which do 


trouble yow. Somme be domeſticque, and among yourſelves; and 


thoſe diſeaſes muſte be wiſely cured by yourſelves, as your ennemities 
and parciallities maye ceſſe. Somme be publique, wherin all princes 
and ſtates have intereſt ; ſomme after one manner, and ſome after an 
other: and theeſe matters may not be handeled parcially nor factiouſ- 
ly, but indifferently; for otherwiſe in pleaſing of one, yow ſhall diſ- 
pleaſe another: this matter I meane, is religion. Somme other thinge 
there is which concernethe the qQueene my miſtres only, as the faith- 
tulle and ſincere obſervation of your treatyes with her: this matter 
muſte only be ended to her ſatisfaction, wherin ſhe requirethe no more 


then is due unto her. And if by the meanes of your owne troubles 
ſhe 
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ſhe hathe ben brought to the poſſeſſion of ſomme peeces which ſhe 
quarrelled not; the way to ſatisfy her and yourſelves is to geve her 
her owne, wherby ſhe will render yow your owne; if I may call it 
your owne that which the quene hath made acquiſition of. Yow are 
wont alwaies, and lykewiſe other princes, to terme it proprietary which 
yow either buy, conquer, or comme by by ſleight: and ſo may the 
queene ſay, that Newhaven and Tancarville is hers; and yet her Ma- 
jeſtie was by the inhabitants of thoſe peeces and dyvers other tounes 
required, for the deffence of them, to take them into her protection. 


THe puke ſayd unto me: Woulde the queene your miſtres be ſo 


uſed by her neighbours ? I ſayd, Yea, in caaſe ſhe had behaved her- 
ſelfe as yow have don. Then I declared, what greate apparant argu- 
ments your Majeſtie had to miſtruſt their evill meaning for the obſer- 
vation of the treaty ; alledging their fortification of Callais, to remayne 
in their hands but for a little terme, the ſale of the landes, the lett- 
ing to farme, for exceſſive termes, of the membres and appurtenances 
belonginge to Calais and the countrey adjoining therto, together with 
all the Kinge's warrantye for all theeſe matters; ſo as, I tolde them, 
your Majeſtic had greate cauſe for theeſe reſpects, and others which 


0 I would not ſpeake of, to ſeeke to be aſſured for the rendition of Cal- 


lais. The puke ſayd, The terme is not yet expired. I fayd, if they 
made any ſcrupuloſitie more to your Majeſtie then to the Duke of Sa- 
voy, who had his peeces rendred; yow could be contented to retayne 
Newhaven for pledge, untill the terme ſhould expire. The puke of 
Guyſe ſayd : The keeping of Newhaven will coſte yow more then it 
is worthe ; and yow have nothing to ayde your ſelves there, but yow 
muſt have it furthe of England; and the paſſage is longer there then 
betwixt Dover and Calais. I aunſwered: Calais yeldes yow as little prof- 
fict, as Newhaven ſhall do us; but the forbearing of Newhaven ſhall 
more annoy yow, then the forbearing of Calais can annoy us. Well, 
ſayd the puke of Guile, I pray yow, Monſieur I ambaſſadeur, helpe to 
bringe us out of trouble, as yow have helped us into it. Monſieur 
d'Eſtampes and I, ſayd he, have hard what yow have ſayd; and we 
will declare the ſame unto the Queene mother, at whoſe hands we 
ſhal be advertiſed what order ſhal be taken with yow : and for this 
night, ſayd he, yow muſt be contented to take paynes where yow dyd 
the laſtnight ; to morrowe I will ſende a gentleman with yow to con- 
ducte yow to St Denys. 

THEN the puke of Guyſe roſe from the table, and toke me by the 


40 hande, and led me to a cupborde; who had theeſe woords unto me: 


Monfieur I ambaſſadeur, it ſeemethe, the queene your miſtres, by the 
publication of ſuche thinges as ſhe dothe ſette furthe in printe, dothe 


beſtowe her whole diſpleaſure and indignation uppon me and my 
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Houſe. I will alledge at this tyme nothing for our deffence; but de- 
ſyre yow to ſay, that, beſydes it is an unuſual manner for princes thus 
to treate patſons of qualitie and reſpect by diffamatoire libelles and 
writinges, we have had the honour by mariage to make alliance with 
the nouſe of England, wherof ſhe is diſcended: ſo as ſhe cannot 
diſhonour nor diſcredit us, but it muſte touche her ſelfe; concyder- 
ing we are diſcended out of her mouſe, and ſhe from ours: and by 
| that tyme, peradventure, ſhe ſhall have paſſed mo yeares in the wordle, 
ſhe will more reſpe& thoſe that have the honnour to be allyed unto 
her, then ſhe dothe nowe. This was the ſumme of the conference 
betwixt the duke of Guyſe and me the xxv of December. 

Tu xxv1 of the ſame, the ſayd puke dyd ſend unto me the Ba- 
ron de Magniake, a gentleman of the x.ing's chamber, to Meſiers where 
I lodged, to accompany me to St Denis, as he ſayd. In my wayfhether- 
wardes I dyd mecte with the qQueene mother at a toune named Vil- 
lepreux, with whome I dyd deſyer to ſpeake; but Monſieur de Mag- 
niak would in no wiſe accorde me the ſame. Then I dyd ſend my 
coſyn Henry Middelmore unto her, to knowe whether I ſhould go, 
and to require a paſſeport for me and my trayne to returne into Eng- 
lande. The ſayd queene appointed me to go to St Denis, wheare her 
will was that I ſhould remayne untill ſhe returned to Paris. The 
ſayd Baron having once talked with the queene, ſhe changed her lan- 
guage, and willed me by him to go to St Germayns en laye ; where 
it was ment, as did underſtand, that I ſhould be conſtituted priſoner 
in the caſtle. | 

Tux xx1x of December, after the Queene mother had conferred 
with the puke of Guyſe at Rambouillet, ſhe diſpatched a currour to 
the ſayd de Maniak to St Germains ; willing him to accompanye me 
from thence to St Denis, and there to leave me with your Majeſtie's 


Ambaſſadour sir Thomas Smythe. Where beeing arryved, the ſayd 30 


de Maniak tolde me, that I muſte not departe from hence, untill I 
. dyd knowe further of the K inge and the qQueene his mother's pleaſure. 
Since which tyme I have ones renewed the remembrance therof to 
the Queene mother: ſo hathe sir Thomas Smythe, by his letters lately 
ſent by my coſyn Middlemore, your majeſtie's ſervant; who was 
ſent in poſt from hence to Chartres (where the queene mother is at 
the diſpatche herof) to aſke audience for mr Somer, your Majeſtie's 
ſervant. My diſpatche and his audience be defferred unto the qQueene's 
repayre to this toune; which, ſhe ſayd, ſhould be within twoo or 
three dayes. 

Tux ſayd queene hath ſpoken with the prince of Conde: who, as 
I hear, doth, notwithſtanding his empriſonement, ſhowe himſelf very 
foute, and would yelde nothing to his adverſaries, I have otherwile 
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alſo harde, that he the prince dothe inclyne to relente. To be better 


advertiſed hereof I have uſed the beſt meanes I can. But howeſoever 
the prince dothe behave himſelfe; the admirall hath ſent me word, 
that he will make no end, but to God's glory, and your majeſtie's 2. 
tisfattion. He the admirall hath ſent your majeſtie fince the battaile, as 
he hath advertiſed me, two meſſangers. The conneſtable dothe alſo 

iſe to make a peace; employenge for that purpoſe the prince of 
Melphes ſonne, lately Buſhop of Troyes. Theſe treaties by the queen 
mother, by the conneſtable, and the puke of Guiſe do tend to make an 
ende with their countreymen and the Almains, that they all may be em- 
ployed againſt your majeſtie. F they can not accorde with them; then, 
as I perceive, they mynde to treate with your majeſtie favarabely, 
and, I beleeve, to ſatisfy your Majeſte about Calais: provyded, that 
from hence fourthe yow do no more ayde the yrince and their rebelles, 
as they terme them; with condition alſo, that your forces at New- 
haven, Deepe, and Tancarville be retyred. 

Tus beſt meane, in my fimple opinion, to make a good ende for 
your ſelfe, is to animate the admirall, monfieur q Andelot, and the 
count de Rochefocault to fland to their tackle; and to aſſure them of your 
majeftie's ayde to help the prince furthe of priſon, and to advance Govv's 
cauſe, But it ſhal be verey convenient, if it pleaſe your Majeſte, that 
theſe comfortes be ſent ſpedely and very ſecretly. The Admirall with 
his force is preſently at Bloys. I do not knowe certainly, whether he 
have won the ſayd towne: but bycauſe the puke of Guyſe with his 
force dothe preſently with greate ſpeede marche thitherwards ; I do 
rather thinke, the ſayd towne of Bloys is not won then won, and that 
the puke dothe uſe this haſt to ſuccour the ſame. It is not otherwiſe 
lyke, but that they will fight once agayne. The Mareſhal of Heſſe, 
as I do underſtande, is verey willing to trye the battaill once agayne: 
who behaved him ſelfe verey valiantely at this laſt fight; where he 
was hurte in the face, but not daungerouſly. I do heere, that 


the peeces in Piedmont be rendered to the puke of Savoy, and Mon- 


fieur de Bourdillon made marſhal of Fraunce. The Admiral hathe 
together better then 5000 horſe, and not paſt 2000 footmen, which 
be very evill armed. The puke of Guyſe hathe 3000 horſe and 16000 
ſootemen; which be muche better armed then they were, by deval- 
iſing of the prince's Almayns. Thus almighty Gop longe preſerve. 
your Majeſté in helthe, honour, and all felicitie. From St Denis in 
France, the 111 daye of Januaric 1562.

YR, yt may lyke you to looke for ſatysfaction off all advertyſments 
from syr Thomas Smythe, who ys at lybertie and here yn bet- 
ter credytt with ſome folks then I am, and not from me, who ys but 
newly dyſcheargid off my gards, and am injoynyd to ſtay me here at 
St Denis with syr Thomas Smythe; from whens I am cheargid not 
to departe, untyll I be dyſmyſſed; wyche ys promyſyd to be ſhort- 
ly, but I do not beleve yt.

T may pleaſe your Honors to be advertiſed, that this day I receyvid 
a letter from the count Mungumbry (which here incloſed you ſhall 
receyve) with two other direct to sir Hugh Poulet: by the which letters 
he carneſtly requirethe bothe ayde of men and money for the garde and 
ſuretie of the pece. Wherein, as concerning the men, we purpoſe, 
after conference had with mounſfieur Beauvoir, to ſende him ſuche ſup- 
port as we conveniently may with the ſuretie of this towne, untill 
20 ſuche tyme as we may be advertiſed frome your Honors of the Quene's 
Majeſtie's further pleaſure in that behalf: but of money we are utter- 
ly deſtitute; and therfoir muſt loke to be furniſht therof from thenſe, 
bothe for theym and us: wherunto we truſt you will have ſuche con- 
ſideration as apperteynith. 

Also ve are advertiſed of great preparation bothe of men, vittailes, 
and artillary: which vitteills are nowe in maſſing at Mountrevill, Har- 
flewr, and other places there abowt; meaning therby, as may be pre- 
ſuppoſed, ſome attempt ſhortly towards this pece, Deape, or bothe. 

| Wherof there is ſome more likelihod, as well by ſundry reaports, as 
zo in that the Ringroff hath lately doble advertiſed Mounſieur Beuyoir of 
a great hope and apparence of a peace; and that the prince is per- 
mitted upon his faith to go to Orlians for that purpoſe. And the brute

teills alwayes in readynes ſhal be greater, by the helpe of thoſe ſeve- 


rall contries, then can be made in any one place; and may then alſo 


be commonly ſent hither from one or mo of the ſayd places, howſoever 
any reaſonable wynde ſhall in maner happen to blowe; as hath appear- 
ed by experience at this preſent, in that there hathe comme veſſells 
hither frome Rye, Dover, and thoſe parts, where none could come 
frome Porteſmouthe.

P. S. THERE came farder intelligence upon the point of th'incloſ- 
ing of this letter, that Guiſe dothe ſurely intende to make an at- 
tempt within theſe five dayes: inſomoche as Briſack (as it is reaport- 
ed) is already marched thitherward with xv1 cannons and other felde 
ordynance; meaning, as we can learn, to begynn with the taking of 
that place, and fo to come hither towards us. And do well underſtande, 
that the quene's Majeſtie's frends of the Frenche, fynding ſome fawte 
of the loſſe of Rouen, for lack of a ſufficyent ayde frome hir High- 
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nes to the defens therof, do nowe earneſtly loke, that not onely this 


10 towne and Deape ſhall be by hir Majeſtie's helpe gardyd and ſuſteyn- 


yd, but that alſo th Admyrall ſhall be ſo ayded and ſupported with 
men and money, as he may be of abilitie to ſtande againſt th'enymie 
in the felde ; hoping upon ſuche a proſperous ſucceſſe of the ſame, 
as in their opinions Gop hath reſerved to the quene's Majeſtie th'ho- 
nor of this great and waightie enterprice. It ſemethe good, in our opi- 
nions, that captaine Ribald were returned to Deape with all ſpede, 
both for his knowledge and credite there.

thouſand horſemen and five thouſand footmen, is paſſed the river of 
Loyre, and hathe taken the way towardes Lyons, as T bear; minding there 
and thereaboutes to renforce himſelf with greater numbers of horſemen 
and footmen under the leading of the zaron des Aareſſes, and alſo furthe 
of Languedoc by the order of his brother the cardinal Chaſtillon and 
monfieur de Curſolles. |

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THE treatye of peace is ſtill in hande amongſt them: wherin the 
qQueene mother dothe employ herſelfe, and ſo doth the conſtable,

notwithſtanding the queene mother's order for his and my abyding 
heere, fo repaire to the court, and to take Mr Somer with him; who 
at this diſpatche had had no audience, but was defferred as I wrote 
in my laſte lettres. I do meane alſo t'accompany your ſayd ambaſ- 
ſadour to Chartres, and to knowe further what theeſe folkes meane 
to do with me. J Ido not verey thortly repayre unto your Majeſtie; 
it may pleaſe your majeſtie to declare unto the rrencb smbaſſadour there, 
that yow fynde it verey ſtraunge, that I am thus deteyned, and can- 
not be ſuffered to returne according to your commaundement. The 
lyke language alſo it may pleaſe your majeſtie to give in charge to sir 
Thomas Smythe 70 uſe to the gueen mother, and to the councell here. 
IT may pleaſe your Majeſtie, thinges ſtanding as they do, it is moſt 
neceſſary, in my fimple opinion, that yow have ſomme one of no great 
note to reſide continually with the admirall and ſucbe force as is kept 
together by him. For it is mooſt convenient, that your Majeſtic ſhould 
be advertiſed truly, not only of the ſtate of the ſaid admirall and his 
force, but alſo of bis procedinges in all matters from tyme to tyme: 
for therby yow ſhal be in better caſe to geve order for your owne af- 
faires; and it is not meete, that you ſhould depend only of brutes, 
or the advertiſment from your ambaſſadour refident here in thoſe caſes, 
neither to ſtay yourſelfe wholye uppon ſuche intelligences as yow may 
receave from the ſaid admirall and his party; for your Majeſtie know- 
ethe, he and they will uſe thoſe thinges to their owne advantage. 
Therfore, if it may fo ſtande with your majeſtie's pleaſure, me think- 
ethe, my coſin Henry Middlemore were not unmeete to be there employ- 
ed: wherof if it ſhall lyke your Majeſtie to allowe; it may pleaſe yow

1E THE it your Majeſtẽ, the x of January sir Thomas Smythe, — 
Mr Sommer and I arryved at Chartres. The x1 of the fame sir prom Char- 
Thomas Smythe and Mr Somer had audience: I might not be admitt- | 
ed to accompany them. For the ſatisfaction of your MajeſtE's de- zn. 
maundes, they had good wordes; which was all they had in payment P 
at the diſpatche herof. Their reſolute aunſwer was not geven; but deffer WW 


ed (as Itake it) ro bear what will be the i ue both of their treaty, and al- ongal 
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ſo of the puke of Guiſe and the admiral's doinges : bothe whoſe ar- 
myes be paſſed the ryver of Loyre at Bogeancy (thoughe the one be- 
forethe other) and are preſently in ſuche place and caſe in the countrey 
of Berry as it is thought they will fight once agayne. Heere hathe ben 
greate brute, that the Baron des Adreſſes hath accorded with the puke 
de Nemours, (which I do ſee no cauſe to beleeve) in ſuche forte as 
the countrey of Daulphine ſhould be rendered to the ſaid puke. If 
there be an other battaill, and the ſame as bluddy as the laſt was, the 


nobleſſe of Fraunce wil be ſhrewedly waſted ; for at the laſt there was 


ſlayne 800 gentlemen, and many of them of verey good apparance. 
Since my laſt lettres the puke of Nevers, Monſieur Danebault, and 
la Brofle's ſonne be dead of their hurtes: even fo do I heere there is 
alſo fower or fyve hundred of good qualitie, The prince of Conde 
ever fince his taking hathe continued priſoner ; and hathe ben kept in 
a caſtle a league from this toune by the ſpace of theſe ten dayes. This 
day he is looked for to comme to this toune, and yet nevertheles to 


remayne under garde. Monſieur Dampville, who had the cuſtody 
of him before, dothe repayre unto the puke of Guyſe's campe: ſo dothe 


there alſo a greate number of newe knights of th'order which were 


10 


made the x11 day of this monethe, that is to ſay, to the number of 20 


xxxIII. The Mariſhal Vielleville is gon to beſiege Diepe, if he per- 
ceyve any towardnes in his entrepryſe. Since his diſpatche, the ari- 
ſhall Briſac is diſpatched as the xinge's Lieutenant into the countrey 
of Normandy : who mindethe to employ the force under his charge, 
as I underſtande, furthewith upon Tancarville, and fo to have ſomme 
entrepryſe againſt Newhaven, or to builde ſome forte thereaboutes to 
beate the haven. Therfore it may pleaſe your Majeſte with ſpeed to 
geve order for thoſe matters. It will not be good for your Majeſtie's 
purpoſe 70 ſuffer Diepe to be taken, neither to ſuffer ſo many of your 
men as be at Newhaven to be there idle: for, as farre as I perceyve, 
what fayre wether ſo ever theſe folkes make, or howe ſo ever they ſa- 
tisfy your Majeſte with ſomme publique acte to teſtefy a meaning of 
peace, they intende not in very deede to keepe any peace with you, nor 
meane not to abſtaine to expelle your men furthe of Tancarville and 
Newhaven, if they can ones fall at a poynte amongſt themſelves by 
any meanes, either by accorde or by victory. Your majeſtie might 
ther fore more have made your advantage, in my ſimple judgement, upon 
their publication of warr, and ſo to have then made warr in deed, 
than to abſtaine from the ſame throughe their coloured peace; which

I do beleeve they wil be contented to make ſhow of, uppon this your 40 


Majeſtie's laſte mocyon by Mr Somer. Of this I dare be bold 70 aſſure 
your majeſtie, that you ſhall not bring them to reaſon, nor to your pur- 
poſe, but by conſtraint: and a better occaſion coulde not be offered to 

con- 
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conſtraine them, than even at this time, when they have their handes 
full otherwiſe. 

THr1s day the queene mother hathe ſente me woord, ſhe will 
ſpeake with me: but I do not looke for my diſpatche, untill ſhe may 
ſee the iſſue of theſe matters; and then if the puke of Guiſe do proſper, 
T looke for no ſpeedy di /patche hence. The conneſtable dothe remayne 
{till at Orleans, and nowe his wief hathe liberty to go unto him the- 
ther. Some be of opinion, the puke of Guyſe will beſiege Orleans: 
but yet I do not beleeve it, untill he have tryed his fortune againſt the 

10 Admiralle's force. If your force on this fide the ſea had ben occupied 
and well employed; I do thinke, by this tyme you had brought theſe 
men to your pourpoſe; and ſo had your charge ben no greater then it is: 
for they are very glad, ſeeing your men are at Newhaven, and in ſo 
great numbers, that they be there idle and do them no harme, and 
ſpende your money and lyve uppon your countrey. I muſt humbly 
beſeche your Majeſte not to be offended, that I do ſay, ceremonies 
in warr do never well, nor proſper the entrepryſe. And when fo 
ever theſe men ſhall be at better leaſure, your forbearing to aſſaile 
them ſhall not win you favour at their handes, nor good interpreta- 

20 cron, The Duke of Guyſe is Governour of Champaigne, the prince 

"of Roche-ſur-yon i is Governour of Daulphiné, and the puke of Ne- 
mours is Governour of Lionoys. The countrey of Languedoc is at the 
prince of Conde's devotion : ſo is the toune of Lions and Lionnoys 
and in lyke manner the greateſt parte of the countrey of Daulphine, 

f if the Baron des Adreſſes be not revolted. Monſieur de Subiz dothe 
keepe Lyons. There be many newe cumpanies rayſed of men of armes 
of late: Mary, there be too many to be well paid. The admirall and 
other your friendes in this countrey do think, that your force do neither 
tand them nor your ſelf in ſteade; becauſe they lye ſtill and do nothing. 

30 I pvp ſende your Majeſtea lettreof the vii of January to be convey- 
ed unto yow by the order of the Erle of Mongomery. Monſieur de Mont- 
bron is in Valence, and doth keepe it; and the puke de Nemours is at 
Ville-france with ſuche force as he hathe. -The puke of Guiſe, as far 
as can perceive, will in no wiſe accorde to peace, till the proteſtants 
be utterly extermined. The queen mother at this preſent doth ſeeme more 
to leane to peace than ſhe did before, and to accept more reaſonable 
condicions for the matters of religion. It is ſayd, the conneſtable 
and the prince of Conde ſhall common togethir ; but yet I ſee no great 
apparance thereof. It ſhall be well done, that your majeſte do com- 


40 maunde ſuche as have the charge of your iſles of Farſay and Garneſey 


to looke awell to thoſe places; for I do heere, that there is ſome practice 

in hand ones again to ſurpriſe one of them . And alſo I am advertiſed, 

that they be to arme ſome ſhips upon the coſte of Bretaign : therefore it 

ſhall be good, that your marchantes be not over haſardous in this caſual 
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wordle, Thus almighty Gop longe preſerve your Majeſte in helthe, 
honour, and all felicitie.

The Queen IGuT truſty and welbeloved we grete yow well. We thynk the 
. tarryeng of our ſervant Jhon Sommer ſomewhat long; not fo 
much for the matter of his chardg, although therof we deſyre to 
ies: heare, as for that we be very deſyrooſs to underſtand, how the jorney 
orie. of the Queen mother to Chartreſs hath taken place: and yet conſider- 
From che yng byr3 journey is ſo farr from thence, we doo hold this delaye of Som- 
augen MET'S depeche for excuſed, It is very neceſſary for us to here from 
Sec. Cecill's thence uppon all alterations; for theruppon muſte we alſo direct our 
"uo owne procedings. 

OF late a matter hath happened here very ſtrang and odible. An 
Italian hath bene hyred to kill one other, prively with a dagg, being 
our ſervant. The act was enterpriſed at the gate of Durham howſs, 
wher the spaniſh Embaſſadour lodgeth ; who alſo receyved the male- 
factor, and conveyed hym awey. The author and conductor, as the 
male factor confeſſeth, was one of the hoſtagees, named the provoſt 
of Pariſs. The party that ſhott the dagg was miſſing two dayes, and 
by dillygence was taken beneth Graveſend, ſtealing into Flanders in 
a Flemmiſh hoye; having diſguiſed hymſelf, to be unknowen: and 
within two dayes, after ſome other fayned ſpechees, he hath franck- 
ly uttred, that the provoſt of Pariſs hyred hym therunto. And ther- 
uppon our counſell cauſed the Mayre of London to take into his howſs 
the provoſt; wher he remayneth with good and gentle uſage: and 
on de Vill, his ſervant, was than alſo ſent to priſon; who alſo hath

confeſſed the matter of delyyery of the dagg to the murderor by the 30 


provoſt's commandement. 

THE next daye following the committyng of the provoſt, the 
French Embaſſador cam to our counſell, and required to know the 
cauſe of the committyng of the hoſtage: and being told particularly of 
the matter, he ſemed to abhorr the fact, and judged it wordy deth ; but 
he challenged the party, being here a publick perſon and fo priviledg- 
ed, to be delyvered to hym, and to be ſent in[to] France, to be there 
judged Wherunto our counſell did not conſent ; but mayntened by 
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reaſon, that nether the hoſtage, nor Embaſſadour hymſelf be free from 
our lawes in criminall cauſees. And ſo the Embaxador diſcended to 
intreaty, that, for his fake, and for frend{hipp, he might have the 
provoſt with hym; promiſyng to delyver hym to juſtice. Therin he 
was better allowed; and made to underſtand, that after examynation 
of the provoſt, he the Embaſſador ſhuld fynd conſideration had of 


his requeſt. 


IT appereth, that the Embaxador is more erneſt in this caſe of the 
provoſt, than he wold be for the lyke of an other: for the provoſt 
is knowen to be a ſoore and extreme adverſarye to the prince of Con- 
dee and his cauſe, and wholly devoted to the Guiſees. And therfor 
the Embaxador concluded with a requeſt, that we wold cauſe the 
Kyng ther underſtand of the matter, and how erneſt he had bene here 
for the recovery of the provoſt to his cuſtodye: and ſo he was pro- 
miſed. Wherfor we will, that with ſpede yow gyve knoledge of the 
matter, as by the copyes of certen wrytyngs ye ſhall certenly under- 
ſtand, that herwith ar ſent unto yow ; owt of the which ye ſhall col- 
le& that which for the preſent maye ſuffiſe: and in declaration herof 
ye ſhall exaggerat the intent of this cryme, as ye ſee cauſe. And fo 
we end: wiſhyng, that ye woll impart the whole herof to sir Nicho- 
las Throkmorton, if he be not come from thence hitherward; ſo as 
with his adviſe ye maye alſo herin procede. The Provoſt is not yet 
examyned, but ſhall be to morrow or the next daye: who although 
by lykeloode will deny the fact, yet the proves ar to evident to con- 
vynce hym therin.

of the Queene's, namid Boiffevrier, fent to meete us vi leagues from — 


Chartres. The ſame ſonday night the Knight of Malta advertiſid the 
Queene of our comming; and brought us word, that the next morn- 
ing ſhe wold let us underſtand of the tyme of our audyence. Mon- 


daye morning the chevalier de Sevre came to my (sir Thomas Smythe's) 


lodging, and told me, that the xing and queene wold heere us after 


40 dyner; and therfore willid us to be there: which we did. To whome 


I sir Thomas Smythe preſented Mr Somer, as comme from your Ma- 
jeſtie with lettres to theim. 


the” 
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TurtruPoN I Somer, doing your Majeſtie's hartie commendacions 
in maner accuſtumid, delyverid your lettres to theim bothe. The King 
aſked, how your Majeſtic did. I anſwerid as I knew. The queene 
ſaid, that the lettres conteynid credi& to be gyven to me, wherin the 
King and ſhe wold heere me willingly, Then I Sommer addreſſ- 
ing my ſpeche to the Kk ing, and yet in ſuche ſorte as the Queene might 
well heere me, ſtanding very neere together, declarid unto him that 
parte of myne inſtruction as was thought meete for the entrey into 
the matter: which was; that your Majeſte hath underſtand by dy- 
vers good meanes, that the x1 day of December laſt there was a pro- 
clamation publisſhed in his name, and in his towne of Paris, conteyn- 
inge a declaration and denouncing of warre againſt your Majeſte and 
your ſubjects: for confirmation wherof your Majeſte had ſeene by 
complaints of certein your ſubjects, that they have ben treatid in ho- 
ſtile maner at Bourdeaux, Conquet, and Boullougn ; conſtrayning 
ſome to redeeme their goodes by ranſom, and ſtayeng others, by pre- 
tence of the ſame proclamation, Wheruppon your Majeſtic, meaning

theimſelfes of Monſieur de Foix, his Ambaſſadour in England, and of 20 


the hoſtages, of that they cowde ſaye therunto: and that they anſwer- 


id, they had nothing to ſaye of certentye, but that ſuch was the bruite 
at Paris; Mary, that they thought ſurely, there was no ſuch thing 
meant by the King; but rather the contrary, for the maintening of 
peace betweene their Majeſties. 

Wulcn anſwers notwithſtanding, for as much as (beſydes the re- 
ports which have ben conſtantly made in this realme, in the Low- 
countreys, and in England) your Majeſtic is well aſſured, that ſuche a 
proclamation was publiſhed by ſownd of trompet in Paris ; your Ma- 


jeſtie thought it meete to ſend me expreſſely to theim, your good bro- 30 


ther and ſuſter, to enquyre and know of theim their intents uppon 
that mater: requyring them to deale with your Majeſtie lyke prin- 
cees of honour ; and in caſe he meant to have warre denounced, and 
the proclamation to contynue in force, to ſpeake it plainely and apert- 
ly; or if he meane otherwiſe, then to cauſe ſome publicke action to 
be publisſhed to reproove and revoke the former; notifyeng therby to 
his people in Paris and in other places requiſite, namely uppon his 
coaſtes, his meaning not to be ſuche as hath ben bruted and ſowne 
abrode: without the which your Majeſte cowd not be ſatisfyed. Thus 


much I uttrid to the king; reſerving the reſt to be ſpoken to the 40 


qQueene in ſundrye ſpeeches, uppon her anſwers, to be by her the bet- 


ter boren awaye.

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To this the queene anſwered, that ſhe thought your Majeſte was 
not ignorant of her former anſwers made upon this matter to me sir 
Thomas Smythe; which wer: that in deede, about the tyme rehearſ- 
id, the K ing her ſon cawſid to be publiſhid in Paris (when the con- 
ſtable went into the feeld with the E ing her ſon's army) that all gen- 
tlemen and others bearing armes ſhuld attend upon the conſtable; and 
that all ſtrangers bearing armes againſt the King and his authoritee 
ſhulde furthwith departe out of the realme, upon payne to be reputid 
and followed as ennemyes and rebelles: this was (ſhe ſaid) in Paris 
10 by the K ing her ſon's and her commaundement. Mary, quoth ſhe, 
they ſayd, there was an other publiſhid, wherof they have no know- 
ledge ; which ſhulde be ſtrange. 

THERTo I Somer faid, that I tooke it to be true: that your Ma- 
jeſtie had ben advertiſed, as ſhe rehearſid; but beſides that there 
was an other, naming directly your Majeſtie and your ſubjects in ſuch 
ſorte, as that open warre was denoncid: and therfore to meete with 
this evell, wherof more inconvenyencees may grow then your Majeſtie 
wold, yow ſaw no better meane, then by lyke publike proclamation 
of the contrary to ceaſſe the opinion that is therof ſpread through all 
20 Chriſtendome. And, quoth I Somer, your Majeſte thinketh meete, 
that ſuch a publication be made for two cawſees: th'one for your 
awne ſatisfyeng; th'other (being of greate importance) for the ſatis- 
faction and ſtaye of your ſubjects: who having knowledge of this pro- 
clamation, underſtanding alſo of your ſubjects uſage in this realme in 
hoſtile maner, wer fully perſwadid of an open warre in deede, not- 
withſtanding anye pryvate ſpeeche uſid to your Majeſtè to the contrary; 
and therupon armid theimſelfs to the ſea, with intent to invade, and 
to uſe all diligencees requiſite and uſid in warre. Wherof your Ma- 
jeſtie being advertiſid, not meaning to grownd your actions upon ra- 
zo ports in a mater of ſuche weight (though they wer true in deede) ſent 
commaundement and deffence to all of your coaſt not to proſequte 
their intents, till your Majeſtie wer more amplye advertiſid and ſatis- 
fyed of the K ing and queene's intents, and that by me at my retourne : 
which being not done, your Majeſtè ſeeithe no meanes to ſtaye your 
ſubjects, and therof lyke to ſpring more evell then will eaſily be re- 
doubbid : the cauſe wherof ſhall by all the world be judged to comme 
from hence; your Majeſtie having ſo frendly advertiſed theim therof, 
and that in tyme, to reamedye it, 

THe queene anſwerid, that, as for a reyocation of that proclama- 
40 tion, if any ſuch wer made, il ne tiendra pas a cela; and that ſo is 
it meete, that your Majeſts do the lyke in England. And as for the 
ſtayeng and ranſoming of any your ſhippes, goodes, and ſubjects, ſhe 
faid, ſhe had not heard of any ſuch thing: mary, that uppon com- 
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plaint made long ago, ſhe had cawſid dyvers of your marchants ſhippes 
ſtayed in Bretain to be releaſſid. And that as for certein veſſells found 
at Roan ; for that the ſame wer brought thither by ſuch as ſhe thought 
your Majeſtie did diſavow, and that did healpe the rebelles, the king 
had cawſed theim to be ſtayed, as was meete. I ſaid, that as to 
the complaints wherof I ſpake, I had a memoriall of ſome (and that 
there wer mo behynd) which was exhibited to your Majeſte on Chriſt. 
mas eve; wherby ſhe might perceyve, your ſubjects wer ſtayd, and 
the faid proclamation alledged againſt theim. And there I delyverid 
to the Queene an informacion of certeyn your Majeſtie's ſubjects dely- 
verid unto me by the Lord admyrall. The queenereceyved it and 
ſaid, that the K ing her ſon had dealte better and freendlyer with your 
Majeſte, then he hath ben dealt withall againe : for he hath lyved quy- 
etly in all good peace and amytie with your Majeſtie, and ſo wold con- 
tynue; but your Majeſte (ſhe faid) had ſent over ayde to the King's 
ennemyes, receyvid his people in England, and landid forcees in his 
towne of Newhaven, and ſo keepe it: and therfore your Majeſtic 
mynding to lyve in peace, ſhuld do very well to revoke your forcecs 
from thence. Therto I ſaid, that, as for thoſe points, heere was 
your Majeſtie's ambaſſadour to anſwer in his charge; and that the K ing 
had his ambaſſadour with your Majeſte to be anſwerid at your hands; 
and that I had no charge to ſpeake therof, but to deale as ſhe had 
heard: wherunto I deſyred her ſpeedye anſwer ; the rather, having ben 
on this fide fo long, and being lookid for of your Majeſte. She 
anſwerid, that ſhe wold communicate the whole to the cownlell, 
and then wold make anſwer, This was our firſt negotiacion. 
TiEWSDAYE in th'afternoone we ſent to the secretary Laubeſpine 
to put the queene in remembraunce for th'anſwer. We had word, 
that the next daye we ſhuld have knowledge therof: whiche daye we 
went to the courte, and with us sir Nicholas Throkmorton; for fo 
did the queene appoint him, without ſeeking. The queene ſaid to us 
sir Thomas Smyth and Somer, that ſhe had in a maner made us an- 
ſwer to our matter at our firſt audyence; and that having ſythens con- 
ſulted with the K ing her ſon's cownſell upon the matter, and enquyred 
therof, (the rather, for that the ſaid proclamacion was fo earneſtly af- 
firmid by me Somer) fownd in deede, that there was none other pro- 
clamation publiſhed but ſuch as ſhe had told us before; and therfore 
having donne no ſuch thing as was alleadgid, the cownſell thought, 
there was no cauſe to make anye revocation, I Somer ſaid, that, what 
ſoever was now excuſid or gyven theim t'underſtand, your Majeſtic 
was right well aſſured, that ſuch a proclamacion was made: and that, in 
caſe they the K ing and queene had no knowledge of it, it was verie 
lykely, that thoſe of Paris had publiſhed the other, and addid ther- 
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unto thoſe ſpeciall words againſt your Majeſtie and your ſubjects. The 
queene ſaid, that though thoſe of Paris ar offendid with your Majeſ- 
té for landing your forcees at Newhaven; yet durſt they do no ſuch 
thing, without the King's commandement and knowledge. 

I SOMER replyed, that though in deede there wer no ſuch made 
(as your Majeſte is well perſwadid there was) yet to ſtaye the bruict 
and opinion that all the world hath therof, ſpecially in this realme, as 
might partly appeere by th'information which I delyverid th'other daye 
to her, if the King and ſhe mynded the contynnuance of peace, they 
wold make no dithcultie to notiffye to the world by publication of a 
revocacion, that their meaning was not as is ſpread and bruted abrode : 
which if they refuſid to do, and that your Majeſtie be no better ſatiſ- 
fyed then with this anſwer, I cowde not ſee how yow cowde ſatisfye 


your ſubjects ; wherof (as I had ſaid before) the cawſe ſhal be ſcene 


to comme from hence, they being ſo freendly warnid by your Ma- 
jeſte, The queene anſwerid: as for the amytie betwixt the xing 
her ſon and your Majeſtie; it hath well appeerid, that he myndeth 
to keepe it, fynding the lyke will in your Majeſtie ; which ſhe truſtid 
he ſhuld fynd : and as to any ſuch publication, ſhe cowde ſaye no 
more then ſhe had ſaid ; and therwith callid the cardinall of Bour- 
bon, and the puke of Montpenſier, to witneſſe with her: who agreed 
with her ſayeng. 

THERToO I sir Thomas Smythe ſaid, there wer two proclamacions 
made the faid x1 daye of December: th'one wherof conteynid ſuche 
mater as ſhe had alleadgid, and one other conteyning in effect theſe 
words: © pour aultant que la Royne d'Angleterre a faulſe ſa foy, et 
geſt emparee de places du Roy, et aide ſes rebelles; le Roy luy declare 
et denonce la guerre, a ſes terres et ſubjects.” Therto the queene 
faid, that by her honour there was no ſuche thing: which the King 
himſelf alſo aſſured, and ſo did the cardinall and puke verye conſtant- 
lye. And, as to the memoriall which I Somer had delyverid unto her, 
ſhe ſaid, that ſhe had heard of no ſuch thing; but wold wryte to 
the places, and uppon knowledge wold do as the cauſe requyred. As 
to him that was ſtayed at Boullougn; ſhe thought, there was no ſuch 
thing alledged there as I had ſette furthe, but might perhappes ſtay 
for want of poſt horſees. I ſaid, that he needid no poſt horſes there; 
for it was the port to paſſe over. She ſaid, ſhe knew not the cawlſe 
of his ſtaye, but, upon knowledge therof, had gyven order for his re- 
leaſſing. This matter was iterated in ſundrye other ſpeeches, but 
they ever contynued in their former pourpoſees: adding therto, that 
thoſe of Paris wer ſo offendid with the landing of your Majeſtie's for- 
cesat Newhaven, and keeping it, as perhappes they might make ſuche 
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a bruict of warre; but that there was no ſuche thing in deede, nor 
none entendid by the king nor her. 

Tux Somer, ſeeing that for all this preſſing none other anſwer 
cowde be gotten, requyred the queene, that I might have the King's 
and her lettres to your Majeſte, as anſwer to thoſe which I brought, 
She ſaid, ſhe had writen to the King her ſon's Ambaſſadour concern- 
ing this mater, and that I ſhuld alſo have their lettres to your Majeſte. 
Therwith I tooke my leave; they both willing me to do their hartie 
commendations to your Majeſtie. This is the whole of our negociacion 
uppon this mater with the King and queene. And ſo we pray Gop 
long to preſerve your Majeſtie in healthe and all felicitè. From Char- 
tres, the x1111 of January 1562, Your Majeſtic” s moſt humble and

——_— T may pleaſe your Majeſte t'underſtand, after Mr Somer had taken 
ya — his leave of the Kk ing and queene, ſhe callid me to hir, and ſaid; 
From Char- Monſieur I Ambaſſadeur, ye demaunde alſo an anſwer to the writing 
tres, ye gave me. Yea, Madame, quoth I, if it ſhall pleaſe yow to gyve it 
Vn. 763. unto me. She ſaid, ſhe cowde make me none other anſwer, then ſhe 
rar had alreadye made me at the firſt: which anſwer I did furthwith 
oer. write to your Majeſte, And becauſe it was indeede but generall and 
Orig, uncerteyn, and yet faid in th'end, that ſhe wold adviſe herſelf therof, 
I thought not myſelf ſo ſatisfyed; ſeeing ſhe had before promyſed to 
ſende me it in wryting, and all this while had not done it: and ther- 
fore ſaid now; Madame, ye promyſid to delyver [ananſwer to] my de- 
maunds in wryting alſo, and I thinke it reaſon ſo to have it. Well, 
quoth ſhe, ye ſhall have it ſo. But I cannot perceyve, that it will be 
ſo ſoone as to ſend it now to your Majeſte. 

AND now that this proclamation is denyed as not made, I do moſt 
humbly beſeeche your Majeſté to direct me, how I ſhall furder pro- 
ceede upon the matter of the ſaid demaunds; and whither I ſhall any

ning by breake of day, as yt is here brutid, the puke of Guiſe with

all his horſemen, without any cariage or baguage, went over the ry- Oe 
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ver of Loire at the bridge of Baugency; and ſet men there to kepe, that 
no man ſhould pas, after his company was paſſyd: what exploicte he 
went abowte, as yet yt ys unknowen. 

Tux xIIII cam a secretary with lettres from the cardinal of Lor- 
reine. They worke there marvelous faſt; and offerith to Ferdinan- 
do, th. E mperour's ſonne, the mariage of the quene of Scotland. She 
ſervith them for a good ſcale: ſhe hath bene offerid to the K ing of 
Spayne's ſonne, the King of Navarre, the King of Sweden, the Em- 
peror's ſonne, the cardinall of Bourbon; who is no prieſt, bicawſe he 
might have the name of the Generall, and the puke be his Lieute- 
naunt, and ſo ſhake of the prince. Fayne wold they have one to have 
hir who ſhould breake the amytie betwixt England and Scotland, and 
make warre upon yow that way, and enhaunce the nowſe of Guile : 
which is fo greate now, that I beleve, both the K ing and quene here 
doth rather feare then love them; at the leeſt, ſo to do cawſe they 
have. So longe as this warre contynueth, the prince being in hold and 
the conneſtable, and the Mareſhall St Andry deade, there is no reme- 
dye, but of neceſſitie the puke muſt governe all, Agayne they make 
there profit of ther King, and the puke of Orleans, and practizeth 
a mariage of the K inge to the doughter of the new King of Romaynes; 
beſyde th'embaſſade of the Turke, which they ſay is for that purpoſe, 
and fo ſet out in bookes printid. I thinke, your Majeſtie hath under- 
ſtand of the mariage practized betwixt the Prince of Portugall and Ma- 
dame Margaret, the xing's ſiſter. Thus they beſtir them here on 
every ſide, and lay hold on all occaſions which can make for ther * 
poſes. 

I do take yt marvelous neceſlary, that ſome man were ſent to be with 
the admirall who now is chief on the other fide ; that your uajgſtie may 
be as well advertifid what is done there, as you may be what 1s done here, 
Of things done on that fide we can lerne els but onely ſuch as yt pleaf- 
ith them here to brute abrode. And he wold be one 4who hath ſome fa- 
miliaritie, acquaintance, and credit with them : and I think ur Midle- 
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more were a very handſom and fit man. Therfore, for many occa- 
ſions, yf it pleaſid your Highnes to give him interteignement there, he 
ſhould ſtande your Majeſte in very greate ſtede. As for help, if your 
majeſtie be not minded to revoke me, I do not dowte but to do well 
enough ; but mich better, yf he were there: for then betwixt us we 
wold thincke, by one meanes or other, to have eche of us from other 
now and then intelligence of the truth. 

I MAy be deceived; but by all the meanes, wais, and intelligence 
which I can learne, they myende to com to no agreement nor apoint- 
ment with your najeſtie : they will rather agree to all the admiral's de- 10 
mands. As for religion; they make no difficultie here in wordes; but 
when yt ſhould com to the concluſion, that is the greateſt ſtay. For 
the offices; the conſtable ſhall greately helpe to yt: who will begyn and 
doth now, as men ſay, ſuaſpect the greatnes of the puke of Guiſe, and 
conſider the ruyne of the nouſe of Chaſtillion, being his nereſt kindred 
in France, next his owne children. And they do ſe, that, in ther harts, 
a farre greater nomber in Fraunce, then they thought, be of that re- 
ligion: and a greate nombre, even of thoſe who followeth the Guiſe, 
doth not ſticke to make profeſſion of it openly. 

THREE things doth onely let the agreament within themſelfes. Th' 20 
oneand chief is, the myſtruſt that they of the religion have, that th'other 
doth but go abowte to atrappe them; and doth not meane in dede 
| any accorde, but onely in apparence, till they may deſperſe them, and 
| then by one and by one to deſtroy them. Th'other is the greatenes 
of the Howſe of Guiſe; which muſt nedes contynew, and rather en- 
creaſe, ſo longe as this diſſencion doth contynew. The third, and this 
they tell openly abrode, is in the Pariſians: who doth brave it; and 
fay, they will in no wiſe agrea to change ther religion, or to receive 
in emongs them there nuguenots whom they have expellid. The wy- 
ſer that doth excuſe the Pariſians init doth ſay, ther deniall is, bicawſe 30 
they feare, yf their nuguenots ſhould retorne, they wold conſpire a- 
gainſt the reſt and revenge their old injuries. Theis be the difficulties 
of accorde within themſelfes: which, indede, be no ſmall things. 

ANOTHER, and which peradventuredoth way as miche as all thereſt, 
| is the reſpect which they have to the rope, the K ing of Spayne, and 
| | other princes who doth now helpe them for the pretence of religion : 
to whom what promyſſe they have made, I know not; no more then 
I know, how they will, if they agrea, defeate themſelfes therof. But 
yf yt ſtode onely upon that point; I do not dowte, but French heades 
wold ſone fiend an excuſe to aunſwer them: I dowte herin more of 40 
ther will, then of ther wyt. Yet methincks I do ſe, that if the admi- 
ral do holde out a while, or give them again but a doubtful battel as 
the 
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the laſt was, neceſſitie will compell them to com to accorde, except 

they will ſe the utter ruyne of their countrey. What conſideration the 

admiral and his ſequele will have of your majeſtie, J am not able to 

 fay; with whom I never had conference nor acquaintaunce: but 
if one were with him from your majeſtie as your miniſter; I wold 
thincke, it wold ſtand your Highnes to fo good purpoſe, as none could 
be more, 

MaRy, for all that I cannot“ yet ſe or lerne, beſt it were for your ' 80 W 1s, 
Majeſte to truſt unto your owen ſtrength, and ſo provide, as that which 

10 you wold do were done with all ſpede; to loſe no tyme, ſo long as you 
may have help of the Frenche of that faction which be now at your de- 
votion; to uſe both their countenaunce and help, while time may ſerve 
thereto: making of them-as confederates who be ſone wery of the tra- 
vaile, where all the profit is not thers; and who, when they ſe, they 
make there profit and ſaufetie, will not ſticke furſt to agrea for them- 
ſelfes, and after ſay, they will alſo provyde for yow. So hath other 
confederats done hertofore, wherof th'examples be not yet out of the 
memory of man. Nevertheles, your Majeſtie allwais hitherto hath 
had an honorable regard to provid for them; and I hope ſo they will 

20 do agayne, and not forget yow, nor ſhow themſelfes ſone ingrate and 
unmyndfull of your benefit. 

Ox thurſday laſt was a little eſcarmouche betwixt the band of the 
Guyſians, hacquebutters on horſebacke, who had paſſed the water, 
and them of Orleaunce. The eſcarmouche was abowte Clery : they 
of Orleaunce loſt, as yt is ſaid, not paſt 11, who preſed to far forward; 
but they repulſid the other, and flew and toke priſoners all the hole 
band of the Guiſians: onely on eſcapid. Thei here make no greate 
boſt of that matter: the praiſe of that charge is given to Monſieur 
Davarat. The Guyſyans campe is {till on this fide the water, and 

zo dare go no ferther; and fo preſſed, that they are fayne to forage 
for ther horſe x11 leagues of; and for other victualles in ſuch penu- 
rie, that men thinke, thei ſhall ſhortely be compellid to retyre and 
breake up ther campe. 

ALL the talke yeſterday and this day is of a meeting at Chaſteaudun 
where the quene, the puke of Guiſe, the conneſtable, and the prinee 
ſhould mete, eche of the ſaid priſoners on ther owen faith; and that 
to morow, which is the xv111 of this moneth, the quene takith hir 
jorney thither. They be now agayne in hope of a peace there to be 
concludid : what will com of it, tyme will herafter declare. Cha- 

40 ſteaudun is hence not paſt 1x leagues. I entend to have one of my men 
there, to ſe the mannour of it. This is the eſtate of things here at 
this preſent; ſave that men ſay, Tankerville is beſeagid. And 
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thus I moſt hombly comend your Highnes to almightie Gop. From 
Chartres, the xv11 of January 1 562.

by the laſt letters to have ben ſent unto the ſayd count frome hens: ) 5 
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wych ys but the one half of the money lately requeſted by hym, with ne 
an expectacyon of a more ſumme ſhortely herafter, beſyds hys other a 1.7563. 
demaunds apperteynyng; wych muſt be referred to the quene's Ma- 
jeſtie's pleaſure, and your dyſcrete conſyderacyons: hoopyng that the o cs. _ 
ſodenneſſe and ymportance of the caſe of Diepe (ſtandyng upon an prom the 
utter dyſpeyte, yf preſent releff followed not, of the abandonnyng 5 _— 
of yt agayn, to the quene's Majeſtie's yncommodyte, and loſſe of thes pourr's 
and others her Highnes frends yn thes partes, and to the greate encreas band. 
of the enemye's comfort and commodyte yn that behalf) may bere 
ſuffycyent matter, by your good meane, to the quene's Majeſtie's ſa- 
tysfactyon, for the ayde ſent from hens to the ſeyd count. In wich 
behalf, and other lyke occurryng, yt may pleas her nighnes to have 
yn memory that part of the ſymple dyſcours made by me sir Hugh 
Poulet to her Majeſtie and you bothe, at tymes, before my cummyng 
hyther: wych tended yn effect to the purpoſe, that thys was a tykely 
and daungerous place for eny man to ſerve yn thankefully, becaus that 
yn meny caſes men ſhall ſtand here as yt were betwene Scilla and Ca- 
ribdis; for that ther may many accidents arryve dayely, wych may 
ſeme nedefull yn apparance to the advancement of a good ſervyce, 
or to the help of a myſcheff with avoydyng of a farther ynconveny- 
ent, to be preſently followed unto ſum effect, without tyme for the 
ſekyng of advyſe theryn at her Highnes or you of her honorable coun- 
ſell: (as the ymportance of thys ſeyd affayre myght ſeme to crave:) 
and dyd therfor conclude with an humble requeſt, that yt myght pleas 
her uighnes to accept yn good part all thyngs paſſyng here of a faith- 
full, trewe, and good meanyng; wych was then promyſed. 

AnD yn that behalf, touchyng thys ſeyd caus, yf ther were no 
ſuch matter of honor and commodyte to the quene's Majeſtie, ſew- 
erty and ayde to thys pece, by the poſſeſſyng of that towne and ha- 
ven; nor ſuch loſſes of honour, commodyte, and relieff enſewyng 
therby to the ennemye, as the former letters and thoſe preſently ad- 
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dreſſed frome the hole body of the counſell here do purport: yet the 
only avoydyng of a nomber of the bands of Frenche ſouldyers out of 
thys towne, and ſome longer delaye of the ſiege from thys piece, lyke 
ynough to followe by that occacyon, to the wynnyng of tyme yn for- 
tyfycatyon here, to grete purpoſe (yf the nomber of pyoners preſcribed 
were arryved) may ſeme worthy the charges, and the forberyng of the 
260 Englyſhmen ſent from hens thyther; whos contynewance at 
that place ſhall not nede to be for eny longer tyme then may ſtand 
with her Highnes pleaſure. Aſſuryng you, that yn thys only part of 
the avoydyng of the Frenche ſouldyors from hens, yt ys thought no 
grete evyll chaunge, to ſpare a hundreth of our Engliſhe ſouldyors for 
the avoydyng of twoo or thre hundred of the Frenche: of whos un- 
trewthe and trayterous practyſes here ys more care, then feare of 
the ennemyes eny other waye; ynſomych as I the Lord Leuetenant 
wold rather wyllyngly undertake the charge of thys towne with 4000 
Englyſhmen, without anye of the Frenche emongeſt us, then with 
6000 men in th'eſtate that we are yn nowe, beyng meddeled with a 
gretter nomber of them then we can certeynly judge of ; but do nowe 
make ſuch an orderly vyſytacyon of all the howſes yn the towne, un- 
der colour, and for ſum occacyon yndede, of the placyng of the vic- 
tells and ſouldyours, nowe here and yn cummyng, (as hathe ben ad- 
vertyſed) as we thynke to knowe well nere what people ther are of 
all ſortes yn the towne. 

You ſhall underſtand the ſumme of all our newes here, to the an- 
ſwere of your preſcrybed pleaſures yn that behalf, by letters preſently 
adreſſed from the hole counſell here, and by the Rengraffe's letter 
heryn encloſed, as farre as can be gathered therupon. The wych 
newes cummyng out of all partes, beyng conferred together, may ſeme 
to conteyne grete contraryete; yn that ther ſhold be a grete apparance 
of the conclucyon of a peace, and yet the contynewance of warre be- 
twen the Guyſe and the Admyrall. Wich may be demed to ſtand to- 
gether in thys ſort: that the prynce of Condy beyng a pryſoner is ſe- 
duced to the conclucyon of thys peace: or els the Guyſe bruty thyt, 
to hope for the better enclynacyon of the others to hys purpoſe; well 
knowyng the prynce to reſt yn ſuch detencyon, as no man can knowe 
the contrary of hys mowthe to that wych he wyll have blowen abrode; 
purſewyng neverthelaſſe the admyrall, on the other part, as one whoſe 
obſtynacye he wold have underſtanden of the world to be the occa- 
cyon of thes cyvyll warres yn Fraunce; and ſo not only to bryng hym 


yn greate hattred and obloquy that way, but alſo yn makyng the 40 


ſame to underſtand, that the prynce hath accorded; to the entent 
therby to withdrawe the prynce's frends and forces frome the ſeyd ad- 
myrall, and ſo, weakenyng hym that waye, to dryve hym by all the 
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meanes that he can unto the conclucyon of a peace, to the Guyſe's pur- 
poſe, and lytell we beleve to the quene's Majeſtie's honor or benefyt. 
And cannot thynk, that her xighnes ſhall take any good yn that part, 
onlaſſe that the admyrall do hold hys promyſe yn makyng her Ma- 
jeſtie partycypant of the treatye: wych may ſeme doutfull whether 
he wyll, or can be able to accomplyſhe the ſame, onlaſſe that by her 
nighnes ſpedy ayde and comfort he ſhal be able to ſtand agenſt the 
enemye yn the feld; wherunto, as yt may ſeme, hys preſent force 
can not ſuffycyently extend : beſechyng almyghty Gop to ſend good 
newes of the ſucceſſe. 

For the certeyn yntellygens wherof and of other occurrances, lyke 
as I the Lord Levetenant dyd ſend thos twoo meſſengers ſpecyfyed yn 
the letters before mencyoned with ſeverall bylletts of requeſts of yn- 
telligence unto sir Thomas Smythe, the quene's Majeſtie's Embaſſa- 
dor; whome they could not fynd at Chartres or about the rrenche 
court, nor yn the Guyſe's camp, and therfor retorned agayn with thoſe 
premyſed newes: ſo have I nowe ſent one and appoynted another to 
the lyke purpoſe, who have undertaken every of them to lerne what 
they may on all partes, and not to fayle the fyndyng out the ſeyd Em- 
baſſador wherſoever he be yn Fraunce: havyng furthermore adver- 
tyſed hym, by a fewe wordes yn zypher ſent by thys laſt, to retorne 
me all hys advertyſements of ymportance by zypher, or blancks, or 
bothe, enterlyned the one emongeſt the other; and that the ſeyd Em- 
baſſador, or hys ſervants (whome he ſhall put truſt yn [or] truſt ther- 
wythall) may take frome hensforth ſum eame or geſſe of any ſuch meſ-

' ſum lyſt, lace, garter, or poynt, or ſum lyke ſygne of the couleurs

MoREoveR, that parſon named St Omer yn the laſt letters dy- 
rected to you Mr Secretary, beyng ſervant to the count Mongommery, 
hathe ben partycypant of the practyſes of trehyſon here and at Diepe, 
unknowen certeynly, in our opynyons, unto the ſeyd count hys maſ- 
ter. And mete yt ys to have hym ſtayed; for the matter ſemyth to 
be manyfeſt touchyng the ſeyd St Omer, as well by letters nowe yn- 
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tercepted, and others before, wych have paſſed betwen the Rengraffe 
and hym yn blancke, as by other yntellygens leadyng [to] the ſame:

PosSTSCRIPTA. Sythens the wrytyng of thes premyſſes, Monſieur 
de Beauvois hathe ſhewed us a letter dyrected unto hym, and preſent- 
ly receved, from Madame the prynceſſe of Condy, declaryng the 
prynce her huſband to be yn good eſtate and of good courage: and 
ſeyd furthermore, that ſhe attended to heare of ayde to the admyrall 
(yn money ſpecyally, for payment of the roytters) frome the quene's 
Majeſtie, Wherunto captain Sanctamana ſtandyng by anſwered, that 
her Highnes ſhewed hym, that ſhe had one hundred thowſand 


crownes at Newehaven redy for the purpoſe. Wych could be none 
otherwyſe replyed unto of eny of us, then yn affermyng, that whatſo-

To THE QUENE's MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTIE, 


EASITH yt your Majeſtie to be advertized, the newes at this Sc Thomas 
courte this x1x day of Januarie was, that, as yeſterday the xv111, . _ 
there was an eſcarmouche abowte the bridge of Baugency ; and that _ _ 
Monſieur d'Avaret hath acquited himſelf valiantly, and repulſid the 
horſemen and other of the Guyſians as had paſſed the bredge. They 
name to have bene ſlayne there above 300; emong whom 60 of 02182 
braveſt horſemen, Eſpaniards. Vt was reported a while, that Mon- n «+ 
ſieur de Guiſe himſelf was there hurte ; but this rumour was not original 
fownd true. Vt is told more conſtantly, that Monſieur de Sanſac is 
either ſlayne, or taken priſoner. This ſame morning alſo the newes 
cam to the courte, that Tankerville is rendred by agreament, and 60 
Engliſhmen which was in yt departid thence by compoſicion with 
bag and baggage. This newes was not able to chere agayne the grief 
which they toke of th'other newes of the repulſe at Baugency. 
Now all the hote talke of the meeting for accorde emongs theis 


parties, and of the departure of the qQuene to Chaſteau-dun, or where 


the reſt ſhould meete, is utterly quayled. Vt is ſaid of ſom, that the 
Admirall hath made aunſwer: they know his demaunds: yf they will 
agrea to them, he will mete; yf no, yt is but a follie to be deludid 
any more. Other ſay, that the puke of Guiſe never will agrea that 
any accord ſhould be made. How ſo ever and wher ſo ever the let 
is; men ſpeake no more of accorde now, nor have any hope therof. 
Vt is ſaid more, and is openly and comonly talkid in this courte, that 
the Admirall hath in the field 6000 horſemen and 8000 footemem 
And this afternone there hath bene marvelous ſtirre in the courte : 
men talk together in heapes and lumpes, and ſeme marvelouſly amaſ- 
ed: thei fetch in ther horſe which be in the villages herabouts, and 
beſterrs them up and downe like men in ſome dowte. | 

AND this night, abowte v11 of the clocke, the prince of Conde 
was brought into this towne with greate garde. He cam to the towne 
on horſeback, and was brought through the towne in a coche co- 
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verid with black velvet, by torche light, and the wyndows of the coche 
open; but the torche was ſo caried before, that a man could not ſe 
him. Men ſay, that there was advertizement given, that as that night, 

or the next, 2000 ruiſtiers, which had paſſed the water at Gergeau, 

had myendid with force to have taken him out of the caſtell where 
he was kept, two leagues from hence, callid Vevielle; and, yf nede 
had bene, had made ſhifte to have brought a cowple of cannons to 
yt: to be ſuer, now he is brought into this towne of Chartres, and is 
lodgid in a ſmall abbey callid St Pierre; where is barres of iron for 
the wyndowes and other barres for the ſtreate preparid, to make him 
more ſuer. 

THE xx of this moneth Monſieur de Sevre cam to me; ſent from 
the Quene, as he ſaid; who willed him to ſhew me, that within a 
day or two ſhe myendid to departe from this towne to Paris. And be- 
cawſe, partely for the prince, and partely for other occaſions, at hir 
departure, the towne of Chartres ſhould be filled with men of armes; 
therfore he counſellid me to departe ſo ſone as I could to Paris; and 
for my comoditie rather before the trayne then after, to avoide all dan- 
ger; and with yt, yt ſhould be troble: and to th'end I ſhould not be 
dyſquyetid at Paris, yf I cam before the quene, I ſhould have hir let- 
tre to the Mareſhall Montmorency. Which lettre was ſent me the 
ſame night; the copye wherof I ſend your Majeſtie herwith. And to 
the end your Majeſtie ſhall perceive the fynes of theis people, who 
doth belike thincke, that I loke to nere into their doengs; I, wening 
to get one day before them, the xx1 went from Chartres to Gues de

Loree, to Paris warde; the xx11 early in the morning the K inge and 


Quene and the hole courte partid toward Chaſteau-dun, the cleane 
contrary way from Paris. The xx11 at none I cam to St Arnoul: and 


ther both at ones met I your Najeſtie Ss pacquet coming from England, 


and underſtode how I was ſervid in the cowrt of Fraunce; and that 
the quene was thence goeng to Bleas, and ſo to Amboiſe. I toke 
cownſell owt of hand, and ſent Wilſon my man with a lettre to Mon- 
ſieur d'Aulbeſpyne ; who ſhould waite upon the courte there till I cam, 
and fend me word, yf any notable occurrent ſhould chaunce, by one 
meanes or other. And ſeing I was com ſo farre; I thought beſt to go 
to Paris, to helpe to furniſh me agayne of money, wherof I had lack, 
(and ſhould have had more, yf I ſhould have gone fo farre of without 
eny helpe that I knew ellfwhere to get) and to . hs this poſt unto 
your Majeſtic. 


Turkx is diverſe talks of this departure of the queene, and of 40 


the chaunging of that jorney to Paris; which was ſo brutid, that men 
did almoſt take yt as fuer: but by any thing that I can ſe, they be 


1n'a-marvelous feare of the Admirall and his companie, which even 
the 
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the Guiſians themſelfes do confeſſe to be bigger and ſtronger then 
theirs; and they marvaile, how he ſhould com by them. And now 
they againe brute abrode, that the quene will make a peace betwixt 
them, and that they have ſom hope of it: and I thincke, they were 
never nerer toit; for this parte was never in greater dyſpaier, as I can 
learne, of their owen ſtreingth, nor in greater dowte and feare of th'ad- 
mirall's. The Prince alſo, by all the intelligence which I can have, is 
{till marvelous ſtowte, and farre from the yelding that men have notid 
abrode, or from thoſe croſſe mariages that were talkid of: and yet yt is 
hard to affirme, what this will com to at the laſt; ſo litle truſt there is 
now in the talks of men, and ſountrue many tymes the comon brutes be. 

THAT thing which I movid unto your Majeſtie in my laſt lettre is 
ſo neceſſarie, and wold be to ſuch purpoſe for all events, that with- 
out it, methincks, ſo long as Fraunce ſhall ſtand in theis termes, your 
Majeſtie ſhall deale with men which goeth, as yt weare, in a maſke; 
that ye ſhall not be able to tell by their owtward doengs, what perſons 
they be within, Wherfore I humbly pray your Highnes to conſider 
that motion: and yf it may ſtand with your Majeſtieꝰs pleaſur, let me 
underſtand your reſolution therin, I have ſent unto yow with this 
diſpache Mr Mydlemor, becawſe I wold have it done owt of hand, 
yf ſo yt ſhould be your gracious pleaſur: for, methincks, every day in 
differring of it is two loſt. I do not ſe, that either the quene, for all hir 
promiſes, will make me aunſwer to my demaund, nor that they here 
have any miend to treate with your nighnes; but for all accord they 
wold have your Majeſtie and your mynyſters cleane excludid : wherof, 
I truſt, ones they will have cawſe to repent them, and to be better ad- 
viſed, Thus I moſt humbly take my leave of your nighnes. From 
Paris, the xx1111 of January 1562.

IGHT HONORABLE, Albeit I ame aſſueryd, you are ſufficient- 

lye and trulye advertiſed from hence from sir Thomas Smythe, 

hir Majeſtie's ambaſſador reſident here, of all ſuche occurrants and 
intelligences as from tyme to tyme do appere to him worthye your 
knowledge and underſtandinge: nevertheleſſe, sir, I beinge nowe, by 
the quene's Majeſtie's order and your good meanes and furtherance, 
admyttyd hir xighnes ſervant (whoſe pleaſure I underſtand ys to ſerve 
hirſelffe here by me for ſome tyme under my ſayde Lorde Ambaſſa- 
dor) having no waye for the preſent wherby I maye better make de- 
claratione of my deſier to do hir Majeſtie moſt humble and faythfull 
ſervice, nor meane more effectuall to expreſſe howe muche I take my 
ſelffe bownden unto your Honor, have thowght yt no leſſe my part 
then dutye (being alſo ſpeciallye ſo wyllyd and adviſyd by my olde 
maſter sir Nicholas Throkmorton, at the tyme of his departinge hence) 
to lett you underſtande from tyme to tyme ſuche things as I doo here 


or canne learne mete for your knowledge, or that ſhall in any ſort 


concerne the quene's Majeſtie's ſervice. Wherin I ſhall by ſo muche 
the more employ myſelffe wyllynglye, by how muche I maye under- 
ſtande the ſame my doings to be agreable to you; and fo in lyke caſe, 
Sir, in all other your ſervices that I maye have the credytt and be ſo 
happye as to be uſyd in. 

SIR, the xv of this preſent I ſpake with the prince of Melphe 
(ſome tyme Busſhop of Troys in Champaine) who came latelye from 
Orleance hither with ſome motion, as he ſayethe, for peaxe. He 
hathe had often acceſſe to this quene, but nowe hath lefte of his pour 
ſuyte of peace, and is wonne by the quene mother, as I perceave, to 
leave alſo the prince's partye. Hereupon he dothe retyer himſelfe 
home to his howſe in the contrey ; where he ſayethe he ys permytt- 
yd to lyve. with his familye in the libertye of their conſciences. Ma- 
tye he fearethe, that grace wyll no longer contynue then the prince 
ſyde doth holde good; of whome he ſtandethe in ſome dowbte at 
this preſent : and therfore is greatly deſierous, in caſe yt ſhulde fo 
come to paſſe, that yt might pleaſe the quene's Majeſtie to receave 
him into hir realme; beinge, ſayeth he, at this daye the beſte refuge 
of all others for the pore afflictyd perſons of Car1sT's churche, and 
a place where all ſuche doo and maye frelye enjoye the libertye of theyr 


conſciences; with much other talke greatly to hir Majeſtie's praiſe and 40 


honor; as, I ame ſuer, you ſhall here at good lengthe by my Lorde 
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ambaſſador's letters at this tyme; who ſpake with the fayde prince 
of Melphe the ſame daye he depattyd this towne to goo to his owne 
howtle. 

THE xv11 of this preſent I met with boot Baldiyn, beinge newe- 
ly reatournyd from the cowncell of Trent: of whom — my 
former acquaintance with him) I requyryd to heare ſome of his newes. 
Wherupon he made me a longe diſcourſe, as well of the manner as 
order of that cowncell: namynge unto me all ſuche princes ambaſ- 
ſadors as aſſiſtyd therat, the ranks and order of them, and ſome poynts 
that had bene diſputyd of in the ſame. He confirmyd unto me myne 
opinione of the ſmale hope ther was of any thinge from thence; and 
aſſueryd me, that the ſayde cowncell wolde breake up abowt myd- 
dle lent. But of all theſe things, sir, I knowe, you are muche 
better and more trulye advertiſed by hir Majeſtie's miniſters in thoſe 
partyes : neyther is it in myne intentotherwiſe to ſpeake of them, then 
to mak youe prevye to ſuche talke as he had with me. The ſayd 
Balduyne tolde me, that the x ynge of Romaynes ſince his coronation 
hathe abatyd a fayle towards the proteſtants, and ſhewethe himſelfe 
nowe more inclyned to the papiſts ſyde, beinge before his crownynge 
holye for the proteſtants. He ſayethe, that the Emperour and the xinge 
of Romaynes doo fynde themſelfs ſhortlye at Iſbourg, where the car- 
dinall of Lorrayne metethe them, and there they kepe theyr Shraf- 
tyde togeather: I pray Gop, yt be for good. But I ame geven to un- 
derſtande from a good place, that the ſayd cardynall ys ones againe in 
hande with the utterance of his beſte marchawndice, and ſo wyll at 
this metynge ſette in ſale his nece the pore Quene of Scotlande ; of 
whome all that Hovwiſſe at this daye make theyr profett on that ſorte 
to all the princes of Chriſtendome: neyther more nor leſſe then dyd 
the late deceſſyd Marſhal of St Andre here of his dawghter to all the 
noblemen of Frawnce. They hope by the motione of that mariage 
betwixt Charles of Auſtriche and the ſayd quene, and by theyr con- 
nynge handeling of that matter, to keape bothe the Emperour and the 
Kyng of Romayns from attemptinge any thinge to the prejudice of 
them or theyrs here. Balduyne hathe bene twiſe with the prince of 
Conde, ſince his commynge, by the Quene mother's order; unto 
whome he hathe by commandment, ag I here, declaryd all difadvan- 
tagious newes for hitn and his cauſe : wherof the prince makethe 
ſmale accompt, But beleavethe and eſteamethe bothe the author and 
the newes as they be worthye, and bearethe himſellfe ſtyll very ftowte 
againſt them all, holdynge good all manner of wayes, as farre asI canne 
learne. There ys on other matter which the ſayd Balduyne made me 
prevye unto, ſeamynge very ſorye, that he coulde not declare the ſame 
and ſome other things to his olde acquayntance sir Nicholas Throk- 
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morton before his reatourne: which is: that there ys on Alphanus 
Epiſcopus, alias Noarre, at this cownceill, that hathe taken in hande, 
and dothe wryte againſt the late apollogye made by the Busſhope of 
Saliſburye, and that verye ſharplye. He ſayethe, that the ſayde Al- 
phanus dyd ſhewe him a doſen or twenty leaves of that he had donne, 
in written hande; and that aſkyng him, how yt happenyde, that he 
dyd take the matter upon him, he made him anſwer, that the x ynge 
of Spaine had ſent him the ſayd booke, beinge before ſent to him by 
the quene of Englande or ſome other from thence, and dyd defier 
hime very inſtantlye to anſwer yt, whiche he wolde doo very ſhort- 
lye. This Alphanus ys very well learnyd, and was ones confeſſor to 
th'Emperour that nowe ys, He ys greatlye hatyd of the pope, and ther- 
fore darethe not reatourne into Italye, but comethe, after the breakynge 
up of this cownceil, into the Lowe-contreys, as Balduyne ſayeth; 
where yt is thowght the ſayd x ynge of Spaine dothe gyve him enter- 
taynement. After thus muche had paſſyd betwext the ſayde Balduyne 
and me, I browght him to My Lorde ambaſſador, who had good and 
longe talke with him, as I ame ſuer he dothe wryte unto you in this 
his diſpatche. | 

SIR, I beleave, there ys no on thinge that wyll at this daye more 
profett theſe towards the concludinge of ſome accorde, then the great 
envye the conſtable bearethe this reigne of the puke of Guiſe, the 
gelouſeye he hathe them in for manye cauſes, and the ſmale pacience 
he hath to enduer his captivitye, I ame tolde by a good frynde of 
myne, that the admyrall hath ſix thouſand horſe and eight thouſand 
fotemen; which I pray Gop be true. In very dede I dyd never here 
him ſo muche fearyd at this court as I doo nowe, nor ſawe the ſame 
ſo muche trowbelyd for him as I have ſeane within theſe two dayes. 
The Duke hathe not two thowſand horſe, and but ten thouſand fote- 
men at the moſt, as I ame credably enformyd. But of theſe matters 
your Honor ſhall, I ame ſuer, here at good lengthe and of more cre- 
dytt from My Lorde ambaſſador, The quene mother hathe diſpatchyd 


on to the K inge of Spaine in great diligence for more ayde, and to eſ- 


ſaye by all poſſyble meanes to brynge him to breake with the quene's 
Majeſtie. Newe order ys gonne for fix thowſande Suyſes, and another 
ys ſent into Almayne to leavye four thowſande ryſters. All this laſte I 
do aſſuer for a trothe. Nowe the ſayd quene mother ys gonne in 
hande with a newe accorde, which ſhe worketh by all the meanes 
ſhe canne to the quene's Majeſtie's diſadvantage, Nevertheleſſe I here 
as yet of no yeldynge to yt on the Prince's or admyrall's ſyde. Sir, 
yt maye lyke you not to be offendyd, that Ido tell you, that theſe men 
lett not to ſaye in great mockerye, that the Engliſhemen have nowe 
almoſte trifelyd owt all theyr advantagyes that tyme hath durynge 
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theſe trowbles offeryd them in theſe partyes; and that they might as 
well have had all Normandye as Newhaven onlye, or anye other ende 
that they wolde have deſyeryd in any fort at the x yng's hands here, 
ſo as they wolde have preſſyd the ſame as they had both occafion and 
oportunytye. But nowe theyr good fortune wearethe awaye apace ; 
and I dowbt not but to ſe them ſhortlye largely repent themſelffs of 
theyr forſlowen offers, with the loſſe of theyr nakyd Newehaven; 
which of yt ſelffe, and as they holde yt, ys not able to gett meate to 
putt into hir owne mowthe, nor to holde owt above fix wekes, being 
well beſiedgyd. I do here; that there ys even nowe in hande another 
practiſe for Newehaven by the Ryngrave. Therfore yt ſhal be good, 
the matter be lokyd to in tyme, and ſuche daingerous ennimie chaſyd 
further of: for yt ys nothinge but hrs lyinge ſo nere and ſo quyetlye 
that engendrethe all ſuche perillbus praiſes. Sir, I truſt, I ſhall not 
nede by many words to recommende unto your good furtherance my 
pore eſtate and abylitye ; as well for that yt is alredye ſufficientlye knowen 
unto you, as bycauſe my aſſueryd truſt ys, you wyll as well take plea- 
ſure to make me altogeather your creature, as yt hathe pleaſyd you 
to begynne me of nothinge. Thus, sir, havinge nothinge more for 
the preſent that I canne eſteame worthy your knowledge, I moſt hum- 
blye take my leave, From Paris, the xx1111 of Januarye 1 562.

A MEMORIALL roR SIR THoMAs SMYTH KNIGHT, SENT BY 
THE QUENE'S MAJESTIE TK.. oF JANUARY 1562. 
HE conſideration of the ſtate of th'affayres preſently in France, t 
varying and alteting daylie from one condicion to an other, mov- Thomas 
eth us to deale in the ſame at this tyme with the more regarde and Smit, 
circumſpection: and therefore, knowing your dexteritie, and the good In. 1763. 
will yow beare to our ſervice; we have thought mete to open untoP« »= = 
yow the inwarde ſecrecye of our intent and meaning in this matter? 
and ſo committ the conduction of our affayres unto your wyſdome and — 
Judgement, aſſuring ourſelves of your juſt and true meaning therein. drwghecor- 
Tuis matter, by the accident of this battell, ſemeth ſo charge- 3 
able to us, by reaſon the Admyrall and his partie, as we be enformed, 
cannot contynue theyr ſtate withowt our full mayntenance of them 
both with men and monny, that ſurely we ſee not howe we ſhall be 
Vor, II. 41 
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hable to beare ſo great a burden alone, withowt great decaye to 
our owne eſtate. For though hitherto they have not had any great 
ayde of us in monny: yet now-e it is urgently preſſed on theyr parte, 
that we wolde forthwith pay them the thirty thouſand pounds which 
was promiſſed to the Prince; and that we muſt mayntayne the conte 
Montgomery with 2000 men in Depe; and that we muſt alſo pro- 
cure them monny, and to levye a newe army preſently in Almayne: 
which, we thinke, will not be all doon, under oyer great a ſomme 
for us to beare. Which requeſts be ſo carneſtly preſſed to be had, that 
it ſemeth, if the greater parte thereof be not graunted, the admyrall 
ſhall be forced to make fomme accorde not beneficiall for us. 

WHEREFORE although we truſt to be hable by the ayde of our 
ſubjects to mayntayne that which we poſſeſſe, untill reaſon be gyven 
us for Calleys, and other reaſonable demands: yet we doo meane ſo 
well to the proſperitie of the Admirall, for the commen cauſe of re- 
ligion, that we woolde gladly, ſomme indirect and politik meanes 
might be by your good wyſdome and circumſpection there deviſed, 
howe the Admirall might comme to ſumme reaſonable accorde for 
delyyery of the prince, and for the toleration in ſumme forte of re- 
ligion, though it be not for ſtabliſhing it univerſally in France as 
he deſyreth; and we to have our right in Calleys and the membres, 
with ſuche monny as we have lent to the prince and his aſſociats, and 
fynally to comme to ſomme ſettled peace with France. 

In this matter of the monny we meane thus: that rather then to 
remayne {till in theeſe great charges of warre, to yelde ſumewhat in 
the ſummes, but ſpecially to have Calleys; withowt which we be ful- 
ly reſolved to perſiſt as we doo. Ye ſee what we defire, and ye un- 
derſtande the cauſes thereof: and we think, none can better deviſe 
and put in execution the meanes how to compaſſe this then yow, be- 
ing where yow ar, withowt opening your ſelf to be a dooer therein; 
for we doo certenly judge, that if th'adverſary ſholde fele any parte 
of theſe newe motions to come from us or our miniſters, both we ſholde 
be the longar kept from our purpoſe, and the admirall alſo make the 
woorſſe ende. 

AND bycauſe ye ſhall ſee how we deale with the Admirall to keepe 
hym in comforte, as reaſon is; we ſende yow the coppies of his let- 
tre to us and of our aunſwer to hym. And we think it muche to pur- 
poſe, that the adverſary ſholde think ſyerly, that we meane to help 
the Admirall to the uttermoſt of our power: which we wolde the 


Admirall and his parte ſnolde notefie. And this yow may cauſe to be 40 


divulged; that our nobilitie and people aſſembled in this parliament 
have reſolved to yelde herunto theyr whole powers in goods and bo- 
dies to recover Caleys, and to bring theſe matters to ſuche ende as ſhall 
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0 ſeeme beneficiall for this our crowne of Englande. And in dede we | 
it aſſure yow, for our awne intereſt, we doubt not, but to be very well | 
A hable to mayntayne it, in deſpite of that crowne of Fraunce; as well | | 
h as the lyke hath byn maintayned, when that crowne dyd otherwyſe 
e floriſhe both with treaſure and men. | 
- Yow ſee, we preſcribe to yow no particularities; bycauſe, if we | 
: ſholde, it might be, that circumſtances there of things, dayly va- | 
e rying and altering, ſholde not agree with our deviſes. And yet of two 

it things we pray yow have ſpeciall regarde: one is, that the admirall 


ll 10 10 fynde not any lack of good will in us towards hym and his cauſe, leſt | 
he ſhould uppon ſomme humour of unkyndenes deale to our manifeſt | 
daunger: the other is, that the adverſary fynde not any remiſneſſe 
on our parte for the proſequution of the cauſe, Which two if ye can 
regarde, and yet infinuat meanes of accorde, we ſhall think yow woor- 
thy of our ſpeciall favour and recommendation. And bycauſe we 
think, that ye will uſe this practiſe for our ſervice by the admirall, 
rather then by any other on the other part; we think, that ye will uſe 
our ſervaunt Henry Mydlemore herein, rather then any other: whome 
we think very mete to remayne for a tyme, either at Orleance, or 
abowt the admirall; and for his chardges we will allowe hym by the 
day . . , to begyn from the xx of this monneth, 
We ſende unto yow herewith lettres from us unto the Admirall, and 
the Mareſhall of Heſs; wherof, the admyrall's lettre being in ciphre, 
and the other being not in ciphre, we ſend to yow copyes in your 
ciphre: and our meaning is, that yow ſhuld cauſe both the ſayd lettres 
ſealed with our ſignett tobe alſo ſent to them by as good and ſure meanes 
as ye can. We fynde daylie practiſes in Newehaven of treaſons 
by Frenchemen againſt our ſurctie there: and the fame being taken, 
we perceyve, that nether Monſieur de Beauvois, nor the conte Mont- 
gomery ar willing to have capitally punisſhed; pretending that there- 
by we ſholde hazarde the good will of the noblemen in Normandy: 
which allſo gyveth us the rather occaſion to deale as we doo in this 
matter, * Our meaning is, that this former practiſe, which ye * what vol- 
ſee we doo of grete truſt committ to yow, ſhuld be uſed or not uſed g , 
as occaſions of there procedyngs there ſhall induce yow: for if the tu. 
admyrall ſhall have made his accord; then it ſhall be in vayne to 
procede with hym, if it be not to induce hym to have regard, that for 
the benefitt of the prynce we furſt entred into this matter, and ther- 
for it ſhall be there part to fayor us in the ſame. And although the 
admyrall ſhall percaſe make it very ſtrang for hym to deale in our 
cauſe, becauſe our entry into France at this tyme maye principally 
o- touch hym: yet as a counſellor, meaning to have that realme uni- 
l verſally pacefyed, he maye by indirect meanes cauſe us to be rather

delt and treated withall by embaſſad or ſpeche, than by hoſtilitè or warr. 
But nether in this maner, nor any other particular procedyng, can we 
ſufficiently direct yow: but, notyng unto yow the generalitees of our 
deſyre, referr yow to apply your doings to the variete and occurrency 
of thyngs there. | 

IT muſt be conſidered, that in the oppening of this matter to the 
Admyrall, it appeare not, that either we lack good will to help hym, 
or that he fynd, that we be not hable to goo thorough with our enter. 
priſe for recovery of Calliſs. But for this latter part it may be ſayd, 
that we fynd our three eſtats now aſſembled fully bent to contribut 
towards the mayntenance of Newhaven, and any war that ſhall ariſs 
therof, but not ſo redy to employe there contribution towards the 
mayntenance alſo of the chardges that ſhall grow to mayntene the ar- 
my of the admyrallin France; although in that behalf there ar found 
of our three eſtats very manny, that, for the zeale of relligion, wold 
aventure there owne proper goods and lyves. This latter part is to be 
inculked; leſt, by deminiſhyng of our habilite to help hym, he and 
his might thynk us unhable to mayntean our owne enterpriſees.

: your retorn, and report made to us that ye cold have no other anſwer 
oe Of the ſayd Kyng nor quene to our requeſt, but that ſhe knew of no 
From +. ſuch proclamation as before ye mentioned, nether that ſhe wold con- 
original ſent to any notification to the world of the contrary, we cold not by 
omg”, any adviſe of our counſell thynk us therin reaſonably anſwered; con- 
hand. ſideryng we know both by credible teſtymony, that ſuch an injuriooſs 
| proclamation was made, and by an univerſall opinion conceyved in all 
contreys nere to us, that ſuch one is credited to have bene made : and 

if they meane good peace, it ſhall be convenient for us both, that it 

be ſo publiſhed, to reforme the comen opinion of our ſubjects to the 
contrary ; and therfor we ſo require the quene to order it with ſpede, 

or els we ſhall not take our ſelves ſatisfyed with reaſon. And if they 

ſhall herto agree; uſe the beſt meanes ye can to have it doone with

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Ir ye can not; than ſhall yow, for a ſecond degree, expreſsly ſaye:

If more mildly, than 
thus to deale: that after your retorn, and report made to us, we, per- 
ceaving a greate nomber of our ſubjects redy to goo to the ſeas, uppon 
a brute contynued, by reaſon of the former proclamation, of warr, 
cam in dout what to order therin: for by reaſon the anſwer there did 
not fully ſatisfy us, becauſe it was teſtefyed nother by oppen act, nor 
by privat lettres, but only by a ſpeche to our Embaſſador, we knew 
not what to doo; and yet in favour of peace we thought mete eft- 
ſones to ſend for ſome more certen anſwer, and in the meane ſeaſon 
to ſtey our ſubjects from goyng to the ſeas, as they wer diſpoſed: ſo 
as if they there will ether notefye the contrary to that proclamation 
by publick act, or by privat wrytyng to our ſelves; we ſhall therup- 
pon gyve order to all our ſubjects to kepe good peace: if not, ye 
may ſaye, we ſhall hardly doo it: and ſo erneſtly require the one or 
the other. | 

; AND if it ſhall be ſene mete, by reaſon of the alteration of thyngs 
ther to the avantage of the Guiſees, that this matter be not ſtyrred 
in; than ſhall yow Jhon Sommers cauſe to be notefyed, the cauſe 
of the empriſonment of the yrovoſt of Pariſs to be the cawſe of your 


comming: wherin ye ſhall ſufficiently inform your ſelf by a note of 


the matters delyvered yow in wrytyng, uppon the examinations had 
in that matter. And uppon that matter ſhall yow pretend all your

Somers I have written in two lettres to the Queene's Majeſts, I am very .

be able to aunſwer every man that ſhall make eny thing ado of Mon- 
fieur de Nantouillet's ſtaieng; but (ye may perceive that by my let- 
tres) here they be bufied with greater matters, and may ſkarſely at- 
tend ſuch _— At the court here, now when 1 departid by ſuch

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occaſion as J have written, and all the while it hath bene at Chartres, 
there was never an Embaſſadour but the puke of Savoy's and I. He 
is a contynuall courtier: and me they wold fayne have away, as ye 
may well underſtand. Now when I ſhall com againe to -the: courte 
(as I do entend to go, and never to be deceived agayne whiles I amin 
Fraunce, neither by the queene nor yet Monſieur de Sevres, worke 
they never ſo fynely) I do myend to take that an occaſion of acceſſe: 
but I wold gladlie have an aunſwer of my laſt lettres ſent by Mr So- 
mers, whether I ſhould preſſe my demaunde or no to the queene. 

I am marvelous glad, that that treaſon at Newhaven was dyſco- 10 
verid. The Ringrave, by reaport at this court, made himſelf almoſt 
ſuer of the towne. Mary I did not ſuſpect, that he ment by treaſon: 
to be ſuer, yf I ſhould have my wyſh, there ſhoulde be no French- 
men in that towne; not onely for dowte of treaſon, but alſo for other 
matters, as ye ſhall perceyve by a lettre ſent from the spaniſh Ambaſ- 
ſadour to me in Chartres; the copie wherof and myne aunſwer I fend 
yow herwith. | 

I wroTE at Chriſtmas of a mocion of a mariage for the greate 
Turk's doughter here; and I write now again to the quene's Ma- 
jeſtie. I thincke yow laughed at it then, and peradventure will do 20 
now; but that yt ys not nothing, I ſend yow here a litle booke de- 
dicate to the provoſt of the marchaunts in Paris; where yf ye torne, 
ye ſhall fiend the note of a Turke in the margent, and in the booke 
what is ſaid. Monſieur, de Sevre cam one afternone to ſe me. I axid 
him merely, and praied him to tell me, yf he might, what the Turk's 

| Ambaſſadour did here, He ſaid, he could not tell. I faid, I mar- 

| veiled at that, ſeing he was the hole enterteignour of them. For cer- | 

| teigne gentle offices, faith he, and to requier a certeigne old det which 

| King Frauncis and King Henrie's ambaſſadours had taken up in Tur- 

key. Naie, quoth I, it is for a mariage here with the nowſeof Fraunce: 30 Ti

and they offer eight millions of golde, and ſuch aide as ye will de- 

maund. Oh, faith he, ther aide is farre hence, and I never hard but 

of two millions: but, faith he, that ayde was of the Turks in Argiers, 

and to recover Provynce, which is now at the King's devocion all- 

| redy. Well, quoth I, ſomwhat it was. But of the mariage, he ſaide, ; 

| : he knew nothinge. And then I faid, I did; both by hereſay of cer- 

| teigne Spaniards; and alſo yt is ſet out in printe. That he denied. \ 

Then I ſhewid him the booke: wherwith he was fo troblid, that he 

wold not tary; and ſhortely after ſent for the booke to me, and imea- ] 

diately told the quene, and ſhewid the booke. Meſſieurs de Paris, 40 40 

which by chaunce were there, were ſent for, and rebukid for ſuffer- N 

ing the booke to go abrode; and all thoſe bookes which weare at / 

Chartres ſtreight taken up, and aboliſhed: fo that if I had not ſavid 
this, 
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this, ye had not bene like to have ſeen yt. But the reſt of the booke is 
of as Turquiſh an argument, or rather, to allow more barbarous cruel- 
tie then is uſed in Turquie, to murder men without hering or aunſwer- 
ing; as they do yet dayly at Paris. 

Tux rendering of Tankervill lieth till in my ſtomake, bicawſe I 
wolde not have them have any thing whereupon to glory; as though 
Engliſhmen lackid courage to kepe any thing that is tenable by force 
or policie. In my miend, I had rather, both by water and land, we 
had made the profe of our furſt ſtrength and conſtancy there, as of a 
taſt and eſſay, before they cam to Newhaven. I pray yow let me 
know, what opinion ye have of that attempt whereof I wrote to the 
queen's majeſtte by Francis; I meane, whereof I dowtid more of the 
poſſibilitie then the comoditie. In my mynde, it is not to be eaſely 
overſlipped at this tyme, conſidering how things do ſtand even now. 

I HAve written alſo of a thing now to the queen's majeſtie, and in 
both my lettres, which is ſo neceſſary, that, after my phantaſy, yt 
muſt not be let pas; that is, to have one on the other fide with the ad- 
mirall: and I have named him who, for th acquaintance with the ad- 
mirall and all of that faction, the knowledge of the countrey, and all 
other reſpectes, is moſt fit. But you muſt diſpach him ſtreigbt, and owt 
of hand. I pray yow, talke with sir Nicholas, and beleve him and 
me in that. I am ſuer, when ye ſhall conſider all, ye will well un- 
derſtand, and better then we, how neceſſary yt is, as this tyme doth 
ſhape and ſo longe as it doth thus ſtande ; and the ſoner the better: 
nam dum in dubio eſt animus, paulo momento huc illuc impellitur. 
You muſt not ſtic for boneſt allowance in tyme of ſervice, and ſpecially 
ſuch tyme; when, as I have written, ye may be ells ſervid as with 
a maſke, except ye have one to ſe them at home in ther owen clothes. 
What tales fo ever be told; what comfort, hope, deſpaier, or ned- 
leſnes be laid unto yow; I do aſſure yow, there is nothing more ne- 
ceſſary now, nor more likely to be neceſſary for this half yere at the 
leſt, yf it be not a twelvemoneth or more, howe long ſoever it be that 
France doth fland in thoſe termes in which it doth now fland. 

Mons1zus Danville, as J here ſith I came to Paris, is to com over 
into England ſhortly, with certeigne agreements of the prince of Con- 
de. It may well be anſwered: that 1 have put up my demaunds in 
writing, to the which the quene here yet have made no aunſwer; 
and whie ſhould yow aunſwer there, ſeing they will make me none 
here? and yf ye ſhould, ſeing I am here the queen's majeſtie's ambaſ- 


40 ſador, it weare reaſon, before yow ſhould make any aunſwer to that 


which they bring, that I ſhould ſpeake with the »rince of Conde him- 

ſelfe furſt, and common with him aparte, to know whither yt be 

his hand and agreament ye or no that they bringe; and whither, if it 
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be his, it he not by compulſion and becauſe he is a priſoner; and whi. 
ther the erince of Conde doth underſtand truly, what the queen's mg. 
jeſtie hath done, or I her ambaſſador, in that matter and on his behalf. 
This or ſuch like may be aunſwerid, or as yow ſhall better deviſe 
then I. But the truth is, this is but a delay, and a tempting of you, 
and to eſpie what power you have ready, and a pretence owtwardly 
made to take occaſion privilie and under hand toworke a ferther miſ- 
chief: for he ſbuld go from thence into Scotland to kindle or ſet for- 


ward ſom new practize there, to the detriment of England, and ſuch 


noblemen of Scotland as favoreth the religion, and wold contynew the 
amytie between Scotland and us: which bicauſe they can not bring 
to pas that the puke of Chattelrault do breake, they are in ſuch rage 
withall, that ye wold marvel at it: for they do not ſticke ſom tyme 
openly to utter it. But as they here do by all meanes eſſay and go 
abowte it; ſo I do not dowte, but the quene's Majeſtie will and doth 
with all meanes provide, that there travail be in vaine. He will ax 
a paſſport to go preſently into Scotland: and this is his errand in dede 
which I ſhew yow. 

THAT once coming of Dehaye or Deeſe, th' Almaigne, belonging to 
monfieur Danvill into England is ſuſpectid to as many here as doth fa- 
your the religion, that it ſhould be for no good. And altho' this had 
not chauncid (wherin I perceive, by the notes of th'examination, that 
his hede hath ben half a worker in the matter of captain Mezy) I had 
given yow warning of him at this tyme; I do here his often coming 


to and fro ſo much talkid on here of them who be erneſt and curious 


for the matter of religion. As for Danvile; I do aſſure yow, he is 
taken here one of the moſt pervertid men, and one of the greateſt 
enemies now to relligion. The prince of Conde is now in his cuſtodie, 
as a man moſt ſyer againſt him. As Sardigna did corrupt the xing of 


Navarre, fo th admirallitie hath cleane corruptid him: and therfore 


the Quene's Majeſte muſt talke with him, as one whome the Gui/ians 
do recon as a man moſt ſuer to ther faction, and they of the religion do 
moſt abharre and ſuſpect. 


Fo the campes: at this preſent the Guiſians be at and abowte 


 Bawgency; where they have a bridge to pas the river of Loier toward 


th'enemy. The ruiſtres and th' admirall's campe be at and abowte 
Gergeau; where they alſo have a bridge to paſſe over on this fide : 
and ſo they may mete th'one th'other when they will; whoſoever is 
the bolder, to ſeke th'other. The queene's departure with the K ing 
is interpretid, either to make a peace, yf it may be (which they brute 
abrode;) or ells to advow and encorage the hoſt of the Guiſians, half 
out of harte: or els to make a ſtarte to Amboiſe to ſe hir children, 
the puke of Anjou and Madame Margaryt. Men talke diverſly of it

talke of ther prince. By all wais and meanes that I can ſe or lerne, the 
had rather abide any thing then to comon with us, or to have the 
qQuene's Majeſtie or hir miniſtres to entermedil: ſuch ſthomacke the 
hath againſt us, and ſuch deſier to revenge, and ſo prowd an harte 
not to acknowledg in what caſe they be in, or to ax aide of them who 
doth offer to helpe to end the matter uppon reaſonable condicions.

monthe's vitteill comming upon the necke therof : for otherwiſe, upon 4 
contrary wyndes and other ſlackings, we ſhal be no better ſerved then | 
frome hande to mouthe, with ſuche contynuall ſcarſitie therof as we | 
are nowe ; to no lytle perill and daunger of this pece : having great | 
cawle to praiſe Gop for the laſt paſſage, without the which we had 30 30 
not bene able to have preſerved the gariſon to this daye. Likewiſe, 

for want of money, the pore ſouldyars are without apparell; and, 

when they faull ſeke, can have no releife of freſhe meate, for want of 

money to bye the ſame : of whome there are ſome, to the nombre 

of fix or ſeven, gone of late by ſtealthe to the ſervice of the Ringrof, 

as we are credibly enformed. And whether the ſame have proceded 

of their miſeries for want of money, and by evill bedding, or of their 

own trayterous nature, or upon ſome practiſe uſed towards theym by 

th'enymie, we have not yeat certenly learned ; but do ſet ſutche a ward 

on theym, as, if there go any mo, we hope to have theym arreſted in 49 

their paſſage. 

Tux works likewiſe cannot go forward with any expedition, for 

lacke of pyoners; which it may pleaſe your Honors to ſe ſupplyed 
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as ſpedily as may be, with ſuche other things as we have heretofbre 
written of: aſſuring yow, that in our opinions this pece ſhall neceſſa- 
rily requier the furniture of every part of the ſame. And, for the pro- 


cedings here upon matters according to the marciall lawe, and th exa- 


minations of the ſame, here is great want of a civilion. Alſo it 
may pleaſe yow to underſtand, that there hathe bene not onely pro- 
clamations made of late at Cane, for the reſtraint of all kinde of vit- 
teills to be broght to this towne, but alſo there be for that purpoſe 
garriſons layde upon the ſtrayts, and about Honaflewe, Eſterham, and 
Barnes, for the ſtay of the paſſage therof to us, ether by water or 
lande. And by Fraunces Clerck's reaport it appearethe, that there 
be in riging to the ſeas at Feckham four ſhipps; one of the burthen 
of two hundred, an other of fix ſcore, the thirde of four ſcore, and 
the fourth not moche lefle ; which, as he affirmethe, are prepayred 
for the annoyance of ſuche vittellers and paſſangers as ſhall come hi- 
ther outof England: wherof we thoght good toadvertiſe yow, and to 
let yow underſtande, that the ſaid Clercke wold have gone agayn to 
the ſeas upon this occaſion; but we have ſtayd him, untill your fur- 
ther pleaſure be known therein. - 

THERE happened at Rone, about eight dayes paſt, a quarell to 
ryſe betwixt Mounſieur Vilyvill and Mounſieur Vilbone, upon the 
ſlaighter of one of the King's advocats, happenyng uppon certeyn 
differents riſing there; upon the which Vilivill dyd cut of Mounſieur 
Vilbon's hande: being affirmed, that the deathe of the ſaid advocate 
happened upon a quarell of matters of religion, as ſome reaport ; but 
the certentie we knowe not.

goodnes in this our realme, if we had in fo horrible and extraordyna-

From te Venient; and therof to advertiſe us by your next letters. And here- 
original, withall Mounſieur Beuvoir, by the appointment of the ſaid Admiral, 
dothe take forthe to this ſervice all the able men of the Frenche with- 

in this towne: which hathe occaſioned us more willingly to agre to 

the ſending of our nombres before mentioned. Th'admirall is preſent- 

ly in or abowte Cane; and hathe good hope, with ſuche ayde as he 

ſhall receyve from hens, to be ſhortely maſter as well of the caſtle as he 

is already of the towne, notwithſtanding the late repaire of the Marques 
d'Elbeuffe to the ſayd caſtle, which is a place of greateſt importance

ON Aſh-wedinſday, the xx1111 of this moneth, betwixt 1x and **"** 


x of the clock in the morning, the ſaid puke died of that wownde. 
The man who did hurte him was taken the next daie after he had 
ſtriken hym, confeſſid the fate. His dag was made for the nones 
ſo ſtronge, that it received three pellots and three charges in one 
chamber; and he confeſſith, that the pellotts were jaggid, and with 
ſpit and powder the jaggs fillid : but they all paſſid through his bodie. 
The ſurgion that openid the puke ſaid, he thoght, yf the ſurglans 
had not cut him ſo mich, he might have livid. He that ſle the 
puke faith, he did it at the inſtigation furſt of de Subeze, who kepith 
now Lions, of whom he had the dag; and that he was ſent from 


him to the Admirall before he went into Normandie, who gave him

300 crownes; and that he was confirmid to the doeng therof by 
Theodore Beze, affirming him with a ſauf conſcience to do it, though 
he ſhould die therfore, to deliver his countrey from ſuch a tyran, 
who is th'occafſion chiefely and almoſt onely of this myſerie and myſ- 
chief wherin the countrey of Fraunce is at this tyme. He is a yong 
gentilman abowte nineteen or twenty yere old, a Xantongeoys; which 
is a contrey abowte Poictiers. He is of a very ſtowte courage, and 
is apointid this day to be ſent to Paris, there to ſuffer his torment and 
death. The Duke after he was hurtid (as it is reportid in the campe) 
there cam a gentleman by with a furrid cloke: he callid him, and 
bad him give him his cloke, for he was hurte; and hymſelf to ryde 
in all haſt ſo far as he could toward Paris, till he cam into the poſt 
way; and then to take poſt, and tell his bretherne of Paris, that it 
was nothing, he ſhould do well enough. Theſe be fuch things as 
Wilſon my man could lerne yeſterday at the campe, when he went 
for a paſſeport: - which whither they be all true, or ſom things of 
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them ſpred abrode to get hatrid to th'admirall and * of that fac- 
tion, I know not. 

Tux puke's bodye yeſterday my man dyd ſe. Vt was laid openly 
araied in his clothes, with gloves upon his hands, his eies almoſt cloſ- 
ed, upon the queene's bed of black damaſk in bir chamber, while a 
maſſe was ſaid before him: and ſo in the queene's owen lodging yet 
it is kept. The queene is removid to another. The puke is much 
lamentid in the campe of all the gentlemen there: and they do co- 
mend very much his ſtout courage, and his pacience, and wiſe and 
diſcrete words now in his laſt ficknes, and torments of Ur inciions 
which the ſurgeons made. 

Tux ſame day the puke died, puke d'Omale was ſent b.. (Who 

is thought ſhall ſuccede in his brother's charge) alſo Monluk, and 
Monſieur Bourdillion, and the puke de Nemours, with ſuch com- 
panies as he hath: and in the meane tyme, the puke d'Eſtampes hath 
the charge, My man met two companies of Swiſſez who were com- 
yng 3 and axing of there captaine, a Frenchman, whyther 
they went; he ſaid, they went to Amboiſe, to conducte the rrince 
of Conde to Bleas: what that ſhould meane, I know not. The puke's 


bodye, they ſaye, ſhall be brought hither. Vt ys told in the campe, 


that there was three meſſengers in one day cam to the puke, to give 
him warning to take heede of treaſon; th'one from Monluk, th'other 
from the Mareſhal of St Andrie's wief, the thrid from the Gover- 
nour of Calais: but they cam the daie after he was hurte; and ſo the 
deſtenie of death did prevent the ſuccour of proviſion, 

SITH the puke's hurte, at the campe there hath bene nothing done 
againſt Orleaunce ; nor thei of the towne do not yſſue owte : now 
and then they ſhote into Porte-reau, and hurteth ſom by chaunce. 
One Monſieur de Lucy, the ſame day my man cam thither, was hurte 
in the arme with an harquebuſe, as he went to farre upon the bridge. 
And as there is no feates of warre, ſo there hath bene no talke of peax 
or accord emongs them fith that tyme. 

ONEs agayne, as it aperith, they be at a new deliberacion. The 
death of this nobleman will make ſome greate torne. The papiſts have 
loſt ther greateſt ſtaye, hope, and comforte, Many noblemen and 
gentlemen did follow the campe and that faction, rather for the love 
of him then for eny other zeale or affection. He was in dede the beſt 
captaine or Generall in all Fraunce, ſome will ſaye in all Chriſten- 
dom: for he had all the proprieties which belongith or are to be wiſh- 
ed in a Generall ; a redie wit and well adviſed, a bodie to endure 
paines, a courage to forſake no dangerous adventures, uſe and expe- 
rience to conducte any armie, mich courteſie in enterteigning of all 
men, greate eloquence to utter all his miend: and he was very liberall 
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both of money and honour to yong gentilmen, captaines, and ſoul- 
diars ; wherby he gate ſo mich love and admiration emongs the no- 
bilitie and the ſouldiars in Fraunce, that I thincke, now he is gone, 
many gentlemen will forſake the campe : and they begin to dropp 
away allreadye. Then he was fo earneſt and ſo fully perſwadid in his 
religion, that he thought nothing evill done that mainteined that ſecte; 
and therfore the papiſts againe thought nothing evill beſtowid upon 
him : all ther money and treaſour of the church, parte of ther lands, 
even th'onour of the crowne of Fraunce, they could have fownd in 
io ther harts to have given him. And ſo all ther joye, hope, and com- 
fort one litle ſtroke of a piſtolet hath taken awaye : ſuch a vanitie 
Gop can ſhew men's hope to be, when it pleaſith him. 

OF the thre things that did let this realme to com to unitie and ac- 
corde, I take th'one to be taken away. How th'other two wil be 
now falved, th'one that the papiſts may relent ſomwhat of ther per- 
tinacie, and the proteſtants have ſom affiaunce or truſt in there do- 
engs, and fo th'one live with th'other in quiet, I do not yet ſe. After 
this ſodein braule which this ſtroke hath made, which way this ter- 
rible daunce will go, backwards or forward, yt is hard yet to judge. 

20 As I do not ſe, how they ſhal be able to mainteigne ther warres 
for want of men, of money, of powder, and of ſuch a captaine; ſo I 
do no ſe, how they can, nor whither they will defeate themſelfes 
therof. The greateſt and onely hope that is lefte is in King Phillippe, 
and the puke of Savoie: which two, Ithincke, now will rather cowg- 
ſell them t'accord and peax with all the world, then to mainteigne 
warre eny lenger: of the which thing I have allreadie ſom conjec- 

' tures; but not ſo evident, that I dare as yet affirme them to your 

Majeſtie, I truſt, I ſhall ſhortely and by the next be more hable to 

ſhew, which waie this matter will torne, and give your highnes a

Sir Nicholas IN as moche as your Majeſtic hathe by my letters to Mr secretary 
Throkmor- ©. underſtand all my doinges ſince my departing from the fame un- 
deen. till this preſent; I will omitte at this diſpatche to reiterat thoſe thinges 
From Caen, UNtO your Majeſtie, fave to geve you t'underſtand, that I have before 
 Mar.r563. my departing from Newhaven payd to Meſſieurs de Briquemault, de 
pie; Beſze, and Bertrand, authoriſed by th' admiral to receave, all ſuche 
orie. ſommes of money as I receaved there at London by your majeſtie's 
From the order, that is to ſay 1600 pounde, and all ſuche ſomes of money as 
ongoa- sir William Kelloway ſent over with me by his ſervants, that is to ſay 
12000 and about 600 pounde, (the parfaict computation wherof I can- 
not certainly fignefy unto your Majeſtie, for certain difficulties about 
the valuation of the ſortes of money betwixt the Admirall's commis 
and me) and alſo 3 100 poundes which I receaved of sir Hughe Pau- 
let. | 
THE xxv1”" of February I imbarqued at Newhayen, and arrived 
the xxv11" of the ſame at Caen, together with ſuch force, and ſuc- 
cours of artillery and munition, as My Lord of Warwick dyd ſend 
unto th' admiral, for the atchieving his entrepryſes of the caſtle of Ca-

en, under the leading of mr Pellam, as cheef, with the captaines of 20 


the bands. Towards the winning wherof, at this diſpatche thinges 
were thus advanced, as that the caſtle was in manner trenched round 
about, thoughe not verey depely; the artillery to batter and to flank 
readye to be planted; and all thinges in ſuche towardnes, as the firit 
day of Marche it was aſſuredly intended, the battry ſhould be made, 
and the aſſaulte geven forthewith, aſſoone as the place ſhould be made 
ſaultable. Within the ſayd caſtle the Marquis d'Albeuf, and one 
other knight of th'order, beeing ordinary Governour therof, named 
Renoire, be accompanied with no greate force, conſydering the large- 
nes of the ſayd place. It is ſayd, the Marquis is ſick of a continual 
feever. The place is more ſtronge by nature then by arte. It is ſayd, 
they have no want neither of artillerye, victual, nor pouder. And 
for the better furniſhing the ſame of pouder, I am enfourmed, that 
an Engliſhe merchant, whoſe name I cannot yet learne, hathe of late 
brought ten thouſand pound to the ſayd caſtle : a matter ſomewhat 
diſpleaſant (and not without cauſe) to th admiral and your Majeſtie's 
freends on this ſide. , 

Tux xxv111" of February I preſented your Majeſtie's letters un- 
to the Admiral, and declared unto him at good lenght that parte of 


- your Majeſtie's inſtructions which might aſſure your good affection to 40 


his doinges, and alſo to perſwade him not to refuſe reaſonable and 
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convenient conditions of peace, if they were offered. The tyme ſerv- 
ed no otherwiſe as that either I could proceade any farther, or the Ad- 
miral had leyſure to make me aunſwer; having invited me and all the 
captaines of your Majeſtie's force to dyne with him that day. What 
tyme alſo a gentleman was ſent unto him from his brother Monſieur 
d'Andelot in greate dilligence to advertiſe him, that the puke of Guyſe 
dyed of his hurte the xx iv of February, which he receaved the 
xv111” of the ſame, being geven him after a ſtrange manner: for a 
gentleman, named Merey, of no greate apparance, nor ſhowe of any 
greate manlynes, belonging to Monſieur de Subize, Governour at Ly- 
ons for the prince of Conde, dyd ſhoote a piſtolet at the ſayd puke, who 
was accompanied with three or four gentlemen, returning from Por- 
treau of Orleans to a place named St Meſme where he lodged. The 
ſayd de Merey, which dyd this acte, was alone, apparailled lyke a 
reightre, mounted on a gennet: who after he had diſcharged his piſ- 
tolet, and ftryken the puke in the ſhoulder, (which at the firſt ap- 
peared to be no mortall wounde) retyred himſelfe, and travaylled all 
that night. In which tyme he might have had tyme ynoughe to have 
retyred himſelfe into ſome place of ſurety: but Gop, who govern- 
ethe all men's doinges to one ende or other, ſuffered the man to be ſo 
confuſed, as he coulde not retyre himſelfe farre of from the place 
where he was apprehended, which was within twoo myles of the puke 
of Guyſe's campe. And fince his apprehenſion and examination, as I 
underſtand, he confeſſeth verey aſſuredly, that it was he that ſhotte 
the piſtolet at Monſieur de Guyſe, with reſolute intent to kill him; 
moved and ſollicited therunto only, as he ſayd, by his owne zeale 


to revenge the tiranny which the puke of Guyſe had committed againſt 
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the Chriſtians, and was lyke to exerciſe, if he might have any longe 
lief: and this was, ſayd he, the end that Gop provyded for all inſo- 
lent and tirannical princes. 

Tar puke d'Aumalle, as I underſtand, is at Mante, in verey yll 
eſtate of his helthe; the one halfe of his body beeing becomme pa- 
ralitike by his hurts which he had at the battaill. Theeſe evenements, 
as I geſſe, together with the atchieving of this entrepryſe of Caen, if 
it proſper, (as it is verey lyke) will render thinges more eaſye for th 
admiralle's purpoſe: for the conneſtable, as I heere, fince the hurte 
and deathe of the puke of Guyſe, is becomme verey ſadde and aſtoniſh- 
ed. In my ſimple opinion, it ſhal be verey neceſſary for your Ma- 
jeſtie, concydering what hathe happened and may happen, to gratefy 
the admiral with the entiere payment of 100000 crounes with 
ſpeede, according to your Majeſtie's former determination; and alſo 
to. lette him underſtand by Monſieur de Thelligny, and otherwiſe, 
your Majeſtie's affection to ſtande him and his cauſe in ſtead, 
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Ir is ſayd heere, that Meſſieurs de Sanſac and de Sipierre dothe 
commaunde the puke of Guyſe's army which is before Orleans, un- 
till further order be taken. But, I beleeve, the deathe of the puke 
wil be an occaſion to diminiſhe that force, and to cauſe many men to 
retire themſelves, and to medle no farther in this matter againſt the 
prince of Conde. And wheras in my late letters to mr secretary I dyd 
advertiſe, that Meſſieurs de Sterney and Boucart were appointed by 
the prince of Conde and the admiral to treate of an accord: the ſayd 
Sterney is returned hither from thence about four dayes paſt, and ſay- 
ethe, the matters be as farre of from peace as ever they were; for 
the Queene mother and the puke of Guyſe will accorde no reaſonable 
conditions. But nowe it is to be thought, the Queene mother's haul- 
tenes wil be ſomwhat qualefyed by the deathe of the puke of Guyſe. 

Tus is the preſent ſtate of thinges heere: wherof I thought meete 
to advertiſe your Majeſtie; and alſo to put you in remembrance, that 
ſeeing the puke of Guyſe is dead, you can no way better ſerve your 
owne turne, then to make greate ſhowe, that you do mynde to employe 
all your force and power to the maintenance of this cauſe, and in the 
favour of the prince of Conde and th' admiral: for nowe it is not 
otherwiſe lyke, but that matters will ſuccead heere muche to their 
devotion and advantage. Thus almighty Gop longe preſerve your Ma- 
jeſtie in helthe, honnour, and all felicitie. From Caen, the laſt of 
February 1 562. 


PosTsSCRIPTA. I intended to make this diſpatche unto your Ma- 


jeſtie yeſterday, but the weather dyd not ſerve for the ſhippe to de- 


parte from hence to Diepe: and having therby retayned the ſame in 
my hands untill this preſent; this may be to advertiſe your M ajeſtie, 
the battrye to the caſtle of Caen of ſeven cannons and two culverynes 
dyd beginne this day about fix of the clocke in the morning; fo as 


the peeces had ſhotte of at this diſpatche ſeven tymes. The Admiral 30 


dothe preſſe My Lord of Warwick verey erneſtly to have ten or twelve 
thouſand pound more of pouder, as well for this entrepryſe, as for 
the relyef of Orleans: which, in my ſimple opinion, is not to be re- 
fuſed him, concydering the tyme and the circumſtances.

T may pleaſe your Majeſty to underſtande, that they Princes T4 Ea of 
of Condye and Monſeur d'Andellot hath wrytten to the admy- , pon 
rall, that monſeur de Guyſe is ſlayne, and, as he is informed, by a jen- FO 
tillman whoe dyſgiſed himſellf lyke a rayter, and ſo, beinge mownt- — 
ed uppon a jennit of Spaine, cam to the trenche where Guyſe was, 114. 1763 
fayninge to have ſome matter of greate importaunce to communycat 1 
unto hym: and ſo the puke, myſtruſtinge nothinge leſs then to be 9»»: cu. 
trapped after that ſorte, cam towards the ſayde jentillman ; who in From the 
10 the ſteade of a letter preſſented hym the piſtollet, beinge hydden un- Jn 
der his longe cloke, and ſo ſhott hym through the ſholeder; of the tun. 
whitch hurte he dyed within 4 daies after. The Ringrave in lyke 
caſe dyd wryte to me of yt, the whitch doth make me to geve the 
more credyt to the matter. 
THE Admyrall hath allready layde his battery to the caſtell 
of Cane ; wherein is the Marques d'Allbeuffe, and far, as I can per- 
ceave, againſt his will : for he ment not to put hymſellf i into the ca- 
ſell, when he cam into Normandy ; but his only errande was to the 
putches of Denavers, as a ſutor to her in the behallf of his brother 
20 the graunde-pryor. And ſo a jentillman of good reputatyon, whoſe 
name is Colombyre, hereinge of it, incontynent afſembled a greate 
powre together; thinckinge thereby to have taken him in the ſayde 
howſe. The Marques, havinge no other refudge to go to but only the 
caſtell of Cane, dyd with all ſpede, and not without ſome daunger, 
put himſellf in the caſtell : where, through your Majeſtie's great help 
and ſuccour, he is not lyke there longe to remayne ; for that the ad- 
myrall doth hope to put it into your Majeſtie's hands ever it be longe. 
And havinge Cane, Newehaven, and Dyepe, your Majeſty maie well 
thinck your ſellf myſtris of all Normandye. Now yt hath pleaſed 
zo Gop to take away the inſtrument, the which hath wrought all this 
myſcheff and trobell ; there is no dowt, but that your Majeſty may 
make what peace and compoſſytion ſhall pleaſe you. The quene- 
mother hath appointed, in the place of Monſeure de Guyſe, to take 
chardge of the wholle army tow jentyllmen, the whitch ar called San- 
ſack and Cypire. They ar accompted men of good experience: it ne- 
vertheleſſe, it is thought, that their governaunce will not be ſo well 
accepted as the others was; for that they ar but meane both, ſo that 
it wil be an occaſſyon to brede the greater contempt amongeſt theim. 
SYNCE I had written this motch unto your Majeſty, the Ringrave 
40 ſent a jentillman unto me, and hath offered me greate curtoſye, in 
1 that he hath promyſed me to ſende home all thoſe runnygates the 
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which went from hence. In my opynion, he cold not do your Ma- 
jeſty a greater ſervyee then this way: for lyke as it hath not byn ſene 
heretofore, that any ſotch dyſſorder hath ever byn uſed amongeſt our 
natyon; even ſo ſotch ſharpe executyon muſt be myniſtred unto theim, 
that they tyrrour thereof may be the greater to the reſt of your garriſ- 
fon here. Beſides that, the Ringrave hath advertyſed me, that they 
graurid-Prior. is dead, and puke d'Omalle is in greate daunger of his 
hurt the whitch he receaved at the battaill. Marques d'Allbeuff, as 
the Admyrall is credably informed, is fore ſyck of a contynuall fevore. 
Vt is a greate myracle that Gop hath ſhewyd uppon their howfe: for, 10 
now when they thought theimſelves moſt aſſured, your Majeſty may 
perceave, that they ar deſtroyed by they handy worck of Gop, even 
as it wer at one inſtaunt. Well, the Lox DE be bleſſed for it: for 
by this meanes your Majeſty ſhall ſone be at an ende of all theſe tro- 
bels; where otherwyſe, if they howſe of Guyſe had proſpered, you 
had never byn out of warr. I truſt, the next letter I wryte unto your 
Majeſty ſhall not only confyrme all theſe things, but allſo to advertyſe 
you of ſotch newes as ſhal be to your Majeſtie's contentatyone. This, 
my humbell ſervice remembred unto your Majeſty, I commit you to 
the tuityone of the lyvinge Gop ; who ſende your Majeſty a longe 20 
and proſperous rayne, to the greate comefort of all us your true and 
faithfull ſubjects.

— — Ou Majeſtie by my letters of the firſt of Marche dyd under- 
. ſtand, in what towardnes the entrepryſe of the caſtle of Caen 
Queen, was, and howe farre furthe the ſame was advanced; the battrye 
From Caen, beeing begonne the ſayd firſt day in the morninge, and laſted till night: 
3Mar.1563- which indeede made not the breache ſaultable, nor eaſye to aſſayle. 30 
Parzx Nevertheles, the ſeconde day of Marche in the morning, Monſieur de 
ret. Renoire, Governour of the caſtle, offred to taulke ; and theruppon the 
Ong, Tendition of the caſtle was accorded with theeſe conditions: that the 
Marquis d'Albeuf, with his bagguage and trayne, the Governour lyke- 
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wiſe with his bagguage and. trayne, the gentlewomen and all ſortes of 


women with their goodes, the ſouldiors with their, armes, as well on 
horſeback as on foote, which were to the number of four hundred or 
above, ſhould. ſafely. paſſe furthe, and retyre themſelves whethes they 
woulde. All which was accompliſhed the ſayd ſecond day, thoughe 
towarde the night. The caſtle is ſtrongely ſcituate, and not evill for- 
tefyed after the olde manner: ſo as it required a better appointment, 
and a longer keping, if a man eſteaming his honnour had ben within 
yt. But yet, having vewed the ſame within, I finde it not, for many 
cauſes, a place, as the caſe ſtandethe, meete to leave any-of your Ma- 
jeſtie's ſubgects in yt: the circumſtances at good lenght I will declare 
unto your Majeſtie at my returne, 

UPPoN this newe victorye the admiral dothe think good, and ther- 
to My Lord of Warwick dothe accord, wherunto alſo (thoughe it be 
of no great moment) I have geven my conſente, that the entrepryſe 
ot the taking of Humflute be furthewith executed. For which cauſe 
it is reſolved, that the artillerye ſhal be ſent from hence, to meete us 
there, by water ; and the force, bothe of horſemen and footemen, of 
this campe ſhall marche from hence to Humflute by lande : whome 
I do intend to accompany thethir, albeit Mr Pellam, who hathe the 
principal charge of them, (and well worthy) is ſufficient ynoughe to 
conduct them. For, it may pleaſe your Majeſtie, beſydes many former 
good proofes that you have had of his ſervice, this is not the leaſt, 
and one that is worthy to be gracyouſly coneydered by your Majeſtie ; 
and not only towardes him, but alfo to all the other captaines ſent by 
My Lord of Warwick under his charge; who have generally and par- 


ticularly behaved themſelves in this entrepryſe for your Majeſtie's ho- 
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nour, and their owne credittes. | 

SINCE the deathe of the puke of Guyſe, there is nothing adver- 
tiſed hethir of newe other then your Majeſtie underſtoode by my laſt 
of the firſt of Marche. The towne of Bayeulx in this countrey, 
having ben beſieged this ſeavenight, hathe this day rendered it ſelfe 
unto the admiralle's devotion. Good hope there is, that ſome others 
wil be as well advyſed. 

Tur Admyral to retayne his reightres in order from mutininge and 
revolting, hathe aſſured them, and hathe deſyred me to adyowe the 
fame language to the Mariſhall of Heſſe, and reightmaſters, that your 


Majeſtic hathe ſent by me a hundred thowſand crounes; which they 


doo beleeve I have ready to make payment of. And alſo the ſayd Ad- 
miral hathe required me to declare to the Marſhall and reightmaſters, 
that your Majeſtie hathe lente him, the admiral, your credict for 
100000 crounes in Almayn. There is already fyve moneths pay due 
unto them, Howe muche I want to furniſhe up the ſomme of 100000 
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crounes, according to your contract, your Majeſtic dothe perceive, 
I truſte, by my former letters ſent to mr secretary, that is to ſay, 
12700 lib. : which I mooſt humbly beſeeche your Majeſtie (for ſo 
your one cace and ſervice requirethe) to geve order that the ſame 
with all dilligence may be ſent to Newhaven ; wheare there is a trea- 
ſurer appointed by th' admiral, named Bertrand, to receave the ſame, 
And thoughe, for want of ſure intelligence of the true ſomme want- 


ing at this payment, your Majeſtie hathe ſent after me not ſo muche 


as will accompliſhe the fomme of twelve thouſand ſeven hundred 
pounde ; it may pleaſe you, that the ſame already diſpatched may 
comme, (which I take by Mr secretarye's letters to be about eleven 
thouſand pound) thoughe the reſte comme after. As yet, by reaſon 
of theeſe greate matters, the admiral and I cannot diſcuſſe nor reſolve 
uppon the valuation of the kindes of money: ſo as the ſomme of 
twelve thouſand ſeven hundred pound, before ſpoken of, is but accord- 
ing to the computation of Mr Kelloway's clarks, who payd your trea- 
ſure on this fide in ſuche rates of money, as ſhall appeare by my ac- 
quittance. 

IT is fayd heere, that the Mariſhal Briſac is ſente for from his 
charge in Normandy by the queene mother, to take the principal charge 
of the army before Orleans which was led by the puke of Guyſe. 
Other particularities which 1 have omitted to advertiſe your Majeſtic 
at this tyme, it may pleaſe you to be enfourmed by this bearer, Mr 
Frauncis Sommerſette; who hathe ſeen all the doinges heere, and 
can enfourme you at good lenght therof. Thus almighty Gop longe 
preſerve your Majeſtie in helthe, honnour, and all felicitie. —

— verie good Lord, your lettre of the x1x of February I . 


Rarlof War- . 11 of this monthe: for the which I thanke your Lordſhip; 
wick, affuring yow, that I receyvid none from yow but one other, written 
From Blois, in Decembre, ſithe that I came firſt into Fraunce. The deathe of 
3 Mar.1563- the Duke of Guile, who dyed on Aſh-wedniſdaye laſt, upon a ſtroke 
Parzx given him the xv111" of February out of a piſtolet, inthe waye be- 
oer twixt Porte-reau and St Memings, hathe made ſome great chaunge 
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here to all men's judgements. Yet at the preſent the quene mother, 
with the reſt that be here alreadye, who be the puke d'Eſtampe, 
Sanſac, Cipier, and now d'Omale (not yet hole of his bruſe at the bat- 
taill) and Briſſac ſent fore, but not yet come, be ſo buiſie, and make 
as great braggs to take Orlyans by force, as they did when the duke 
was alyve. They do aſſege it nowe a la port Magdalena, leving men 
to kepe Port-reau on th'other ſyde the water. There is yet no Ge- 
nerall appointed. Six hundred myners, and ſuche other provition as 
the puke made in his life tyme for the aſſege cometh dayly: yet I 
have learned frome them of Orlyans, that they have nether feare 
nor doubt of them for theſe foure monthes. 

THe Prince of Condee's wyfe came out of Orleans yeſterday, and 
was with the queene foure houres: and there is nowe great talke of 
peace. I here ſaye more, that the contrye of Poictou is revolted, and 
have ſlayne four cornetts of horſemen, and chaſid the reſte; and that 
Guyen is alſo revolted. I perceyve, they are weary: and thoghe they 
wold fayne pacihe the quene's Majeſtie; they thinke, belyke, I am 
no fitt inſtrument therfore, and thinke me not ſo eaſie to agre totheym 
as they wold, and therefore they will aſſaye all other meanes they 
can; and yet I am not altogether unattempted. 

I am ſurely advertiſed, that they do deſier to conclude amongſt 
theymſelves, if by any meanes it maye be, and will not ſticke at re- 
ligion, to th'intent to bende all their forces againſt your Lordſhip. I 
do well underſtande, how yow have bene aſſayed there by treaſon, 
and other the Ringrof's fetches. I am glad to here, that your Lord- 
ſhip hathe done ſo well. Yow cannot be to ware: when all things 


do ſeme moſt calme, no hurt can come with to moche ſuſpecting. 


The cawſe wherof the Frenche hathe given unto yow: and therfore, 
where they aſke to moche credite, youe have the greater and juſter 
cawſe to anſwer theym, and to ſuſpecte theym. There be wyſe men 
that thinke, if the admirall of Fraunce be admitted to peace with 
the Quene mother here, that he wil be the cheife that ſhall bende to 
dry ve yow out of Newhaven: which thing as I do not eaſelye beleve, 
ſo I do not take it altogether incredible. Yf the quene's Majeſtie be 
ſtowte and coragious, and not yelde to ſone, but hold out a whyle; 
I do hope, that hir xighnes ſhall have all hir deſier. But in any wiſe, 
My Lord, be carefull and ſuſpitious; knowing, that yow be in a place 
which the French of all places do deſyer to have. Thus wiſhing to 
your Lordſhip that which, I truſt, yow ſhall have, great honour of

Sir Thomas IR, the fourth of Marche I received lettres from yow of the 
— ſeventh, the eighth, and the twenty ſeventh of Februarie, deli- 
cu, verid by the Lord of Lidington's man; who, and his maſter alſo, ] 
From Blois, wold thei had kept them till in Edinborough, and not entermeadle 
pus. 1563. themſelf with our matters, I am in ſuch forwardnes, (yet in ſo greate 
rares à Matter, ſo ticliſh, and fo variable, I dare almoſt affirme nothing, 
orrras. till Teven gripe it and have it in myne owen hand holie) that I thinck, 
— the peace ſhal be conductid to the queene's Majeſtie's contentacion 
better by me alone, then eyther the quene of Scotts, or Cavalcanti. 
And if the qQuene of Scotts entermeadling do not let me (for as for 
*55theMS. Cayalcantie's doengs, I care not) I have ſet it ina marvelous forward“. 
not I, (for what can I do, but with my tongue and good will?) but 
Gop hath done it; who hath ſent ſuch a ſthomacke and courage to 
the Queene's Majeſtie, and ſuche events and ſucceſſe to drive the ad- 
verſarie to it, and yow ſo good adviſe and counſell to encourage hir 
Majeſtie. I was and am yet in full hope, before one moneth to an 
eande, that I ſhall bring th'entaming of it to hir Majeſtie's hand, with- 
out any more charge or troble; till I faie, yf the queene of Scotts en- 
termeadling do not let yt. For the French, yf thei may have any 
other with whom to dalie, they wold not medle with me: ſo that I 
muſt till tarie, till thei have dalied a while with them; (and fo, I 
feare, thei will do with the queene of Scotts) and then, peradventure, 
thei will retorne againe to me, as thei have done. But theis letts and 
ſtoppes coming ſo overthawrtlie ; how miche they do greve me, yow 
may geſſe. 

Tux Guiſe's death, and the queene's Majeſtie's ſtowte and coura- 
gious doengs in paieng th admirall, and making ſuch other prepara- 
cion, had brought them even into my lappe. Ye know now what is 
to be done: ye muſt cawſe muſters to be made, appointing of captains, 
and all ſuche as may be done without charge. Let the admirall know, 
that yow entend to ſend a power even after him; and yf they will 
not agrea to your deſires, that ye will have all Normandy again this 
ſamer. I wold, ye did ſhow that courage which I do to them. 7 rell 
them plainly, I know what mony, what municion, and what captaines

with ſword in hand; for otherwiſe we ſhall have no reaſon at their 


hands, nor never had: and if we ones enter, and put our men abrode, 
then thei ſhall underſtand, what our warres be, and how hardely 
thei ſhall drive us owt againe: yf th'admirall be gratefull, as we do 
not dowte he will, then thei know what helpe we have in their 
owen realme; yf no, England is, and ſhal be able with hir owen 
power, both to helpe our alies, as we have done, and after to defend 
our right, both with ther helpe, and without it: that ther peace with- 
in themſelfes, without peace with us and foreigne princes, can be 
no peace; for ther enemities and revenge will make them ſone fall 
out againe, and then th'one partie wil be glad to fall againe to us for 
refuge. 

For hoſtages, or aſſurances for Calais hereafter to be rendred, I will 
not ones here of it; no, nor to kepe Newhaven quietly ſo long. I tell 
them, I will never mocion yt to the queene's Majeſtie: for I aſſure 
them, thei ſhall never have love, amitie, true peace, nor friendſhippe 
with England, fo long as they kepe Calais from us; being, as it is, 
our right to have it now: and ſeing I have demaunded it, and it not 
rendrid, the forfeite of fyve hundred thouſand crownes is alſo due: 
and the realme of England will not abide, that thei ſhould kepe ther 
right away any lenger; and will rather ſpend all ther ſubſtaunce 
and liefes: as they toke ther tyme for Bolougne, thei ſhal be well 
aflurid, we will take ours, eyther to have Calais again, or that which 
ſhal be five tymes ſo good: and the more charge we be at before yt 


com to concluſion, the more coſt wil be thers at the end; for ſeing 


they be in mora, we will loke to have our coſtes, domages, and in-

tereſtes. 

Tuus farre we have gone: and thei have to me, although mar- 
velous hardely, confeſſid ther weaknes, and ther nede of our frendſbippe. 
They begin now to ſeke upon me; and have offered more then I will 
yet affirm to you, bicauſe it is not yet ſo affirmid to me as I wold 
have it. By the next ye ſhall know more, and, I truſt, advertize- 
ment to ſend comiſſioners over for the articulating and conclufion of 
this matter. Yt ſhall not be amys to thinck uppon ſuche perſonages 
before-hand. I feare yet moſt, and onelie, the entermeadling of the 
queen of Scots; except ſom other croſſe occurrents do com in the waie 
to ſtoppe our doengs. 

I PERCEIVE by yow, that the queen's uajeſtie is verie hard to 
departe with any more allowaunce for my dietts, nor graunt to have 
my banck made in Flaunders. Yf theis matters com well to pas yet, 
then I hope the queene's Majeſtie will conſider both my loſſe and 
charges in this ſervice; and not forget me in the diſtributing of lands 
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and offices abowt Calais, as I was forgotten at hir Majeſtie's furſt com- 
inge to hir crowne. I ſhall be able to do hir Majeſtie, I truſt, there as 
good ſervice as another. Upon that hope I ſhall the better beare both 
this trobleſome tyme, and myne owen private loſſes and expenſes; 
which I am faine to ſuffer by th'exchaunge of the money, and the 
dearth of all things, more then any other Ambaſſadour did in Fraunce, 

Jois feele, ſith the scottiſh meſſenger did com and had deliverid 
his lettres, that thei which comonid with me begins to draw back: 
but I truſt, when thei have dalied a while with them, thei ſhal be faine 
to have recourſe againe to me. This daie the Kinge removeth from 
hence to Amboiſe: they faie, it is but for feare of the plage (which 
is, indede, marvelous rief in every place of this towne; and ſo it is 
in all Fraunce:) thei report, he ſhall not tarie there longe. Others 
thincks, it is for feare of the reiſtres which, thei ſaie, are coming 
hither. And this day is the begininge of ther parlamenting of peace 
in a litle yle above the towne of Orleans. 

I THANCKE yow for the two pardons. The pioner is not yet com: 
I feare me, he doth hurt at Orleans. And I have to thanck yow for 
the newes of parlament matters : which, if thei be to high and depe 
for yow, yt is no marvell though thei pas my capacitie. Thoſe mat- 
ters I comit to Gop, and to the realme's good fortune, I cannot like, 
that our howſe is ſtill ſo extreme in making more penal lawes : and, 
in my myend, ſpeciallie it is not that that can advaunce religion; as 
we may ſe by Fraunce : but I do not here all reaſons, and therfore I 
cannot judge. The hardieſt poniſhement for all papiſts, by myne ad- 
vice, ſhould be to confyne them into Italie, and there let them live 
by ſucking the Pope's teates. And for maſſe ; he that paieth a hun- 
dred doble ducates for one, methincks, he bieth it dere. Here thei 
may have them for ſix blancks, which is three pence halfpeny a pece; 
and yet the prieſts do almoſt die for honger, even in this popiſh towne. 
A prieſt cannot get for his maſſe ſo miche as will pay for his diner 
and ſupper, though he eate but an hearing at eache meale ; which 
makith ſome of them ſo pore, that ther black hoſen be heeled even 
to the mides of the calfe, and ſtiched with white thred for want of 
other: and this is not ſo mich for lacke of them which wold ſaie 
maſſe, as for lacke of them which will buy maſſe. 

Mx Fox, whome I ſent from Paris, I do not loke for agayne; nor 
generally none whome I do not write to yow expreſſely, that ye ſhould 
ſend him away to me againe. He is an honeſt quiet man as can be 
in any man's howſe, but not fit for me ; partely bicawſe, yf he wold, 
yt is not in him to do me that ſervice which I wold require; and 
partely bicawſe his religion is ſo rowted in him, that I perceive, his 
ſthomak could not ſerve him to do me and the queene's majeſtic that 
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ſervice which I did loke for, and for which cawſe-I toke him with me, 
knowing well enough his religion. But I ſe, yt wil be verie hard for 


the queene's Majeſtie to be well, truly, and affectionatly ſervid, but 


of thoſe who, beſide the love of ther countrey, be alſo favorers in 
harte of the Gris religion: for the affection to the contrary religion 
doth many tymes drowen the love of the prince ther maſter, and ther 


countrey; and makes them, in this caſe, rather hurtefull then pro- 
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30 


fittable ſervaunts, who be ſo enfectid with that affection. Fare ye 
well. From Blois, the vii“ of Marche 1 562.

Sir Thomas | marry yt your Majeſte, after I had made my former diſpache 
1 redie, and thought to have ſent it away, I ſe them hie ſo faſt to 
From Rois an accorde within themſel fes, that I thought to ſtaie my man a lytle, 
| to ſe to what effect yt wold com to. I dyd underſtand, that the prince 
Roche-ſur-yon was ſent to the prince of Condee: which prince of 
2 Conde arrived ere the fourth of this moneth, abowte v1 of the clock 
SE in the night, and lodgid in an inne in the faubourgs, conductid by 40 
Original, Monfieur Danville, and a greate nomber of the garde and other gen- 
darmes, as a priſoner, but ſtowte and merie. The next daie, earlie 
in the morning, he was conductid from hence to the campe. On ſon- 40 
: * = 
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day, the v1", the prince of Condee and the conneſtable met to- 
gither in a litle yle above Orleaunce. There was an handſom bote 
made readie for them, laid over with plancks, to make yt broder and 
chamber like, and coverid with bords and tapeſſerie for the ſonne; 
where thei ſhould have parlamentid togither: but they both lyked 
better to walke; and ſo walkid togither two long howres in that yle, 
in the ſight of every man; Danville, Laubeſpine, and Dauſly ſtand- 
ing by, and waiting all the while, but not within the hering of them, 
At their departure the prince was conductid to his garde, and the 
conneſtable to Orleaunce againe. 

THE next daie the Queene, the prince, and the conneſtable met vn Marti. 
in the ſame yle; and thei thre talkid togither three or four large 
howres, the prince then having his ſword by his ſyde, not like a pri- 
ſoner. Thei ſemid very merie and famylyar; and at ther departing, 
the Queene cam awaie talking with Monſieur d'Aumale, and was very 
mery, and laughed very often: ſo that men do judge, that then at 
that tyme they were fullie agreed emonges themſelfes. What th'articles 
be, as yet it is unknowen: and theis comon brutes be verie uncertaigne. 

YT ys mutterid privilie here, that the xing of Spain's meſſenger 
was detruflid by the way into Italy, and his pacquet brought to the 
rrenche ambaſſadour at Trent: who, opening the pacquet, in read- 
ing of the lettres did diſcover a practize between the xing of Spain and 
the Emperor to envade France: wherof he hath advertized the queene 
here. This goeth now abrode: and thei here do ſuſpecte, that the 
xing of Spain and your majeſtie are agreed; and that he can be con- 
tent, ye ſhould make war with France to recover Calais, yea and more 


too, yf nede be. I do not perceive mich otherwyſe myſelf, by the

familiar conferences which I have with the Spaniſb ambaſſadour. 

Down Hernando de Toledo, the puke of Alvaie's baſtard ſonne, 
grand Prior of St Jaques in Hiſpaine, is lokid for here to com in poſt 
with xx* horſe. The meting of him was the cawſe whie the spaniſh 
Ambaſſadour cam hither, as he tellith me: and yf he com not; the spaniſh 
Ambaſſadour ſaith, he will to Paris; yf peace be made, he will home. 
Whither the puke of Guiſe's death hath tournid or ſtoppid pon Her- 
nandoe's jorney or no, yt is yet uncertaigne. How ſo ever the French 
have agreed within themſelfs; as hitherto, by all the meanes I can 
make, I can learne no certeintie. 
Mos iE UR de Sevre cam yeſternight to the towne, to take up his = Mari. 
money, and make his diſpache. This night, or to morow, he takith =: Nu. 
his jorney in poſt to Rome, as thei ſaie, to have the pope's conſent 
to their agreament for religion: and by the waie he goeth to Ferrara, 
Florence, and Veniſe, in parte to content the alies of that fide who 
lent money, and to ſhew them their neceſſitie to have peace: other 
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faith, he is made grand Priour. I perceive, a greate ſtaie of the matter 
doth lye in the Admiral: who, as T underſtand, doth not like the con- 
ditions ſo well as the »rince doth, and holdeth ſtowtely owte; and 
will furſt have the E ing to avow that armie which the prince made, 
and all ther doengs, as done by the qQueene's comaundement, and in 
the defence of the k ing and his mother againſt the force and violence 
of the Guiſe; and that he will have your uajeſtie and their other alies 
of Germany ſatisfied of ſuch things as are promiſed them, But this 
I have not of ſo good a place, as I dare avow for a certein truth; 1 
thincke, sir Nicholas Throckmarton, and ſuch as be with him, can 
better and more certeinly tell. 

YES TERDAIE the chauncellour went to the campe: without 
whoſe advice, thei ſaie, thei will not draw th'articles of accord. This 
night, which is the x11, he wil be there. The admiral is lokid for to 
com hither in poſt, with five or fix horſes onely : and all is ſaid to ſtay 
uppon his coming. I wold to Gop, he did worke wiſely; that he F 
not attrappid either by the way or here. I do not like, nor cannot 
but myſtruſt, ſo long as the puke d' Aumale and the Guiſians be ſo greate 
about the 2ueen mother, making ſuch a brute to ron pon the admi- 
rall as thei have, leeſt thei make him in that manner to be ſlain, as 
thei ſaye he cauſed the puke of Guiſe to be killid, 

TALKING with the ambaſſador of Spain (with whome I am now 
verie familiar) and axing of him, what newes, ſeing I hard ſaie, that 
the daie before he had ſet with the cownſell in the campe, and as I will 
now and then ſaie merelie unto him, that he governeth all the coun- 
fell of France; he wold tell me nothing: for he ſaid, thei were fo 
dyſmaid and troblid with the newes of the rendring of the caſtle of Ca- 
en, that thei wiſt not what to ſaie or do. And ſtill he was enquiring 
of me, whither the Engliſhmen had it holy in ther governement, or at 
the leeſt weare able o maſter the Frenchmen. I (aid, as yet J had no 
certaintie, Well, faith he, yf yow be maſters there, I dare give yow 
Calais, yea and three hundred of the five hundred thouſand crownes 
which ye ax for the forfeit, rather then ye ſhould kepe that caſtle, 
Drepe, and Newhaven : and yt ye kepe thoſe in your hands; your peace 
is made, if the aueen's majeſtie will, and all your requeſtes granted. 
But he doth not thinck, eyther the aduiral, or any other Frenchman 
to be truſted ; but in any wiſe he wold, that in all thoſe thre Engliſh- 
men ſhould be onelie, or at the leeſt able to maſter all the reſt, at all 
tymes : whoſe cownſell i in this I take as faithfull as may be, and moſt 
neceſſarie to be followid. 

I nave ſent your Majeſte ſuche letters out of Orleans, as ye ſhall 
perceive by them from whence thei com, and of what importaunce 
thei be to underſtand the tate of affaires as they go here. Your Ma- 
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jeſte, I do not dowte, will conſider them; and perceive, whie thei 
leave practizing with me. Thei have won the prince of Conde : and 
I know he hath promiſſid, that, granting his demands, he wil be one 


of the furſt and chief, after one or two ſomons, that ſhall help to drive 


your power out of France. I have ſent alſo the copie of a lettre which 
I received from My Lord of Warwicke frow Newhaven, and myne 
aunſwer to it. I have received alſo lettres from the admirall and sir 
Nicholas from Caen, at the laſt, with my man which I did miſſe ſo 
long. Thoſe of Orleans I take of moſt importance; and moſt ado I 
have to get them. One of my men I have /oft there. Orleans is kept 
as freight now, in this truce tyme, as ever it was. In the reſt which 
cam from Caen there was no greate matter, but of the rendring of 
Bateux and Faleſe. Vf the admirall be no truſtier then the prince, I 
do not ſe but all the warre vi be tornid thitber. By the zmperor's 
meſſenger, monſieur Achilles, J cannot perceive, that the rrench xing 
will render Metz, Toul, and Verdune : and, not ſo doenge, for ought 
I can lerne by him, the Emperor will denounce warre. But if the ad- 
miral hold out and be truſtie, all ſhall be well, Thus I moſt hombly 
take my leave of your Majeſtie.

Majeſty unſatisfied; then all our meanings in theis our anſwers ſhal 
be taken by you, to have you doo the uttermoſt that in you ſhall lye 
to rule that towne to all purpoſes for your ſuertye, as though the towne 
and all within it were her Majeſtie's owne and proper, and that the 


French without were her manifeſt enemyes. But if the concluſion of

this peace ſhall either be ſuſpend, or clearly break of, ſo as the prince, 
or the admirall with his power ſhall remayne in lyke amytie and con- 
federation with us as they have don; then our meanings is, that you 
ſhould uſe ſuch government there as ye have hitherto don, to the fa- 
your of hir Majeſty's frends, and yet not neglect the ſuertye of that 
towne otherwiſe than ye have doone.

voyde and not accorded unto by the prynce. By theſe our generall con- 
ſiderations and adviſees you may well interprete and apply the intents 10 
and purpoſes of all our anſwers which hereafter ſhall followe to your 
articles. And for better underſtanding therof, and ſhortnes, we ſend 
you one of the copies of your articles, intitled with nombres of ci- 
phres; and thereunto may you orderly referr our anſwers, 

Fox the 1*: we think, that, untill it ſhal be manifeſt, that the 
Admirall hath broken with the queen's Majeſty, ye ſhall uſe good 
words to the procurers of the Spaniards, Flemmings, and reſt of the 
Queen's Majeſty's frends; and ſhew them, that although you have no 
aucthoritie to judg betwixt them and the French for any cauſe ; yet 
you will uſe, as ye have bene commanded, all the creditt that you 20 
have to procure, that their cauſes may be decided with favour, expe- 
pedition, and juſtice; and conſequently that reſtitution may be made 
unto them. And ye may upon that colour do alſo your beſt to ſtaye 
the wholle gardes in the towne there, untill it may appeare to what 
end theſe matters will comme: for if the admyrall ſhall break; than 
is it ment, that yow gyve order and direction for reſtitution of thoſe 
goods, accordyng to the order of lawes.

„ that both the erynce of Conde and the Admyrall there ar 
concluded with the other parte, without regard to accompliſh there 
pacts to the quene's Majeſtie, ye ſhall doo well ſo to order that towne, 
as nether ſhippes, victell, nor merchandiſe be ſuffred to paſs out of 
that towne ; but ſo to remayne as ye ſhall ſee may beſt tend to the 
commoditee of hir Majeſty and hir people there reſyding, in caſe the 
French, with the aſſent of the prynce or th' admyrall, ſnuld attempt 
any thyng ageynſt yow. And yet, for your doing herin, as we wrote 
before, ye may uſe this good reaſon : that conſideryng ther is certen 
articlees of a peace aſſented unto by the prynce of Condee, wherin 
is ſpecially ordred, that all ſtrangers ſhall be putt out of the realme, 
and that all the King's ſubjects ſhall gyve ther ayde therunto, ye muſt 
nedes forſee for ſuerty of your ſelves the beſt that ye can, untill it may 
certenly appeare, that theis articlees thus publiſhed ſhall not take effect: 
and fo conclude, both with Monſieur, de Beauvoyr and others, that ye 
cannot thynk but your doings have reaſon. 

As for victells for 8000 men, and to putt in redyneſs both more 
ſoldyors and pyonors ; we doo allow, that your requeſts tend very 
well to ſuerty ; which alſo we muſt and will ſuerly regard. But con- 
ſideryng the grete nombers alredy there, nere 6000 men, and the 700 
pyonors, with other no ſmall chargees of ſhipps kepyng the ſeas, and 
with the grete loſſees lately ſuſtened by victells loſt on the ſeas ; we 
truſt, yow will have alſo conſideration, that untill we ſhall ſee more 
certenty or lykloode of the event of theis matters, we may not haſte- 
ly expend furder treaſur than ſhall ſeme neceſlary : wherof we alſo 
will have ſuch forſight, as, we truſt, whan tyme ſhall require the ſame, 
yow ſhall not fynd lack. Th' other proviſions for th' office of th'or- 
dinance there, mentioned in your requeſtes, have ben ſhipped long 
ſence, and ſtaye only in the Thamiſs for lack of wind; which ſhall 
departe, aſſone as it may ſerve therto. And ſo we wiſh your Lordſhip 
helth and ſuerty. From W.

here to apprehend and take as his good and lawfull preſyoners all ſuche 
foreners, as well ſouldyors and maryners, as others, withowte any ex- 
ſeption, which ſhal be fownd in this towne ate any tyme after fyve of 
the clocke in the afternoone on ſatterday next comminge. Wherin it 
is intendid, that the benyfitte of all and every ſuche particular preſo- 
ner, taken or ſeaſſid of the ſaid provoſt-Marſchall by the mean, ad- 
vertiſment, or procurement of any the quenys Majeſti's trewe and fath- 
full ſubjects or frends, ſhal be and remayne to the partye that ſo hathe 
bene the meane or procureur thereof; exceptinge and cleerly ex- 
cluding owte herof Monſeur de Beavoys and his famuly, and all the 
myneſters nowe beinge within this ſaid towne.

AND it is no otherwyſe entendid by this faid proclamacion, but that 
hereafter, upon the occation of the riggen and ſetting furthe to the 
ſeaes of any ſhippis or veſſellis in this heaven, in trad of merchaunt- 
dyſe, ſuch nomber of maryners, foryners, of thoyſe that ſhall nowe 
departe, or others that ſhall appere to be nedfull unto the ſervyce of 
the ſame, maye and ſhal be permyttid to retorne agayne from tym to 
tym, by and upon the ſaid Lord Lieutenant's ſpeciall lycens appointid 
for the ſame, to attend the ſaid ſervyce as ſhall ſeme mete to apper- 
tayn, Nether ſhall the ſaid proclamacion exſtend preſently to any 
perſone that ſhal be fownde to be ſo extreamely vexid or grevyd with 
any ſikenes or dyſeas, as they cannot conveniently depart from hens 
within the tym ; nor to any forrenner of Humflewe, or other forren 
parte, laytlie come in, or that herafter ſhall come hether, with any

The Earl of I. may pleaſe your Honors to be advertiſed, that by ſuche intelli- 
Ge. ee gence as we can learne at ſundry hands frome Orleance, the peace 
council. concluded hath not bene onely proclamed there, but alſo that the Prince 
From New- of Condye is by the ſame conſtituted overnour of the King and the 
wen. realme; with great feaſting and rejoyſing, on all partes, betwene the 
Queene-mother and the reſt; to whome alſo repayrethe thither, as it 
„erte, is ſaid, the King in perſon: and in all this no brute or talke of the 
From te Queen's Majeſtie's parte therein any waye; but that we ſhall avoyde 
original. this towne, and that hir xighnes ſhall be ſatisfyde of the money preſt- 


ed unto the ſaid prince, if ſhe can reſt contentyd therewithall. So as

we make no other reckning, then to attende the fiege here ſhortly of 30 


all their forces united together into the Frenche King's own entyer 
power: mynding therfore to execute the contents of your letters of 
the xxv of this month as neare, agreably to the good intendement 
of the ſame, as our diſcretions can leade; and have thoght it good to 
let your Honors to underſtand hereby, howe we intende to procede 
upon the parts apperteyning. 

Fi1RsT we purpoſe to avoyde this towne preſently of the ſuperflu- 
ous nombres of all foreners, being none of the burgeſſes and proper 
inhabitants of the ſame, according to the tenour of the proclamation 


encloſed, which was proclaymed here yeſterdaye: '1TEM totake 49 
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all the armours and weapons out of their hands that ſhall remiayne in 
the towne : ITEM to take a view and muſter of all the faid bur- 
geſſes and inhabitants that ſhal be permitted to remayne in the towne ; 
and therupon to cull out and ayoyde all thoſe on whome there ſhall 
appere to be any cawſe of ſuſpect or miſlyking : ITEM to take a 
view of their vitteills frome howſe to howſe, to ſe howe the families 
are vitteilled ; and to take order with theym for their furder conveni- 
ent furnitures therof : ITEM if there ſhall appere to be any far- 
der towardnes of a ſeige, by the bending and approche of th'enymies 
power towards us; then to avoyde as many of the ſaid burgeſſes and 
inhabitants with their families as ſhall not proffer to take othes for 
their truthe and fidelitie to the Queene's Majeſtie, for and concerning 
all things compriſed in th'articles of capitulation paſſed betwene hir 
Highnes, the prince of Condie, and th Admirall Chatellon, and may 
be judged mete to remayne here theruppon: ITEM to pull downe 
all the wawles of the decayed howſes in the olde towne, and alſo a 
litle churche in a village on the north fide of the towne; wherof, as 
it ſemyth, th'enymies might make a noyfull platforme: ITEM 
to take downe as moche as we can of the hills and reyſed heights in 
the ſaid olde towne; and ſpecially (with the helpe of the ſouldyars, 
upon ſome conſideration towards theym for their labour and traveill) 
to do what we maye to the abating of the hill and olde bulwarks there 
where the wynde-mill ſtandethe: ITEM to cut downe all the trees 
and hedges about the villages lying on that wynde-mill ſyde, and like- 
wiſe of the forſaid village called Engovill; leaving the places as bare 
therof as we maye. ITEM, upon the underſtanding of any nere 
approche of th'enymie, we mynde to burne or pull downe all the 
howſes in the faid villages; and ſo to make the growndes as flatt to all 
reſpects as we can, for the more openyng of the country on all parts 
about the towne : ITEM to make as many places of receyte for 


water in the towne as we maye, and wells alſo, upon a proffe of th 
experience therof: 1TEM to advaunce the fortifications of the 


town, as moche as we can with the nombres of the pyoners that are 
here; who are nowe working upon the bulwarke Le Graunge and 
bulwarke Royall, to reduce theſe peces unto ſome better ftrenght : 
aſſuring you, that 2000 pyoners might have bene well wroght here 
to great purpoſe, frome the tyme that the queen's Majeſtie hath had 
the poſſeſſion of this towne. But tyme loſt cannot be redemyd: and 
as moche more ſhall be loſt therto, unto a farder perill of this pece, 
if it ſhall reſt unfurniſhed of ſo many pioners as might ſet every neade- 
full parte therof in worke together out of hande, and fo to bring every 
weak place to ſome good ſtrenght ; wherof ther be many about this 


town. 
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AND to ſay truthe, the whole circute of the fame is requiſite to 
be holpen: for undoubtedly there is no one parte therof in good per- 
fection of ſtrenght to be truſted unto againſt a power royall; as sir 
Richard Leghe, mr Wynter, and Mr Portonary, can well teſtifie, if 
they ſaye truly of it; making our beſt reckning of aſſurance to de- 
pende upon the defence of the ſame with hart and hande: wherof 
we dare aſſure, Gop willing, that there ſhal be no want to the deathe, 
for the nombres that we have; which, in our opinions, ſhall requier 
no leſſe preſent furniture, to the ſuretie of the pece againſt all events, 
then to have the ſame made up to the full nombres of 2000 pioners 
and 6000 ſouldyars, beſides the help of Fleymmynge's fynns , not yet 
come hither ; with alſo thre monthes vitteills, at the leaſt, for thoſe 
$000 perſons. Wherein they abuſe your Honors which give you to 
underſtande, that here wantethe ſtoage for the ſame ; for here is place 
enoghe to be founde to conteyne that proportion in the common groſſe 
provitions apperteyning. And if the matters of ſtore for a tyme of 
nede may be reduced to the kinds of barellyd meale, biſket, wynes, 
vinegar, oyle, hony, prunes, rayſins, ryſe, and ſuch other durable things 
of no great comberſome ſtoage ; then the furniture may be extended 


for as moche longer tyme, or more, if it ſhal be the Queen's majeſtic's 


pleaſure ſo to extende the ſame ; and in the meane tyme a better fur-

niture of hand-mylls ſhal be verie requiſite to be ſent hither : ſuppoſing 


veryly, (under your corrections) that the moſt aſſured meane for the 
Queen's Majeſty to attayne a good and honorable conclution of this 
peace, on hir Highnes parte, ſhal be to make a ſpedy advauncement 
of the fortifications, and to have this town accordingly manned and 
vitteilled in ſuch wiſe as the enymie may think it imprenable, or ve- 
rie difficile to be taken by force or famyne ; with ſuche a power up- 
on the ſeas, as ſhe may ſeme to be of good abilitie and power every 


waye to revitteill and releive the ſame at hir pleaſure; and therwithall 30 


to have the ſhewe of anarmye gathared and prepared within the realme 
in readynes, at all men's ſeming, to be ſent over to the ayde and ſuc- 
cour therof, if nede requier. 

Wulcn we referre to your Honors better advice and diſcrete con- 
fideration ; giving you furdermore to underſtand, that beſides that 
this towne is ſubject in ſundry partes to nere aproches of battry, and 
other ill accidents, it is alſo in ſuche ſubjection to the hill on the northe 
part, as they may ſo annoye the ſame with ſhot frome thens, that men 
ſhall reſt or traveill in ill quyet and ſuretie within the howſes, or 
abrode in the ſtretes, without mo traverſies then we ſhal be able to 
advaunce in a long tyme: adding hereto, that not onely frome the place 
under the weſt ende of that hill, where the bricke-howſes are, they 
may moche annoye with their ordynance the entre of the veſſells paſſ- 
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ing in by Seane head, but may alſo moche more endomage the veſſels 


at the turnyng in to the haven's mouthe frome ſome partes of the for- 
ſaid olde towne ; frome whenſe we ſhall not be able to keape theym, 
having once planted their power upon that part : which perills we 
thoght not good to omit, caſting the worſt, and hoping nevertheles 
to the beſt; wherunto our good indevours ſhall not want. 
MoREoveR captaine Horſey, and the companyes at Deape ſhal 
be ſent fore as ſpedily as we maye. Alſo th'orders preſcribed by your 
Honors towchyng the Flemyngs and other marchants goodes in queſ- 
tion here, and the ſtaye of the Frenche ſhipps in this haven, with the 
like ſtaye of the paſſing of any vitteills frome hens to thenymies; 
thinking, that, amongſt other things, the ſhips in this haven ſhal be ac- 
compted to be a matter of ſuche importance to the rrenche king, as 
the recovery of theym out of the Queen's Majeſtie's hands wil be ſome 
meane of their more willing accord unto a good appointment of peace. 
And ſurely, if you will have any ſervice done of us to the ſtaye of 
veſſells paſſing downe this ryver towardes Roan, the gallye ſhall re- 
quier to be furniſhed and ſet forthe; for without hir we ſhall not be 
any waye able to commaunde or matche th'enymie, Lykewiſe all 
other things hertofore requeſted for this pece ſeme to be ſo neceſſarie 
for the ſame, as none of theym may be well ſpared; and of all others 
none ſhal be more neceſſarie to the incoragement of the ſouldyars, 
then money to make a full paye: the playne eſtate wherof ſhall be 
certifyde by th'ende of this weke; and ſo it may like you to take or- 
der accordingly. And thus we commit your Honors to the protecti- 
on of TH'ALMI1GHTIE.

ye thynk it mete to provyde all thyngs neceſſary to ſtrengthen that age

towne ageynſt any attempt of force: and therin we doo allow v 
well of your carefullnes; and meane to aſſiſt yow therin to the utter- 
moſt of our power, in all manner of thyngs that ſhall tend to the ſuer- 
ty of yow and thattowne: and yet preſently we have matter miniſtred 
tous, that might leade us to hope for better ſucceſs in matters concern- 
ing the queen's Majeſty ; but we will not laye any fundacion ther- 
uppon. | 
AND whileſt we ar occupyed in conſideration hereof, there be cer- 
ten thyngs whereof we wold be advertiſed with all ſpede from thence: 
firſt, how much more victell wold make a full ſupply of three 
months victell for 8000 men, and what ſtoore ther is in that towne 
of any victell beſyde the proviſion from England. Next for ſupply 
of pyonors, we fynd in books ſent to us from thence ſuch difference, 
as we know not what to take for certen: in one book it is certefyed, 
that the nombers under Mr Pelham are 930; in another certificat 
they are named but 724: and of this dyverſité, chanſyng within 1 5 
dayes, we wold know the cauſe. We wold alſo know, whyther ſome 
nombre of your ſoldiors might not be made pyonors there; for we can 
better furniſh yow of ſoldiors than of pyonors from hence. We wold 
alſo underſtand, what nomber the gally ſhall neceſſarely require; and 
of them, how many ſoldiors, how many rowers; and how many 
vo can provide there of ether ſort, that the reſt may be ſent from 
hence. 
WE lyke well the proclamation that ye have made for avoydyng 
of all ſtrangers out of that towne; which alſo we wiſh yow ſhuld dil- 
ligently execute, and to ſhew how neceſſarely ye are dryven ſo to doo, 
by the ſtrang proceding of the matter of the peace at Orleance: and 
as ye ſhall fee thoſe conditions amend, ſo will ye be the leſs curiooſe 
of prohibityng of ſtrangers to frequent that towne. We thynk it ne- 
ceſlary, as we wrote before, untill ye ſhall certenly heare better of the 
peace for our advantage, to kepe all ſhipps, marchandiſſe, and vic- 
tell within that towne as ſtrayte as ye can; that if they will abuſe the 
queen's Majeſty's goodnes, that towne may remayn to hir Majeſty as 
ryche and as well furniſhed as in yow ſhall lye to make it. We thynk, 
now that fayre wether will come on, that there might [be] as much 
work doone for abatyng of grownd, or for rayſyng, by meanes of the 
captayns taking taſk work with there ſoldiors, as ſhuld be by pyonors: 
wherof wryte us your opinions. The engyns for Fleming's ſervice hath 
bene ſhipped this fortnight, and therwith all other thyngs required 
for the ordonnance. And now our labor is to provyde to ſend yow 
men and monny; with which twoo we dout not but to have a good 
accompt of this enterpriſe, 
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To MY VERY GOOD BROTHER THE LORDE ROBARTE DU Dp E- 
LEY, AND MY VEREY LOVEING FREENDE SIR WILLIAM 
CYCIELL KNIGHTE, PRINCYPALL SECRETARY TO THE 
QUENE'S MAJESTIE, 


FTER moſt harty commendacyons, havyng occacyon to ſend Th* Earl of 
my secretary unto the count Rengrave upon the eſchaunge of „ 
pryſoners, and ſpecyally touchyng Leighton and Kellygrewe (of whos ge 
recovery out of captyvyte I have ſum hope;) I requeſted hym by the c 
ſame to ſend me ſum newes of the conclucyon of the late peace, and From New- 
of hys owen eſtate and determynacyon therupon. Wherunto the 
Rengrave anſwered, that he had more to ſaye then he could well se. 
expreſſe by wrytyng, or wold declare by mowthe to any other then ?**** 
to myſelf. And fo, underſtandyng from me agayn, that I was not 
well at eaſe, nor yn caſe to ryde farre abrode, he requeſted, that — 
sir Hugh Poulet ſhuld mete with hym at a place appoynted betwen — 
thys and Montvillier: and ſo they mett together withyn a canon ſhott bund. 
of thys towne. 
WHERE (to avoyde the cyrcumſtances of all enterloquucyons be- 
twen them) the ſeyd Rengrave affyrmed upon hys feythe and honor, 
that he had a deſyre to ſerve the quene's Majeſtie before all the pryn- 
ces of the world: yet havyng ſo long tyme ſerved yn Fraunce as he 
hathe donne, with ſuch honour and reputacyon as he hath gotten 
therby; yf he ſhuld nowe ſodeynly ſlypp awaye frome that part to her 


Highnes ſervyce, and ſerve agenſt them, all the world wold ſpeake 


vylanny and reproche of hym: but yf thys matter do growe unto a

full conclucyon of _ betwen Fraunce and England; he wyll ſure- 
ly vyſyt the quene's Majeſtie, and wyl be at her commaundement 
yn any ſervyce that he may do unto her nighnes: and gave hys feyth 
to ſerye the qQuene's Majeſtie agenſt Spayn, Scotland, and all other 
nacyons without exceptyon (ſavyng Fraunce) when her pleaſure ſhal 
be to employe hym, upon any warres occurryng: ſaying certeynly, that 
the xyng of Spayne ys mynded to have warre with England; and 
hathe not only wrought hetherto as mych as he myght by hys Embaſ- 
ſadour here to have had the Frenche x yng to declare warre agenſt the 
Quene's Majeſtie, (lyke as he profferred to do for hys part) but wold 
have taken that matter yn hand hymſelf long before thys tyme, yf the 
Flemyngs had not ben a ſtaye therof, by occacyon of the entercourſes 
of marchandyſe betwen that contrey and England; wych trade they 
wold not wyllyngly forbere. 

AND the ſeyd Rengrave hathe farthermore lykewyſe promyſed not 
to be prevy or partycypant of any practyſe of treaſon toward me or 
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thys peece; but to geve me ſum warnyng of the ſame, yf ther ſhal 
be any ſuch practyſe yn hand: and promyſeth to do the lyke of any 
armye or mayn force that ſhall cum to beſiege us. Neverthelaſſe I wyll 
ſtand upon my gard the beſt I may, agenſt all events; and ſhall not 
fayle to purchaſe the yntellygens that may be attayned otherwayes yn 
all thyngs apperteynyng. Of theſe premyſſes (touchyng the Rengrave's 
feyre promeſes) I do preſently advertyſe the quene's Majeſty, with a 
preſent of a werkmanly chayne of gold, and a lytell clocke of cryſtall 
to the ſame, wych I ſend unto her nighnes from the ſeyd count Ren- 
grave, as a token of hys good hart and wyll, lyke as he requeſted 
sir Hugh Poulet to ſay unto me yn that behalf at the delyvery of the 
ſame. 

MoREoveR he ſeyth, that the Spanyards wych were at the Frenche 
camp ar retourned ynto Flaunders ; for what purpoſe he knoweth not: 
and that the Kyng of Spayn hathe preſently 3000 fotemen, and 600 
horſes at Bayone, under the conduct of the puke of .. . . ſonne; 
meanyng, as he thynketh, to paſſe the ſame waye, nowe that the 
warres yn Fraunce are pacyfyed: and hath 6000 fotemen more at Per- 
pignon; alſo xv111 galleys yn redynes, of the wych ther cummyth 


vII ynto theſe partes, to joyne with other x111 galleys of the rrenche 


Kyng's. 

FURTHERMORE he ſeyth, that althought the peace be concluded 
and proclaymed, accordyng to the contents of the edyct therof her- 
with encloſed; yet neverthelaſſe the Frenche wyll not enter ynto warre 
with the quene's Majeſtie, yf they may otherwyſe avoyde the ſame 
by any meane agreable to ther purpoſe. Wheryn they wyll goo ſo 
farre, by hys ſaying, as to proffer her nighnes the repayment of the 
money wych ſhe hath deſburſed thys waye; and may adde therto a 
fre trade for the Englyſhemen ynto all partes of Fraunce, with lyber- 
tye to tranſport frome thens all forbydden wares, and kynds of mar- 
chandyſe ſtandyng nowe yn reſtraynt, wych may ſerve our realme to 
grete commodyte and benefyt, as he alegyth. And the peace ſo con- 
cluded ſhal be very honorable to the quene's Majeſtie, ſeyth he, with- 
out more; yn that ſhe hath ben the meane of thys peace tendyng to 
the ſewerty of all the fidelles her frends, the reſtoryng of them on all 
partes to there dygnytes, eſtates, pryveleges, and former lybertes to all 
reſpects; and that by the ſame the word of Gop ſhall have hys cours 
thoroughtout Fraunce : affyrmyng playnly, that they ſhall determy- 
nately requyre to have thys towne delyyred unto them frome the 
Quene's Majeſtie's poſſeſſyon out of hand. 

AND, not forgettyng the deſyre that he thought her nighnes ſhuld 
have of the reddycyon of Caleys ynto her hands, upon the delyvery 
of thys towne, he ſayeth, that they wyll yn no wyſe agre to the ren- 
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dryng therof before the tyme prefyxed by the former treatye therof; 
but wyll make ther arreſt, that the ſame ſhall ſtand ferme upon the 
forme alredy agreyd yn that behalf, Neyther wyll they yn any wyſe 
aſſent, ſeyth he, that the quene's majeſtic ſhall kepe thys towne by 
waye of gage untyll the delyvery of the other; but that yt ſhall reſt 
upon hoſtages, as yt nowe dothe. Wych I thynketo be there determy- 
nacyon neely to all reſpects, by as mych as I can gather of ſundry yn- 
tellygences to that effect. And yf there can be ſo mych more gotten 
at ther hands as to have a farther aſſurance of th*accomplyſhment- of 
that treaty for Calays by the confirmacyon of the eſtates of Fraunce, 
or ſum other meane, yt ys lyke to be as mych as the qQuene's nHighnes 
ſhall gett at there hands by compoſycyon; onleſſe that the ſame be 
preſſed with another maner of ſhewe of force and ſtowtnes then yet 
appereth. X 

THe count ſeyth alſo, that the prynce of Condy and the Admy- 
rall do utterly denye, that the quene's Majeſtie hathe cumm ynto the 
poſſeſſyon of thys towne by there meane or aſſent; but do laye the 
ſame hoolly upon the Vyſedame and Monfieur de Bauvais: affyrmyng 
alſo, that the ſeyd prynce and the Admyrall have aſſured the quene- 
mother to avoyde the Englyſhemen frome hens, and to render thys 
towne ynto the rFrenche Kyng's hands by treaty or force; and dothe 
veryly thynke, that they wyll drawe ſhortely hytherward: ſaying, 
that he told Mr Myddlemore no laſſe before the deathe of the puke 
of Guyſe; but that the quene's Majeſtic ſhuld have ane ennemye of 
the ſeyd Guyſe as long as helyved and were yn aucthoryte, and ſhuld 
fynd the lyke of the admyrall yf the other fayled, and that he ſhuld 


| ſuccede yn aucthoryte. 
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THe ſeyd count hath alſo promyſed to ſend one of hys ſervants pre- 
ſently to the court for more certeyn knowlege of all procedyngs ther 
and ſhall have retorne of the ſame withyn vi11 dayes; wherupon I 
ſhall have advertyſement to ſend sir Hugh Poulet to hym agayn for 
the underſtandyng of the ſame: havyng alſo proffered to repayre hym- 
ſelf unto the court, and to uſe the part of a meane and negocyator of 
peace touchyng the qQuene's Majeſtie, as one that ſhall ſhewe hym- 
ſelf to have a good meanyng of the ſame for bothe partes; promyſyng 
to advaunce her Highnes pleaſure theryn as mych as yn hym may lye, 
yf he may underſtand, that ſhe ſhall pleas to have hym deale yn yt. 
Wherunto he was preſently anſwered, that (as yt may be preſuppo- 
ſed) the Quene's Majeſtie wold not ſeme to be a ſewetor, or to have 
any meane made by her procurement yn any ſuch behalf; thynkyng, 
that ſhe hathe well meryted to have the meane therof made unto her, 
or rather to have ſuch a conclucyon of the peace profferred touchyng 
her part, as ſhe ſhuld have good cawſe to reſt contented: neverthe- 
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laſſe her Majeſtie ſhuld be advertyſed of hys good wyll and frendely 
meanyng yn thys behalf, wych ſhe could not but take gratefully; and 
ſo ſhuld bothe partes have cawſe to take hys doyngs yn good part, yf 
he dyd take upon hym, as of hymſelf, to move or werke any thyng 
theryn, 

He ſeyeth alſo, that Mariſchall Vilvill was ſent to Metz, yn dowte 


of the Emperour's approche toward that part: wych cummyth to 


nothyng, beyng hoolly ſtayed by the treaty of the cardynall of Lor- 
rayn, Byſhop of Metz. By whoſe meane alſo ther ys for certeyn (as 
he ſeyth) a maryage concluded betwen the quene of Skotts and Charles 
puke of Auſtryche, the Emperour's ſecond ſonne: ſo as yt ys he, 
and not the prynce of Spayne, that ſhall matche that waye. 

Mons1EuR de Bauvais not beyng made partycypant of any part 
of the premyſed declaracyon made by the count Rengrave touchyng 
the ſeyd Vydaſme and hym, hathe neverthelaſſe underſtandyng by 
other meanes, that the hoole burthen of the rendryng of thys towne 
ynto the quene's Majeſtie's hands ys leyd upon them by the prynce 
of Condy and the admyrall : affyrmyng therupon unto me and sir 
Hugh Poulet, that he hathe the prynce of Condye's commyſſyon un- 
der hys ſygne ; wherby yt ſhall appere to be donne by hys commande- 
ment and appoyntment: praying, that the ſame may be kept ſecrete; 
lyke as the count Rengrave dothe lykewyſe deſyre for hys part, upon 
the deſcourſes before ſpecyfyed. 

You ſhall receave herwith the proclamacyon of the late peace yn 
prynte; wych I thought good to ſend, becaus I knowe not whether 
ye have receaved the lyke yn thys ſort. Monſieur Chatteler ys 
paſſed thys daye from hens toward the admyrall: and yt ys ſeyd, that 
Monſieur Briquemeault andTylleny are yn jorney cummyng frome Or- 
leance toward the qQuene's Majeſtie. And fo I end, beſechyng the 


almyghty Gop to ſend her Highnes an honorable conclucyon of thys 30

Y good Lorde, Theſe late trowbles be ſo wrappyd up emongſt n Mid- 
1 them here by theyr late accorde, as that I cannot well tell yet the Earl of 
what to make of them: but this I ame ſuer of, that neyther parte 
ys pleaſyd, nor neyther thinkethe themſelffs in ſaftye ; which [is] a — 
ſydes to diſperce theyr forces. The prynce of Conde ys at the court; We 
and governethe, as he is great. The admyrall retyereth himſelffe oe 
home to his owne howſle for eight or tenne dayes, and fo reatourneth rome 
to the court. The Pariſiens wyll not ſuffer the accorde of peax to be vin 
publiſhyd in theyr towne, but exerciſe theyr olde crualtyes upon the 
faythfull. As unto the rendering of Calais forthwith to the queen's 
majeſtie ; theſe here fynd yt very ſtrainge, and wyll in no ſort conſent 
unto it; and the erince of Conde and the admiral be bothe againſt it, 
untyll the time limited in the treaty be expirid : which ys no juſte re- 
compence for the favour and aide they have receavid, nor accordynge 
to that they have promiſid hir majeſtie. Well, we muſt herin make a 
vertu of neceſſitie ; and maye ſaye, that althowghe the French be 
chayngyd in religion, they retaine ſtill their olde condition. And your 
Lordſhip had nede to loke well about you, and to beware and lye in watte 
of all treaſons ; but ſecretly, and without ſhewe. I wolde you had as 
mannye Frenchmen in Newhaven as I have there bretherne ; which to 


brynge to paſſe, I have the ſecond of this monethe wrytten my pore

opinion to maſter secretorie. I dowbt not but your Lordſhip wyll take 
order to have youre peace ſo well victualid and mannid, as that you 
maye at all times, againſt all winds, and upon all events, be able to ta- 
rye the levying of a fiedge by ſuccours out of England : and lett ther- 
in Calars ſerve you for example. 9 
YouR Lordſhip muſt nowe make your accowmpt, by this cbainge, 
that all Frenchmen are to be ſuſpectid. And this I wyll faye, that you 
have, for a lyttle nomber, there as ſubtil and fine marchants as be be- 
twext you and this; and as eivel affectyd to oure nation, what fater 
weather ſomever they make. Nevertheleſſe, I cannot learne, that theſe 
meane as yet to take any thinge in hand againſt us; and yet ſaye, that 
if we render not Newhaven ſhortlye into their hands they wyll make 
warre upon us. In the meane tyme they ſend moſt of their fotemen in 
garniſon into the countreys of Normandy and Picardy : which wyll be, 
My Lord, but eivel neighbours ; and howe ſone they may be nearer, 
your Lordſhip knoweth better then I, There ys eight enſeignes of 


* 
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fotemen gonne to hye at Mans, and therabouts, in the ſaid contrey of 
Nermandy ; and many others be ſent into Picardy, Your Lordſhip, 
I dowbte not, ys wiſe inowghe to make your profett of theſe adver- 
tiſments ; which be in very dede of ſom conſequence, and mette to 
comme to the underſtandynge of fewe. And yet, yf that we holde 

nove for a trothe prove true, we ſhall not greatly nede to feare them; 
whiche is, that the K ynge of Romaynes ys commynge towards Metz 
in Lorrayne, with a great force to beſiedge yt: and theſe here doo fo 
lyttle beleave yt, as that they ſende thyther forthwith fifteen or twen- 
ty enſeigneſſe of fotemen, and certayne cavallarye. Monſieur de Brique- 
mault ys ſent from hence to hir Majeſtie, to gyve hir thanks for hir 
ayde and favour ; and 10 ſe, if by thanks only he canne content bir. 

My Lord, yt hath not bene longe ſince I have wisſhyd, for ſome 
menne's ſakes in this contrey, theſe trowbles at an ende; thinking their 
natures had chaungide togeather with their religion: but finding them 
as the reſt be, I wiſhe now unto them all alike. The admiral ys in great 
daynger, and many do practiſe to deſtroy him. Of all the reſt yet I 
wold gladlieſt have him preſervid, and that for mo cauſes then on. I 
doo this daye goo to the court, where the rrince of Conde hath geven 
me order to comme to him, and to rehd by him : fo as yf your Lord- 
ſhip wyll any thinke * with me, sir Thomas Smith, her majeſtie's am- 
Baſſador canne always tell what doth becomme of me. My Lorde, yt 
ys very neceſſarye, that you have good and trew ſpial abrode. And 
yf the count of Mongommerye do tary in thoſe partyes, yt ſhall be well 
donne, that by v:/itations and favours you winn him the moſt you maye. 
He is to doo the 9ueen's majeſtie great pleaſure and ſervice, and no- 
thinge in love with his new peace. | 

Tnus farre I had ꝙrytten the vi“ of Aprell, with intent to have 
ſent yt awaye by the firſt offeryd meſſenger, as the gentylman, bearer 
herof, arryvyd with your Lordſhip's lettres, of the xxv111* of Marche, 
the vii" of Aprell. And where your Lordſhip wryteth, that you had 
ſent him pourpoſely to me, I do not knowe howe you underſtand yt; 
but I ame ſuer, this man brought many letters, and hathe great be- 
ſynes with the prince of Conde. I wolde to Gop, youre Lordſhip coulde 
fynd out ſome mete paiſant or other there abouts you, that might paſſe 
betwext your Lordſhip and my Lord ambaſſador and me ; for preſentlye 
theſe men's meſſengers growe bothe dayngerous and dowbtfull towards 
us: and yet ther ys none almoſt nowe that goethe from hence that way, 
for the ende of thoſe trowbles hathe taken awaye their occaſion of 
ſendinge. Thave had offeryd me by manye to carrye my letters to Roan ; 
but bicauſe they knewe not the contrey further, and the moſt dayn- 
ger lay betwext that and you, as it dothe indede, I coulde gett them to 
paſſe no further, And in very dede, My Lorde, he that ſhulde go be- 
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and ſo well, as by night, if nede be, he cann cum and go; for untyll be 
approch within eight or ten leagues of you, there is no dainger; Never. 
theleſſe, havinge fownde owt ſuch à one, you muſt not refuſe to write 
by all other ordinary and offerid meſſengers.

Vt ys 
nowe ſayd, that the captayne Rychelieu dothe gov to Caen with ſe- 
ven or eight enſeignes of fotemen, to tak into his charge thecaſtell and 
towne of Caen. Vt may pleaſe your Lordſhip, in your next, that 1 
may underſtand the ftate of things there; and howe, and what your 
olde nerghbour the e Ringrave dothe; for yt ſhall ſo ſerve to ſome pour- 
poſe. The vii“ of this preſent the prince of 'Conde was eſtabliſhyd 


and made the x yng's Lieutenant Generall throuout his realme and ſtate. 


We have no other newes for the preſent, but that I doo not ſee as 
yet any great lykelyhode of their aſſailing us: when they ſhall meane 
it; I pray Gor, we may beginne. Thus I moſt humbly take my

they were named but ſeven hundreth thirty four: the firſt certyfycat

SeThoms (CIR your letters of the xx1111 of Marche I received the third of 
Aprill ; the which is fullie aunſwerid by lettres ſent to the Queen's 
il, _- Majeſtic and yow by Barlow my ſervaunt, who departid from me in 
From an- poſt the ſecond of Aprill. Your lettres of the furſt of Aprill I receiv- 

id by My Lord of Lidington the x11 of the ſame. All matters towch- 
13915 ing th'Admirall and the peace here be fullie aunſwerid, eyther in 
orte, my ſaid lettres of the laſt dyſpache, or in the occurrents which now 
5 for a certaigne cawſe I write to my Lords of the cownſell. The Lord 
original, Of Lidington did not meete Monſieur Brickmort by the way, but he 

met Barlow at Abbaville; and Brickmort toke his jorney from Orleans 

two dayes after Barlow : wherfore he ſuppoſith, that Brickmort went 


by the way of Newhaven. I take the Lord of Lidington to be ſuche 
a one 
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a one as yow do write: but, as I can lerne by him, ſeing the queen's 
Majeſte is ſo precyſe in the demaunde of Calais, and the French fo 
obſtinate in the deniall, he will not medle in the matter; except it 
cam of them, or thei at the leeſt do breake unto him of yt: and his 
mocion ſhal be to have commiſſioners appointid on eche ſide. He 
comith, he faith, for particular matters of his miſtris; which be now 
here rawe, by the death of the puke of Guile, and abſence of the car- 
dinall of Loreigne. His abode ys moſt with the cardinall of Guiſe. 

Now I do loke for full inſtructions from yow, what ye have done, 
and what ye wold have done, and what mannour of ſpeache ye wold 
have me uſe, and to whome, yf ye will at the leeſt have me to tra- 
fique in theis matters after Monſieur Brickmort. And then, I pray yow, 
bring your matters into degrees: as what yow wold haye moſt, wil- 
lingly: which if it cannot be gotten; then this: and yf not that; then 
the third, or break of. And I pray yow be playne, without writing of 
ANOMQNOE AOZIOT or Noſtradamus oracles, that a man cannot tell 
what to make of them: I have but a groſſe and rude wit: I can un- 
derſtand no ſuch kiend of enigmais. 

To make a playne diſcourſe of the ſtate of things here: no-man 
can promiſſe himſelf any good of them. All things be in more feare, 
dowte, and ambiguitie then ever they weare. The prince of Conde, 
being now appointed and ſworne in his full authoritie, is thought of ma- 
ny of thoſe gentlemen which have done moſt for bias, and were ner- 
eſt abowt him, to be waxen almoſt a new xing of Navarre. So thei 
which are moſt zelous for the religion are maryelonſly offendid with 
him; and in greate feare, that ſhortly all wil be worſe then ever it 


was. Et quia nunc prodit cauſam religionis, as they ſay, 41A THN 
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PAOTMIAN ArTOT KAI YTXTOTHTA IIPOE TA KAAA,, and begynnes 
even now ITNAIKOMANEIN, as the other did; they, thincke. plainly, 
that he will declare himſelf, ere it be long, unkiend to Gon, to us, and 
to himſelf; being won by the papiſts, either with reward of Balan; or 
ells with Cozbi the Midianite, to adjoigne himſelf to Baal-peor: ſo vayne 
a ſtaf to leane unto doth allwais man's helpe or authoritie declare itſelf 
to be. And yet all ought not to be countid cleane deſperate, till ſuche 
tyme as we ſe, what ſhal be done at this aſſembly which ſhal be now 
out of hand at Fontainbleap: till which fee all doth ſeme i in ſuſ⸗ 
pence. 

Vr may perceive by my laſt letters, that to ſend s any -ſpeciall man 
to trafique with the Admiral, or with uonſieur d Andelot is but in vayne; 
eſpecially ſeing ye have r Midlemore here, who departith not from 
the Prince of Cond: and yet what good he doth, there, yow ſhall 
perceive by his lettres. All that is to be done is now to he done with 
the queen mother and the prince; the reſt ſaie, that thei can do no- 
Vor. IL 5 E 
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thing: and to ſay the truth, thei have enough to do to ſave themſelves; 
and if they do any thing for yow, it ſhal be for that reſpect onely, 
and that ſo long untill they thincke themſelfes ſuer. Vf it will nedes 
be ſo, and yow will have warre with them; yt weare not amis to ſend 
out of hand ſom skilfull man to enterteigne ſuch of the reiſtres as yow 
wold have. There is neither they nor the spaniſh captaines but thei 
wold gladly ſerve yow, ye and the beſt of the 1talian capitaines and 
engyners alſo: which I do know by their offers made to me; wher- 
in I wold do nothing, untill I had commiſſion from yow: and for that 
matter, I thincke, Mr Middlemore might do good ſervice. 
Waasen vin ispretendid, or what braggs ſoever is made; I know, 

che French is not in caſe to make warre with yow; nor can not very 
ſhortly be, for the cawſes which I wrot before unto yow, nor, for 
that I can fee, kepe peace emongs themſelves. The ambaſſadour of 
Spain tellith me allwais, that the xing of Sparn, % long as the quar- 
rell was for obedience, and rebellion to the King of Fraunce, or for 
religion, was readie to helpe, and wold have done to the uttermoſt: 


but when it comith to be a quarrell of the crowne, or of the territo- 


rie of England and France, as Calais or Newhaven; he aſſurith me, 
he will not medle, nor will breake the old league of Englande for any 
new aliaunce, demaund we that wais what we will. This matter 
ye know well enough how to order: and it ſhall not be amys, that 
either with th Ex mbaſſadour there, or with the k ing himſelf this thing 
be well handelid, to be felt what he will do: and now in this heate 
and dyſpleaſure for the light agrement, ſomthing may peradventure 
be won of him which ſhall make the Frenche afraid, or make yow 
the more aſſurid. Yf ther weare no wiſer thenT; I wold not-now de- 
maunde, but take Calais: ſi in vobis effet maſcula virtus, there was 
never fuch a tyme. But of this I have written enough before. 
ILrRAIE yow, diſpache to me one of my men at the leeſt againe 
out of hand: for I do as miche deſier to here out of England as yow 
from hence. I wold not have ſent yow Favoris, but bicauſe I had 
ſent ſo many and had no aunſwer: and the waies were ſo dowtefull, 
that I thought thei were interceptid; and I had as leave he had bene 
hanged as an honeſter man. He pretendid to me, that he had bene 
often and marvelouſly emploied and knowen chere before; and was 
long tyme importune uppon me to go. I had written two moneths 
before to sir Nicholas Throckmarton, to know what he was; but I 
hard no auiiſwer: and that Was the cauſe whic I did employ him at

ven, Smyth and Mr Myddellmore, that upon old aquaintaunce betwene 
9Apr.x;6; the ſecretary to Monſieur Bricquemault and hym, the faid ſecretary 
bees ſhewed hym the articles of the ſaid mr Briquemault's inſtructyons, which 
orie. tended to this only effect: that the French do require the delyvery of 
Fromtbe this towne into their hands, and therupon to repaye the quene's Majeſ- 
origina tie the ſommes of monney which ſhe hath preſted to the prince of 
Conde and the admyrall for the payment of their ſoldyors, the one 
hallfe of the ſaid monney to be payd in hand, and the other hallfe at 
a farther daye, and therwithall to put in good hoſtages for the dely- 
verye of Calais at the tyme heretofore prefyxed: being alſo confyrm- 
ed to lyke effect by Monſieur de Beauvoies declaracyon therof made to 
Malby my ſecretary ſyns Monſieurs Brycquemalt's comyng hither ; 
with ſo myche more, as that the hoſtages ſhal be of the beſt of Fraunce 

that the quene can requyre, except the King's brethern, 
MoREoveR the- ſecretary ſayd to the ſaid Favorys, that yf the 
Quene's Majeſtie do not accorde to theſe artycles of peace, that then 
the Prince of Condey with the powre of Fraunce will com incontynent- 
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Quene's Majeſtie, and ys retourned with others towards sir Thomas 
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ly to the ſeige of this towne; meanyng for the fyrſt parte, as the ſaid 
ſecretary (being allſo one engyner) ſhewed hym, to reyſe one fort up- 
on the hill toward the ſea, for the beating of Sayne hed, and an other 
fort upon the hyll above Ingouville, for the beating of the towne, and 
ſpecially of the courtyns betwene the bulwarcke toward that part, for 
the dryving awaie of our men from thence, whileſt that others ſhould 
be about the ſcalyng of the walles: and faid unto hym farthermore, 

that the prince of Condye and the admyrall have promyſed the achyy= 

ing of the entrepryſe. 

MoREoveR, being demaunded by the ſaid de Favorys of th en- 
trepryſe of Metz by the Emperour, and whither the reyſters and All- 
maynes were departed owt of Fraunce, the ſeid ſecretary ſhewed hym, 
that the cardynall of Lorrayne had pracktyſed th E mperourꝰs ſtaye up- 
on th'entrepryſe of Metz; and that the ſeid reyſters and Allemains 
were conducted by the prynce of Porcean to Amoures, and thoſe partes, 
within xv1 leagues of Parrys; where they ſhould ſtay, untill yt were 
awnſwered, whither that the qQuene's Majeſtie would accept theſe ſeid 
artycles of peace or not; and that the ſame being refuſed on her parte, 
they retourned agayne, to joyne with the reſt of the powre of Fraunce 
againſt this towne; which ys no farther dyſperſed, then as the bands 
of men of warre may be ſone reaſſembled : of the which promyſſes 
I have preſently ſent advertyſments unto the faid sir Thomas Smyth 
and Mr Myddellmore, to the entent that they _ make farther. in- 
quyſycion upon the partes of the ſame. 

Tur French ſhippes and veſſells in the haven at this preſent, with 
their marchandyſes and furnytures, are eſtemed to be of better valewe 


then twentie thouſand pounds: and theſe reaſons I have to alledge 


for the fetching in and ſtaying: of this latter compaynie, beſydes the 


Quene's Majeſtie's commaundement to ſuffer none to paſſe up the ry- 


ver; viz, the appaurance of warre towards us by the contents of the 


late proclamation of their peace; and that there were certayne veſſells 
of Feckham in the companye, by whom the marchaunts and vyctu- 
allers paſſing to and fro betwene Ingland and this parte were of late 
and are daily robbed, ſpoylid, and taken pryſoners, and no reſtitucion 
to be had at their hands; being allſo oppenlye bruted and veryfyed by 
ſom of the compaynie of theſe ſhippes, that the 1nglyſhe veſſells are 
ſtayed at Bourdeaulx. 

A GENTLEMAN of this towne, named Monſieur Francville, who 
upon occaſyon hath byn with the admyrall, and cam hither on wanſ- 
daie laſt ſtraight from hym lying at his howſe named Chaſtillon, hath 
declared, that the Emperour's enterpryſe upon Metz ys ſtayed, and 
reduced to a treatye, and the forces lykewyſe ſtayed which ſhould 
have paſſed that waie: ſaying farthermore, that there is no parte of 
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the rrench armye dyſcharged, but dyſperſed abrode in ſuch wyſe as 
they may be ſone aſſembled togyther. 

Mons1EUR de Beauvoir, now repayred into Ingland with Mon- 
fieur Brickmault, declareth hymſellfe unto me to be one of whom the 
quene's Majeſtie may reſt aſſeured for his trewe and faithfull hart to- 
ward her Highnes ; and wyll conceale nothing that ſhall com to his 
knowledge, which may ſtand in any ſtede touching her Majeſtic or this 

. Nevertheles his wyffe and children, with his horſes and all 
his ſubſtaunce in apparaunce, are paſſed into Fraunce this laſt ſatter- 
daie, of neceſſytye, as he ſayth, to be a ſewter for the ſtaye and ſewr- 
tie of her lyving and hys ; being mynded of late to have tranſported 
her into Vngland. But yf he do or intend otherwyſe then well, one 
may beſhrewe his ſcolemaiſter : in which behallfe I had warnyng 
gyven me by one of Monſieur de Beauvoys famylye not long ago, that 
yf his wyffe were ſent awaie, I ſhould looke well to myſellfe ; for 
there ſhould be ſom event intendyd toward this pece. 

Tu proceſſe touching the pryſoners here for the treaſon proced- 
yth ſo flowely forward, as I do determyne to ſend them over into Yng- 
land: wherof there can inſeue no hurt, but ſo mych good as I ſhal 
be well ryd of them this dowbtfull tyme ; and their departure that 
waie ſhall put their complyces in feare of their dyſcoverye; as yt may 
com to paſſe in dede better there then here, by ſych menes as your 
wyſdoms canne devyſe. Yf we ſhall com to a nede of ſervice here, 
there wyl be greate want of yron peces for flankers; for the which I 
have ſundry tymes wrytten, and do thincke yt good, that they be ſent 
hither as ſpedely as may be againſt all events, 

YT is allſo to be conſiderid, that notwithſtanding this treatie of 
peace with the Quene's majeſtic, the French will practyſe what they 
may to attaine this towne out of her nighnes hands by treaſon and ſur- 
prins, yf it can be compaſſed by any meanes : which is lyke ynough, 
and may be well doubted by many manyfeſt preſumptions, beſides 
Mr Myddellmore's advertyſments, and as mych declared by the count 
Ringrave to be in practyſing. Now I am well aſſeured, that no tych 
practyſe can procede, or have any hope of ſpede here, without the cap- 
taines of the ſhippes and their retynewes : of whom the chefeſt and 
the men to be moſt dowbted are Frauncys Clarcke, captayne Soras, 
and captein Bouetamps ; having greate occaſyon therof preſently my- 
niſtred unto them and the reſt by the ſtaye of their ſhippes, and con- 
ſequentlye of their accuſtomed traffycks and pyracyes, to conſpyre our 
advoidance from hence by all meanes that they canne be any waie 
able to wourcke. Therfore, wheras I dyd latelye wryte unto yow to 
have the faid Frauncis Clarcke and captein Soras interteyned of the 
quene's Majeſtic by ſom convenient pencions, I thincke yt nowe good, 
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that yt may pleſe the quene's Majeſtie to ſend for thoſe ſeid thre capp- 
taynes to make their repayre unto her Highnes, by ſom gentle letter 
dyrected to them or to me, pourporting the ſame to be intendyd for 
the taking of their advyſes upon the dyſcharge or order of the prench 
ſhippes ſtaied here, and to gratyffie them for their good harts and wills 
toward her aighnes, or ſom lyke end; fo as = ſame may be the 
meane of their departure from hence, and abode in Yngland abowt 
thoſe devyſes, whileſt the tyme of dawnger of this pece may be over- 
paſſed: determynyng, for my parte, that yf any of them ſhall refewſe 
to com over, I will take occaſyon thereupon of their adyoiding from 
hence. 

CAPTAINE Horſey, capteins Blunt and Hamelton ar com from 
Depe with their bands of horſmen and footemen: where they were 
well uſed of th'ynhabitaunts in this tyme of their abode amongeſt them 
in the towne, lyberally deallt withall at their departure, and ſemed to 
be very ſorry of their going awaie; as the ſame, I perceave, hath byn 
advertyſed to the qQuene's Majeſtie from thence. In conſideration wher- 
of, and to ſhewe them the lyke gratitude, I have permitted ſix veſſells 
of that towne, which cam into the roade here amongeſt the reſt, late- 
ly ſtayed to paſſe awaie frely unto them.

Rus rv and well beloved we grete yow well, We have ſence — — 


the recept of your laſt lettres, dated the ſecond of Aprill, con- 
tinued in expectation of the comming of Bricquaemeault; who nether 
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is yet come, nether can we now thinke, that there is ſo good mean- 

in them there whom we have benefitted, as in reaſon we might 
loke for. And it ſemeth veryſtrang unto us, that nether we can here 
of his comming, nor of the letts therof; although by Laighton we 
underſtand, that at his comming from Pariſs Monſieur Danvile was 
come to his houſs of Marlow, with commiſſion to come hyther im- 
mediatly uppon Briqmalt's retorn; who, he ſayd, he looked for to 
be retorned about the x11 of this month. 

Wuxkrokx, finding the tyme to waſt awaye, without underſtand- 
ing what point they will be at with us, we have thought mete to ſend 
unto yow: and except yow ſhall find at the comming of theſe our let- 
tres, that the prince and his parte have delt better with us then we 
can gather by your laſt advertiſements ; you ſhall in our name require 
them to deale plainelyer with us, and not in this ſorte to abuſe us by 
pretending to ſend meſſengers unto us, and to ſend none indede, nor 
to advertiſe us of any reaſonable excuſe for the lett therof. And be- 
cauſe ye may deale plainely with them, if ye ſhall fall into anv argu- 
ment for the reſtitution of Newhaven, and the recovery of Callice; 
we do ſend yow an extract of a ſpeciall article concluded, emongſt di- 
verſe others, betwixt us and the prince of Conde: by the which it 
ſhall appeare, in what fort we may avowe the keping of Newhaven, 
and how the ſaid prince is bound to do nothing that might be pre- 
judiciall to us; for aſſurance wherof we have not only his hand and 
ſeale, but alſo the hands of th' admirall and diverſe other, as ſhall ap- 
peare to yow in the faid extract. And for furder confirmation therof, 
we have alſo a new pact and covenant from the admirall and the reſt 
of his ſociety, under there hands and ſeales, made at Caen in th'end 
of February laſt; of the which we ſend unto yow alſo a copie: which 
when you have conſidered; we dowbt not, but ye can mayntein good 
argument with them to prove, that our expectation is not ſatisfied ac- 
cordyng to our honor. And ye may uſe ſuch ſpeche unto them as 
they may well underſtand, that no one thing can ſo much offend us, 
as this unkind dealing with us for our frendſhip in their neceſſytie; 
and that it ſhal be an occaſion to the world to judg them hereafter, or 


any ſuch in ther caſe, to be farr unworthy of that kindnes that they 
have found in us. And, if they ſhew yow no reaſon nor matter to 


the contrary, yow may ſaye, that we are determined to mainteyn that 
we have taken in hand; not dowting, but Gop ſhall gyve us good 


ſucceſſe therein. As for the right we have to the reſtitution of

Callice; we perceave by your former diſcourſes, that yow are very 40 


well armed and able to maynteyn our tytle and right thereunto: which 


yow may continue to utter and declare, at ſuch time and place as ſhall 
ſeme mete unto yow. 
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Wr find ſome lacke in your laſt lettres, that yow did not advertyſe 
us of the ſtate of the things than preſently in Fraunce emongſt them- 
ſelves, that is to ſaye, who had the principall governance of the affaires, 
or what authorite was lyke to come to the prynce or his part; nor in 
what ſort the accord was allowed of ether parte; nether what became 
of the armyes on both the ſides, as well the French as the Almayns 
and Spanyards. Uppon which matters knowne, we might have ben 
led to have geſſed of the ſequele of things lykely to followe: and there- 
fore we will yow hereafter to write unto us in ſuch thyngs largly, as 
they be at the tyme of your writing.

may ſeme to be ſent unto the ſaid count from the quene's Majeſtie in 
this behallfe. 

UPox the ſending of a meſſynger on munday laſt from Monſieur 
Brycquemault to the count Reyngrave, there was a letter retournid 
unto hym ofthe effect herewith apperynge. Wherupon the ſaid Mon- 
ſieur Brycquemault went yeſterdaye to the count Reingrave to dyner, 
and in greate * had ſecret talke togyther by the ſpace of thre or fowre . ug us. 
howres after dyner: to what effect, I knowe not; but canne not judge 
it to tend to any good pourpoſe touchinge this my charge. Vn the end 
there retournid one of the Reingrave's ſervaunts hyther in meſſaige of 
requeſt to sir Hugh Pawlet to com unto the ſaid Reingrave; which 
was interpreted by Monſieur Brycmault to extend unto hym and sir 
Hugh Pawlét to be this preſent daye at dyner with the ſaid Reingrave 
at Harflewe: which was not thought mete to be followed, not only 
for the lytell deſyre of hys company there, but allſo, as yt was awn- 
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ſwered, for dowbt of the ſtaye of his paſſaige into Yngland, and that 
the meſſaige don by the Reingrave's ſervaunt extended not to that ef- 
fect; and ſo was awnſwered, that sir Hugh Pawlet would com at any 
convenyent tyme that he ſhould appoint: which ſhall be, I thincke, 
within theſe two daies, to learne ſumwhat farther of hym; being re- 
ported, amongeſt other curraunts, that the cunſtable ys departed in ma- 
lyce, or dyſpleaſure, or bothe, from the court to hys howſe. 

AND lyke as the ſaid Reingrave wryteth dayly unto me for the de- 
lyvery of the ſhippes of Feckham lately ſtaied here; ſo I doubt not, 
but that the quene's Majeſtie ys and ſhal be mych preſſed, not only 
for the redelyvery of thoſe pryſes, but allſo for the ſetting of the ſhippes 
of this haven at lybertie : hoping nevertheleſſe, that her nighnes will 
take ſych regard to their farther ſtaye, as the ymportaunce of the ſame 
requireth. Monſieur Bryſſac ys at Roen, as Governour of Nor- 


mandye; to whom there are comynge twelve enſeignes of footemen. 


Allſo the galley and gallyon of Roen, with two other ſhalloppes, are 
comynge up this ryver; whom we ſhall not be able to matche before 
the galley be ſett fourthe, which may do greate ſervyce upon this ry- 
ver in ſundry reſpects.

MonsEvuR Brycquemault was not ſatysfied of his long talke with 
the Reyngrave yeſterday ; but, ſeing that he could not have sir Hughe

me this day, that he muſt take hys leave of the faid Reingrave. And 


| thinkinge to me, that they ſhould have met togyther about Monſtre- 


viller ; the matter was ſo handelyd, as the Reingrave cam downe 
alongeſt the marſhe ſyde, by that tyme I had dyned, to mete hym 
within a myle of this towne: where they beſtowed the afternone to- 
gyther, of pourpoſe, as I take yt, to view that part, and the ſytuacion 
of the towne upon that ſyde, and to conſyder where they might beſt 
incampe thereabout; thinking verely, that they will ſhortly talke with 
the quene's Majeſtic upon the peace in an open ſhewe of warre, by 
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as mich force as they canne make againſt this pece: wherof I have 
receaved more certayne intellygence this evenyng, by captayne Appl - 
yard, from the late captein of Homflewe, named captaine Sainct Ma- 
rye (being dyſcharged this preſent daye of that charge, and captein 
Hemery, a cruell tyraunt papyſt, appointed therunto by vtonſieur Bryſ- 
fac) the ſaid captein Applyard being ſent thyther from me this morn- 
ynge. To whom the ſaid captein St Marye declared, that he ſawe 
the preſent ruyne of all the proteſtaunts in Fraunce ; and gave me 
tunderſtand, upon ſych intellygence as he had from the court, that I 
ſhould looke ſhortly for the powre of Fraunce : ſaying, that there 
comyth out of hand a greate companie to Roan, where Monſieur Bryſ- 
ſac lyeth, an other powre to Monſtreviller and Harflewe, and the eight 
enſeignes to Cane heretofore advertyſed, and no parte of their late 
powres ſent owt of the realme, nor farther of, then the partes about 
Parys; which may gyve a man to judge, without more, what they 
meane and pretende : ſaying farthermore, that he retyred home to his 
howſe, and would lyve and dye in this quarrell; and would aſſeure 
the quene's Majeſtie of two thouſand gentlemen and good ſoldiors to 
ſerve here in theſe partes, when her pleſure ſhal be to employe them: 
and ſhewed mr Applyard a place of the caſtell of Homflewe, where 
the ſame might be taken at all tymes with two hundreth good ſol- 
diors. Thus I have not only a greate loſſe of fo honeſt and truſty a 
neighboure as this man was, but am allſo well aſſeured, that cap- 
tein Hemery will ſtoppe the comyng hyther of victualls out of thoſe 
parties, from whence this towne hath had their moſt releffe ſins cap- 
tein St Marie's comyng thither. I ſhall here from the count Mon- 


gommery of his eſtate within theſe two daies; who, as the ſaid cap-

tein St Marye declareth, ſhal be dryven to leave Cane, and doth fell 
awaie and dyſpoſe his things in ſyche ſorte, as it is lyke that he will 
avoyde the cuntrye. 

I PRAY you, that this bill of partyclers encloſed, touching the of- 


fice of the ordynaunce here, may be ſupplyed out of hand. Accord-- 
inge to your pleſures, and other My Lords of the counſayll fignifyed 


unto me in the ſettinge of taſke wourkes to the ſoldiors, for the bet- 
ter adyauncement of theſe fortyfficacions, I have don ſo mych therin, 
as the ſame nowe in hand, with the furniture of Flemynge's gynnes, 
will amount, by our nereſt eſtymacion, unto the mounthely char- 
gees of thre hundreth pounds for this mounth and the next. For the 
which wourckes thoſe ſoldiors muſt have their payments fowthwyth 
made unto them, yf you will have their wourckes contynewed; 
which ſhall require to be accordingly conſiderid in the monney that

To whom the ſame declared, emongeſt 
cl. ſondry deſcourſes, that the cawſe why he deſyred to ſpeke with hym 
From New- Was to deſcharge hys promyſe lately made unto the ſeyd sir Hugh 
ben. Poulet in my behalf; wherby the Rengrave gave aſſurance on hys 
23 Apr. eg feythe, not to werke any practyſe of treaſon or ſurprynſe toward me 
yarr® at thys peece, and to gyve me ſum yntellygence of that he ſhuld un- 
8 derſtand yn any ſuch behalf, or of any mayn force approchyng. And 
* in ſo wylled me to beware of a ſurprynſe, for ther ys ſuch a practyſe yn 
— hand; not to be executed by hym, but cheffely by others that ar on 
band. the other.ſyde of the water not farre dyſtant frome hens, under Mon- 
| fieur Bryſſack's governement (frome whome the feate ſemyth to pro- 
cede) with the ayde of thoſe withyn thys towne, of whome he wold 

name no partyculers: affyrmyng Bryſſack to be a grete ennemye to 

our part; and that the quene mother and he bothe have gretely re- 


proved the ſeyd Rengrave by ther letters for takyng of treves with me, 
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and for that he ſuffreth me to fortyfye, and lyeth not nere to the gates 
of thys towne, to empeche me of all commodytes about the ſame. : 

AnD fayd furthermore, that the whole army of Fraunte, to the 
nomber of ten thowland of the Frenche, and 6000 Swyflersand launoe- 
knights (beſydes the Rengrave's owen bandes) are addrefled thys waye, 
and ſondry companyes of them alredy cummyn at hand; meanyng 
ſurely, as he ſeyth, to attend herabout the quene's Majeſtie's anſwete to 
the acceptance or refuſall of the artycles and condycyons of peace: 
wych yf ſhe refuſe, they wyll yncontynently approche thys towne 
with ther army ; wherof, ſayeth he, the Frenche are more deſyrous 
then of peace with us, ſo as the warre may appere to be entred by the 


auene's Majeſtie : wych they wyll affyrme ſo to followe, yf her nigh-

nes do kepe thys the Frenche «x yng's towne agenſt hym by force; and 
that ſhe ſhall therby loſe, not only the tytell of Calays, but alſo the 
tytell and benefyt of all other thyngs compryſed yn the ſeyd treaty, 
amountyng in one part to a matter of 600,000 crownes: wherwith- 
all they make their reckenyng to maynteyn a ſuffycyent power to the 
dryvyng of us frome hens, and to kepe Calays to. 

Wycn towne they wyll yn no wyſe depart withall, nor make any 
other compacte of the ſame, ſayeth he, upon thys treaty, then hathe 
heretofore paſſed: and ſayeth, that the Quene mother (who dyrect- 
yth and governyth all) hath utterly forbydden any mocyon to be made 
therof, and cannot abyde to heare of yt; inſomych as the Rengrave, 
by hys ſaying, hath hymſelf ſeen a proteſtacyon ſygned with her hand 
to that effect: (wych, yf yt ſo be, was nowe ſhewed unto hym, as 
I judge, by Bricqmeault emongeſt hys other ynſtructyons, wherof he 


wold yn nothyng make me partycypant) the ſeyd Rengrave affyrm- 


yng agayn and agayn unto sir Hugh Poulet, that the Quene's Majeſtie 


may have peace with Fraunce, yf ſhe wyll, with conſyderacyon of

the money wherwith ſhe hathe ayded the prynce of Condye and the 
Admyrall; but yf that her nighnes wyll ſtand upon the kepyng of 
thys towne, or the demawnd of Calays, ſhe ſhall have watre ſurely 
out of hand with all the power and forces that the Frenche can make 
by land and ſea : addyng therunto, that (with the x yng of Spayne's 
ayde) there are xxv galleys in cummyng hyther. 

He thynketh, that the admyral's rayſters do paſſe ynto there con- 
trey, upon the Landgrave's late commaundement of retyre thyther : 
and fayeth, that the conſtable ys gonne frome the court yll contented, 
for that the prynce of Condye's ſonne, and not hymſelf, ys made 
Grand-maiſter of France. Moreover the Ren grave affyrmeth for cer- 
teyn, (as hathe ben lately in part advertyſed) - the Emperour's en- 
terpryſe ayenſt Metz ys clerely ſtayed, and reduced to a farther tyme 
of treaty, by the meane and ſollycytacyon of the cardynall of Lor- 
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rayne: by whoſe meane alſo the maryage of the quene of Skotts to 
the puke of Auſtryche, the Emperour's ſecond ſonne, ys undoubted- 
ly concluded, and ſhall ſhortely take effect. Yn the treaty wherof, 
ſayeth he, the cardynall hathe affyrmed the quene of Skotts to be ve- 
ry ryght enherytour to the crowne of England; and ſo not only ſter- 
yth and procureth the Emperour and the ſeyd puke to enter by warre 
ynto the recovery of that tytell, but alſo dothe what he may to hyn- 
der thys treaty of peace, and to have the Frenche to enter ynto warre 
out of hand, as one (ſayeth the Rengrave) of whome the quene's 
Majeſtie may be aſſured to have a contynewell mortall ennemye, that 
wyll procure bothe Fraunce and Scotland to make warre ayenſt her 
Highnes as mych as yn hym may lye : and fayeth, that the puke of 
Auſtryche prepareth to cume ynto Skotland with a grete nomber of 
rayſters. 

Wycn ys the ſumm of the Reingrave's deſcourſes; omyttyng the 
talke wherwith the ſame was enterlaced on the other part. And pro- 
myſed therwithal to advertyſe me of ſuch farther newes as he ſhall 
lerne frome the Frenche court herupon: wher he wyſheth hymſelf 
to be, for more certeyn yntellygens; and wold wyllyngly take the 
travayle of the jorney, yf that hys repayre thyther myght ſtand the 
qQuene's Majeſtie yn any ſtede of ſervyce: to whome he proteſtyth to 
beare a grete good affectyon; and loketh partely, as yt ſhuld ſeme, to 
receave ſum advertyſement of recommendacyons from her nighnes: : 
wherof, with the reſt, you may conſyder by your wyſedomes. Befech- 
yng the almyghty Gop to put ynto the quene's Majeſtie's hart that 
wych ſhall ſuccede to her highnour, commodyte, and benefyt, upon 
thys weighty affayre : and can no more, for my part, then to make 
my areſt upon ſuch order as ſhal be dyrected; and yn the meane tyme 
to uſe the beſt polycyes that I can devyſe, and to ſtand upon my gard

poſe, certen quantytie of merchandize hath ben caried from thence to o. 
Roan, or ſomme ſuch place, by ſufferance of the water-Baylif there. From the 
Beſides that, the Queen's Majeſtie is ſo preſſed here by the Embaſſa- — 3 
dours of the Kk ing of Spaine for reſtitution of his ſubjects goods, that reed by 
we ſee, that reſtitution muſt be made by order of her Majeſtie, if, by . 
breaking with the French, ſhe ſhall take that towne to her only poſ- 

ſeflion ; which cannot be don, if the ſame ſhal be ſuffred to be con- 

veyed thence. And we alſo conſider, that the faſter you hold things 

within that towne from the French, having ſo good colour to do the 

ſame as ye have, the better we ſhall deale with them. And in this 

behalf we think ye may do well, indirectly, without oppen proceding, 

to make a ſtaye of all manner of merchandizes, victells, and goods in 

that towne ; to th'entent that, if it ſhall fo fall out that her majeſtie 


| ſhall retayne that towne by force, ſhe may yet have the better parte 
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by that meanes. And yet we meane not, but that as many of the 
French people as can be collorably gott out of that towne, or that 
will of themſelves, ſhould be avoyded or ſuffred to depart ; fo as the 
ſame be not don by any conſtraint, untill there ſhal be an open breache 
betwixt us and the French : for then we think it no good polycie to 
retain any French within that towne, otherwiſe then it ſhal be thought 
convenient to kepe any of them, being of any great welth, or of eſti- 
mation, as priſonors, 

AND where it appeareth by your letters lately wrytten, that you 
will ſend over certen Frenchmen which you have there as priſonors 
for the conſpiracyes intended againſt you and that towne : we do al- 
lowe the fame very well; and fo we do the ſtayeng of certen ſhippes 
with merchandizes and victells, which lately came or wer brought thi- 
ther ; meaning indede, that whileſt the French deale with us as pre- 
ſently they do, that you ſhould ſuffer no French veſſells to paſſe by 
that ryver whom you may cauſe to be brought into that haven. The 
curteſy which you ſhewed to them of Deepe for their ſhippes we do 
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allowe, for the ſame reaſon that moved you. In the ſtayeng of any 
manner of ſhippes, we pray you have good conſideration, that there 
be no waſt nor ſpoile made of the ſame, nor of the goods therein; be- 
cauſe, as things may fall out, the ſame muſt be anſwered both for 
juſtice and honour, or ells her Majeſtie's ſubjects, being in lyke man- 
ner ſtayed and deteyned in other places, may ſuffer the like or great- 
er loſſe for the ſame. 

Wx perceave, that Horſey, Blunt, and Hamylton be ſafely come 
with their bands from Deepe to Newhaven: and as we wrote of late 
unto you, ſo we pray you conſider again, whether it ſhal be conve- 
nient, that Hamylton, or any other Scottiſhmen or Frenchmen, do re- 
main in ſervice there, to the charge of the queen's Majeſtie; but ra- 
ther to be by ſome convenient meanes deviſed, how they may be caſ- 
ſed, and the queen's Majeſtic diſcharged of the burden of them.

N rom New- ter yeſterdaie of the hole garnifon, we ſend you a note of the preſent 
numybres of all ſortes of men upon the ſame, ſaving the scottyſh horſ- 
men; whych could not be well taken by the abſence of captein Clarcke, 

. beinge at Caen, and the other not retournid hither from the court of 
From te Fraunce: but do well knowe, that there ys lyttell dyfference betwene 
Original their late muſtred numbres and thoſe at this preſent; of whom all- 
ſo we make no grete accoumpt herin, for that they ſtand upon a dyſ- 
charge, having no monney to pay them upon their muſter, nor to pay 

the ſoldiours tax wourckes. Of the lyttell numbre of pyoners 
ſpecyfied therin we do find that there are many weake, ſyckly, and 

ſcarſe ſeryyceable perſons, with ſom other things requyſyt to be con- 
ſideryd; which apon a reviewe within fewe daies, and ſom tyme of 
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delyberacion therupon with Mr comptrollor's hellpe (being upon a good 


paint of recovery) there ſhall be as good order taken, in every behallfe 
aperteynyng, as to our dyſcretions may ſeme mete. And would that 
yt had coſt us a greate parte of our poore ſubſtaunce, upon the con- 
dieion that the quene's Majeſtie had furniſhed this towne with the 
numbre of two thowſand pyoners, ſythence her fyrſt entrye into the 
charge of the fame, according to our ſundry requeſts in that behallfe; 
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which we beleve ſhould have gyven ſych an advauncement to the for- 40 


tyfycacions by this tyme, as the ennemye ſhould have byn out of hope

we had now the furniture of that companye, and the yncreaſſe of the

then as we ſhal be mayſters of water to brewe) having neyther fleſh, 
nor fyſhe, butter, nor cheſe, nor anye meate of the quene's Majeſtie's 
{tore toeate, but bacon for two daies or ſych a matter. And the clercke 
of the ſtore here ys as bare in monney as victualles; or ells ſomthinge 
more in wheates, wines, prunes, ryſe, and ſych kindes of vyctualles 
of ſtore, might have byn provided here, then are now to be had: 
wherof we uſe more wourds to your Honors, then of the other wants; 
bycauſe we knowe, that the ennemyes chieffe and moſt aſſeured hope 
of the taking of this towne out of the quene's Majeſtie's hands reſt-

releffe of Bryttayne and thoſe partes from them by ſea, and an other 
parte of the navie upon the eaſt coaſte, to kepe the releffe of Flawnd- 
ers and thoſe quarters from comynge to them by Depe and that waie. 
Which two wings of ſhippes ſhall alſo kepe the myddeſt of the ſeas 
open to this porte, and dryve the French armey to a marvailous ſcar- 
ſytie and penury of vyctualles. For beſydes that this cuntry of Caux, 
and all Normandie in effect ys allredie waſted and ſpoyled of grayne 
and other victualles, fo is lykewyſe all the cuntrye betwene this and 
Orleans on the one parte, and as farre as Parys on the other parte :

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To THE EARL of WARWICK. 


IcrT truſtie and right well beloved coſin, we grete you well. 
Becauſe it may be that reports ſhall come unto you of our pro- 
cedings with the French, and ſpecially upon the meſſage brought by 
sieur de Briqmault ; we have thought mete to gyve you knowledg 
brefely, what hath paſſed, and what we have reſolved furder to do. 
Firſt his meſſage was from the prince of Conde and th' admirall, to 
gyve us great and many thanks. Secondly, that for our aſſurance to 
have Calice reſtored at the tyme heretofore limitted, we ſhould have 
the treaty made at Cambreſy touching the ſame matter newly ratified 
by the French king; and hoſtages alſo at our choiſe, excepting the 
princes of the blood, and other princes of eſtate : although in that 
parte, by later ſpeache uſed by him to ſome here before his departure, 
he ſaid, the exception ſhould only tend to princes of the blood 
that were counſellours to the K ing. Thirdly we ſhould have our mo- 
ney which we lent to the prince and th' admirall repaied us, th'one 
half preſently, th'other by affurance of ſufficient men ether here or in 
Antwerpe: and for our charges; he thought, without affirming the 
ſame of ſuerty, that we ſhould alſo have repayment therof. And for 
theſe things he required us, that we wold be content to leave the poſ- 
ſeſſion of that towne. | 

To all theſe our anſwers were brefe, as the cauſe required. Firſt 
we toke the thanks; aſſuring him, we knew they were rightly due 
unto us. For the ſecond, we ſawe no cauſe ether to thank them, or 
to require it ; both becauſe that offer was no hetter by them whom 
we had benefited, then the very ſame was by k ing Henry with whom 
we were in warre at the making of that treaty; and alſo becauſe we 
had ſhewed and made manifeſt to the world, that the reſtitution of 
Callice was alredy due unto us, and therfore there was no ſuch nede 
of any new ratification or hoſtages. Thirdly, we thought the prince 
and the Admirall ought to make ſome better anſwer for the redier pay- 
ment of our money: and for ſuch other matters as was due unto us 
by the bondes of the prince and his aſſociats, we wold forbeare un- 
till an other tyme ; thinking, that they could not ſo much forgett our 
benefitts, nor their owne honours. 

AFTER this our anſwer, being myxed with ſome tarte words here 
and ther, taxing their unkindnes, the ſaid Bricqmault made many 
meanes, both by himſelf and by others, to procure us to ſome other 
anſwer, or to ſome other demand, with ſome qualification. But we 


knowing our right to Callice, and to the money lent them, could 49 


not, nor meane not to come to any other moderation, but ether to have 
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the ſame reſtored and paied unto us, or ells to kepe that towne of News 
haven which we have. And finding us reſolved to gyve no other an- 
ſwer, he, and ſome others here of his nation, did by indirect meanes 
ſeke to diſſwade us, by notifyeng, that within few dayes, if he ſhould 
return without other anſwer, we ſhould hear of warr; adding alſo 
thereunto, that the towne was imperfect in many places, and not ten- 
able. But conſidering the old manner of the rrench braggs, we have 
diſmiſſed him without any comforte to accord with us, except they 
will deliver Callice, and pay us our money and the charges ſuſteyned 
there. 

AND now fince his departure, we have newly conſidered with our 
counſail what is mete for us to do: and therupon we do find neceſ- 
fary, and ſo do reſolve to retaine that towne ; and alſo to impeache 
the entrye of that ryver of Seane; and to ſtaye as many veſſells with 
goods or victells, as poſſyble may be brought or ſtayed in that towne. 
And becauſe this our refolution is to be chefely mainteyned and exe- 
euted by you, and our good and faithfull captains, ſervants and ſub- 
jects there; (of whoſe good will and manhood to the end we nothing 
dowte) we have thought mete to ſignify this our reſolution to yow, 
and require you to notify the ſame to our faid good ſubjects ſerving us 
there under yow ; whoſe fayth, manhoode, and courage ſhall herein, 
we dowt not, be well tryed, if cauſe ſo require, to the honour of us, 
and recoyery of the ancient fame and renowne of this our nation of 
England. And we do aſſure you, and all and every of them, that we 
will imploy all good meanes to the mayntenance of you and them to 
be able with your good hartes to withſtand the greteſt mallice of th'e- 


nemy; and ſhall, beſides that, prepare fuch other forces for the ſea 
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and the land, as otherwiſe ſhall fo offend your enemy, as we dowt 
not but they ſhall be forced to forbeare the putting of you or any of 
yours there to extremyty. 

Ap now although we meane not to begyn any hoſtilytie or warr 
with them ; but if they ſhall on their parts ſhew any towards you, or 
that they ſhall not come ſhortly to reaſonable accord with us, we meane 
to be able to anſwer them in all events: we will and require you furth- 
with to cauſe all the goods, merchandizes, and victells within that 
towne, belongyng to the French, to be ſafely and ſuerly preſerved; and 
that all other merchandizes, goods of victells belonging to the French 
that hereafter ſhall by any meanes come into that haven, may be in lyke 
maner preſerved; ſo as, if they ſhall breake into hoſtilytie with us, we 
may take the benefitt of the ſame towardes the maintenance of that 
towne, and if they ſhall come to accord with us, then we may by good 
order cauſe reſtitution to be made therof, as reaſon is, and as we muſtin 
honour and juſtice be bound te do. And for the juſt doing herof we think 
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mete, that you sir Hugh Pawlett, for your underſtanding and dexterytie, 
in a matter of ſuch weight ſhould be a principall doer or directer. And 
aſſone as you ſhall have made inventory and valuation, ſeparating that 
which is or may ſerve as victell for that towne, we require you to ſend us a 
certificat therof, ſo as we may conſider of what moment the ſame is; 
for that we perceave, partly by report, parly by certen inventoryes 
lately ſent from thence of . . . . ſhippes arryved there the xv1" and 
xv11" of the laſt moneth, that the values of the ſaid goods and vic- 
tells, with others brought thither before, are of no ſmall value, and 
therfore not to be by any perſons, for privat lucre, ſpoiled or diminiſh- 
ed; becauſe it is our honour to ſee the ſame anſwered. 

Wr perceave by diverſe your letters, that for th'empeaching of the 
mouth of that haven, it is of neceſſytie, that the galley there, which 
we had of the count Montgomery, ſhould be armed; and chat the 
ſame requireth 300 men of all ſorts, of the which you do require to 
have from hence 100 and odde; which nombre we meane that our 
Admirall ſhall ſend with all ſpede unto you. And for furder prepa- 
ration for ſtrength upon the ſea, our ſaid admirall ſhall with lyke ſpede 
put our navy in redines to go to the ſea within very few dayes, as we 
ſhall ſee occaſion. We meane alſo furthwith to procure payment to 
you and that garriſon of that which is due: which though at this in- 
ſtant cometh not unto you, yet we dowt not but having ſufficient 
proviſion of victell, which we alſo do regard, you ſhall the better con- 

tent our garriſon there to take in better parte; and therein we require 
you to uſe your creditt and diſcretion, And in all things that may 
appeare to be an extraordinary charge there, except the ſame ſhal be 
very neceſſary for the ſtrength of the towne, we require you to for- 
beare, untill ye ſhall manifeſtly ſee what kind of hoſtilitie th'enemy 
ſhall uſe; whither by threatnings or ſhewes of ſeage, or by good ap- 
parance of approche to aſſeige you: for we have more cauſe to think 
them unable and unprepared to lay a ſeage to that towne, then other- 
wiſe; but yet we think it not wiſdome to leave the worſt unprovid-

hym, that we wold make anſwer to the Kyng. Which we have 
doone by our lettres now ſent to yow: and therwith we have ſent yow 
the copye, not only of our ſayd lettre, but alſo of the yrench King's 
lettre; both which when yow have conſidered, ye ſhall the better 
order your ſelf to execute this that followeth. 

YE ſhall uſe ſome expedition to delyver our lettre; and fhall re- 
quyre, that beſyde the queen mother the prynce of Conde might be 
preſent, to the end yow may ſee what he will herin ſaye: and if the 
Admyrall alſo might be preſent, we thynk it the better. After the 
delyverie of the lettre, for mayntenance of the reaſons therin conteynid 
ye ſhall firſt by the words conteynid in our declaration (notid in the 
margent with the words of Calles, towards the later end) maynteyne, 
that by the ſame it apperid, we did notifie to the worlde our right 
which then we had to the towne of Calles, with the lands therto 
belonging; and yf neede require, you may ſhew unto them the very 
booke in latin and inengliſhe: and as touching the French booke print- 
id, yow may note to them the varietie therof from that which we 
did publiſhe. 

Fox the ſecond parte, touching that which is gatherid of your 
owne ſpeche : ye can beſt maynteyne your owne doings therin ; for 
that ye well know, how often ye have ſhewed our determination to 
require the reſtitution of Calles. And yf they deſcend into the diſcuſſion 
of our right preſently therto : you ſhall uſe your former argument ga- 
therid out of the trety of Cambreſy ; which they firſt did breke, and 
therby forfaytid to us immediatly the title which they had therto, 
for the keping it unto the end of certen yeeres. And in this forte ſhall 
ye conclude, that the reſons which have moved the K ing to require 
of us to leave Newhaven ar not ſufficient, without we be aunſwerid 
for our right to Calles. 

AnD becauſe we think it will be preciſely demaunded of yow, 
whether we will not departe with Newhaven, except we may pre- 
ſently have Calles; yow may ſaye to that, that yow have no other com- 
miſſion but to ſhew our right to Calles, and that without we be due- 
ly ſatisfyed therin we cannot leave the poſſeſſion of Newhaven. And 
yf they ſhall aſke, whither no other meanes for the reſtitution of Calles 
at the end of the yeeres lymited in the treaty may ſatisfye us: yow 
may alſo preciſely affirme, that we have not ſignified unto yow any 
other kinde of meanes, neyther of your ſelfe can ye deviſe any other; 
but 
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but yf they can imagin any ſuche meanes as ought to ſatisfye, they 
may uſe their owne deviſes therin. 

In which kinde of ſpeche or anſwear we wolde have yow take 
very good regarde, how yow utter the ſame; that they neyther take 
holde of your words, to thinke that we wolde willingly com to any 
appoyntment but by preſent reſtitution of Calles, nether yet to think 
the mater ſo deſperate to be furder treatid in. For yf they ſhall ſeeme 
to offer larger and more aſſured conditions to have reſtitution made; 
we meane not, that yow ſhall by peremptory ſpeeche gyve occaſion 
to them to leave the proſecution of ſuche overtures, but in thoſe things 
to appeere to have no commiſſion to deale with them, and yet, as one 
that privately hathe deſyre to lyve there as a miniſter of peace rather 
than of warre, to leave the matter to their owne choyſe. 

TH1s Ambaſſadour hathe bene here agayne this daye with us; ſeem- 
ing to offer more ſpeche of treating for ſom meanes of peace, without 
preſent dilyvery of Calles: but we perceve, he is lothe, that any re- 
ſonable offers ſhuld com from himſelfe, but wold rather they ſhould 
growe from us. Wherin we meane not fo to deale ; but to gyve eare 
to their ſpechis, and take that we lyke; truſting, by well handling 
of the matter, to com to the beſt. | 

TH'EMBASSADOUR hathe alſo delt with us for the putting to liber- 
tiea nombre of ſhips deteynid in Newhaven, and ſom others ſtayed here 
within our ports at Plymmouthe and Porteſmouthe, To which mat- 
ter we have gyven him no reſolute anſwer, but have referrid the aun- 
ſwer to be made by yow to the King there. And therfore yf demaunde 
be made therof, yow ſhall thus aunſwear: that true it is, we gave no 


commaundement to take or ſtaye any: but ſince we hard, that cer-

ten French ſhips have bene ſtaied, ſom wherof by authoritye of com- 
miſſion gyven out from the prince of Conde and th Admirall were 
taken, and ſom ſtayde by our ſubjects, as well in this relme as at 
Newhaven, that have ſuffered grete loſſes, not only by taking theyr 
ſhips and marchandiſes in ſondry places of Brytayne, Gaſcon, and 
Guyen, but allſo in impriſoning of theyr factours and ſervants, and 
kylling ſom of them going to ſeeke for remedye; we have thought 
meete, as the tyme requireth, to cauſe the ſame ſhips and merchan- 
diſes to be ſafely kept and preſervid, without any dyminution therof; 
meaning to reſtore the ſame upon ſatisfaction to be made to our poore 


ſubjects, whoſe ſhips and goods, for any thing that we can perceave, 


notwithſtanding the French Ambaſſadour alledgith the contrary, re- 
mayne yet in France under arreſte: which yf they ſhall returne home 
ſafely, we will not fayle but ſo uſe the others as reaſon and amytie 


requirith. | 
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AnD yf they ſhall replye herunto, alledging, that this manner of 
dealing of repriſalls is not according to the treatyes; yow may mayn- 
teyne it with the meaning of juſtice, ſcing that the troubles of that 
countrey have bene ſuche, as no order of juſtice could be executed 
by the K ing himſelfe, neyther yet dare we adventure our ſubjects 
lyves and goods, upon hope to have preſently any better order, untill 
that relme ſhall be by ſom proces of tyme better ſattled: and fo 
conſequentlye ye may uſe the like reſons for mayntenance of this ſtaye; 
which in deede we do principally meane, to the end, yf the French 
wold needs breke.with us, we might have afore hand with them as 10 
they weare wont to have of this relme. 

TH'EMBASSADOUR alſo hath ſhewed us, that the Quene mother 
hath willed hym to declare certen matter againſt one Monſieur de Sa- 
vigny, being one, as he ſaythe, that pretendith to be the baſtard ſonne 
of the late King of Navarre, but not by order fo avowed: whom, 
being com into this [realm], he requirid that we wold cauſe to be re- 
turnid home, to anſwer for ſuch matter as he ſhuld be charged with- 
all, for miſuſing of the [ King] of Spayne's Ambaſſadour comming out 
of Spayne by the waye of Gaſcon. To the which matter we made 
no other aunſwer, but that we underſtoode, that a gentleman of that 20 
name was com hither; and that we tooke it for certantye, that he 
had in all theſe late troubles bene one of the ſocietie of the prince that 20 
had doone hym as good and acceptable ſervice as any gentillman of 
his eſtate in all France, and had don nothing but by the prince's di- 
rection to his behalf, as divers other gentlemen did in ſondry places of 
that relme. And for anſwer yow may make the ſame as this which 
we made: addyng therunto, that we take it, that he and ſuche other 
gentlemen that have inde voured themſelves to ſerve the prince of Con- 
de are and ought to be in like eſtate as other noblemen of the prince's 
aſſociation comprehendid within this peace. And ſo ye may ſtaye, 30 
without furder entring to aunſwear, whither he ſhuld be delyverid 
or no; for to that, yf we ſhal be conſtraynid, we have ſufficiently to 30 
aunſwear, becauſe he is not demaunded by the King's lettre according 
to the forme of the trety. |

original as vo.] know, to ſend for diverſe prench ſhippes remayning at New- 
— haven in Normandy, redy rigged to paſſe to the ſeas, which are thought 40 4c 
8ec. Cecil, mete, for dyverſe reſpects, to be brought to Porteſmouth ; we will 
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and authoriſe you to cauſe thre hundreth marinors to be preſted and 
taken up on the ſea coaſt next towards the ſayd town of Newhaven, 
and ſent thither with all ſpede poſfible; giving order to ſome ſkilfull 
man to paſſe over thither before, to make choiſe of ſuch number of 
the ſame beſt French ſhippes as be there, or may be moſt ſpedily made 
redy to be brought from thence, and to gyve order, that as many as 
poſſible may be brought to Porteſmouth ; there to remayn, untill ye 
ſhall furder hereafter, upon motion to be made by yow to us, under- 
ſtand our furder pleaſure, For the execution wherof, we have alſo 
at this tyme written to our coſin of Warwick, our Lieutenant at New- 
haven, to gyve order and permiſſion for the ſame: to whom yow may 
wryte your opinion herin.

Cecill 
our will and pleaſure is, ye ſhall gyve order and permiſſion for the

| the coming thither of ſuch a perſon whom our admirall ſhall ſend

thither with his letters for ſuch a purpoſe. And for furder avoyd- 
ing of any danger by the reſt; lyke as it hath ben deviſed long ſence, 
fo we eftſones will and require you, that all ſuch as ſhall appeare un- 
mete to be put to the ſeas may be broken in ſunder, and the tymber 
therof employed in ſerveng of your fortifications and traverſes: and 
for ſuch of them, beyng not ſerviſable, as for lack of workmen can- 
not be preſently broken, to be rather ſonk and drowned then to re- 
main ſubject to fyre. For the others which ſhall ſeme able for ſer- 
vice, and yet for lack of tyme, or other occaſion, cannot be brought 
from thence; we think, ye ſhall do well to cauſe the upper buildings 
therof to be broken downe, ſo as there may be leſſe danger to fyre 
them. And generally we charge you to cauſe ſome men of under- 
ſtanding to take care herof ; that, as much as any deviſe may ſerve, 
the enemy may be fruſtrate of offending yow by that menes. 

AND where there remayneth in that towne great quantytie of mer- 
chandize and victells, claymed by diverſe ſtrangers, and namely ſuch 
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as be ſubjects to the King of Spaine: our will and pleaſure is, that 
although we knowe your ſelf to be fully occupied with other things 
tending to the defence and fortification of that towne, yet ye ſhall gyve 
order and expreſſe charge to ſome ſpeciall men, that all maner of mer- 
chandize and victells belonging to any maner of ſtrangers, as well 
French as others, may be duly regiſtred, and ſo ordered and preſerv- 
ed, that, whenſoever cauſe ſhall require, good accompt may be made 
therof, as in reaſon we ſhall be bound to doo; and that all ſuch goods 
as may ſerve for victuelling of that gariſon, the ſame be ſo uſed as due 
anſwer may be made for th'expence therof: and for the merchandize 
which ſhal be proved to appertein to any other nation then the French, 
that the ſame may be by us anſwered to the owners, as to juſtice and 
honour muſt belong : and for all ſuch goods and merchandizes as 
ſhall any wiſe belong to the French, our meaning is, the ſame ſhould 
be preſerved to our uſe onely ; that is, if they enter in hoſtility, to 
convert it to the relief of our charge for defence of that towne ; and 
otherwiſe, if they ſhall accord with us, they may be anſwered as the 
matter ſhall fall out.

Nevertheles as we are well aſſured, that 
this. John Britteyn is the man intended; ſo it is like, that although 
this Bunga ſhall not be approved to be the ſaid pretended practiſer, that 
yet he is participant of the pretence, and can declare the hole. Of 
whome hitherto there can be nothing by ſearche or examynation got- 
ten; but ſhall indeavour to geyt what we maye, not omitting the 
meanes that our diſcretions can any way comprehend or uſe againſt 
the perills and daungers of the practiſes towards this pece ſpecifyde in 
thoſe contents: and ſhall wiſhe ourſelves to be as well furniſhed everye 
waye to the reſiſtance of the enymie's force by force, as we thinke 
our ſelves (by Gop's grace) well aſſured to avoyde the perill of ſuche 
practiſes and ſuddeyn attemptes; hartely praying you to take order,

therof, then are here at this preſent: ſtanding nowe upon ſuche a 
point, whiles the dykes abowte the towne are in working, that our 
watche certenly comethe abowte (to moche to be contynued) by cource 
every 1v” night; wherein alſo every counſeller here kepethe his tourne, 
for the better ſuretie of the ſame. | 

Wr are verie glad of Mr Portynary's arryvall here; by whoſe de- 
viſe and direction the fortifying of a pece in the olde towne here go- 
ethe forward, according to the platt of the ſame herewithall ſent un- 
to you: which ſhal be advaunced as ſpedily as it maye be poſſible 
with the helpe that we can make therto of all hands here; in ſoche 
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ſorte as we have good hope, it ſhal be paſſed to a good perfection a- 
gainſte all ſuddeyns within fourteen dayes. Beginnyng with one daye's 
worke of fre gifte at the ſouldyars hands, for the reſt there ſhal be as 
moche done at reaſonable taxes as maye be; having of ordynarye 
pyoners at this preſent not above 600 in nombre that can be accompt- 
ed to be in point to occupie the ſpade and baſket, as hath appeared to 


the faid Portynary upon a view and muſter taken of theym in his pre- 


ſence : praing you therfore, as well as for other reſpects apperteyn- 
ing, that we may (amongſte others) be ſpedily furniſhed, not onely 
of pyoners, and of tooles for theym and the reſt that ſhal be put in 
work, wherof here is great nede, but alſo of the nombres of ſouldy- 
ars heretofore requeſted. Wherwith we will do as moche as we maye 
without any farder demaunde of increace in that parte, untill we ſhal 
be dryven to a greater extremitie, notwithſtanding the inlargement 
of the pece by this ſaid meane; conſidering that the garde of the ſame 
ſhal be a good ſuretie to a great parte of the towne, and ſtandethe ſo, 
as the one may at all tymes ayde the other upon all occations occur- 
ing: having good hope, that with thoſe ſupplyes we ſhall make th'e- 
nymies as willing to leave us unattempted any waye, as we ſhal be 
on our partes to reſt in quyet. 

THE late brawle at Parys, by ſuche intelligence as we have learned, 
hathe hitherto retyred the rrenche King's power frome this part. Ne- 
vertheles his forces remayne unſparkled, and dyvers bands of theym 
are already drawn hitherward: and what ſhall furder followe towards 
us will ſhortely appere by the Ringroff's demaynour upon his returne 
frome the court, which is dayly nowe loked fore. Alſo it is faid for 
certeyn, that the gallyes are comyng frome Mercelles : and fure we 
are, that in the meane tyme thoſe of Roan, Kilbeife, Hounflewe, and 
Feckham, have prepayred the veſſells that they can make mete to 
ſerve upon this ryver, and abowte Seyne hed. 

You may perceyve, by certeyn examynations herewith encloſed, 
what late practiſes here hathe ben for the burnyng of the ſhipps in 
this haven : which was reveled by ur Whitingham, and the partes 
alſo founde out by him, upon intelligence given unto him by one Moun- 
ſieur le Barre, principall miniſter of this towne ; a man of great learn- 
ing, and no leſſe fidelitie towards this cawſe, being nowe departed 
hens to Cane with a great nombre of the burgeſſes: whom the onely 
brute of warre hathe dryven from hens, without any compulſion uſed 
therein towards theym ; althoghe a nombre of others, being no bur- 
geſſes, are paſſed awaye by ordre ; and nowe upon the receipt of a 
proclamation, which herewith you ſhall receive, furder order is given 
for the removing of the reſt of all ſorts. And ſurely the queen's Ma- 
jeſtie hathe verie well determyned to take away the ſerviſable ſhipps 
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frome hens ; of the which, we ſuppoſe, ſhe may have ten or twelve 
faire veſlells, in good readynes, with a lytle helpe, to be put to the ſeas: 
and a good nombre mo may be made ſerviſable, with a lytle tyme and 
ſome chardges beſtowde upon theym. Therfore the ſoner they be 
removed the better, In the meane tyme the daunger of fyer is verie 
great; being ſo many in nombre, and lying fo cloſe together, as if one 
ſhuld periſhe by that meane, the reſt are without all hope. Here are 
thre hanſome pyneſſes and ſhalops for this ryver ; which with a litle 
chardge maye be ſet forthe with the helpe of ſome ſouldyars of this 
gariſon, and ſhal be a great ayde to the gallye and the reſt : praing 
you, that order may be given out of hande for the ſame, and for th'ap- 
pointing of a vitteiller for the ſayd gallye, with th'others ; and alſo 
that the queen's Majeſtie's ſhipps repairing hither may be vitteyled for 
one monthe before hande, at their comyng into theſe parties. 

The x111" of this monthe here arryved, from r Smythe, Hawnce; 
affirmyng, that his letters were taken frome him at Hownflewe ; which 
gave ſome ſuſpition, that he hathe not done his indeavour uprightly. 
Beſydes this, ther was an other meſſinger diſpatched at the ſame tyme 
from th'ambaſſadour, which broght the letters incloſed towe or thre 
dayes before Hawnſe came to this town. Upon theſe preſumtions we 


have thoght good to ſende him to sir Nicolas Throgmerton, his olde 


maſter, to be farder examyned. The xv1" of this preſent Coke came 
hither from the ſayd mr Smythe, with letters from him and mr My- 
dlemour, moche of the like effect to thes formour letters incloſed. 
Who after the delyvery of the ſame was appointed to go and repoſe 
himſeilf in a chambre within my howſe : wherupon he departed im- 


mediatly, without any man's knowledge, out of the gate, and fo 
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abowte the diches to the olde towne which we are nowe abowte to 
fartifie ; where he was ſtayde, and therupon committed. There was 
founde abowt him an unknown and doble cipher : th'one part, as it 
may be ſuppoſed, he ment to have left behinde him here. There was 
a boye (that came frome wr Smythe) that was with Coke at Rone, 


who came hither on fote on fryday laſt ; but Coke, being well horſt, 


was not here before ſunday at none after : which, with the reſt of his 
doings, are fo ſuſpitious, as we thinke him not mete to be returned; 
but do ſtay him here till your furder pleaſures be known. 


Wi have ſent you herewithall a note frome the Maſter of th'ordy- 


nance of ſuch wants as be here, towching the works here and his of- 
fie: which it may pleaſe you to ſend hither with all diligence z for 
we finde great nede already of dyvers things, and ſpecially of ſpades 
and ſhovells. We do underſtande alſo, that there be lately come 
to Mountreville and Harflewe 500 rutters and eighteen enſignes of 
the Frenche, Finally it may pleaſe you to gyve ordre for the ſend- 
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ing hither of ſome rrenche money, for the payment of the ſpies, by 
the next; and likewiſe to conſider, howe neceſſary it is to have the 
Marſhall's place furniſhed with a man of knowledge and experience, 
HEREWITH alſo you ſhall receyve a note of the remander of our 
vittells at this preſent ; wherby you maye underſtande, what is requi- 
ſite in this cace to be with ſpede ſupplyed. And thus we commit you 
to the protection of TH'ALMIGHTIE, From Newhaven, this xv111" 
of Maye 1 563.

ſtore of vyttayll, we ſhall be the better abell to forbeare the reſt, YE

They ſay, he is worſe then ever was his 
brother: and I beleve, they ſame ende will light uppon him that hap- 
pened to the other; for it is unpoſſibell he ſhuld longe proſper, he 
hath ſo many curſſes of the powr afflicted peopell here in this contry. 

OR I had written this motch, there cam one preſſently from Paris 
who hath credably informed me, that he fawe 42 cannons ſhipped 
there to come hither. This, lokinge every day for our good geſts, I 
end in troblinge yow any furder, and commytt yow to Gop : who 
ſend yow as well to do as I do wiſhe yow.

But hearing, that they be departed without any parte of their goods 
and houſhold ſtuff, we do not fo allowe therof; but truſt, that ey- 
ther ſome better moderation be therein uſed, or at the leaſt it be not 
ſo executed but it may be remedied, if it be not ſo extremely as it is 
reported. We wold gladly that ye ſhuld advertiſe us, how they were 


uſed at their departure; what kind of people were moſt favorably uſed, 


and what kind otherwiſe ; what quantytie and portion was allowed 
unto them; and what difference was made betwixt thoſe burgeſes 
which had deſerved beſt towards us, and others that had leſt deſerved: 
for we think, there was ſome ſuch conſideration uſed, We cannot 
but have ſome compaſſion of ſuch, as for the help of their countrey 
were willing to receave our power into the towne : and, ſaving that 
it is requiſite for your ſuertye, that they ſhould now, as the tyme is, 
be removed thence; yet we wold they were ſo uſed, by permiſſion 


to have their owne ſtuff and goods, (being no merchandize of any 20 


great value, or victell wherewith the enemy might be accommodate) 
that nether we might be towched in honour for any ungratefull uſage 
towards them, nor they afflicted with the malitiouſe reprofe of their 
enemyes. 

GENERALLY we have always adviſed you, that no kind of victell 
might be caried from thence, nether any quantytie of riches or mer- 
chandizes belonging to any Frenchman whoſe devotion hath ben 
knowen to be againſt us. And for a preſent reſolution : if it be true, 
that ſuch as were favorable to th'entry of our power there be depart- 
ed uncontented, by lack of their ſtuff and goods; we wold, that ye 
ſhould fourthwith notify to them, that it is our expreſſe commande- 
ment, upon the hearing of their departure, that they ſhould be as 
well conſidered in their goods, as though they had remayned there. 
And for aſſurance therof, you ſhall cauſe to be delivered unto them 
all their houſhold ſtuff, if it may be conveniently caried thence with- 
out annoyance of your ſuerty: and for their merchandize; you ſhall 
ſignify unto them, that inventaries ſhal be made therof, and the doubles 
delivered to them being ſigned with your hand; for the which you 
ſhall promiſe to be reſpondent : and that order we think indede mete 
you ſhould take. And herof we praye you take ſome earneſt regard, 
for ſatisfaction of our honour, We heare, that Monſieur de Beau- 
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voyr's ſtuff and goods there ſhould be putt in areſt ; which ſemeth 
very ſtrange: and therfore we think it mete, ye ſhould diſſolve that 
arreſt, conſidering in what hard termes he ſtandeth with his owne 
contrey for yelding to us the poſſeſſion of that towne. 

AND now although we do make aſſured accompt of your earneſt 
intention to governe our people there in the feare of Gop and of us: 
yet we muſt put you in remembrance of ſome things that, we feare, 
are more diſordered there then you knowe; whereunto we wold ye 
gave ſome ſpeciall regard. It is not unknowen, what great riches 
was found, and hath come to that towne by many meanes: and con- 
fidering we be anſwerable in honour and juſtice to all demands that 
ſhal be made therfore; we thought ſuerly, by diverſe orders gyven 
from hence, that all the ſame had ben ſafely kept and ſtaied there. 
But we feare it to be over true that is reported, that great quantytie 
therof hath ben by private officers corruptly licenſed to be conveyed 
thence; and that parte alſo is ſpoiled and come to privat men's hands. 
Of which matter we will and require you, calling ſuch of our coun- 
faile there as ye ſhall think mete, to ſee the ſame ſeriouſly examined ; 
for we intend certenly to have an earneſt accompt made therof. 

Wr be ſory to heare, that ther hath ben of late tymes fo often 
ſcarſitie of victell; which we truſt by this daye is well remedied, and 
ſhall ſo continew. But we be as ſory to heare, that emongſt your cap- 
tens and ſoldiors no maner of dayes be obſerved, as they ought to be 
in a towne of warr, for fiſh dayes and faſting: a matter that in all 
garriſons is allwayes ſtreightly obſerved; and ought there chiefly to be, 
conſidering how chargeable and farr of your victells are brought. We 


being ſo neceſſary as they are to be regarded, we aſſure our ſelves, that 
you will omitt no meanes to ſerche out the truthe herof, and to re- 
medy the ſame. 

THis matter of the removing of the French ſo much to their diſ- 
contentation troubleth us not a litle in our mynd, for the compaſſion 
that we have; and except the ſame ſhal be ſome wiſe remedied, we 
may dowte, that Gop ſhall not be contented with the reſt that is to 


followe : and therfore eftſones we require you to ſee earneſtly to ſome . 3

FTER our right hartie commendations, yeſterdaye, being the pa», 
xxl of this preſent, I receyvid a letter from sir Thomas Smythe ore. 
which I have ſent to the queen's Majeſtie, the coppie wherof your — 
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Lordſhips ſhall receyve here incloſed; truſting, that nowe, upon the 
certentie of their repaire hither, you will ſe us furniſhed with all dili- 
gence of thoſe things mentioned in our formour letters. 

VST ER DAVE alſo, upon a letter ſent unto me from the Rin- 
groffe, I ſent captaine Horſey unto him, to ſe what he could learne at 
his hands; for that he was lately come frome the courte: ho amongſt 
other things ſent me worde, that, untill this day at afternone, he wolde 
not moleſt any of this gariſon; but afterward at our perills. Not- 
withſtanding, contrary to his promes, he ſent this mornyng, abowte 
two of the clocke, abowt xx enſignes of fotemen and 400 horſe with- 
in a flight ſhot of the newe forte in the olde towne, with bag and bag- 
gage ; mynding to have incampt theymſelves there in a litle village, 
wherinto they were all entred. Which being diſcovered by our ſkowte, 
worde was broght unto me the Lord Livetenant: and therupon I went 
to the ſaid newe forte, where the night before I had plaſed four cap- 
taines of 200 a pece, namely mr Reede, mr Antwiſill, Mr Apleyerde, 
and Mr Maners ; and bringing ſome other bands with me, I put out 
certeyn of theym and others (with captaine Tremayn's onely band of 
horſemen) to the ſkymuſhe : which behaved theymſeilfs fo valiant- 
ly, that they repulſed the Ringrofe's whole force; and ſlewe and toke 
of fotemen and horſemen upon the point of 400, with one enſigne 
and ſeven droms; not having of ours ſlayne and hurt above 20, and 
not one, to our knowledge, taken. And fo, leaving their bagage and 


vitteills behinde theym, they gave place, and went over the hill; where 


nowe the Ringroffe is incamped, above Englefeld towne, and hathe 
plaſed towe or thre felde peces upon the hill, wherwith he hathe al- 
ready ſhott towards this towne, but done no hurt. This brekefaſt 
(praiſed be Gop) we have given him to his welcome ; which may 
put him in mynde to kepe better promeſſe hereafter. The reſt of his 
conference with Mr Horſey you ſhall receyve herewith in writing. 

CERTEN of the priſoners, a nombre wherof are now knowen to 
be captaines and gentlemen of reputation, have confeſt, that they loke 
for certeyn enſignes of Swyſers, Spanyards, and others out of hande: 
ſo as it ſemyth they are determyned to bende their whole force againſt 
us ; which we ſhall indeyour our ſelves, by Gop's grace, to with- 
ſtande to the uttermoſt of our abilities: truſting, that your Lordſhips 
will ſe us furniſhed of all things accordingly ; ſpecially of men apd 
vitteills, with money, for the releife and confort of our pore and netly 
ſouldyars. Aſſuredly there was never prince ſerved with men of more 
valiant corage, as this morning's worke hathe well declared ; wher- 
by they have deſerved fo well, from the captaine to the meaneſt ſoul- 
dyar, as I cannot ſufficiently commende theym. 


HERE- 
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HEREWITH your Lordſhips ſhall receyve frome the clerke of the 
vitteills a note of ſuche wares as were mentioned in a cedule incloſed 
within your letters of the x11" of this preſent; which are nothing in 
reſpect of that which ſemythe to have bene reaported unto you, as 
ſhall appere by the ſaid note: wherby alſo your Lordſhips ſhall per- 
ceyve, what ſmall provition here is preſently for the vitteyling of ſo 
great a nombre; wherof God graunt we may in tyme be ſupplyed. 

ACCORDING to the queen's Majeſtie's pleaſure ſignifyde to us by 
your Lordſhipps, Mr Wynter hathe chofin out ſuche ſhipps as he thinks 

10 mete preſently to be caryed awaye; to whom there is alſo given a note 
of all ſuche takeling and other furniture as can be founde within the 
town, apperteyning to the ſhipps in this haven. The Skotts bands are 
already muſtered, and are nowe upon their diſpatch ſo ſone as they 
can receyve their paye. It ſemyth, they were very willing to have 
ſerved hir Majeſtie, and therfore lothe to departe. And thus we com- 
mit your Lordſhips to the protection of TH'ALMicuTY, From 
Newhaven, this xx11 of Maye 1563.

Mr Kemys H'ENNEMYESs, to let the fortyfication which is begonne in the 
we > MK owt towne ſythens the comyng of Mr Portinarye, have haſt- 
ron new. ENyd their comyng ſamwhat ſoner then they were looked for, and 
haven. ſomewhat to ſone allſo for themſelves; for that in their furſt approche 
2:Mzy1563- into the village hard by the ſame (where they did meane to ſettle and 
Parzz incampe) they loſt, thanks be to Gon, 500 men, horſemen and foote- 
ore men: of whome the greateſt parte was ſlaine, and the reſt taken and 
pr So brought into this towne, before eight of the clock this morning, by 
captain Read, Darcy, Sowthe, Apleyard, Antwyſell, Tuttye, Warde, 
Perkinſon, and Tremayne with their bands; with the loſſe of leſſe 
then twenty of ours: amongſt whome was ſlaine ane of the garde, 
eynſeygne to Mr comptroller, and one Thomas Edwards, a gentleman, 
ſervant to My Lord Lyvetenant ; the reſt were comon ſoldiors. The 
victory was great, conſidering their great nomber; which by eſtima- 
tion could not be leſſe then 4000: who, being thus repulſed to the 
abbey, drew upp to the hill, and there joyened with the reſt of their 
companye (which nomber is not knowen) and ſo marched alongs the 
ſame, tyll they came on that parte that lyeth next and direct againſt 
the towne, Engolfyld the village betwene bothe; and there by noone 
this day had ſettelled themſelfs, and planted certein ſmall pyeces of 
artyllarye; and in the afternone deſcendid into the ſaid village, and 
into the marche, now being drye, and their ſkyrmyſhed with us; 

but to lyttel purpoſe, other then for the peruſing of the grounde. 
YESTERDAY our brigandins, going owt to bring in a ſhipp which 
was paſſing up the ryver (as they dyd) eſpied byfore Hownflewe three 
or four pynaces, uppon whome they and our galley beftowed a great 


mayny of ſhott ; but could do lyttle hurte, for that the water wold 30 


not ſerve for the galley to approche them. This day arryved here from 
Rye 300 maryners, to traunſporte the beſt of the ſhypps which mr 
Winter hath appointed: I wold, there had come allſo 1 000 pioners, 


that they might bring to perfection that which the ſoldiors (who, for 
their ſmall nomber, ſhall have enowghe to do otherwiſe) have bygonne 
abowt the ramforcyng of the ſayd new forte, This is all which 
preſently I have to adyertyſe your Honour. Wherfor (beſeching the 
lame to have me in remembraunce, according to your accuſtomed 
goodnes, yf anny ſupplye of men come) I end, prayeng to almighty

moneth the Ringrave thinking to have done ſome great exployct == 


upon th'olde town which we ar now fortifieng, cam thither by thre the Queen, 


of the clock in the morning with, at the leſt, 4000 fotemen and _— 
500 horſe: but they founde all things in ſo good order in the new «3May:;63. 
fortifications, as that they durſt not attempt it. Yet nevertheleſſe they 2 
procured a hote ſkirmiſhe even harde to the very forte, to th'ende oO. 
they might have planted themſelfs in the village. But I conſidered, 
it was no fit place for them; for that, they having that grounde, we 
ſhuld not be hable to go thorow with our fortifications. And bicauſe 
I woold give them no longer tyme; I preſently called the captayns to 
me, and declared to them, what daunger it was to ſuffer th'ennemy to 
lodge ſo nere us: for the which cauſe I thought it very requiſite to 
give a haſty charge upon them; and rather than they ſhuld be unbeat- 
en from thens (the which ſnuld ſo moche annoy us) it wer better to 
adventure a grete parte of our lyves. I had not fo ſone ſpoken theſe 
woords to the captains, but well was he that might firſt have gon to 
ſpend their lyves in your Majeſtie's ſervice; ſuche grete good will they 
have to ſerve you. | | 
So furthwith I appointed v1 or vit enſeignes to take this mater 
in hande ; of which company I made capten Rede, who is bothe a 
valiant and diſcrete ſouldiour, their hed and chieftayn for the tyme. 
But if it had pleaſed Gop, I woold your Majeſtie with a wiſhe had 
byn in ſome fave place to have ſeen and behold the grete corage of 
your poore ſouldiours: than ſhould you have ſeen that don with as 
moche to your honour as ever any thing was don to any of your aun- 
ceſtours heretofore. For what could men have don more than they 
did ? For th'ennemy having gotten ſuche a ground of advantage, and 
belides that had plantedall their harquebuſers after ſuche forte likwiſe, 
as the ſouldiors had as good have gon to aſſaulte, as to aſſayle them in 
that place where they wer ſo ſtrongly planted: yet for all that, thorough 
the helpe of Gop, and their grete courage, they firſt got one place, 
and after an other, and ſo by litle and litle drove them clerly out of 
their ſtrength, and entred pele-mele with them. Ther was no wea- 
pon that was not occupied: and when the armed men joyned togi- 
ther, and that they came over to the pusſhe of the pike; then dyd they 
ſhew themſelfs like the valiant race they came of, like Engliſhemen 
indede: ſo that in ſhorte tyme they diſtrefſed their. ennemies, and put 
them to flight, and wer maſters of the felde. Ther was ſlayn, as I 
am credibly enformed, 400 fotemen, beſides four ſcore horſemen; 
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and about ſix ſcore taken priſoners, beſides a grete nomber that wer 
hurte. Thus hath your Majeſtic had an honorable begynning, and 
the ending, by the grace of Gop, hal be everlaſtingly. I do nothing 
doubte, but that you ſhall wyn as moche honor by the keping of this 
town, as ever dyd any prince in the worlde. Thus I commit your Ma- 
jeſtie to the tuition of almighty Gop : who ever have you in his bleſſ- 
ed keping, and ſende your Majeſtie a long and proſperous reign, to 
the grete comforte of all us that be your trew and faithfull ſervaunts.

pen: and had the towne fo ſufficiently garded beſydes, as that if „ neu 


it had byn a farr greatter powr then they Ringrave hath, they ſhuld 
have byn all anſwered to their coſt. But in the ende the enemy ap- 
proched ſo neare they dytche of they new fortyfycation; they which 
as it is not in that caſe, as I wold willingly geve them ſo lardge a ſcope 
as to veyew they dytches: uppon which occaſſion I was forced to 
put out thoſe bandes the which I had in a readines for the purpoſe: 
whoe indede behaved themſelves ſo valyauntly, as that within ſhort 
ſpace they made our good neighbowres try who cold run faſtiſt away ; 
in the which chace was there a greate nomber of them ſlayne. They 
cold not receave a greater dyſhonor then the dyd, for that, in com- 
pariſſon of there nomber, ours was but a handfull: for that they weir 
none els but ſotch leywſe ſhott as was ſent out only to maynteine the 
ſkirmyſh, for all this whill they pykes and ſotch as were appointed 
to back them dyd never ſtyrr. But at the lengh they enemyes cam 
ſo faſte downe to the ſuccoringe of thoſe that rann away, as that, I 
aſſure your Majeſty, yt proved ſo hott a skirmyſh, and fo well mayn- 
teined of both parts, as that they eldeſt ſowldyer here doth ſay, that in 
all their lyves they have not ſene the lyke; but, thancks be to Gop, 
veary few of ours hurt and kylled. Gilberd is hurt with a hargabuſſe, 
but in no dainger: ſurely, there is not a vallyanter man that lyveth ; 
and fo hath his dedes well ſhewyd it now at this time. 

WHYLEST the Ringrave had thus occupied us at they forte, he 
had ſent a four or five hundred men even hard to the bullwarck of 
Saincte-Dreſſes; where I had left sir Hew Pawlett to loke to the 
towne, for that I myſellff went to the fortt : and by whoſe dyſcrete 
order they wer ſo well wellcomed, as that they left thre ſcore or four 
ſcore of their men ded behinde them, and but two or three of ours 
hurte. The controller was on the other ſyde; who ſerved veary 
well, and deſerved great commendatyon. This dyd they skyrmyſh 
contynew allmoſt two owres, untill it grew towards night. Then I 
cauſed Mr Pellam to will the captaines to retyre their ſoldyers: who 
”— 's 


dyd it after ſotch ſort, as that they retyred, their face to the enemy, 
and in contynuall ſhott ; ſo that they veary enemy hath ſince report- 
ed, that they dyd never mete with ſo vallyant men, nor it with more 
expert ſoldyers. There was taken of them at this confly& a captaine 
of greate reputation amongeſt them, and one that had the whooll chardge 
of the fyeld that day. Treymaine's death is ſufficiently inoughe re- 
venged ; for there is, at the leſt, five or fix of their beſt captaines 
ſlayne. | 
Tuts lat ſkirmyſh was a happy turne for a great part of they powr 
ſoldyers; for that ſome of them, that had ſkant a paire of hoſe to put 
on his legs, brought home fayre velvet hoſes with them. Mr Pellam 
is a lyttell hurt with a ſhott. I aſſure your Majeſty, he is ſo careful 
a man, and one of ſotch ſervice indede, as that I had as leffe myſſe on of 
my hands as to ſpare him. It nevertheleſs, there is not they beſt of 
us all but is ſubject to a bloe, and muſt be contented withall: and I 
am well asſhured, there was never hurt that dyd better content hym 
then this, conſideringe he hath receved it in your Majeſtie's ſervyce. 
This I beſetch the lyvinge Gop to preſerve and kepe yow, and to ſend 
yow a long and proſperous rainge, to the great comfort of us all your 
true and faythfull ſubjects.

And therfor I put certeyn of our bands 
From the to the ſcrymiſh, to kepe theym alouve: which behaved theymſelves 
original: fo valiantly, as with the ſhot of our great ordynance they kept theym 
playe by the ſpace of two howres, without ſuffering th'enymie to ap- 
proche, ſo as he might ether ſe or underſtand any thing to his ad- 
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vauntage. The like was done alſo at the ſayd bulwark Addreſſes, 
where the great ordynance flew many. This ſcrymiſhe was verie hott, 
during which tyme dyvers chardges were given: and in th'ende, the 
night approching, th'enymies were repulſt with the loſſe of a great 
nombre of theym, which they caryed away the ſame night from bothe 
the ſayd places. A captaine of th Almayns which had the cheife chardge 
for that ſervice was hurt and taken priſoner, with one or twoe others, 
and his Levetenant ſlayne. | 
Upon ſaterday at the firſt ſcrymiſhe there was a valiant and not- 
able captaine of theirs ſlayne ; whome the Ryngroff dothe nowe moche 
lament, for before he thought he had bene taken. At the laſt con- 
flict there were a fewe of our ſouldyars hurt and ſlayne: which in ſuche 
a caſe could not be avoyded; for the oldeſt ſouldyers here confeſſe, 
they never ſawe a hoter ſkrymithe in all their tyme: and yet not one 
of ours of any credite ſlayne or hurt, ſave mr Pellam, and captaine 
Gilbert Pellam; (the latter] I ſent to retyre our men; and th' other 
was there before, and had behaved himſelf verie valiantly:) theſe 
two were hurt with ſhot, th'one in the leg, and th'other in the ſhoul- 
der, but not in any dawnger, praiſed be Gop. The comptroller was 
alſo there, and behaved himſeilf verie well in giving order to the reſt. 
I aſſure your Lordſhips, not onely this captaine which is taken (a man 
by reaport of great credyte, and long contynuance in the warres) but 
alſo the Ringrof, which behelde this ſkrymiſhe, confeſſe, that they 
never met with the like ſouldyars in all their dayes. 

AND where I have receyvyd lettres from certeyn of your Lordſhips 
to be circumſpect in putting out my men, for that the loſſe of a fewe 


to us is more then a nombre to th'enymie: I aſſure you, as I meane

not upon every light occation, ether to procure or anſwer any ſkry- 
miſhe; ſo I thinke it in no cace tolerable to ſuffre th'enymie to ap- 
proche ſo nere, as he may vieu our dyches: which thing, beſydes 
their force of fotemen, they attempted at this tyme with 600 horſe, 
which came for that purpoſe (and to have cut of our men) even to 
the village hard by the newe forte aforſayd. And as they are not to 
be ſuffred in ſuche caces; ſo can they not be withſtande and repulſed, 
without hazard and loſſe of ſome of all ſortes: which, prayſed be 
Gop, have bene hitherunto as ſmall a nombre, as hathe bene ſeen in 
ſo hot and daungerous conflicts. 

YouR Lordſhips ſhall receyye herewith two lettres from mr Smythe 
and Mydlemore of ſuche advertiſements as they have ſent hither: in 
the which alſo they have written for the delyvery of one Bunga, a 


priſoner here; of whome nothing can be learned, as in our formour | 


lettres we fignifyed unto yow, but that he may be ſuſpected to be par- 
ticipant of his brother's practiſes, who departed this town the day be- 
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fore this was taken: towching whom it may like yow by your next 
lettres to ſignifie your pleaſures ; for that both Mr Smyth and mr My- 
dlemore have wrytten, as yow may perceyve, for his libertie. 
THERE are arryved at Codebecke twenty five canons; wherof five 

be already come hither, and thre of theym have ſhot this day into this 
town frome the hill where they are plaſed. We want here the nom- 
bres of gunners and carpenters before requeſted : which we pray your 
Lordſhips may be ſupplyed with all ſpede; lykewiſe to remembre our 
former and often requeſts for men, money, and vitteiles: for by want 
of money our workes are wonderfully hindred, and the men diſcorag- 
ed, and lyve in great miſerie. Here is alſo come amongſt us a ſtraunge 
diſeaſe wherof nine dyed this mornyng (and many before) verie ſod- 
enlye: fo as it is tyme we had a ſupplye of men, and vitteils for the 
ſame; having a ſmal company at this preſent for the mannyng of this 
towne and the new forte againſt the powers that be bent and pretend- 
ed towards it; being nowe in ſuche cace, as the ſouldyars are forſt 
to watche every other night, beſyds th'anſwering of all ſoddeyn alarums 
and approches: which is verie moche for men to indure any long 
tyme, without a farder and ſpedy ſupply; truſting, your Lordſhips 
will conſider it accordingly. And ſo we commit yow to the protecti- 
on of almightie Goo. At Newehaven, this v11 of June 1 563.

F I ſhold nowe paſſe over with ſcylence the good ſucceſſe which en 
Gop, this laſt ſatterdaye, did give us againſt the Rinegrave and — 
his companye; I might juſtlye ſeme unto your nHonnour, eyther very gn Ne 
flowthfull, or ells to moche forgetfull of my dewtye. For avoyding haven, 
whereof, thies ſhal be to advertyſe the fame, that, abowt v1 of the 7 June156;. 
clock the ſame night, a ſkyrmyſhe was procured and bygonne betwene 2 ar « = 
the ſcowts of our new forte and ther ſcowts lieng in the marche by? 


the village Lieur ; for the mayntenance whereof the ennemy brought 
downe from the hyll the greatyſt part of his ſhot, not fo few as 1 500 
men, beſides armed men 1000 to back them. With which nomber 
they played with our men, not paſſing 500, more then two long 
howers; and in th'end were, to their great ſhames, repulſed with 
no ſmall loſſe: and yf night had not bene ſo nyghe, they had bene 
dryven to theyr tents. 

In which ſkyrmyſhe, beſydes the loſſe of a greate nomber of their 
men ſlayne and hurte, we toke onlye one of theirs, a captaine of good 
eſtimation; ſuche a one as, not underſtanding the compoſytion be- 
twene My Lorde and the Rinegrave (which is, thatevery officer of ey-. 
ther partic ſhal be redemed for his quartorege) offred two thouſand 
crownes for his ranſome: his name is capten Beſton, a Dowcheman, 
And of our ſyde were ſlayne not paſſing four or five at the moſt, and 
not manny hurte : emongſt which nomber Mr Pelham was ſhot throughe 
the calf of his legg, and Mr Gilbert throughe the ſhowlder, but in 
no daunger. At the ſame inſtant they offred to ſkyrmyche on the 
beache, by bulwark des Addreſſes; whear they gayned as in the 
other. This daye they have planted four cannons on the hill, and with 
them have ſhot into the toune, but to lytle purpoſe. And nowe ar 
they abowte to plante ordinance at the bryckyll, to beate the roade; 
which will do no great harme. 

Manny of our men have bene hurte in thies few skyrmyſhes, 
but manny moo by drynking of this wine, which hathe caſt downe a 
great nomber, of hoate burning diſſeaſes and impoſtumations, not un- 
lyke the plage: from which Gop of his infynyt goodnes kepe us, and 
preſerve your Honnour in helth and long lyfe, with moche encreaſe.

OrFi1ct. maynes; I aſſure yow, syr, there is never a man but is of the ſame 
From Opinyon : it nevertheleſs, every man muſt content himſelf with Gop's 
— appointment. And lykeas her majeſty can't be ſerved without loſs 
band. of men, as well captaines as others; for that, I think, none is ſent 
*Sothe MS: hither but for ſervyce ſake : even ſo I truſt, that nether her Majeſty, 
nor it any of yow of the cownſell, hath ſo ſmall creditt of me, as to 
thinck, that without great occaſſion I wold venter they ſimpleſt man's 
lyff in this towne. It, occaſſion being offred, I am well aſſured, that 
from the higheſt to the loweſt, there is none that doth accompt their 
lyves to deare to ſpende in the qQuene's ſervice. Peradyenture it is

Iour truſty and wel beloved we grete yow well. Here hath ben rue een 
with us Monſieur d' Alluy and la Haye, who have uſed diverſe 33 
meanes to recover Havre. D'Alluy hath uſed more rounder meanes; ,, 3 
offering only the ratification of the treaty at Cambreſy, and in ge- 
nerall words ſuch other aſſurance as ſhall ſeme reaſonable, fo it be not 9»: cx. 
repugnant to the treaty: and yet he and the Embaſſadour both hath rom we 
by their ſpech with others gyven it out, that they think ſucrly, we gag es 
ſhall have no ſuch hoſtages as we wold; for that ſuch kind of great reaed by | 
perſonages be not ſo redy at commandement in this the King's yong * Cell. 
age, but, as they think, will by one meanes or other refuſe to come 
hither, La Haye hath uſed the ſame offers: and hath added certen 
reaſons to move us on the prince's behalf, that we wold come to an 
accord; wherby the prince might growe into credytt and aucthorytie 
there, and therby be able to gratify us in our requeſts, wherof he 
maketh great aſſuraunce in words; and therby alſo occafion might be 
gyven, by th'agreament of us and the princes of Almain with him 
and his parte, to adyance and ſett furth the cauſe of relligion through 
chriſtiendome. 
OuR anſwer to all this hath ben a perſiſting in the demand of Cal- 
lice. And finding no more francknes or aucthorytie in them to de- 
ſcend into particuler offers of aſſurance, we have alſo forborne to 
deale with any particuler ſpeach of the manners of aſſurances: and 
yet we think they ſuppoſe, that if there were particuler and good 
overtures made to us of aſſurance that might be honorable and of good 
ſuerty, we might be brought to gyve better care therunto, But ſeing 
yt appeareth, that eyther they have no aucthority ſo to deale with us, 
or that it is not ment indede to make any ſuch aſſurance as ought to 
content us; they are departed, and we well content to ſuffer them 
to go. And yet we have thought mete, for the teſtimony to the world 
of our demand, to ſend this beror, our ſervant Thomas Danet, in 
meſſage to the King there for demanding of Callice, in lyke ſort as 
they have ſent hither to demand Newhaven; for the which he hath 
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inſtruction from us in writing: which being communicated with yow; 
our pleaſure is, that ye ſhould Joyne with him therein, for th'execu- 
tion of that and ſuch other writings which herewith he bringeth un- 
to yow from us. 

Uro the peruſing of the inſtructions gyven to Danet, yow ſhall 
perceave, that we thynk mete, the dilatyng of thyngs ſhuld be your 
chardg, becauſe of your acqueyntance with the matters: and as ſone 
as ye can, ſend one of your ſervants to us, and let Danet ſtey onely 
two or three dayes, to underſtand what ſhall follow of the matter con- 
teyned in a ſecond inſtruction; wherof Danet is not privee, nor ſhall 
be, untill yow ſhall ſhew hym the ſame. And of that matter we 
chardg yow wryte to no perſon here but to our ſelffe, nether lett Da- 
nett wryte therof but to us, untill his retorn.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR THoMAs DANNET ESQUIER, SENT BY THE 
QUEEN'S MAJESTY TO THE FRENCH KING, THE XIII OF 
JuNE 1563. 


The Queen's 
Inſtructions 
to Mr Danet 


E ſhall repaire to the yrench king with as much ſped as ye can; 
uſing therein the adviſe of our Embaſſadour there reſident, for 
1 laserzej Your more ſpedy acceſſe. And after the delyvery of our lettres to the 
Parzzx Kyng, and the ſalutations done to hym and his mother the quene 
oxr:ce. that ar convenient, ye ſhall ſaye: that we do require the king our 
Frome good brother to underſtand, that, by the breaking of the treaty made 
_— cor- at Chaſteau en Cambreſy by his father, we have had of long tyme 
rectedby right to demand the reſtitucion of Callice, and the ſomme of 500000 
crownes forfaited tous; which we have demanded at ſeverall tymes her- 
to fore, both in the tyme of his brother the late K ing Francis, by whom 
the ſame treaty was many weys broken, and lykwiſe we have note- 
fyed our right therunto by manny other meanes now of late in his 
tyme. And if it be ment to have peace kept betwixt us, as it is to be 
wiſhed, we do require hym, that on his part the towne of Callice 
with the territoryes may be rendred unto us, and the ſaid ſomme of 
money ; and uppon our parte, according to his requeſt lately made by 
Monſieur d'Alluy, we will delyver Havre de Grace: and otherwiſe 
we do require him, that we may not offend him in amytie for the 

keping in poſſeſſion of that which we have. 
AND becauſe we thinke, there wil be ſuch ſhort anſwer made 
hereunto, as it ſnal be nedefull to mayntein our demand of Calliſs 
by reaſon and juſtice: for that our ambaſſadour reſident is acquainted 
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ment to him, who may ſhortly and playnely deale therin as he ſeeth 
cauſe. And if there ſhall fall out any overtures of a new ratification 
of the ſayd treaty of Cambreſy, and therwith other aſſurances to be 
deviſed for the ſame ; yow ſhall ſhew your ſelf to have no commiſ- 
ſion to deale furder therein: but yet ſaye, yow will report what is 
faid unto yow, and do think, that Monſieur d'Alluy or la Haye who 
wer laſt here cann report what lykelyhood they found of any liking 
therof, if they did deale therein with us; wherof yow may make 
yourſelf ignorant. And after your firſt audience, except ye ſee great 
cauſe to the contrary, ye ſhall depeache to us ſomme meſſenger with 
the report of your negotiation, and ſtey after that two or three dayes, 
to ſee what els may be offred unto yow, and fo theruppon take your 
leave and retorn.

YRsT he ſhall doo the beſt that he can, uppon conference with gan. 
the Lorde Lieutenant there, to underſtande the juſt nombre of ci Knollys, 
ſoldiours ſerving there; and as nere as he may, either by muſter, if en 
it ſhall be ſo thought fyt, or otherwyſe, obtayne a rolle of the names a = . 
of all manner of captaynes having intertaynement there, with theyr , 55 g 
officers and bands: fo as at his returne hir Majeſtie may certaynely un- orie. 
derſtande, not onely what nombres be there for the ſuretie of the gone 
towne, but allſo what charges ar to be conſidered for the payment and c

maintenance thereof.  reied by 
ITEM he ſhall allſo underſtande the ſtate of the victuells, and cauſe 5: Cecil 
to be delyvered unto hym a juſt remayne of all hir Majeſtie's ſtore 
there in theyr ſeverall kindes, and how muche is iſſued and ſpent 
thereof, either by the day or by the weeke. He ſhall allſo ſeeke to 
be informed, what other kindes of victuells there ar in that towne, 
being no parcell of the quene's Majeſtie's proviſion or ſtore. He ſhall 
allſo view the ſtate of the brewehouſes, the bakehouſes, and the mylls; 
and informe hymſellf, howe muche they can grynde, brewe, and 
bake by the day or weeke: and in that behalf he ſhall conſider the 
condition and ſtate of their freſhe water there. | 
ITEM he ſhall view the ſtate of the rrench ſhippes there; and de- 
viſe, by all meanes that he can, howe a greater nombre of them 
might be brought into Englande for the quene's ſervice: and ſhall 
yſe ſume ſecrete. and earneſt inquiſition, what taklyng, ſayles, and

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other apparaling for ſhippes be ſecretly layed up in that towne; by re- 
covery whereof a greater nombre of the ſame ſhippes might be brought 
over then of late was, for lack of ſuche apparaling. And uppon the 
knowledge of any ſuche, he ſhall cauſe the ſame, in whoſe poſſeſſion 
ſo ever the ſame be, to be by aucthoritie of the Lord Lieutenant there 
employed to that uſe; and thereof advertiſe, by his letters or other- 
wyſe, William Wynter, nowe having the charge uppon the narrowe 
ſees. And in caaſe there can be no ſuche apparaling for the ſhippes 
founde in that towne; he ſhall conſult with the Lord Lieutenant, and 
any others there, by what good meanes ſume ſure ordre may be tak- 
en for all thoſe ſhippes there, that ſuche as be ſerviceable might be 
brought from that towne, and the reſt to be ſpoyled and put to the

uſe of the fortifications there. And in caaſe it ſhall appere, that any 


of th'apparrell or takling for the ſayd ſhippes doo remayne in the hands 
of any of the quene's Majeſtie's ſubjects there, and that they have 
indede bought and payed for the fame without crym; then he ſhall 
doo well to cauſe the owners thereof to be commoned withall, ſo as 
they may have repayment made, and yet in any wyſe the ſayd takle 
and apparaling fayle not to be imployed to the uſe aforeſayd. 

ITEM heſhall by all good meanes informe hymſellf of the ſtrengthes 
and fortifications of that towne, as well for all places of imperfections 
therein as otherwyſe for the ſtrength. And ſpecially he ſhall under- 
ſtande the ſtate of the laſt fortifications in the olde towne, called Fort- 
Warwick; in what ſtate of defence the ſame is preſently, and with- 
in what tyme it may begardable, and what imperfections there be pre- 
ſently in the ſame, and how many wayes the ſame may be annoyed 
by th'ennemie. He ſhall allſo conſider, what nombres of men may 
watche and warde the ſame newe peece by it ſellf, and how many the 
tone ſhall allſo require for the garde thereof. He ſhall allſo view 
the ſtate of the rampiers, and the maundes ; bycauſe it hath byn in- 
formed, that not long agoo the artillerie in many places of that towne 
were in daunger to be diſmounted by lack of maundes and gabions. 
He ſhall allſo conſider, howe the freſhe water lately founde in the 
ſayd forte may be preſerved, and the ſpring thereof helped for more 
aboundance of water, if the ſame poſſiblie may be. He ſhall conſider, 
from what place th'ennemie may moſt annoye that towne, or impeache 
the entrie of any veſſells into the ſame; and what deviſes may be in- 
ventyd to wiſtande and remedy the ſame. 

ITEM, bycauſe it is informed, that the ſtopping up of a ſcluſe next 
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to the caſtle hath gyven occaſion for the mouthe of the haven next to 40 


the ſayd caſtle to be choked with peable, he ſhall conſidre the anney- 


aunces and daungers that may arryſe thereof; and informe hymſellf 


by men of underſtanding, what remedies : ar beſt to be deviſed for any 
annoyance, if ſuche ſhall be, 
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Ir u he ſhall enquire, how the munition and powder be ſafely 
preſerved in that towne, and gyve his advice and charge above all 
other things to be carefull thereof; bycauſe it is informed, that the 
ennemies make ſumme account to practiſe the diſtruction thereof. 

ITEM he ſhall conferre with the Lord Lieutenant, to what purpoſe 
the horſſemen may remayne there, conſidering the lack of horſſe- 
meat, and ſpecially of freſhe water for the ſayd horſes: and if it 
ſhall be founde expedient to ſende them away; he may gyve advice 
accordingly, and yet the men to remayne in ſervice as footemen. _ 

ITEM he ſhall gyve advice, that all ſyck men, being unfaynedly 
ſyck, may be diſmiſſed; and the lyke to be doon with the hurt men 
that ar not lyke very ſhortly to recover and be ſerviceable : and rather 
then they ſhold ſtay for lack of pay there, to cauſe them to have 
billetts, ſigned with the threaſourer and comptroller, for ſuche ſumes as 
ar due unto them; uppon the ſight whereof they ſhall not fayle but 
to be payed here. 

- ITEM he ſhall gyve advice and procure, that all woomen and 
other unneceſſarie people that are not ſerviceable there, and all pri- 
ſoners that ſhall not be thought mete to be delyvered ſhortly uppon 
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raunſome, to * be ſent away into Englande for ſaving of victuells; %, Ge us. 


and ſpecially the good priſoners wolde be ſafely ſent into Englande 
for feare of miſcarrying there. 
ITEM he ſhall gyve advice, that no manner of commoditie, ſpe- 


cially nothing that may ſerve for victuell, be ſuffred by any manner 


of meanes to be carried owt of that towne to the ennemie, or any parte 
of France; but to the uttermoſt to empeache the paſſage of any com- 
moditie by the river of Sene upwarde to the uſe of the Frenche: and 
in this parte he ſhall informe hymſellf, by all the beſt meanes he can, 


of what importance the impeaching of the paſſage of that ryver is, or 


hereafter may be to the Frenche ; and how the ſame may be beſt doon 
by the parte of Englande. And bycauſe it is underſtande, that the 
ennemie, lying uppon this ſyde of Caux, hath a great parte of theyr 
victuells from the other ſyde of Normandy, which is ſent over the 
water to Caudebek and other places; he ſhall deviſe with them that 
have the charge of the marine matters there, how the ſame may be 
empeached and ſume tyme diſtreſſed, both for the diſappointing of th' 
ennemie, and obtayning of ſume encreaſe of the maſſe of victualls; 
foreſeing, the ſame be not attempted, withowt ſume manifeſt aſſu- 
rance for avoyding of the daunger of the quene's majeſtie's veſſells. 
ITEM where hir nighnes, emongſt other nombres of men pre- 
ſently ſent over, hath cauſed the nombre of 400 ſoldiors to be ſent 
to Newhaven owt of the counties of Norffolke and Suffolke, to ſerve 
for the ſupplie and furniſhing of the broken and decayed bandes there; 
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he ſhall, in caaſe the ſayd 400 men doo cume into Newehaven be- 
fore his coming from thence, gyve his advice, and have ſpeciall re- 
garde, that they may forthwith be placed and beſtowed emongſt the 
ſayd decayed bands, for the ſupplie of the ſame, according to hir Ma- 
jeſtie's pleaſure and meaning. 

FARTHER, foraſmuche as it is ſuppoſed, that the ſoldiors that ar 
preſently ſent owt of Norffolke and Suffolke to Newehaven cannot 
well be furniſhed of armour and weapon by the countree, but that 
they muſt be of neceſſitie provided thereof at theyr comming thither ;

T may pleaſe yow to be advertiſed, thas the lettres ſent herewith M* Wool 
have remaynid theſe two dayes here by reaſon of contrary wyndes atmo ng 

in the which is partely declared our miſerable ſtate here, not onely d. 
by occation of this horrible plage (wherof there nowe dye commonly "AIP 
ſixty a day, or above) but for want of money to releive the pore men taven. we 
withall, which dayly fawle downe in great nombres: for there are 27Juners63 
preſently ſeke twenty, thirty, and forty of a bande; ſo as ſome that 
had two hundred hathe not nowe ſixty able to ſerve: and of theſe „e, 
that once fall ſeke fewe or none recover, partely by th'extremitie of  _ 
the diſeace, and partely for want of freſhe meates to confort them origina, 
withall ; which is not here to be had, nether yet any drinke, fave 
wyne (which comonly they drynke with the lees) and ſowre ſyther, 
As yet we have, praiſed be Gop, loſt no captaines, nor gentlemen ; 
fave Mr John Horſey, a yong man of great towardnes, Mr Chidley, 
and one Manering, livetenant to captaine Saunders; which were all 
buryed yeſterdaye: the reſt were ſouldyers, and inferiour officers ; 
but, I aſſure yow, the beſt and moſt honeſt of all the gariſon. A 
note was ſent by sir Fraunces Knols of five thouſand and odd that 
were here in paye at his departure; but I do certenly beleve, that 
here be not four thouſand ſouldyers able to ſerve at this day, and not 
above an hundred laborers. Trewly, except Gop of his great mercie 
do ſtaye this terrible plage, th' infection is fo univerſall, as it is like to 
conſume a wonderfull nombre before th'ende of thes towe monthes ; 
eſpecially if we be not ſpedily holpen with beare, freſhe meates, men, 
and money; for I do thinke, twentie captaines cannot at this preſent 
make twenty ſhillings; ſo as J may truly ſaye, our miſerie is ſuche as 
I never ſawe the lyke, at Bullein, nor elſwhere. 
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oon enymies have bene verie quiet theſe five or ſix dayes: wher- 
by it is to be thoght, that ether they tary for a greater force, or els 
are practiſing ſome great enterpriſe, which we ſhall her of ſhortely. 
Thus I ende, beſeching Gop to put an ende to theſe trobles, as may 
make moſt to his glorie, and quietnes of bothe theſe contries. From 
Newhaven, this xxv11" of June 1 563.

TheLordsof FTER our right harty commendations to your Lordſhip, uppon 
_— the repayre hither of sir Hugh Paulet with certayne inſtruc- 
warwick. tions in writing ſent from you conſerning dyvers matters of importance 
29Juner563 to be reſolved by the quene's Majeſtie, we have thought mete breef- 
parts ly, for your better fatisfaftion, to imparte unto you the ſayd reſoluti- 
orn. ons before the coming thither of sir Hugh Paulet; and therewith all- 
From t=* ſo ſuche other determinations and reſolutions as have byn taken here

raught cor- ſence the returne of sir Fraunces Knolles knight, hir Majeſtie's vice- 
Gesc. Chamberlayne. 

FyRSSH to the demaunde made to have a full pay: it hath byn 
conſidered, what ſumme of monny might accompliſhe the ſame to the 
x1v” of this monneth, beſydes all preſts for victells; and thereuppon 
hir Majeſtie hath appointed treaſure to be delyvered, which ſhall be 
ſent away with as muche ſpede as the ſame can be tolde and carryed. 
There hath byn allſo monney payed to the hands of Hugh Counſell 
the x1" of this monneth towardes the woorks there; which if wynde 
have not let, we doubt not but the threaſourer hath the ſame in his 
hands before this tyme. 

For the demaunde to have the garriſon fully furniſhed to the nom- 
bre of 7000 ſoldiours, and 1000 pioners; ordre is allſo gyven, and 
the ſame is in hande, to ſende owt of Somerſetſhier 600, Gloceſter- 
ſhier 600, Hampſhier, Dorſet and Wiltſhier 300: which, with the 
1200 owt of Norffolke and Suffolke, ſhall make that garriſon to be 
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above 7000 men, beſydes 2 59 of the retinue of the captaynes and 
officers, and 4 5 horſſemen, 21 1 under the Maſter of the ordinance. 
And to ſupplie the pioners, ordre is allſo gyven to ſende 700 more. 
And for a greater ſupplie, as cauſe ſhall require, ordre is gyven, and 
preſently in execution, to put in redines within the realme uppon the 
point of 30000 men. 

For the matter of the victelling of that towne, it is thus determin- 
ed; and thought mete, that there ſholde be proviſion for eight 
monnethes victell for gꝙooo men, in this manner following. Three 
monneth proviſion of deade ſtore to remayne in that towne; three 
other monnethes victell to be ordinarylie there in expending; and two 
others to be at Porteſmouth, Dover, and Weymouth: the charges 
whereof allthough it be very great, yet it is ſeene convenient and ne- 
ceſſarie to be doon. It is ordred allſo to have more plenty of graves 
and hoyes to ſerve the victuellers for more frequent tranſportation. 

Tur demaundes for powder is allſo ordred to be forthwith execu- 
ted, and the gonners derected thether; the 50 carpenters and joyners, 
with the ſawyers, ſent from hence with theyr tools three dayes paſt. 
Uppon the demaunde to have more marriners for the ſupplying of the 
ſervice in the galley, there is ſume farther conſideration had for an al- 
teration to a better purpoſe, uppon conference had with Mr vice- 
chamberlayne at his returne thence. For where we perceave by him, 
that the galley, drawing about 8 or ꝗ foote water, cannot conveniently 
traverſe the mowthe of Seane, by reaſon of the flatts and ſandes in 
the ſame; but' that the fregates which be there are more mete for 
ſuch a kind of ſervice, in that they drawe not half ſo much water as 
the other: it is here thought mete, according to the reaſons declar- 
ed by Mr vichamberlein, and as we underſtand alſo ur Wynter to be 
of the ſame opinion, that fowre or fyve frigates ſhal be ſpedely made 
and ſent thither, and the charges ſuſteyned in the galley converted to 
that purpoſe. Theſe be the ſubſtance of thinges wherein reſolu- 
tion here hath ben taken with the ſaid sir Hugh Paulett. And for 
the reſt of the matters ; we do remitt the forder declaration to himſelf, 
to be made unto you at his retorne. 

Uro conference had with Mr vichamberlein, we do find the like 
reporte of the ſtate of your thinges there, and the like demands alſo 
as we hard before by sir Hugh Pawlett. Nevertheles we think it 
mete to impart unto you our opinions in certen things not mentioned 
here before. Firſt for the bringing from thence of ſome more num- 
ber of the yrench ſhippes; we perceave, that he toke order at his be- 
ing there with Mr Wynter for the tranſporting from thence of three 
or fowre mo by help of the tacklyng and apparell that was found for 
the ſame in the towne there: which matter we pray your Lordſhip to 
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furder by all good meanes that ye can. And where he reporteth the 
beſt opinion of you and others there for the avoyding of the reſt out of 
that haven to be this; that they ſhould be ſold or delivered upon 
prices: for execution therof, the Quene's Majeſtie hath alredy given 
commiſſion to Mr Winter and others there to be don by your adviſe. 
AND for the marchandizesand other goods, that ether remained there 
or hath ben brought thither belonging to the French, we are very ſo- 
ry to underſtand, both by mr vichamberlein and mr Pawlett, the un- 
certenty of the ſtate therof; being a matter of ſo great moment and 
importance, as from the begynning accompt was made to her Ma- 10 
- jeſtie, that the profytt therof arriſing ſhould have contervayled a great 
part of her Majeſtie's charges hetherto ſuſteyned in the defence of that 
towne. And conſidering expreſſe commandement and commiſſion 
hath ben gyven to have the ſame goods to be viewed, and invento- 
ryes therof to be made, and putt in ſafety; we are in hope, that up- 
on ſome earneſt inquiſition, it may be knowen to whoſe handes the 
portions miſſing hath come, and therof accompt to be made. Wher- 
fore we earneſtly require your Lordſhip, conſidering yourſelf as other- 
wiſe fully occupyed, to commytt the care and charge hereof to ſome 
ſuch as you ſhall think may be able to make ſome accompt therof 20 
towardes the anſwering of her Majeſtie's charges. And if we had a 
declaration made to us of the ſeverall goods, and quantities and the 
values therof; we cold at this preſent have determined, what ſhould 
have ben don therewith: but now we can procede no further then 
this. We think it not amiſſe, that ſuch victellers as ſhall come thi- 
ther upon their one aventures, and ſhal be content to take in ex- 
change ſalt for the ſame, that, the price therof being reaſonably con- 
ſidered, they may be permitted to cary from thence hither into the 
realme as much ſalt as the value therof may anſwer their victells; ſo 
as the quene's Majeſtie be anſwered for the ſame. And for the oade 30 3 
and braſill, the quantyte wherof we know not, we think it not amiſſe, 
if any Engliſh marchants will buy the ſame at reaſonable prices, and 
will pay redy money there for the ſame, that then they have ſuch 
quantytie therof as ſhal be thought mete; payeing redy money for 
the ſame to [the] threaſoror there, to the quene's Majeſtie's uſe: 
wherof the threaſorer ſhall do well to make certificat from tyme to 
tyme. 
Wr perceave alſo, that the ſluce betwene the caſtle and the jutty 
may be made ſervicable for a tyme with ſmall charge; and that it is 
convenient to have a platforme made upon the ſame jutty, to ſcoure the 40 4 
back of the beache: which two things we do allowe very well to be 
donn. We do alſo allowe well the converting of the horſmen, being 
but few, into footemen; ſo as the choyſe men of them, being above 
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the degre of commen ſoldiors, may have 124 a day, and the reſt as 
others have. We have alſo, upon the ſending of this new ſupplye, 
thought mete to ſend all the wholl nombres thither to be diſtributed 
to ſuch captains as by your adviſe ſhal be thought mete. And we ear- 
neſtly require you to have ſomme good conſideration, that the armour 
and weapons, both of theſe and others, may be preſerved; ſo as the 
countreys, which have ben gretely charged therewith, may be an- 
ſwered of the ſame as nigh as poſſibly may be: wherof we do under- 
ſtand they remain in expectation; and much the rather by ſuch good 
menes as, we truſt, you and others having charge there will uſe for 
the accompliſhing of the ſame. 

We have allſo in conference with Mr vice-chamberlain underſtande, 
that a ſmall charge wolde repaire one of the other ſluſes within the 
towne, in ſuche forte as therby bothe the haven might be amended, 
and ſom mylles might be ſett within the towne upon the courſe of the 
ſaide water; which allſo, as we underſtande, John Flemming offerts 
to doo with a very ſmall charge. Of this matter we require you like- 
wiſe to have conſyderation: and yf you finde yt very neceſſary to be 
don, and the charge not greate ; we praye you to cauſe it to betaken in 
hand with ſpeede: and yet yf the charge ſhall appeere to be very grete, 
and nevertheleſſe neceſſary to be doon; then we pray you by your 
next letters to advertyſe us therof. 

Wr alſo perceave, that notwithſtanding the charge of the galley 
and the two fregats there, beſydes other the queene's Majeſtie's ſhips 
remayning upon that coſte, that the Frenche doo and may paſſe up 
that ryver on the furder ſyde at any tyme whan the wynde is ſtrayne- 
able in the ſouthe or ſouthweſt. For the remedy wherof, being a matter 
of as grete importance as any one appertayning to that towne; we 
perceve by mr vice-chamberlain, that he, conferring with Mr Wyn- 
ter, could underſtande no other, but that the ſame fregats, and ſam 
mo to be provided, might lye upon the other ſyde, and to be backed 
with ſom greter veſſelles: for otherwyſe he confeſſid, that the French 
might paſſe ſafely and freely. This matter is of ſuch weight, as, yf 
eyther it be misjudged of, or not well forſeene to be impeched, we 
know not any one thing mor prejudiciall to the ſervice of her Majeſ- 
tie. And becauſe, at Mr vice-chamberlain's being there, we perceave, 
ther was a rode founde on the other ſyde, unknowen before, where 
the Queen's Majeſtie's ſhips may ſavely ryde; we pray your Lordſhip 
to conferre with Mr Wynter therin, and cauſe this matter to be well 
debated, whither the French may, nothwithſtanding the lyeng of the 
queen's ſhips there, enter up the ryver with any veſſels of burden, 
eyther for merchandiſe or victuell; and of that which ſhall be upon 
your conference reſolvid to cauſe advertiſement to be gyven to us, for 


our furder ſatifaction. 
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We perceve alſo, that mr Portynary doth diligently and carefully 
ſerve in the office which he hathe; and that he fyndith grete hind- 
rance, becauſe the laborers eſteeme him ſo little as he can get none 
of them to doo that which he commandith. For remedy wherof we 
pray your Lordſhip to gyve ordre to Mr Pelham, who hathe the 
charge of the workmen, [that he] may directe and commande his in- 
feriour officers to be ſerviſable with the laborers in any ſuch thing as 
the ſaide Portynary ſhall think meete to be don; except it may be 
underſtande by any other meanes, that his commandments ſhall not 
be to ſuche purpoſe as ought to be allowed. We take the man to be 
very willing to ſerve; and being a ſtranger, we think, the common 
workmen have little eſtymation of him: which may be eaſily remedy- 
ed by your Lordſhip's ordre. As for the other ſtranger there, namid 
Megliorino ; upon your letters written hither before Mr vice-cham- 
berlain's returne, we underſtoode, you ment to ſend him to her Ma- 
jeſtie with reporte of things there. And becauſe we cannot perceve 
by mr vichamberlain, that he ſhall come away, except he be revok- 
ed from hence; we have thought meete to referre the matter to your 
Lordſhip: that yf you think it meete to have him com from thence 
for any reſpecte, that then ye doo uſe the matter therafter, and ſo to 
ſend him hither with your letters; referring his furder allowance to 
be made unto him heere: but yf ye ſhall fynde meete to keepe him 
in reſpecte of his underſtanding, and your neede of him; you may 
ſo doo. h 

WE have gyven ordre to Abington and Darell, that monithly one 
of them ſhall com over to that toune, to ſee the ſtate and ordre of 
the victels there; becauſe we fynde, that their clerks be not of ſuf- 
ficiency for ſuch a matter as that is. And we think it were well don, 
both for your owne ſatisfaction and ours, that ſom one of that garri- 
ſon, having knowledge in ſuch matters, might be appoynted to kepe 
an accompte of ſuche victels as from tyme to tyme doo arryve there; 
ſo as compariſon may be made monithly betwixt the certificats of the 
victellers to us, and the reckining kepte by ſuch a man as you ſhall 
there appoynte. 

WHERE it appeerith, ye have greate lacke of ſurgeons there; which, 
we take, growith, becauſe the ſame require greter intertaynment than 
be allowed: for the furder help to intertayne good ſurgeons, we think

origin, They dye nowe in bothe theſe peces upon the point of 100 a daye, 
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ſo as we can not geyt men to burye theym ; and, beſydes this, the 
doble nombre fall ſeke every daye : by meane wherof, if we have 
not a ſupplye, we are not lyke to have zoo left within theſe ten 
dayes. Th' enymie (as we wrote unto you in our laſt letters) hathe 
broght a trenche throughe the marſhe, and hathe alſo cut the ſame 
throughe the beache, where they have made place for ten or eleven 
canons within the harquibuſe ſhot of bulwarke 8. Addreſſes; mynd- 
ing, not onely to diſmount our ordynance upon the ſaid bulwark, 
but alſo to come nearer upon the backe of the ſaid beache, therby 
to take awaye our haven : which we ſe not well howe to prevent, 
for that we have not hands ſufficient to make any defence againſt 
theim, (moche leſſe by ſalying to impeache theym) nether yet to 
man the fourte parte of this towne, . in cace it ſhal he aflayled ; 
and you may be well aſſured, that th' enymie will omit no occation, 
to whom our ſtate every way is to well known. At the forte alſo 
the enymie dothe every night approche nearer and nearer: and there 
our nombres do dayly decaye alſo, to their great diſcomfiture ; for 
they are not, of 800 ſent thyther, able to bring thre hundrethe to 
the wawles. The reſt of our ſtate and wants here we referre to the 
farder declaration of Mr Fyſher, the bearer herof, whom we do ſende 
over preſently for that purpoſe. 

Wr have written dyvers tymes for a larger maſſe of biſket and 
meele ; wherof we are ſhortely like to have great nede, for that the uſe 
of our wynde-myls are quyte taken from us, and our hande-myls 
ſerve to no purpoſe in effect. The Ringroff reaported yeſterdaye to a 
man of myne upon his honour, that the rrenche king, the prince of 
Condye, and th' admyrall, with xxx olde bands of Gaſcoyns wold be 
here verie ſhortely. And thus we commit your Lordſhips to almightie 
GoD.

T may pleaſe your Lordſhips to be advertiſed, that, ſyns the de- 
parture of Mr Fiſher, th' enymies have not onely battred our 
ſteple, and therby made it unſerviſable, but alſo have applyed their 
battry to bulwarke 8 Addrefſes frome the beache within harquibus 
ſhotte, with x1 canons continually for theſe towe dayes ; wherby 
our ordynance there hathe not bene able to annoye theym to any great 
purpoſe, for that our peces were not ſo well planted before hande as 
was requiſite, for wante of tyme and hands to bringe the ſame to 
perfection. This laſt night they have finiſhed a trenche frome 
their ſaid battrye to the corner of the bulwarke : where they have 
already plaſed their baſketts, and intende, ether this next night or 
verie ſhortely, to bring their ordynance, and therwith to take awaye 
the flanke of the ſaid bulwark towards the caſtle; and ſo to batter 
bothe that curteyn, (which hathe nether rampaire nor valnure to the 
purpoſe) and alſo the caſtle, therby to take awaye our haven; which 
is the marke they have ſhot at frome the beginnyng. And ſurely, 
oneleſs we have verie ſhortlye ſuche a nombre as we maye be able to 
ſalye withall, ether to the taking or diſtreſſing of theyr ordynance, 
it is not poſſible to preſerve the ſaid haven many dayes. 
We have this laſt night begonn to caſt a trenche frome the water- 
gate to the ſea ſyde; where, if we may have tyme, we purpoſe to 
make a travers for the preſervation of the ſaid caſtle and haven. But 


ve are ſo unfurniſhed of pyoners, as we are in doubt howe to perfurme 


it: and our ſouldyers do not onely ſtill demyniſhe wonderfully, above 
an hundred a daye by deathe, and the doble nombre by ſekenes, but 
alſo are over wearyed and moche diſcomforted with contynuall watche, 
ward, and working; wherein they traveill as moche as is poſſible 
for men to indure, having not (beſydes the 640 men laſt arryved 
here) above 1200 ſerveſable men in this towne. So that, oneles 
we be verye ſpedily holpen with ſuche a nombre of men as we maye 
be able to put th' enymie farder of both frome this towne and the 
newe forte, (th' enymie lying nowe within five ſcore of it) we do 
not ſee howe we ſhal be able any tyme to preſerve theſe two peces : 
wherein alſo reſpe& muſt be had for ſufficient vitteills to be ſent for 
the whole nombres, and ſpecially of biſkett , for that our mylls are 
taken awaye, as we have alredy advertiſed, and our ovens are broken 
with the canon, and our bakers for the moſt parte deade of the plage. 

YESTERDAYE sir Hugh Poulet arryved here, who hath put us in 


good hope, that we ſhall want nothing neceſſarie for our releife ; 
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which Gop graunt may in tyme be perfurmed. For as the enymie 
approchethe nearer and nearer dayly; fo dothe their forces i increace 
frome tyme to tyme, and are already ſuppoſed to be above 20000 
men of all ſortes: and it is not to be thoght, that the French K ing 
and the reſt which are ſhortely loked forr do come without a good 
nombre moo. Yeſterday th' enymies came downe frome their 
trenche upon the beache to our juttie, where certen of ours ſkrymiſht 
with theym for a tyme : but in th' ende their horſemen and fotemen 
came downe in ſuche great nombres, as our men were forſed to re- 
tyre into the gates; by meane wherof th' enemie caryed awaye a lytle 
feld pece, which not towe howres before was broght to the juttie, 
there to have bene planted for the ſkowring of the back of the beache. 

THE nombres appointed to come hither, being (by sir Hugh Pou- 
let's reaport) 3000 ſouldyers, will not ſupply our bands to their for- 
mour nombres : and as for the thowſande laborers, they are to fewe 
for our preſent ſtate ; and yet we thinke, we ſhall not have theym in 
ſuche tyme as is requiſite. The remainder of our vitteills, with the 
ſupplye broght nowe at mr Powlett's arryvall, your Lordſhips ſhall 
receyve herewith. 

YESTERDAY we ſent out the Fox, and the gally, and toke out of 
our nombres here for the mannyng of theym; and ſo ſone as the ſayd 
Fox was in the rode, offering to ſhote of a piece, ſhe ſonke before th 
enymies eies, having in hir fifty men, wherof forty were caſt awaye: 


and immediatly after the gallye was in great perill by the like oc- 


cation ; which, as we are informed this mornyng, was the poiſon- 
yng of their ordynance. One of our hoyes that went frome hens with 


Mr Fyſher was taken at Feckham. As yet we here nothing of High- 


mor and his men, nor of certeyn of captaine Ligen's bande, and others 
of the Norfolk and Suffolk men, to the nombre of 460 men not yet 
arryved. 

IT were verie requiſite to have mo of the quene's ſhipps abrode, 


for the keping of the ſeas, and wafting of the vitteillers, and alſo to 
have ſome gallyes and other ſmall veſſells to kepe the ryver as far as 


Hounflew ; for frome that ſyde th' enymies have their cheife releyfe 
of vitteills. The Frenche gally and gallyon, and thre other pyneſſes 
are abrode in the ryver ; which come alſo into the rode before this 


towne. The Fleimmyngs are not to be truſted, ether for the tranſ- 


portation of our men or vitteills, being moche affrayde to enter into 
this haven already; and therfore crayers, if a ſufficient nombre could 
be provided, ſhuld far better ſerve our turne : but hitherunto there 
have bene to ſmall nombres of both ſortes to wy any ſufficient 
maſſe of vitteills before-hande. | 
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Wr here, that the warres are proclaymed in thes partes: but 
howe ſo ever it be; it ſemyth, th' enymie will loſe no tyme here. 
There was a hoye taken by the rrenche gally and brigendyns at this 
arryvall of Mr Poulet, with 160 men, 1x fatts of the queen's harnes, 
and other contry harnes, comyng under the conduct of the Jenet, 
And thus we commit your Lordſhips to almighty Gop. From New- 
haven, this xv of July 1 563.

throughe the dailie death, and plague in the towne, before I could e 
have any intelligence therof ; and alſo ſince the forcible power of n. 
theic ennemyes, with ſtrait approche, is ſo increaſed, as My Lord 1 ner 
Lieutenaunt's lettres, diſpatched hence to your Lordſhips two houres p,,., 
agon (at their firſt arrivall) I am ſuer do declare, and as I alſo feared =. 
afore-hande : therfore I have, by vertue of my comiſſion, preſentlie From the 
directed lettres unto My Lord St John, for the leaving of one thowſand 
men more in Hampſhier, to be ſent hither, and tranſported with all 
poſſible ſpede. And I have by the ſame auctorietie ſent to the Lord 
Mountegue, and other the Juſtices of peace of the countie of Suſ- 
ſex, for the like nomber, to be ſent hither with the like expedicion: 
beſeking your Lordſhips (if yow like well of theis my doings) that 
yow will ſend hither twenty of the beſt ſouldiors that may be gotten, 
to be made captaines and lieutenants over theis men; becauſe divers 
of their leaders at Newhaven be dead, ſicke, and hurt: which is to 
be don with all ſpede poſſible. 

My Lord Threaſourer, and thoſe under his Lordſhip appoincted 
for the victuelling of Newhaven (if this be followed) moſt increaſe 
and haſten the proviſion of the victuelles with all poſſible diligence ;

IR, youe knoe by my letters ſent this nyght paſte, that I have 
ſent to Hampſher and Suſſexe for a newe ſupplye of two thou- 
ſand men, by vertue of my commyſlyon. Wherunto My Lord 
Mowntegwe, for Suſſex anſwereth, that uppon my letters he hathe 
taken order for four hundred men (beyng the remayne appoynted for 
the ſhere) to be ſent hether with all ſpede, and woll ſende to the 
Juſtyces to prepare the reſt ; but he ſaythe, yf they ſhall be taken, 
the harveſt of the cuntree muſte ende itſelffe. From My Lord Saynt- 
John, for Hampſhere, I have yet no anſwer. And bycawſe I am 
yngnorant of the nombers of men in ſheres in a redynes, and knoe 
not what nomber the ſheres may bayre to ſerve; I beſeke youe, lett 
My Lords of the cownſayle direct, howe manye and where a newe 
ſupplye may be ſpedely proportyoned, and ſent hether : and in the 
mean tyme I woll tranſporte as many as ſhall come of this newe ſup- 
plye that I have ſent for, 

I rave ſent youe here incloſed the copies of letters from my Lord 
of Waryke, and Cutberd Vawghon, ſent me yeſternyght at mydnyght: 
wherby youe may perceyve, that it 1s the plage within the towne 
that is the greatteſt ennemye of Newhaven : it is the plague that 
demynyſheth theyr nombers wekely ſo owtragyouſlye, that my ſup- 
plye from hens makes but a ſmale increaſe. And yet the enemye, 
boldened with this plague, and ſekyng to prevent owre ſendyng of 
ſupplyes, comethe on with all his furyous power ſo faſte, wynnyng 
by Saynt Adrefles along the ſea ſyde towardes the haven, that Ap- 
pleyarde, and all commyng from thens are in dyſpayre of our men's 
kepyng of the haven : and yet I dowte, whether they err or not. 
But this is thowght agayne, that allthoe the Frenche had the haven, 
they wold not be haſtye to aſſayle the towne with aſſaulte: wher- 
fore the lacke of three monethes victualles within the towne is a pe- 
tyfull caſe; for I thynk, the Frenche are not hable to abyde the 
ſeage ſo longe. But nowe Gop's vyſytatyon with the plague, and 
the ſtate of the victualles beyng as it is (a copye wheroff I have ſent 
youe herewith ;) I ſee no better waye, then to offer ſupplyes, and to 
ſhoe power, with all poſſyble ſpede : wherin, by the grace of Gop, 
I woll not neglecte my dwetye, as faſt as men come unto me, and 


peace may be offer'd, or procured by movyng of the prynce and the 
Admyralle 
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Admyralle therunto (for othervrayes I looke for nothyng but cruel- 
tye) yt were not to be neglected. 


Tu ls preſent evenyng I ſhypp ſeven hundred men, which makes 
my ſupplye from hens two thouſand men. I here nothyng yet of 
Kent, nor of Worſyterſnere. Devonſhere pyoners, I thynk, be 
ſent along the ſeas. I pray youe, haſten all ſupplyes that any waye 


maye be ſent. Thus, for lacke of tyme, I leave owte dyvers notes 
of thynges that ſhold be ſent unto youe. And, beſekyng Gop to 
ſend us proſperous wynde, and that nothyng may be neglected that 
is mete to be done, I ſhall with moſt harty commendations commyt 
youe to Gop, From Portſmowthe, the 17" of Julye 1563.

My Lord Saint-John, I ſuppoſe, woll ſend me a new ſupplie of 


one thowſand men out of this ſhier, according to my lettres directed

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at Southampton; and three be come from the weſt, and I loke for 
nine moe from thence, for tranſportation : yet if men come haſtely 
upon me, I doubt leſt I ſhall lack veſſellz in that behalf, through 
ſlacknes of the returne from Newhaven. Touching the men that I 
newly appointed for Suſſex, I wrote unto yow yeſterday in the after- 
noone. I have ſent pioners with this convoy taken up here abouts, 
about ſeventy two; and moe I cannot well get here: but I have 
writton to My Lord of Warwick, that he nede not lack pioners, if 
he may be ſupplied with ſouldiors ſufficient: and for your better un- 
derſtanding what I have don herin, I have ſent yow a copie of my 10 
lettre that I ſent to My Lord of Warwick with this convoye. Glaunſ- 
fild the ſurgionis alſo paſſed over with this convoy. 
I Have ſent to Southampton, to prepare half a doſen ſerplers or 
packetts of wooll, to lay in the ſides of three hoyes, to defend the 
ſame from budging in the entring therof into the haven ; and that 
the ſame hoyes may be frawghted and laden with ſouldiors, on th 
other ſide of thoſe packetts, from the ſhotte: and in the meane time 
I have ſent to r Winter, to knowe whether this deviſe woll do any 
good. And thus, beſeking Gop of his mercy to ſtaye the plague 
at Newhaven, and that our ennemies there may be repulſed from 29 
theire approche to the caſtle, I ſhall with my moſt hartie comenda- 
tions comitte yow to Gop.

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Crampe, Edward Tureur, and William Cathorne: all which three 
might do me ſervice; and I ſhall nede them, methincks. As for 
this bearer Percivall, I am not fo deſirous of his retorne; and mr Dud- 
ley told me, he wold put him to My Lord Roberte, I had the more 
nede to have myne owen : for others that be not my men, but the 
quene's Majeſtie's, and therfore not at my comaundement, eyther to 
poſt into England, or otherwhere to go when the quene's ſervice ſhall 
nede it, but as yt pleaſith them, though thei be charge to me, and 
do furniſh my howſe ; yet thei be ſmall pleaſur to me or comoditie, 
as youe know. Vf youe do ſend comiſſioners; I pray yow helpe, 
that thoſe my men, or ſom of them, may waite on ſom of the co- 
miſſioners, or com in ther company: I have written a lettre to my 
wief, that thei be in a redines.

From Roan, . atly upon Barlow's departinge, for my diſpatch towards hir Ma- 
r9Julyr563. jeſtẽ, accordynge to that he had promiſed the daye before both to My 
Pare: rorde Ambaſſador and me: fyndynge maſter Stuart there, I deſyeryd 
ee him to ſhewe the ſayde prince of my beinge there to ſpeake with 
3 him; for that he had retyeryd himſelffe into hys cabynett, and none 

could be ſufferyd to come at hym, before he commawndyd them to 
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be lett in to him. The ſaid maſter Stuart, after havyng taryed a 
longe halffe hower within with the ſayd prince, browght me this an- 
ſwer from him: that the quene mother had defendyd him to wryte 
to hir Majeſtie, and therfore neyther could nor durſt wryte to hir: 
he had only to faye to My Lorde ambaſſador, that yf he wolde that 
any good ſhulde followe upon hys late conference with the x yng, the 
Quene and the cowncill here, he ſhuld uſe all dyligence in ſendynge 
to hir Majeſtic, and to gett anſwer therto with all ſpede: and as unto 
me, he ſayd, he neyther durſt ſe me nor ſpeake with me; but, as 
he had donne the other tyme before, he requyryd me in any wiſe to 
retyer my ſelffe to My Lorde Ambaſſador, untyll ſome anſwer came 
from thence ; and fayd, that yf I dyd followe him any longer, yt 
ſhulde be hys ruyne and deſtructione. 25 
WurRUPON I deſyeryd the ſayd rafter Stuart to ſhewe the 
Prince, that I fownd very ſtraunge this manner of language, but that 


hir Majeſtie, I knewe, wolde fynd yt much more ſtrainge; conſy- 


derynge he had made both my Lorde ambaſſador and me to ſend hir 
worde, that he wolde both wryte to hir, and ſend me to hir with 
fome thinge elz owt of hande : and that I could not tell what the 
matter ſhulde meane, that he wold not voytſafe ones to ſpeake with 
me ; but that whoſomever had put that into hys head, he had ſmale 
conſyderation of hys honor, or obligation towards hyr Majeſtie, and 
was much more lyke to ruyne hym, then the cowntenawnce of the 
Quene of England, which he had by my beinge there with him. But 
ſince he fownd good thoſe manner of dealyngs towards hyr majeſte, 
and that he knewe well inowghe my charge here was to reſyde by 
him ; which I perceavyd he was wery of, and of the honor hyr Ma- 
jeſtie dyd him that waye ; I thowght yt hyghe tyme for me to be 
gonne : and therfore deſyeryd, that he wolde gyve me leave to de- 
part, with two or thre words onlye of hys hand to hir Majeſté for 
my diſcharge, that therby ſhe myght ſee my behavyour here, and 
the offices I had donne had not bene otherways diſpleaſant to hyme ; 
and that he wolde gett me a paſſeport of the x ynge, that I myght 
retyer my ſelffe owt of thys realme in ſaftye and withowt lett or im- 
peachement by the waye: and leſſe then thys I thowght he could not 
doo. Anſwer was reatournyd me for all thys, that he wolde not 


wryte in any fort ; but that I ſhulde goo and tarye with My Lorde 


Ambaſſador, untyll ſome anſwer were come forthe of Englande. 
S1R, nowtwithſtandyng all that I have ſayd before, and all the 
perſwaſions that aſter Stuart could uſe towards the prince (as he 
hath ſworen to me, he hath donne all that he coulde to him) he 
wolde be browght to no other poynte, I do rot yet knowe from 
whence this ſoden alteration cometh, but wyll doo the beſte T canne 
to learne yt. In the meane tyme I ame dryven to tarye under my 
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Lord ambaſſador's winge, who is in Roan; where open warre hath 


bene declaryd againſt us, as you may ſe by that ys ſent you in this 
diſpatche. It may therfore pleaſe you to lett me underſtand by the 


next, what hir Majeſtie's pleaſure and yours ſhal be that I ſhall doo: 


without the knowledge wherof I wolde not preſume to come my 
waye, otherwiſe I had not bene here nowe. And althowghe the 
prynce wyll not ſpeake with me: yet I wold be gladd to have ſome 
commiſſyon to ſpeake with him, ſo as the ſame might be for hir 
Majeſtie's ſervice ; and then I wold eyther ſpeake with hym, or I 
wold declare my commiſſion to him before the x ynge and the quene. 
SIR, the Prince hath ſayd ſecretlye to a frind of mine, that yt 
wyl be theſe x or x11 dayes yet before the afſault can be geven ; for 
that ours within Newehaven have travalyd marvelouſelye where the 
battry is made, and do gyve them withowt inowghe to doo: but he 
ſayeth, that within theſe v11 or v111 dayes at the furtheſt the battry 
ſhall begine of fourtye cannons ; which cannot choſe but make breache 
within two dayes, and the daye next after they ill give the aſſault. 
StR, I wrote you in my laſt of Monſieur de Briquemault's earneſt 
travaile and ſhewe of deſyer to brynge theſe dyfferents to good ac- 
corde, and howe francklye he ſpake in them to the quene mother: 
all which 1 hard and ſawe my ſelffe, and dyd beleave therafter of 
hyme. But I perceave, all ys not goulde here that gliſtereth ; nor 
I coulde not ſee then that ſince ys geven me credablye to underſtand 
of hyme: for the ſayd de Bricquemault, in hope to have bene xxigbt 
of this order, hathe played here maryelouſelye on bothe the hands, 
and hath geven them his beft advice for the takinge of Newhaven ; 
bringinge a platt therof in the preſence of the auene and coneftable, 
which he had taken at bis laſt beinge there, and there declarid the 
waye and manner. how to come. by the peſe ; auer nge them, that, un- 


| leſſe they toke that waye, they: ſhuld never get it. The advice be gave 


is ſayd to me to be thus. He ſaid, he likid very well the battery al- 
redy begone againſt the bulwarke nexte to the ſea fide ; which never- 
theleſſe he knewe to be very ſtronge and well built, and flankid by the 
tower which «oe caule the caſtel : which tower althowghe it were of 
great force in ſhewe ; yet the ſtonne therof was very ſoft, and is more 
eaſy to be beaten downe then the ſaid bulwarke was : and that untill 
ſuche tyme as they had taken away the ſaid flanke in the tower, they 
could by no meanes make the peſe ſaultable : and havinge ones chokid 
that flanke, althowghe they could not ſo ſone beate downe the bulwarke, 


- they might ſo lodge theire ſouldiers in the ditches betwext the Dr 


and the tower, as that none within durſt loke over the uaules; and 
ſo they might worke without, and do all that they wold, without dan- 
ger of offence from within. He ſayeth alſo, that the waule betwext 
the ſaid bulwarke and the tower is the weakeſt of any other place of the 
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towne : and that havinge ones dammid the flanke of the tower and the 


fame of the bulwarke, they might ſodenlie bringe theire artillary and 


make breache in the ſaid waule, and ſo theire ſouldiers might come to the 
aſſault without any dainger. This was the very place, he ſaid, where 
they muſt take it; otherwyſe he thought it imprenable. His counceil, 
as I can learne, hath bene ſo well likid, as that theſe meane to followe 
it : but he is reatournid, for all that, without the order. 

SIR, yt may lyke you, that this be conſyderyd on by menne of 
wary : for althowghe, peradventure, he that hard it, and told it to me, 
could not, for want of knowledge in maters of warre, carry away the hole 


diſcourſe of it orderhe, yet I beleave, the matter beinge well lokid on 


and examinid, there wil be found ſomwhat worthie the foreſight : for 
I muſt ſaye to you further, sir, that I have hard that place efteamid by 
others both weake and diſcevable and where the diche had nede to be well 
lokid to. 

THESE dyd the xv111 of this preſent ſend for all the ambaſſadors, 
ſavynge hir Majeſtie's, and by waye of proteſtation declaryd unto 
them theyr good right, and the cauſe of this warre to comme and 
growe throwghe hir Majcſtie's reafuſynge all reaſonable condytions ; 
and fo dyd putt, the moſt they coulde, hyr Majeſtie in the wronge, as 
more particularlye, I ame ſuer, you ſhall underſtand by my fayd Lorde 
ambaſſador's letters at this tyme. They talk now to aſſayle the fort 
out of hand. 1 doonot knowe, what ours do af Newhaven : but herof 
I am ſwer, that, for all the braggs theſe make, they were never more 
eaſye to be dealt with; ſo as they within ſhewe themſelffes of any 
courage, as I ame ſuer they doo and wyll: and on repulce wyll abaiſe 
all this pryde. Vt is advortiſyd hyther, that 2 zord of Warwicke 
hath writen to her majeſtie, that Newhaven is not gardable; and that 
therupon ſhe hathe geven order to him, in caſe it comme to any effort, 
to ſave himſelfe and his people the beſt he can by ſea : but ] truſt, it be 


farr otherwiſe, Thus I moſt humbly take my leave of your Honor, 


after havyng beſechyd the ſame ones agayne to have me in your good 
remembrawnce for my reatourne home. From Roan, the x1x of 
Julye 1563. There is not tenne thowſand men before Newhaven. 
The xinge bringithe with him none at all, but courtiers and lovers;

The Queen IGcaT truſtie &c. we grete yow well. We ar ſorry to perceyve 
282 the death there to increaſe in ſuch ſort, as therby we ſee more

bier; wer not. And therfore, allthough we have cauſed great nombres 

orriet. Of men to be levyed here in the realme to reenforce yow ; wherof 

krom the part we know ar ſent thither, the reſt arr comming as faſt as poſſibly 

— „ maye be (as we dout not but our vichamberlayn, being at Porteſ- 

Sec. Cecill's Mouth, hath at large certefyed yow, and as by a cedule conteining 

band. the nombres and herwith ſent yow may appere :) yet conſideryn gwe 
have preſently certen articlees and overtures of peace ſent to us from 
our Embaxador in France, wherof we fend yow a copy, which wer 
offred to hym by the prynce of Conde, and afterward agreed unto 
by the x yng and his mother, but not allowed by our Embaſſador, 
both for that he thought them not ſufficient, nor yet had authorite to 
allow any as to conclude a fynall end ; we ar theruppon entred thus 
farr to confider of the matter, that for the ſuerty of yow and our 
people, which we preferr before any materyall towne, we have re- 
ſolved to ſend with all ſpede sir Nicholas Throkmorton Knight with 
commiſſion ſufficient to joyne with our Embaxador there to treate of 
ſome accord. And therfor doo make the fundation of our doyngs 
herin uppon certen knoledg from yow and thoſe which be there, how 
yow are hable to kepe that towne; having reſpect to the nombres that 
yow preſently have, and to thoſe which yow perceyve ar in comm- 
ing, not onely with our admyrall, (who hath this preſent daye taken 
his leave, and 1s gone to our ſhipps) but alſo from Porteſmouth ; and 
reſpectyng alſo the manner of the deth, whyther it deminiſh or in- 
creaſs, and the ſtrength of the pece, the approchees and aflaylyngs 
of your ennemyes, with there power, For on the one part, if, up- 
pon theſe thyngs or any other conſidered, yow ſhall fynd yourſelf 
well hable to hold out the ennemy, we meane, that our ſayd Em- 
baxadors ſhall deale more ſtrictly with the French for our avantage, 
and yours alſo : but if yow ſhall, on the other part, judg yourſelves 
not hable to kepe that towne from the ennemy, uppon any of the 
former thyngs conſidered; than we meane, that they ſhall indede ſpe- 
dely procede to make ſome end, for delyvery of yow from the daun- 
ger not only of the ſege but alſo of the plage. 

AND therfor, for more ſuer procedyng in this caſe, we will and 
command yow, that furthwith, with as much ſpede as you can, ye 
doo aſſemble thooſe that be ther of our counſell, and ſuch other of the 
graveſt and wiſeſt capitans there as yow ſhall thynk mete, and pro- 
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pound to them what they thynk of the habilits to kepe that towne 
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from the ennemy : and lett it be well conſidered, and ther opinions 


ſhewed, in as much ſecrecy as may be. And theruppon we pray yow 
cauſe the ſame to be putt breefly in wrytyng, and figned with the 
hands of yourſelf and the reſt that ſhall conſent therunto : and ſend 
i by this bearor, or by any other meanes that yow ſhall thynk better, 
to our Embaxador reſident in France, (who, we thynk, is at this tyme 
at Roan) or els to sir Nicholas Throkmerton, being gon to hym by 
the waye of Abbevile ; ſo as they theruppon may procede to your 
moſt avantage, accordyng to there commiſſion.

T may pleaſe your Lordſhips to be advertiſed, that finſe the wryt- 
ing of our formour lettres of the xv of this preſent, th' enymie 

is approched nearer unto the caſtle : where he hath planted certen 
peces of ordynaunce upon the beache, the mydway betwixt bulwarke 
Addreſſes and the water gate; intending, as we have before adver- 
tiſed, to take awaye the haven, and to beate downe the caſtle frome 
their firſt battry upon the ſaid beache ; which they have hitherunto 
diligently applyed. For the refiſtance wherof, we have caſt a trench 
frome the ſayd water gate to the juttie, by th' entry of the haven ; 
wherby we intende to kepe and preſerve the ſayd haven ſo long as we 
poſſible maye. But our nombres do ſtill dye, and fall ſeke in ſoche 
ſorte, as all thoſe which we have receyvyd hitherunto are not able to 
ſupplye our olde bandes: for with theſe eight hundred lately arryved 
with Mr Wynter, and th” other ſent owte of Gloceſterſhyer, (which 
are verie ſimple men) we are not able to make tow thowſand able 
men in this towne. And as for our ſhott, and ſpecially the olde and 
beſt ſouldyers, it is ſo conſumed, as of two thouſand we have not above 
three hundred lefte ; being ſo neceſſarie, as we are not, without a 
greater nombre, able to kepe th* enymie out of our dyches : and to 
put peces into the handes of theſe rawe contryemen, is to no purpoſe.

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Mx PELHAM, as a verie mete man in our opinions, is appointed 
to have the chardge of the newe forte (who is well lyked of thoſe 
captaines that be under him) and all the pioners appointed to the 


chardge of Mr Portanary, which are no mo then in our laſt lettres 


are mentioned: for as yet none are come out of Devenſhyer and 
Cornewall, frome whenſe the greateſt nombres were appointed; hav- 
ing ſuche want of theym, as th' importance therof cannot be expreſt. 
Th' enymie hath plaſed baſketts for twenty fix canons at the forte; 
parte wherof are alredy planted verie neare to the ſame : fo as, their 
force increaſing bothe there and here, (being dayly incoraged by this 
moſt terrible plage, not unknown unto theym) we ſe not howe with 
theſe ſmall nombres we ſhal be able (without a preſent helpe of ſuche 
a force as may be able to put theym farder of) to preſerve theſe peeces 
any tyme. | 

Our Marſhall is preſently ſeke of the plage; in whoſe place we 
have appointed, for the tyme, the comptroller, as the meteſt man 
for that office that we knowe ether here or there: and the fore we 
withe, he ſhuld ſuccede th' other, if Gop do take him awaye; and 
an oter to be appointed by your Lordſhips meanes for the comptroller. 

Wr have thoght good to returne the Almayn ryvetts and contry 
harnes, with a note therof, to the captaine of Porteſmouth, to be 


delyvered to the contry agayn; and they to paye for newe corſeletts, 


wherwith we intende to furniſhe the nombres lately arryved here, 
For to chardge the ſouldyers that ſhall have armour in this tyme, or 
the whole nombre of the bande, (as in your lettre of the vi" of 
this preſent yow do urge) we thinke it not convenient, conſidering 
their pore and miſerable ſtate; nether yet to burden theym with the 
curing of their hurtes receyved in this ſervice, which by your ſayd 
lettres ſhuld be granted out of their interteynement, being ſkarce able 
to fynde theym ſufficient vitteills. Surely the tyme ſerveth not to 
uſe any ſuche kynde of huſbandrye, wherby men ſhall rather be diſ- 
coraged then otherwiſe. 

THe peces of caſt iron ſent frome the towre ſeme to be olde waſte 
peces, not ſerviſable. Here is alſo great want of axell-tres, ſtocks for 
canons, wheles and whelers ; and alſo plate for ladels : of the which 
things we deſier to have a ſufficient ſupplye with all poſſible ſpede. We 
lacke likewiſe rodds for maunds, for thoſe we had are already ſpent; 
nether will the doble nombre ſerve our turne. The ſouldyers lately 
arryved here came without any conductours; wherby the men can- 
not be preſented to the muſters, as is requiſite. Manye of the car- 
penters which were ſent hither are verie unſkilfull, and ſome alto- 
gether ignorant of their arte ; being informed, that when able men 


were preſted, they were permitted by the wardons for money to take 
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up others by the waye: and even ſo are we ſerved by the lyke default 
of thoſe that had the appointing of our ſurgions. So as the worſt, 
as it ſemyth, of all ſortes, is thoght good enoghe for this place; 
wherby the prince is ill deceyvyd, and hir ſervice hindered. And 
thus we commit yo to the protection of TH. ALMIGHTIE, Frome

Vf our 
haven be taken awaye, as it is verie lyke to be, and that out of hande; 
we truſt, there wil be good meanes to receyve in both men and vitteill

From the RECEvyD theſe letters here incloſed from My Lord of Warwyke 
os. and the cownſayle there, abowte one of the klocke after myd-

but ſpecyally after I had ſpoken with mr Wynter (whoe beyng hurte 
dothe preſently repayre unto youe, as he is hable) I was utterly diſ- 
coraged : ſo that ſupplye of men ſemethe to be to late; for the ha- 
ven is loſte, and vittayles is ſkant there, and not of beare and other 
thyngs to ſerve theym three daies. 

By mr Wynter's advyce I have ſtayde theſe laſt nombers of thir- 
teen hundred and nineteen men, turned backe by a contrary wynde : 
and I wolle onſhypp theym, as thoe the wynde onely and the leakage 
of the veſſells were the cawſe theroff ; to ſtaye the brute a whyle. 
But, alas! tarie no anſwer of Francis the poſte, whom I feare this 
wynde alſo hathe turned backe agayne : but to ſend to mr Throg- 
morton with all ſpede to conclude a peace, is the onely waye ; if it 
be not to late. Mr Wynter hathe lefte order, yf the worſt falle, (that 
the towne muſt be forthwith abandoned) to retyre My Lord of War- 
ryke into the qwene's Hyghnes ſhyppes ; and as many of his men as 
is poſſyble, yf the wynde wolle ſuffer the great boates to londe.

To THE QUEEN's MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTIE. 


T may pleaſe your Majeſtie to be advertiſed, that we have receyvyd 
1 your letters with the articles offred to your Highnes by the prince 
of Condye. And to th' intent we maye the better ſatisfie your plea- 
ſure and commaundement towching the ſeveral points conteynid in 
the ſaid letters, we have, beſydes thoſe of your Majeſtie's counſcill 
preſently in healthe here, aſſembled five or ſix of the diſcreteſt cap- 
taines, with whome we have conferde ; and therupon have thoght 
good to declare our opinions: which nevertheles we can not ſo cer- 
tenly do as otherwiſe we wold, by reaſon of this moſt horrible plage, 
which hathe conſumed the great nombres of our beſt and oldeſt ſoul- 
dyers, beſydes dyvers of our captaines; wherof ſome are dead, ſome 
hurte, and ſome departed ſeke in hope to recover: which plage yet 
contynuethe moche like to our laſt advertiſements, being a matter that 


more diſcoragethe this gariſon then the force or feare of th' enymie. 


FiRST towching our nombres ; we thinke theym to be, with 
theſe 700 that arryved here yeſternight frome Porteſmouthe, abowte 
3500 able men, here and at the newe forte, And as concernyng the 
{tate and ſtrenght of the towne and the ſaid forte; we have dyvers 
tymes, and ſpecially of late, written fo plainly, as we think it ſuper- 
fluous to troble your Majeſtic with any longer diſcource, beſydes the 
declaration made by sir Hugh Poulet, signor Meliorino, mr Fiſher, 
and mr Wynter : who, being the laſte that departed henſe, and one 
bothe of good credite and judgement, is well able bothe to make rea- 
port therof, and of the neare approche of th' enymie ; which from 
the beginnyng hath cheifly gone abowte to take away our haven ; 
which is preſently in ſuche hazard, as no ſhip darre attempt to entre 
the ſame by daye. And nowe they have broght at renche almoſt to 
th' ende of the juttie at the entrye of the haven; and have with 
baſketts made ſuche defences upon the beache, as they can hardely be 
aſſayled but to our great diſadvantage, having nightly, as we are in- 
formed, a watche of 2000 fotemen and 500 horle or thereabowte. 
Their whole armye, as we are advertiſed by a Burgonion that ſerved 
your Majeſtic at Lethe, and came this daye from the Frenche, is 
abowte 22000 men of warre of all ſortes. 

— TowcHiNG the keping this towne frome th' enymie, we can pre- 
ſcribe no certen tyme ; but muſt referre that to him by whome all 
cities and holdes are kept and defended. Neverthcles, upon confe- 
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rence had with the ſaid captaines, we doubt not, by God's grace, to 


kepe it, having the nombres of ſouldyers and pioners preſcribed unto 
us, with vitteills ſufficient for theym : and yet all thoſe that be ar- 
ryved hitherunto ſhall not ſupplye our olde bandes by a good nombre ; 
ſuche is our dayly decaye by death and ſekenes. 

THe ſtate of our vitteills ſhall appere to your Majeſtie by the re- 
mainder here incloſed ; which is to ſmall a proportion, conſidering 
our ſtate ; eſpecially for bread and beare, wherof we have not ſuffi- 
cient for ten dayes. All the clercks and other officers belonging to 
the vitteills are dead, ſave the cheife clercke; who is alſo preſently 
more lyke to dye then lyve : ſo as the vitteills, for want of good lok- 


ing into, goethe not ſo far as otherwiſe they wold. And therfore if 


your Highnes intende to have theſe peces preſerved any tyme ; great 
expedition muſt be uſed, bothe in ſending over of vitteills, ſpecially 
beare and biſket, and alſo of diſcrete officers to take the chardge ther- 
of, with bakers and other neceſſarie officers. And then, as we have 
fayd, (Gop ſtaying his heavie hande) we truſt ſo to defende theſe 
peces, ſo far forthe as our lyves will ſtretche, as ſhal be to your Ma- 
jeſtie's honour, and diſchardge of our duties: beſeching your High- 
nes, beſydes the things before requeſted, to gyve ordre, that ſome 
men of wiſdom and governement may be ſent with all ſpede to ſup- 
ply the places that nowe, by reaſon of ſekenes and otherwiſe, are 
not furniſhed ; as the Marſhall, the comptroller, the maſter of th 
ordynance, and Knight-porter : for we have not here, beſydes thoſe 
that are already plaſed, any able to furniſhe theſe rowmes.

mouth. yt ſhould fall calme in the ſeas, then the ſame pynneſſe roweing with 
23Julyz563- her hores ſhould yet paſſe over Fraunces with ſpede. And mr Wyn- 
Pare® ter did me a great diſpleaſure in ſtayeing of Fraunces from his paſ- 
deter, faige yeſternight, lyeing at & Ellen's point with the reſt of the ſhippes 
— that were fraughted with my thirteen hundred and nineteen ſouldiors; 
for he called to theim all generrally to ſtay, and to returne: wheras 
otherwiſe Fraunces might almoſt have ben at Newhaven by this; 
wherof I wold have ben verey glad, for now I long for peace. And 
I ſuppoſe, that altho My Lord of Warwicke could deffend the towne 
twenty dayes longer, as peradventure he maye ; yet I thinke, the 
ſooneſt peace wold be the moſt honnourableſt for us: for the Frenche 
woll waxe prowd, yf they once perceave, that the towne is nere un- 
to yeldinge ; as, if Mr Winter's wordes be true, that the haven is loſt, 
or paſt recovery, then ſurely our men cannot hold yt longe; and then 
alſo mr Winter's ſtayeinge of my tranſportation of moe men hathe 
reaſon : for if the haven be loſt, that victuelles cannot enter; then 
moe nombersof men wold ſoone devour their ſmall ſtore, and compel! 
theim to yeld or famiſhe. 

WHERFORE I have called upon Mr Habington verey earneſtly, and 
have helped him to ſome veſſelles to tranſport a good deale of vic- 
tuellz, to go to the ſea to morow ; to th' end that I may prove, 
whether the haven be yet ours for entraunce therof or not, before I 
do tranſporte any moe men; for victuelles can enter no way but in the 
haven, altho men may make ſhifte to enter dyvers wayes. And in 
the meane time I meane to unſhipp, and to returne home all the wurſt 
ſorte of the Hampſhier men; deſiering My Lord S' John, that better 
choiſe, and better furniſhed men, may be in a readines at an howre's 
warninge.

And yet here woll remaine a ſhipbord, and 
here about the towne, almoſt a thowſand, with the Devonſhier men 
and Kentiſhe men, to be tranſported hereafter, if the haven do re- 
maine ours, (wherby moe nombers of men may be theire victuelled) 
or if My Lord of Warwicke ſhall otherwiſe call for theim. 

Tux loſſe of the uſe of the Marſhall and comptroller there is no 
ſmale hindraunce to that ſervice ; altho Pelham and Rede be well 
choſen men. John More the ſouldiour paſſed over to day with 
Fraunces the poſt ; and Ludford the phiſicion is here arrived to paſſe 
to morowe. Your lettre, and your ſedule of advertizements out of 
Fraunce touching there deviſe to wynne Newhaven, came hither, 
and were ſent away unto My Lord of Warwicke to day by Fraunces 
the poſt : and yt ſemeth, there meanyng to wynne the haven, and 
then the towne, is even accordinge to thoſe advertizementes ; and I 
pray Gop ſend us peace by times, for feare of the wurſt. My Lord 
Threaſourer's man, Mr Stringfellow, hathe here delivered to Hugh 
Counſell, to be ymployed by me in her nighnes ſervice, three thow- 
ſand poundes. And thus, fearing the wurſt, and wiſhing the beſt, 
I ſhall with moſt hartie commendacions comitte yow to Gop. From

ſent) to ſende a trumpeter with a letter to the count Ringroff, the 
coppie wherof is herewith incloſed. Wherupon he wrote me anſwar 
the next daye, which likwiſe I do ſende to your Highnes herwithe. 
Upon the recept wherof mr relham was ſent with a letter of credite, 
and inſtructions to fele and underſtand (as moche as he might) of the con- 
ſtable's inclination, as well towching a peace as otherwiſe ; althoghe 
it was not intendyd to take that treatie in hande, but mynded indede to 
geyte ſome good compoſition for the rendring of this miſerable towne. 
Wherupon the conftable, refuſing to talke of the peace, ſaid, that 
if I the Lord Liuetenant wold rendre the ſaid towne upon reaſonable 
compoſition, and ſend five or fix gentlemen the next daye to conferre 
upon the points therof, he wold willingly talke with theym, And 
ſo sir Hughe Poulet, sir Maurice Denys, and the ſaid Pelham, ac- 
company'd with certen other gentlemen, went to him ; and, at the 
ſecond meting, concluded upon theſe articles which herewith we ſende 
to your Majeſtic. 

Wulcn thogh they be not ſo honorable as we wold wiſhe, yeat, 


our ſtate every way conſidered, they are better then we loked fore; 


and therfore we doubt not but your xighnes will take our doings herin 
in good parte. For the breache of the caſtle was fo great and playne 
an entry to the enymie, as althoghe they were repulſed at one aſſault, 

yet, Gnlarging the breache agayn by a freſhe battrye, the place was 
theirs before the compoſition ; ſo as we were dryven to make the beſt 
that we coulde any way: and ſo conſequently of the reft, having alſo 
ſo playne a breache made at the bulwarke Addreſſes, as fixty men 
might in maner as eaſely entre upon a front as upon the playn ground, 
which had never a flanker but the ſayd ruyned caſtle ; and the hill, 

on th' other parte, dyd fully beate the curten vheoupan our men 
ſhuld ftande for the defence of that breache, as no man could abyde 
it. And beſydes the forſayd extremities, our meale and biſquet was 
done, the drinke of ſmall contynuance, and the ſouldyers upon the 
point of a mutynie for the ſame. Soas we truſt your Highnes will beare 
with us, if we have paſſed any thing herein otherwiſe then is loked 
fore, ether in matter or pennyng ; having no more then towe howres 
lybertie gyven us upon the conftable's proffers and demaunds, which 
was to be pafſed without delaye, after his secretarie's phraſe : reſt- 
ing nowe upon a ſpedy tranſportation with ſuche Engliſhe and Frenche 
veſſels as can be gotten herabouts. And thus beſeche TH ALMI OH- 
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TIE to graunt your Majeſtie a long and gadly raigne. Frome News 
haven, this xx1x" of July 1563.

brought thence ; and lefte Mr Holſtocke to aſſyſte Mr Winter. And orie. 
I, with the Elizabeth, Jonas, and the Victorie, came hither this From the 
evenyng; and ſynſe my comyng, with the advyſe of mr vyce-cham- . 
berlen, I have dyſpayched a ſuffycyent nomber of ſhipps, that 1 
founde preſently here, to goo to Newhaven to fetche all things thenſe 
that is to be brought. 

I cam to Newhaven yeſterday at one a cloke in the afternone, and 
departyd thenſe at twoo a clok this morning; fyndyng My Lord of 
Warwycke a ſhippborde redy to departe. And at my fyrſt comyng, 
Edward Horſey came to me, with Monſer de Lynerols from the 
Frenche King, the quiene, and the conſtable (as he ſayd) to vyſyt 
me ; with offer of any thing that was their for my comoditie : and 
ſayd, that the King deſyryd me to com on land to hym ; and their- 
with he tould me the appoyntement for Newhaven.
